rflHE fast volume of the Selections from the Letters, 
X Despatches and other State Papers in the Military 
Department of the Government of tndia, I8f>7-58, contained 
the doc nine ats from the liwt outbreak of dktlfcctioii to the 
siege and forming of Delhi by the English troops. The 
second and third volumes contained in :i similar form all 
papers relating to the mutiny at Lucknow and the defence 
of the Residency by the garrison j General Havelock’s march 
from Allahabad and the first relief of Lucknow ; Genera) 
Outrun’* defence of Lucknow ; Sir Colin Campbell's relief 
of Lucknow in November 1857; General Ouimm's defence of 
the Alumbsgh; General Win dham 's defence of Cawnpore; Sir 
Colin Campbell’s storming and capture of Lucknow ; all 
documents relating to the outbreak at Cawupore, the defence 
of the in trench meat, and the massacre of the survivors. 
The present volume contains in a similar form all papers 
relating to Sir Hugh Rose's campaign in Central India from 
the capture of Rathghur and the action ut Bat-odea to the 
siege and storming of Jhansi, 3rd April 1 80 S; all the docu¬ 
ments detailing the operations attending the capture of 
Cal put? nu the 2J th May 1858 ; all the despatches and reports 
relating to the Gwalior operations, from the march from 
Calpee on the Oth of June to the capture of the Rock of 
Gwalior, held to be one of the strongest and most important 
fortresses in India. 

In the introduction to the present volume the history of 
the Geutral Indian Campaign, one of tho most glorious 
achievements in the military annuls of England, in told from 
the despatches of Sir Hugh Rose and the respective 
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commandera and brigadiers. They have been collated with 
diaries and letters,, ami certain errors rectified and obscure 
points cleared. In flic Central Indian Campaign no array, 
but a small body of good fighting men, led by a chief always 
ready to fact) tremendous risks, marched in tlm hottest and 
most deadly season of the year from Lbc confines of Western 
India to the waters or the Jtmma, a distance of a thousand 
miles. They made their way across rugged plateaux w here 
roads were mere tnicks and towns few and far between; 
they toiled through dense jungles where the Bliil hunter 
run murl undisturbed; they crossed broad rivers, swollen with 
the rain which fell ori the mountains ; they forced formidable 
passes; they tough I and won pitched battles, and they 
stormed the strongest forts. The i upline or Jhansi must 
rank with the great actions recorded in British annals, A 
force consisting of an incomplete division had laid siege to a 
strong fortress and a walled city, defended by a desperate and 
disciplined garrison more Ilian double ils number, end 
supplied with all the munitions of war. The Bombay Sepoy 
and the Madras Sapper vied with the British soldier in 
patience, endurance of privation, and fatigue. Then, in light 
of day, this handful of men stormed the lofly walls, and, 
after four days' strenuous fighting, the city was captured. 
The taking of Caljice, a natural fortress on a high bald ruck 
rising from the Jumna, completed the plan which the 
Government of India bad drawn up for the Central India 
Field Force, But the occupation of Gwalior by Tan tin 
Topee and the Banco of JbftOsi compelled Sir Hugh ttose, 
leaving a sin ill garrison at Cnlpee, to make a very rapid 
march in summer boat to Gwalior with the remainder of 
his troops, and to fight and gain two actions on the rood, one 
at Morar Cantonments, the other at Kotah-ka-Serai They 
arrived, from great distances and by bar! roads, at their poets 
before Gwalior on the day appointed, the 10th of June ; and 
on that same day carried by a-*ault all the enemy’s jmsitions 
on strong heights and ill most difficult ground ; taking one 
battery after another, twenty-he veil pieces of urtillory in the 
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action, twenty-five in the pursuit, besides the guns in the 
fort, the old city, the new city, and finally the rock of 
Gwalior, 1 On the 28th of June Sir Robert Napier mare bed 
from Gwalior in pursuit of the enemy, and by a daring feat 
of arum closed the Central Indian Campaign. 

Miss L. M. Anstey lias rendered me great service in the 
correction of the proofs of the Introduction and the State 
Papers—a tedious and difficult task when dealing with 
printers who do not know n word of .English, She has also 
collated the proofs with the despatches* published in the 
Government of India Gazette, the London Gazette and the 
Parliamentary Papers of the time, and lias assisted me 
in reconciling many discrepancies in the contemporary 
narratives*. Mr. I'. G. Stokes, besides m iking many sugges¬ 
tions, has contributed the exhaustive index:, which will be of 
service to the students of war. 

The sources of the narrative as in the previous volumes 
are State document*, hut the Introduction has no official 
character or authority.

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INTRODUCTION 

BUNDELCU'N'D nr the country of the Bundelu* \a a rtrip of country 
about half the bixe of Soot land, lying south or aout1i-wr*t of Liu.' Jumna, and 
separated by that river frnni tile wide open G angelic plain. Both on 
physical and ethnical grounds it should naturally bo included among the 
states of Central India. During the expiring convulsions of the Muham* 
madan Empire one of the Mahmtta free lances seized the state of 
Jhansi, a fragment of Buadek'nnd, and had his claim by conquest confirmed 
by aSanad from his Master, the Peahwa. Ho and his successors governed 
it tinder the title of Subahdar us a vassal of the Peshwa. In 1817 the 
Peshwa ceded the state of JhiiDflt to the British, and its new rulers 
acknowledged the hereditary title oE the local ruler, and fifteen years 
later advanced him to the dignity of Rajah. In 1835 he died after having 
adopted a son. Sir Chari™ Metcalfe, then Governor of Agra, however 
derided that in the case of chiefs who may hold lands or enjoy revenues 
under grants such as are issued by Sovereigns to subjects, the power 
which made the grant hod a right to resume it on failure of heirs male 
Tbs British Government refused to recognise the adopted son and selected 
a great uncle to succeed to the principality. He was an incapable 
leper and, having oppressed and misgoverned for three years, he died 
childless. After an investigation by a Commission of the pretensions of 
several claimants, the British Government selected the brother of the 
deceased Hu job to be his successor. Mean while oppre*eif>n*and disorder 
had tiecome so rampant in the state that the British Government had to 
do triiat they have had to do in the case of many Native States—undertake 
its direct management. And with the same result. After establishing

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order uud ref■ -raring every branch ol the administration and developing 
the revenues of tho State* they IiftncteJ over the Immediate control of the 
principality fa the Rajah whom they had sn-WlriL He govumed for 
rTiiveii yours with little ability and leas energy- No son wan hom fa him, 
hut on his death bed (1853] ho adopted a eon. Ilia widow, who united 
the martial spirit of tho Mahratta soldier with t he stihtleiy of the Deccan 
Bmhmin, demanded the Bnecessinn for the hoy. Colonel L^ T one of the 
Members of Council who had oppose! the annotation of the great central 
tract of India known as Nogpcrre, dearly printed out in a Minute the

There was * detachment of Foot Utility, the left wing of (he 
12th Regiment of Native Infantry, the head-quaVtore and the right wing 
of the 14th Irregular Cavalry. Captain Dttnlop of i he 12th commanded E h- 
garrison, and Captain Alexander Skene was the Political Officer in eliarg ' 
of the State. The troops were Cartoned a little distance from (he walled city 
which was ovedooked by a fortress >m a high granite rock or kopje. 
Near the walls of the town were scvvral large temples and groves of 
tamarind trees, and on the east and west wore belts of high basalt hills. 
A short distance away to the south lay the bungalows of the otfidale, 
tho gaol> Hie Star fort --cl,pled by ihe Artillery who guarded the treatsre- 
chMs, and the lint® of the men. On the afternoon of the 1st of j„ nf . 
a company of the IStli Regiment of Native Infantry “ raised the standard 
of revolt and invited all men of tho dm (religion) to flock to their 
standard offering to remunerate each man for his service* at the rate of 
twelve rupees jar mouth."* They marched into 1 he Star Fort and foot 
pOBscssion of it.

slept m the lines of the Irregular Cavaliy, Nothing occurred. The men 
were again paraded la the morning and renewed il*ir frofeesbts of 
devotion to thdr officers Captain Dul-p ,^ n t the morning at the 
quarter guard preparing shells for Eiie intended assault on the Star Mag^- 
rinr. In the aftermon, as he was returning from the Poet Office

Lien ten ant- Turnbull "so tfarmliaarJ, el an] anxious to do good and 
to benefit others was <ja foot and failed to retwi the fort, lie took 
refuge in a trw, was seen to climb it and was shot cbwn." The mutineers 
breaking up into bands proceeded to set fire to the bungalows and to 
release the convicts from the gaol, A party consisting of 50 sowars and 
300 sepoys then approached the town with two gum aad a number of 
Customs and Police chupnuwes || led by the gaol dnroga in their 
train and the doors of tin- Orclm gate were thrown op?™ to them to the 
cry of dten hi jni .•* The Ranee placed guards at her gate and shut 
herself tip in her palace. Captain Gordon sent an argent message 
soliciting her assistance at this crisis, but this was refused, a$ the mutineer* 
threatened to put her to death and to set fire to her palace in case of her 
compliance with Captain Gordon’s request. The Ranee's guards then 
joined the mutineers. The whole body now mnrelud towards the Town 
Fort with the intention of bnkiug it by a^snuit, but wWn they drew near 
it, the garrison received them with such a well-directed fire that they foil 
back in confusion, 


Tbe garrison, inclndiag women and children, were only hh in tmroher. 
Lieutenant Burgee of the Revenue Department and srnic of his European 
and Eurasian eubordinateg resided in tbe fort. When the mutineers selsad 
the Star Magazine and to stay in cantonments was fraught with

! lt?th May}, the Native Officer Commanding the Cavalry told Major Kirke, 
who commaad* 1 the station p that his corps JumI learned by letter from 
Delhi that every Christum there had been murdered- f+ He appeared to 
loader at the little the European* knew at affairs in Delhi while his men 
and himself were in comm natation with the place- Ilis neglec t, or 
disobedience of orders, a few hour? after was very suspicious ; ami fnnu 
lhat night the mm and officaru, hy their demeanour awoke strong 
distrust in mr minds/' No sign of it wus however shewn to the 
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troopers* The offices vieitcd their picket* and during the day wept to the 
lines, and talked with the dative officers :: lt they wore received with 
freezing potltqdftii^ Thu 12th native infantry men and the artillery, 
however, Jj liked the nr range men In very much ; they were greatly gratified 
by the oonfidcuee in them shewn by the officers who slept among them/ J 
Major Kirlro roported tn Major-General Sir Hugh Wheeler, Commanding 
tht; Divisian, that the men were well disposed and pleased. The General 
replied that the report waa highly satisfactory, On the 30th el May, it 
was reported to Major Kirke that mutiny was being openly plotted in the 
Artilhay lines* Four men, who were named by the Native Officer as 
being most active in propagating sedition, were dismissed from the 
Company 's service and the Commandant ordered that the guns oE the 
battery should be plated every night in front of the qnarterguard of the 
12th Native Infantry, tc I think " writes an officer +E that the men of the 
company felt affronted and humiliated by this measure/* 

Ou the 4th of June four out of the five companies of the wing of the 
Itth Native Infantry sent a petition slating they were noxious to be led 
against the rebels. At II A K M- * letter brought by express vrm put 
into the hands of Major Kirke It was from Dunlop at J him si, written 
nt 4 p.5|- the previous afternoon. ** The artillery and infantry have 
Irokeu into mutiny and have enterel she Star Fort. No one has been 
hurt yet- Ltok cut for stragglers.^ Kirke at once summoned the native 
officers of the 12th Native Infantry: he oppressed his pleasure at the receipt 
of the petition and teld them shat he would report their loyalty to the 
Governor*General, The native officers, having again warmly asserted their 
fidelity, were told of the mutiny at JbsmsL They at once wrote a letter 
to their regimental comrades reproaching thorn for their condttut* implor¬ 
ing them to return to their allegiance and informing them that they 
intended to fight against the rebels, ff The letter wus at once despatched 
by express/’ That aftemon the troops were paraded in nndree& p Urn right 
wing at lte own lines, the artillery company half way between its lines 
and those of the 12th, the wings of the irregulars in their lines. ** Tho 
iftk and artilleiy were then separately asked if they would eland by the 
Govcnuntal : when it name to the turn of the artillery company the 
old su bah Jar* express^ at once hte loyalty tn Government with a bold¬ 
ness and enthusiasm that did him high honour. It was a fine sight to 
shat old inaii of fifty year/ srerricfl, struggling with the difficulty of

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weakened lungs and organs of speech time had impaired to pruckim 
loudly a loyalty most of those abui.it him hail qo great iympnthj with ; 
they however followed hi* example, and seked hold of the Queen 1 » colour 
of the Itth, which woa at band, and said they would be loyal i on their 
return to their lines, they embraced their g\mn t and wore enthusiastic 
about their loyalty. During their absence frotn the guns, Seeturain (a 
non-commissioned officer) Ftood beside them with spiktsi and a hammer 
ready to spike the A\ in cm 1 of the e -mpany mutinying The officers 
were much gratified at the conduct of the metij and word of it sent 
to Jliansi. Two parties of the 1+ili I mogul jit* tuiMistiiig of forty sowar* 
each under a iiativti officer were also despatched to Jhuiiai and Fatch- 
pom, the chief town of a district o£ the Fame nuiuo in the Jliaiisi division* 
On the 7 th of June a report was reckved from Lko Officer Com mending 
the JhntkH Detachment stating that he bad baited at Mowraneeporo 
(thirty miles from Howgong) on hearing that all the KoroiKHm* at Jhaim 
had been murdered# Two days later a shepherd came into tbo canton¬ 
ment and told them that Dunlop and Taylor had been shot on the Jhanri 
parade* ,E The 12th men atNuuvyung seemed horrified at the u vw*i most 
certainly man y of them were sincerely to; and that night the men of the 
artillery volunteered to eerve against the rebels/* The next morning a 
letter came from the Native Magistrate at 1 Mowraneepore saying that he 
had heard of the murder of every European at Jhan*i p that he had 
received a per wan nab jy-rderl to the office t that the Ranee of Jhnrui 
wa> seat<d on the guddec (throne) and that he was to carry on business 
as hitherto J \ At sunset the six artillery gun* wore according to tha 
recent order brought before the quarter-guard of the infantry, The new 
guards were being marched fill to relieve tile old ones, when a number 
of the men began to lead, nod three Sikhs stopped to the front. Kana, 
“a tall dare devil, lf ftivd at the native □on-eommi&doned officer and shot 
liini dead They then made a rush at the gun«. *' Tha sergeant j Haite 
by name, drew hh sword and was fired at; i think one of the artillery¬ 
men interceded to cave him." The native gunners not only did nothing 
to protect their guns, but in about a minute^ time they bred grape at 
the tents on parade that the officer* elopt iu T and subsequently two 
rounds more at the officers. 

The officers, who were assembled at the mco** house, instantly hurried 
down to the linos. They found groups of pwik^triotca »ojkjj*# They 
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could not induce them to advance on the guns. A party of the tnuLi* 
nceiu assembled iu front of the mesa-house with on® gun, and Major 
KirLe, finding that the men who wore with him would not not on tho 
off c waive, ordered the officers to abandon the canton meat. Accompanied 
by a large number of women and children and some eighty eej oys who 
had remained faithful to their Colours, they set forth for Chutterpore, the 
capital of a small state of the same name. They had not gone for whet: 
they took the Wrong road. It however soon fell dark and, ne they worn 
cfuwalrd from the cantonment Iry a hill, they made an attempt to regain 
the main road by striking across country, but they found the ground 
impu'Bubij This was tire tocfciait incident that happened to them. The 
troopers, sifter they had burnt the bungalows, bad gone forth in quest of 
them and were scouring the main thoroughfares for them. “ They Lad 
reproached tha infantry for not having skin ns.” Guided by a native 
licmtinflii. the fugitives made tbeir way through the solid bkcknjes of the 
night and arrived uL CkutUTpore as the dawn Logan to break. The state 
wew governed i.y i* Banco who treated them with considerblc kindness, 
though some of her chief officers were Muhammadans and areraed to 
sympathise with the rebels, " They told us that a message had come 
from Nowgong that the troop* had risen for then (religion) and lint the 
Kanee must not shelter us," Hut tine Ranee remained firm in her deter¬ 
mination. She not only sheltered them but also sent out troops to protect 
them when there wa* an alarm that the rebels were approaching. After 
enjoying her hospitality for two days the fugitives set forth for .Allahabad. 
On the morning of the 15th they reached Mnlmbu. “ The Hajah was von 
kind and hospitable to us. Next morning we left under an escort fn> 
riiahed by the Ram* of Nowgong,” During the day, neus, having 
ttwrheil them of the mutiny at Honda and at Hamiipore, the ehitf town 
of a district m the AlLdinbail division, they determined to change their 
mute. On the aigot of the 17th, they started for Minaporo or Clianar, 
and, after a long tramp, they encamped under some bills near a pass 
which tan. through two bilk Their guide had led them into s trap. A 
body of bandits held the pass and demanded a round stun of money before 
they would kt them go through it. By the advice of the native officers it 
•TO paid. Nat morning, however, ta they were on the point of leaving 
their camp, the bandit* opened fire on them. The taq.oys, numbering 
from eighty to ninety na n replied fur * few minutes with a wild fire, »* 
tliey could remedy «,* an assailant; and at length ten or twelve foil 
back, and ooul not be gat to advance. Lieutenant Townsend waited 
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with Lieutenant Ewart, myself mid two or three sepoys at el tree* firing 
at any men we could see. Ho shewed the most perfect osurago amid 
tbc confusion and the fire, which was brisk; and 1 regret very greatly 
to say that bo was shot through the heart, and died in about half a 
minute, merely eschiiming, 1 Q God I ambit Thu main body wa? far 
off, in a hopeless and rapid retreat! that the officer was vainly trying to 
step or slacken j and 1 had to leave this brave young man's body where it 
fell/ 1 * The small band fell back keeping the bandits who pursued 
them uL n dis tonne hy turning on them frefjiiLjntly. When thay again 
crossed the Cbuiterporo border tbc pursuit ceased- The fugitive# pressed 
forward but their progress was slew as the women and children were on 
foot. “ Before two o'clock, Major Kirke, the Sergeant-Major Lascar 
and Mrs. Sum!ley, the wife qE the band-master, all died of sunstroke or 
npoploxj. M The Major alone was buried ™the sepoys helping with their 
bayonets to dig his grave/* At & Mb they entered the village of 
fUbrai. fi The matt gave out that they were rebels, taking ub to the Banda 
N a wall to be killed by the ting of Delhi h s order*; they feared to escort 
n* othcrwizc/ J + When dusk fell, the sepoys told their officers that the 
ruse had been dUcOVeicdj that they could protect them no further, and 
that they must make thirLr way hy themselves. u This was said sadly 
and respectfully/ 1 As sc nm as it was dark the majority oE the party 
Again set forth for Panda, + On the morning til the £htb of Jure they 
were attacked by some villagers- They had only nine horses amongst 
them and 11 we were all crippled for action by having some one behind 
ns or a child before/ 1 Scot's boree was struck by a epear and imtantly 
set off at full gallop. He bad Mr?. Mawe's child before him and the 
Bandmaster behind and so wa? unable to stop him. He was followed by 
Lieuieimnt Remington and Fnelgn Franks- They wandered under tht k 
glare of a June run in she glittering heat of a brown parched land till 

they taw a ravine with tome water. (l We all redo towards it; the 

descent was very steep, we all dismounted and had a drink/ 1 The horsed 
were getting water when two armed villagers appeared and bade them be

rupees from him which he had round his waist, and hits gold watch* I 
hud on a handsome guard-ring which they «», I went towards the 
nullah and drew off ay wedding ring and twisting it in my hair, re 
pbict'd my guard; they tame to me and pulled it off my finger. I lore 
part of tire skirt of my dress to bring the water in, but it was of no use, 
for when 1 returned my beloved's eyes were filed, and though I called 
and tried to restore him and poured water into his month, it only rattled 
m bis threat j he never spoke to me again. 1 hold him in my arms till 
bo tank gradually down. 1 felt frantic but could not try; 1 knew the 
being I had idolized nearly fifteen years wee gone, and I was alone; «i 
I hound liifl head and face in my dress for there wu no earth to bury 
him. * The pain in her hands and feet wav intense and ahu went down 
to I he ravine and sat down on a stone in the water. When nightfall 
she would stagger furth into the darkness ami seek her child. In about 
an hour she was found by some villagers who look her out of the water. 
Tiny made her walk to a neighbeuring village and that night they feat 
Irer in u dkouly to llutida. " She »u met on the way by a pul t re the 
Nawab had rent out when he heard of hot being in the village. The 
Nawab had sent orders to all the villagers round not to injure Europeans."

Two days later Lieutenant 
Ewart al.to died of sunstroke. As the remainder were drinking water 
at a village, they observed * signal given by one u f the rustics. Ser- 
gcant Kerohoff was tea slow m mounting and he w as stunned with blows

protection and kmdnesff of tho .Raiie> a o£ Ailzighur and the Nawnb of 
Banda that the fugitives from Nowgong >wed their live*. The Nftwab 
had a most difficult par! to play- Banda wus a military fetation garri¬ 
soned by detAohinent^ from regiments qtmrfccred at Ckwn ports. At 
the time of tlic outbreak at Meerut three companies of the 1 wt. Regiment 
Native Infantry, had recently arrived there from the great military can¬ 
ton m cut on the borders of Ondh. On the ] Stk of Jun* news readied 
Bamla of the revolt at Cawnpora atid the men on detachment duly at 
once exhibited their mutinous int-juLiot] at bead'quartern Ati attempt 
was made to disarm them by tho aid &r the N’awab'e troops and it foiled, 
The Nawah hod, at his peril, given shelter to the women and children in h is 
palace- It was now determined that the Europeans should retire to 
British territory t which they reached, safely guarded. The mutinoor^ 
after plundering and hunting lbe bungalows, started with the treasure 
and ammunition to join their oomnidcs at Cnwnpore* Throughout the 
little territory of Baud a, l be revolt swiftly spread and all sign* of British 
supremacy Vanished- Never was ratulntion more rajud, r.ever more com* 
plete * Anarchy, murder and plunder raged in the ad jacent di stricts. 
The NaWiih attempted to frame a government and maintain order, but 
like Sri n din and many other chiefs be was unable to extinguish the flames 
of religion* passion and hate which hal been kindled. Left i sola tod , 
without power to deal with ihe threats and the inducements that were 
held out to him, he w drawn into the vortex of revolt.

Hindu ami Muhammadan Chief a contended for 
the citidi 1 the pn^sevi w of whi, li 11 was deemed as neccsmy to the ruling 
Emperors of Hi is do if tan at Dover Castle might bo to the Saiou and 
Norman Kings of England." It was won by itratasrem by one of Dakar's 
Generals and th Moghul Emperors used it co ,r the Has; [lie of Him hi*,fan." 
On the disruption of the Moghul Umpire it fell into tho hands »f a petty 
Jut Princo known as the Buna of Gobud. From him it was wrested by 
;he Mahiatts*. hut, in February 1730 Warren Hastings scut a detachment 
under Major Pnpbato, a gallant and daring officer, to protect the small 
principality of Goliad from the encroachment* of MuLadjce Sciwlia, the 
greati*t and most active of the M ulifatta leaders whose formidable army, 
nrguiiicd under French ortioeis, made him virtual master of Hindustan, 
Popham, after cipeDing ihu Mahraitns from Gohud, assaulted and replured 
'he Forireea of Lnhar, without a battering rum, by the sheer plant 0 f his 
mefi. Hr? hiul set his heir: on "the glorious object" as ho called it of

years of age with the concurrenec of the chiefs of the state and the army, 
adopted a l&d of aioai eight yrnu of age, the narct, though a very dis¬ 
tant relative of the late Maharajah. Disorder# arose in the state and the 
mwhfDce of an overgrown mutinous army compelled Lord ElhjisbLiTOtigh, 
liven G- ternor-Gcocral, to lake prompt action with regard to Gwalior* On 
December 18+3, at i 1 aharajp-ore, the English once more eneoantcrwl 
the Mahmttflif. They fought with all their undent valour, but had to 
retreat after a desperate resistance, Tbm- thousand of the enemy lay dead 
on the field and fifty*fcis superb bronze guns were the price of th* viators, 
The same day another fintiih fi#r^e encountered another portion of the 
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Mahrstta army at Piinniar, twelve miles from Gwalior, and gained a 
com plate victory* The vmtoripua forces mat beneath the walls of the 
aurieijt stronghold which on the 4th of January was taken [w^^flion of 
by the contingent force commanded by British office ie, On the 13th of 
January n fresh treaty was signed and mtiOetL The administration of tbo 
State was entrusted to a Council of aix noble?. b The Council of Regency, 1 
wix?fco Lard Ellcuborotnjb to the Duka of Wellington, ,f cannot be changed 
without uur consent. It is to act according to out advice during the 
Maharajah V minority, which terminates, when he becomes eighteen, on 
the l&Lh of January 18&4." Two yours before the stetod interval the 
British Government dissolved the Council of Regency, declared the 
minority of the joang sovereign at uu end, and with his consent appoin¬ 
ted D tinker Kuoj a young Brahmin of gn at ability and integrity, who had 
already proved his talent for ad minis* ration, Div,an or Prime Minister.* 
D linker Rao though young in years wus worthy of lib high office and 
will always hold a high rant among the eminent Indian State™*n who 
have done so much to com olid ate our Indian Empire by their able 
management of a great Feudatory State. He improved the revenue and 
judicial administration, and with a firm hand be attempted to put down 
bribery and extortion, the natural eonieqnenrefl followed. In May 
1854, Colonel Malcolm, the Political Agent at Gwalior, having been 
appointed Rea .dent at Barodo, Cap rain Mao pliers Resident at 
Bliop.il, was appointed to ancce&d hiio. Two months however elapsed 
before the new Resident could reach Gwalior. During that time the 
low cuurtieri and deiteTUuB inlrigueTB who surrounded the young Rajah 
persuaded hjm that he should take into htsown hands the administration 
of the State and dismiss hta Prime Minister. Bnt Semdia was a bom 
soldier, net an administrator. u His education had been nearly confined 
to the nr# of his horse, lance, and gun, whence his tasks were purely 
aod passionately military. £1 e seemed to enjoy no occupation save drilling,

On awuning offieg at Gwalior, Maopbersou did in it aUenipL te play 
the role of ruler under a thin veil. He eonridcred it hi* first duty to 
conciliate, the Friendship of both the Frince and hk M inkier, and to offer, 
in a mode that could not injure the impression of their power, every 
advice and admonition. Hk main aim wa*= to raise the young Maharajah 
as high and make him as uscfuE In iodepsodfint action an be was capahb? 
tif being made- Between the Deccan Brahmin and the son of the Scotch 
Fro£&§sor there quickly arose a friendship* and their rcLarioni, rightly 
acceptedj. bidgd and increased the rigour and authority o!£ both many 
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reforms iu tha administration of the State wefts introduced, and cultiva- 
ti™ and profperity increased* Over the young Rajah Maopherson 
e^tTewed a strong influent and led I dm to oxtuml bis thoughts beyond 
his pkuum and the means of providing for them* In the spring of 1S5J, 
Sdndift, accompanied by the Resident, the Diwan and several of the 
Gwalior Chiefs, paid a visit to Calcutta- Stindia and D tinker Rao inspected 
the colleger and schools iis model* to bo reproduced at Gwalior. The 
Maharajah went down the U uglily and eaw a spi lining m ill at wort. ft Go 
bu way he wo* particularly boastful, until be parsed the house occupied by 
the Viceroy of Ourih* The right sobered him in an instant and bis zeal for 
civilization instantly increased.” * Lord Canning however, at his last 
audience, allayed any fears that may have uricen in bis mind with regard 
to the permauence of bis own dynasty. The Governor-Genera] compli¬ 
mented him cm the a&ooescM administration qf his territories and tho 
wiBo introduction of usefnJ reforms, and added that, if such measures were 
persevered in and he died without male? issue, the Government would 
follow tho an chut Hindu custom of fwogniring an adopted Gueessimr. 
The remark made a deep impression on the Maharajah and the courtesy 
and goner ority of Lord Canning were powerful fad ora in winning the 
fidelity of Sfliudia- 

The Maharajah returned to his capital in April and, shortly after bis 
arrival, gave a grand fete. ** The last grand military display we liad, * J 
wrote a lady, H was the blowing up of u mud fort ; it was a very striking 
sight/ 1 Thr^o weeks pass, and, on the 10th of May, tiding* reached 
Gwalior from Agra of the outbreak at Meerut* " It burst on ug at 
Gwalior lifro u thunder-clap and paralysed us with honor *\ + They were a 
handful of E nglishmen and women Lu the capita! of a Native Sfcde 
iwiwued entirely by native troops. The Chief was a young Muhratta. 
His army consisted of ton thousand men- In addition there was the 
Gwalior Contingent, one of those bodies of irqopfl which the British 
Government had insisted on certain Native Princes and Chiefs maintain- 
iog* in addition to their own armies nucesaaiy for the civil admini^tratum of 
their respective territories They were recruited from the mnm cWs as 
the Bengal sepoy and abo from the same country— OttOn The Chiefs bad 
no control over the troops enlisted in their name and jtfdd out of their

Gwal iot Contingent wa& oompoFod of four Boltl hatter Led of artillery, m 
small siege train, two regiments of cavalry and seven of infantry, aggregat¬ 
ing eight thousand throe hundred and eighteen men. The sepoy# were 
of great stature, admirably disciplined- The artillery were thoroughly 
trained, the cavalry wall mounted and the hordes well groomed. The 
gK&tcr portion of the force was Rationed at Gwalior with outpost* at 
Sipri, Garolij and Agra, The same day that tidings reached Gwalior 
of the outbreak at Meerut, came a message Ertfna the Lieutenant-Governor 
of the North-Wait Provinces asking if a Brigade of the Gwalior contingent 
could ho spared to Agra. The Resident promptly placed at his disposal 
a Regiment and a half of Infantry, on c hundred h^rse, and a battery—* 
being <Kio-half of the Force at Gwalior. O.i the evening of the l£lh T 
MaupliE-r«on had a long conversation with the Maharajah who was deeply 
difltnujud by the accounts and ramours which tilled his capital of 
outbreak* throughout the Northern Pttrrbc** and Rajputaua. He had 
closely watched the on threa t e m Bengal; he mint have learnt a good deal 
when he whs at Calcutta, und he apprehended a widespread mutiny of 
the Sepoy army. fl He said that from tbe greased cartridges, tluj 
belief had arisen in the army that the Government intended to strike at the 
Hindu and Muhammadan religions. That the enemies of our rule had 
found in that belief a pretext and opportunity. That the confidence of 
the army in the Government was at an end, and that a widespread belief 
hart arisen that they would overthrow it *\ But Scindia begged that his 
troops, hi# personal sendees, ail his resources might be considered at the 
disposal of the Governor-Go riomh Mrmiiig (,&mo r and at the earliest 
dawn of day, the young Soyer*?igTs r with a dark foreboding on hh heart, 
went to the Resident He earnestly warned him against the expecta¬ 
tion that the Contingent fcioips, tf sent ti our Brovin &m t would Act 
against their broth mu or abstain from joining them should they revolt. 
He also urged that £f the internal peace of Gwalior* the obedience of 
the reduced Princes and Th&kurs ** depended upon the Contingent, 
Moephcrsun replied the fir^t object was simply to gain time 

for the European feme to assemble to crush the rebel#, atkd as they 
agreed that the Con ti a gent ** would not mutiny at least imtil our 
Regiments did m/' they might meanwhile be usehil in ettng again wi 
plunderers and maintaining our communications. The Resident took the 
opportunity ot suggesting that the domination of the sepoys and the 
Moghul Emperor must shake the foundation of authority not only j D 
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British Froviucce but in every State of Hindustan. Sl Should the Con¬ 
tingent revolt hut above nil &hou!d our Power be shaken, the Prinres and 
Chief a of the Kajput r Jsvt and other ancient races* of Gwalior would unite 
to cast off the Mahrattu yoke/' Soiniia quite understood the fore* of 
the suggestion. Thu* fortified, Majcphcrson urged him to mfluenoe by hi? 
example the stirronTiding 1 Princes and to ernintemet the irmrement of the 
Contingent and of hit fyuipathmug tr no pa toward a rebellion, and to do 
this l»y demonstrating* hy every act devisable, that be discredited the 
religious pretext of the movemotit. that ho held that our power mutt 
triumph, and that he was, therefore, necossariI j one with Sdmlia 

agreed with the tf end cut that rt at whatever immediate risk to Gwalior, 
the Ideutenant-Gn-vernoris wish for aid from the Contingent ehould he 
implied wifch/ J I he young Maharajah at ihe y Ligeti on of the Resident 
summoned Dunker Rao the next day from hie country residence, Tho 
Prime Minister, though he did not underrate the magnitude and importance 
of the straggle , fi ™ jwrtectEy otrnfi dent that it would beat once « f [imped 
out by the European fnrae assembling under the Commander-in-Chief, 
provided that every semblance of ground for the cartridge grievance and 
cry should be at on«* rcm-ived* * M 

On the 13th of May. itc- LieutemnMJoveraor requested tho despatch 
to Agra of the IHtb Regiment U Cavalry and a llafteiy, Tlic Fiesidtnt 
telegraphed to him that, “although tlwtr officers considered them still 
sound. yet if associated with disturbed Corps no one would answer for a 
moment, f^r their sounding 1 Tbh warning does nr>t *ccto to have 
hod much effect, tor (hat day Lieutenant Cock burn started with two 
hundred horse and six guns. After a rapid march they readied Agra, 
Tho horse wen&j however, m"fitly detneked to strengthen the postion ml 
Allygurh, an important city about eighty mflea from Meerut and sixty 
from Agra* * It arrived (here juft as a whig of the 9ih Native Infantry 
mutinied and carrier! off the treasure, It returned to Hnttraa t and he- 
hav^d writ agniiist a body of plunderers but on the 23rd, a hundred men, 
shouting Hm, mov-yl off to Delhi, They hod been corrupted, ps Scfadui 
slid they would he, iy *oute&t with vehtllion* Majopfamo thought it of

pampered soldiers, their fidelity to Scindia might he relied on, and their 
despatch would certainly import more trnequrvocally than any other rat 
thou possible his co-operation with ua* JJ The Maharajah cordially adopted 
the suggestion, but he requested that his guard might be n^compumed by 
a British tfficer* lie, however, omitted nothing to make the despatch 
palpably his own act or to heighten its effect* te With high apparent 
exaltation, he made them over next day to Captain Campbell # in the 
presence of the office of the Contingent and myself* The day after ho 
Inarched out with them to their Cauip/'t Sdndia was highly gratilled by 
the Gcrvemor'Gtucml acknowledging its despatch os a mark of attach- 
meat and confidence* On the 32nd m Slay, at the rt'qusst of the Lieu- 
tenant'Governor, the 1st Contingent Infantry under Major Hennery 
mated from Gwalior to Etawoh, a civil station about thirty mile* away, 
from which the Magistrate had been compelled to retire by the mutiny of 
another portion of the 9th Native Infantry. X 

The following day, the Lieutenant-Governor requested the despatch to 
Agra of a reserved troop of the lit Cavalry* Mrapberson submitted a 
repetition of the warning that the Contingent would not rat against our 
troops, their brethren, although ho trusted they would Ft ill act against 
broken hordes of plunderers or mutineers, IA AH believed in the truth 
of the cartridge grievance, hut it affected the Sepoya alone, The great 
object of the lead ers of the revolt, as t hewn in e very predam&aon and 
newspaper, was to lea d the mms af the population to rvgand The ^nfefft 
p a ctHgioui on e.

Major Maepherson on hearing what 
hnd occurred, arranged to return to the Residency novt day. The following 
morning the Resident visited Scindia at bis request and found httn oppressed 
with anxiety.

from the eld discipline, znaimcra and shew of personal devotion, could not 
undereLand the transformation which the blind fnry of fanatical jA if jk\ had 
wrought In them* He considered that the remove] of the ladies, unless 
imperatively necSstsary, would indicate want of confidence in the fidelity of 
the troops, and he 1 * determined to ?ay nothing on the subject/* The 
nead day there n r ^ ( however, a strung rumour that the troops were to 
moLmy that right, set fire to the linos and mwaorfl their officers.

Thu Brigadier 
added— 1 1 am happy to my tkit the rest of ihc ladies returned to 
Canlonments this morning, and t consider that the excitement (anted 
by I ho above occurrences has, so far aa this Cantonment is concerned, 
subsided/** On the 1st of Jam*, the Governor-General telegraphed to 
Gwalior, n Convey my thank t at once to !?eiiidia for his kind and thought¬ 
ful attention, as well u a his Energetic measures for the security of the 
ladies in the Cant-jiimeet.

The awful ax teat of the catastrophe good became known in Scindin’s 
capital. Early on the morning' of the 11th, His Highness, "excited u . j a( 
ami disfmctedi visited the XIesiilent. He wxi accompanied by the HiiMm ni 
Hi wan, “They said that, from the nearness r-f J band and the intimacy detpty 
hclw-L'cn its population and that of Gwalior, the atrocity of the mas^aere awmRwr - 
and the amount of treasure seized, the Contingent and mil in Gwalior 
were stirred to the very uttermost. All eavo » very few believed that 
oar Empire was in its last hour.” Sdaffia, the DSwuu, and the 
Mafiritta officers, « survivors of the old war" at ill believed that we 
should triumph, But tbeir belief was sorely tried. News came daily 
of fierce and murderous rising*. Delhi did not fall. It core pressed 
its besiegers The people of Gwalior shewed by thfrr manner full of 
insolence, of exaggerate d deference or of pity [heir ripe conviction that 
out rule was over. The only question to the soldiery and people was*— 
when Scindia, blinded by the Resident and the Diwaii, would accept and 
act upon the conviction. 

On the 13th, at theDurbar's urgent request, Major Mucphcrson requested 
the Brigadier to despatch half a regiment end two guns t-> twn district!, 
scar the river Chumbul. The End Regiment was selected for this duty. 

Major Blake, their Commander, "on Officer who, beyond most well in- 
formed, experienced and beloved of bis corps” reported "that it would not 
move though ho still hoped that it would come right,' 1 But the time had 
come when Blake would no longer bo left in his illusion.

Cooplaud and Mrs, Raikes took shelter in Major Blake’s 

bungalow, where they lunud his wife. An the roads were soon guarded 

and planted with guns and the cavalry rode to and fro, it was 

impossible for them to make their escape. Straggling shot* were heard 

and an evil din came over onwards. The guards rushed into the house 

and said the mutineers had been joined by the ruffians of the bazaar and 

were coming to loot the house. They advised them to go into the 

gunlen, for, if they were discovered, they would assuredly be slain. A 

faithful Muhammadan servant of Mrs. Blake's guided them to a spot 

where they lay concealed behind a bank well covered with bushes. The 

night was dear and lhey understood the meaning of the red glare in the 

sky. “ The moon (which had now risen) looked calmly down QtI 0Ur 

misery, and lighted the heavens, which were flecked with myriads of 

stare.” An ominous crackling was heard and shouts of gits, and triumph.

Believing Slint all in 
Gwalior nol of Major Macpherton^a party had been slain * he begged 11 in 
Royal H igliTh^H that the bodies should be decently interred—especially 
his own wifbV, The trooper offered to take her to her husband. He 
Iiad come a few miled out of Agm determined to learn at any risk the 
fate of his wife : aud was now the trooper said at Lhe tldk bungalow at 
Man nee. The Rom of Gwalior generous chivalrous* and brave, refused 
to desert lier comp&pioni;. Taking a pin she pricked on the book of her

the sand®, Mrs, Queek, the Sergeant’? wife, fell down in a fit of apopbxy 
atsd in a quarter of an hour she was dead* As her companions trqdgcp 
on, they bagged eo me villagers to bury her body* So died one of u the 
most geutk and kind-hearted matures tint ever ead&ted/ 1 Soon after 
the party were met by elephants and carts which took them to Ubolpore, 
Bert they rested for the night. Aa daylight wa=i coming on them, they 
started in country carts for Mmmca which they reached ip F&ftrty and 
found Captain Campbell* Here Mrs. Gilbert gave birth to a daughter. 
Hie mutineers were, hmvev r, In-wiring arournl lonkiug for I'eringliees, and 
after a few heure halt they again net forth* The mother nod chi id were 
placed on a native cot and carried* while the rest travelled in their country 
carts. Having got a strong guard from the Rum of Dhoiporo we 
proceeded in safety all night, and arrived nest morning at i retook in 
Agra Ftriorii and dead ate indeed was nnr condition. 11

India, On the l»>tli ol June, news reached Indore that the Gwalior 
Contingent bad risen and ScimKa's capital wins in the bauds of the 
mnimterd. The Agent to tho Govcraor-Uonmlat th© time was Henry 
Marion Ihinmd, a gallant soldier qF eminent abilities and, in the full 
M*n*e of the word, a good man. 

Henry Marion Dura ml was born on the 6th November 1H12. His 
father, an officer of cavalry of powerful build and great courage, had 
served on the staff of Sir John Moore, liad iwoompuuicd his chief in 
the famous retreat through the mountains of Galicia, was by his side 
when.he fell &t Cqmniin and helped to bury him nt the dead of night. 
Ho after wards took part in tike tmwniug victory of ’Waterloo, but his early 
deutli put an end to a career full of promise. When his son find the 
choice ©f a nomination to Hailey bury and the career of a civil admin is- 
tmter or a uuletship to Addioeombc, he chose the profession dignified by 
dangcr, Henry Marion Durand way but a lad of thirteen when he entered 
the Company's Military Seminary which gave to the Empire #o many 
gallant and illustrious Boldira, EJdred Pottinger, Yiueout Eyre and 
Napier of Magdak were at the time uxnnng tho cadets. In June, 1S2S, 
Puiaiid left Addbconiho having won many prim, the nrord for gocwl 
wnduot and a atamisriun in the Bengal Engineers, In October, 1829, he 
failed for India in the Lmdf Holladtf. Awung hie frilow*pasBCDgers was 
A founder Duff, the first mimottiry from the Kirk of SeotLiul, and n 
Erittidahip sprang up which lifted through life. When the cudot became 
Lieiiteiiaut-Gq verier of the Punjab, Dr. Duff wrote to congratulate him. 
Durand answered that when he looked back upon his career and contrasted it 
with that of the Scotch mieriott atj, be frit it had ham a mere fl^b in the 
pan + Lite Henry Lawrence, Henry' Durand presented the rare combination 
of practitml m tivity and military valour with high ctdtnre and ft ^eiioui 
iutjrert m great ipictitionj. The wreck u£ the Lariy llvlluttil on the Da-^iin 
island, a stiudl atrip ©f pock and mnd some forty miles frem Table Btiv, 
gave the young cadet an opportnnity of showing the tome eaJiu csroruge 
which he displayed at the iWming uf Ubiziu. After a stay of iome week* 
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in ft little cottage near Capa Town, he again set soil, and landed at Calcutta 
about the end of May- Thm? months later, lie wjlh ordered in report 
liimFeJf h* the Chief Engineer at Cawripwri, On arriving there p he waa 
directed to proceed to Meerut, where he wan attached to the Department o£ 
Public Workd. During the next fifteen ninths tie was employed in 
■arraying stations far European troops upon the outer spun? of the 
Njmirijiya^ and in i^nstfiitling barracks for the Himalayan sanatorium 
of Laudftur.* Heart we find him, always anient and diligent, Hiiperin- 
tending the (“on struct ion. uf canals, surveying for new works of irrigation, 
attd giving his spare bourn to the study uf military history and languages 
u X am reading Persian/ 1 ho writes to n friend, 11 and what do you 
imagine I have hit upon to translate?

He had been selected to isunmaud the |-arty which wiu to 
blow in the Kabul Gate, but knowing that Captain Peat, who was his 
senior, expected the command* he requested that it might \>c given him.

incapable of making a compromise. He found thnt the valuable teak 
forestri of the province were bring rapidly destroyed by the European 
and Native speculator* abusing their linenoes to cut timber. The agenLs. 
of a Calcutta firm were convicted by the Conservator of forests of wanton 
destruction of limber iu a portion 0? the foresra held by tbem. The 
|Hj]icy of the Commissioner was lhe mibriitation of Government maoagi- 
mont for the liccniiag system. The M< uhnoiii merchants and the 
Moulmriu pre^- stormed against it. The Ci nservutor of Forests brought 
w criminal (Large against the editor qf a paper for a gross libel, and a 
charge against a European for fraudulent conduct in timber transaction*. 
Both cases were tried by Durand, who convicted the prisoner* and 
scute treed the editor to imprisonment and fine. They sent a petition to 
the Deputy-Governor of Bengal, Sir Herbert Haddock. who, in 4l m ifinnimn 
of tbs G over nor-Qeneral in the Fan jib, was the President in Council, 
I he Deputy-Governor requested that the Calcutta Judges would report on 
Lbo ease, and they reported against it on a purely technical point of the 
conviction. The Deputy*Governor as iTi-aidcnt in Connoil removed Duranii 
from his post t It would bare been nm chivalrous and decent, as be 
was dealing with a man to whom ho was pereonally hostile, if L? bail 
left the final decision to the Governor- General. Methodic*], with a firm 
and lofty soul and the purest motives for his guides, Durand bad carried 
on the administration of the province steadily and idly, hcedier* Q f tbc 
calumnies of envy and avarice, but he had not that auj^rficial sympathy 
and buoyant nature which furnish the power to reform abuses with the 
mini mum f)i friction. 

Lord Hardmge.onlui return to Calcutta .offered Donuid the situation of 
Chief Engineer at Lahore, the advanced post of the anny. » This at all 
eveuts will show” the Goveruur-Ccncral said, «that T am not displeased 
with him.'’ Tbi* offer was refused in a letter, which Lord Minge 
rightly characterised a. "cold." Having declined the appointment m 
the Punjab, Durand Ruled for England to kj hi* case before the Court of 
Directors. He obtained opinio., of Counsel a» to the legality of his views 
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in the two Tunnaecrini nosee, and, armed with their opinion l lie prcceiiLed his 
appeal. The Court hud already approved of the orders of Sir Herl tori 
MaAdook and he got the stereotyped reply which fresh proof can seldom 
modify. The Court saw no nation to alter their determination* The 
President of the Board of Control, Sir John Hobhimse, afterwards Lord 
Broughton, however, told him that when he went bit to India he should 
he employed exactly us he had been l>efore and should bo no sufferer in 
any resjteot from wltut liad passed, Durand sought conflation from the 
keenest of vexations, the vexation of injustice* in composition- Hr 
employed the winter mid spring in writing liis valuable Sketch of the 
First Afgliah War which w&f pqblisiiLHl thirty years hiter, when the le^tiona 
id the first Afghan War had been forgotten and when we were engaged 
in u second campaign in that euiintiy. 

1 u June, IB 48, news readied England of the murder, by the direction 
or under the authority of Mooing, the governor of the district of Multan, 
iif Mr. P a Van* Agnew l llw Political Af^tstant T and Lieutenant Anderson 
who commanded the Sikh Escort, Durand knew that the Sikhs hud 
Ijoen dele a toil but not e rushed m the ftrst Sikh War, and that to grout 
them, aftvr their defeat, the right to govern themselves wa* a generous but 
dangerous experiment. He felt certain that the outbreak at Multan 
would spread and that the Sikhs would try another fall with their old 
antagonists In July, lie sailed from England, but,, as the steamers were 
fulls, h+. h went in a sailing vessel and did not reach Calcutta till the begin¬ 
ning of December, Three weeks later, he joined the Commaudsr-in- 
Chiefi army At the wtnquinary battle of Chillianwala he through¬ 
out the day by the *ido of Lord Gough. At the crowning victory of 
GLijcral he served €i with a very good offleor/' he writes, seven days after 
the action , hi General Campbell of the 0Sth + He isji friend of Sir C. Napier, 
and ae cool, bruvr and judicious an officer ae you can wish to see for a 
hot day's work/' And Colin Campbell, who proved himself to i^iol and 
brave at Alma and Lucknow, warmly acknowledged Durand's important 
services in his despatch* F -r hi- services in the campaign, Durand v. - 
maie a Brevet- Major and received the war mednl with two clasps* At 
the dose of the war, be w^ anxious to be again appointed Commissioner 
id Tiiiai^nnij the p'-vt having Ijetiome vacant. But it was impossible 
for Lord Dalhouii-p to pose such a riur on the government of hi« 
pvedceeEpor* The offer of the charge of a district in the Punjab was 
made to hmi 4 but it was at once refused on the ground that u it would be 
vc?y |'1 infill to enter upon the execution of duties of a nubordioate 
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rhmrnpter nnd unilcf men, without intending the remotest reflection on any 
of them, to most of whom I have held superior appointments." Thi- 
routed Lhu ire of the grunt Viceroy, and Du rand ivas informed thal by his 
ruffian 1 of a Deputy Commii*ioiier*iiip he had excluded himself altogether 
from employnMnt in tilts Fun jab. [Jo wsg, however offered the political 
post of Assistant Resident at the Court vf Gwalior. which be accept isl- 
Abont the time that Durand wont to Gwalior, Sir Charles Napier landed 
at Calcutta (0th May 1849), as Commander-in-Chief. Soon after his 
arrival, he offered Durand the ectnmaud of the Sappers and Miners. *' I want 
to know/* he wrote, u if this will suit your book, * * * If it does, 
do lot rue hear from you directly* Nothing will gratify rue more than 
ihat the first tiling in my gift should go to one of Lord ElIeulHjrou^h 1 ^ 
friends, ami no jub t for that I do for no man living, intentionally. If I - 
didi 1 could never look Lord Ellen! orough in the face. Your elaim.* 
appear to me to ho stronger than those of any man aliovo you/ 1 But 
Durand coasLdijrid a grave wrong had Icon done him and be wa^ deter¬ 
mined to have a dear rec ignition oF the fact, by the bestowal of a pool 
equivalent to i he one of which he had been deprived. Hereford the 
command of the Sappers and Miners, and, shortly after, when the offer 
of the Political Agency at the Muhammad m Court of Bhopal way made 
to him, be merely wrote u few lines expressing his rcadiccFs t n u sn'e 
wherever the Governor-General might be pleased to employ him* 11 A 
milder ruler than Da I hornet* would have been moved to high rs-^'n taient by 
Eimti a pro^oeAlion, The Commander-iu-Cbief wrote to Durand a letter 
which only Charles Napier could write : u ^oo had no Cause to give such 
an nnswer to the Governor-General as you have done.

:md taken nc notice of ion at all. * * * Wore I in Lord DuLliamdc's 
I'lave 1 tell you honestly I would throw yon overheard m receiving your 
answer, llad he doao bo, you could not have complained* His desire to 
serve yon has been evident, and in return yoar uinret is very little sdiort of 
Ins till. I have never read a word on the subject, Lnt you and others 
think Ilardinge ill*used you. Well i#tt him jo ! I think Lord—ilbused 
m£j and 1 toUl him so in mv plain English ] hnt 1 did net make a quarrel 
with his *rnc«?ssur, because ho did not make up to me for Lord — » font 
treat moot. * * * * If one man insults }ou r you have no right to 

insist on an apology from another who has no concern with the quarrel, 
especial! y if he trie* to make up to you for the 0Lusageymi have received* 
1 repeat to you, my de* r friend, you are wm ly and were 1 in your place,

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by Lord Ilardijige &iwl had in u Si of temper replied to Lord Dulbauaie'it 
kindness very improperly and that T accepted hia offer with gratitude to 
him.”* Such an appeal it was hardly possible to diereganL D urand wrote 
a letter to Lord Dulhonsie ex proving his obligation to him. The imperious 
Governor-General was viuphatk^y a great man, whose spirit was raised 
high above the influence of any small passion. He told Napier, lf Major 
Durand shall bo Agent at Bhopal and stand as fair with me as ever he 
did/ 1 Again, " Yon are aware already that I think Major Durand an 
able and good man .** Daring Burundi tenancy of the Agency at Bhopal, 
i m prove men ta were made in the judicial nnJ revenue administration of the 
3tate ; the Snaoekl disorder was converted into a surplus ami turbulent 
subjects were brought under control The Agent won the goodwill 
nod confidence of the famous ** Secunder Begum/' who conducted, under 
his supemsfon^ the adminiHrutiou as regent during the minority of her 
daughter, The friendship between the Mu bammed an Begum and 
Durand woe of service in the hour of peril. When the flames of insur¬ 
rection raged round her and she was threatened hy her own fanatical 
subjects, Socumlur Begum never tottered in her lovalty to the British 
Government. The British Beridentj when at her Court, found time to 
carry nn his studies arid to hihonr eagerly on hm essays dealing with the 
great questions of the time, Durand's sty le, a mirror of his own person¬ 
ality, was plain * tan*, pure ami effective. Tima has revealed faults in 
his papers* but they are not the faults of a vulgar and mechanic*] adtnink- 
tnitor. Scattered through them are paaiages which reveal that he 
could elevate his min-1 to the greatness of that trust to which the order of 
Providence has rolled the English in India, * 4 ' Renowned at conqueror^ 
and not unknown as tax-gatherers, it would nut be wise to count, ns yet, 
on having realized any great capital of popularity. The Anglo-Saxon in 
India moves upon the surface; <tarkn*ss is on the face of the deep 
beneath him ; and it remains to be Been whether ho will be given that spirit 
and wisdom which can alone enable him to form, enlighten, and mould 
into a higher state of moral* intellectual, and physical civilization the chaotic 
miLss of people—ay, of nations —which acknowledge his supremacy/*f 
During iha Bhopal daya there was* however, little hope and cheerful- 
usss, and Durand determined to resign his appointment and return tu 
England. After two years at home, mainly * pent in vainly attempting 
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to get an tiffinlmen- at tlie Board nF Control or ilia War Office, 
he returned to Caltiuitn oti tiie 2 nd of -Tan hut y 1856+ He found 
himself, *fier eight and twenty year;* of distinguished service, without 
any appointment The writings of fo robust a thinker as Durand laid 
the foundation of many impurt mt reforms, hut they did not conduce to 
the official ad>i&eenieiit of tbs writer, He was considered a dangerous 
man, add there was no room in the Political Deport moot for a person of 
that description, After rem lining three months without any employ- 
mi- 11 1, Henry Durand had to accept a laborditiate post in the department 
in which he first made his mark* He nos appointed Inspecting Engineer 
of the rrusUeiiey Circle. The post had c ue advantage—its head-quarters 
was t h^ 1 capital. Durand eume into personal contact with Lord Canning, 
who became impre^al with a sonee of his ability and power. The 
Governor-General asked lum to write Memoranda on the gn^nt questions 
■ f the time—the occupation of UuitL% the wv with I'enda, Durand, 
as was bis want, oipra&sed hia views dearly without diplomatic 
euLLilty, The inarch of events has proved the fallacy of many of 
the arguments used in thiw State Paper#, but they contain lessons 
and warnings which time cannot efface. u Th* gluam of empire is from 
British bayonets, but if a fixed ami a *tmi|l quantity of these; hna 
to npe with evor-expauding and diverging sphere of action, there 
mqiii eventn dly come a limit of success/ 1 A few months before the 
fountain* of the great deep of revolutinn were broken lonae, he warned 
the Govern or-General* nnd deprecated the proposed expediriou to Herat, 
through Afghanistan ; and he warned agaiust a perennial danger— 
the danger of denuding India of British troop.* Lord Cniming, 
slow and cautious, but a man of in finite tenacity and will, by degrees

Gwaliur, Indore, in4 the other State, of the Central India Agency 
are geographical expressions, being merely names given to portions of 
tho great trinnimlar peninsula divided by no marked natural boiuidatiei- 
Tbe geographic! position of the pemnmt* w»i itself, however, during the 
mutiny of vital importance. Through it. from the Ncrbudda on the 
ar*utb to ihe rivet Chumbul on tbc north, mu the great highway which 
connected Bombay with Mb fee. It was also the chief route for tele¬ 
graphic cominiiuioaricii between Calcutta and the Bombay and Madras 
Presidencies. 


On the 6th of April, Sir Henry Durand assumed charge of the oEBee 
of Agent to the Governor-General. The Chief of the State wsu> Tookajee 
Rao Golkar, like Stindia, a young man. He owed hie accession 
to the throne to the Resident, Sir Hubert, Hamilton, who, on the 
failure of lineal heirs, had pWd him on the M usniid without waiting 
for direct instructions from the Government. His conduct turpriwd 
them and --ailed forth a feme ct-UBnre. The Resident was informed 
that by his pnxwdiugs an opportunity had been Toot to Government of 
marking an important line af policy. In a letter to the young Chirf, 
tbc Governor-General laid down the conditions on which the State was 
e.-nferred on him. Nine quiet years followed, nine veare during which 
the lad wm educated with care and learnt to read and speak English, 
hut never could write it with any caw. The education was purely 

Itterair and Riperfioiub Tookajee Rao remained a Mali rat m oultivat or 

endowed with all the cunning of a marie. Inl85i, he was entrusted 
with lire entire management of the affairs of lie State. It way a c^ve 
mbtortnne that S lr Henry Durand -lid not have time before the outbreak 
to impress bis robust personality on the young Chief a„dto gain his ™n 
fidenceaa he had gained the confidonca of the Begum nf Bhopal.* 
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Three wedi« after he entered on hie <Jnth?a at Indore, news reached 
Dnrand that a sepoy of the 37th Bengal Native Infantry was caught in 
the act of ewrying a treasonable message to the Bewnh Durbar. There 
was reason to believe that he was one of several emissaries sent to test 
the fidelity of the Native Chiefs. 

Immediately after, there eamo tidings of the mutinous behaviour of 
the 3rd Cavalry at Meerut, then a. report that the 7th Ondh Regiment, 
stationed seven mile# from the Onih Cantonments, had refused to bite 
the cartridge. The wind of mutiny was growing. But an the 11th of 
May, Durand wrote to Lord Canning, " I have no reason to suppose that 
any of the contingent# of Centul India have a? yet shown any disposi¬ 
tion to sympathise with the disaffected movement, Bumonru of an 
uncomfortable feeling existing among the Mliow native troops I have 
heard, but nothing definite and nothing to which I attach any import* 
Mhow is an important military station between thirteen and 
fourteen miles suili-west of Imlare. The garrison at the time con¬ 
sisted of one company of artillery, Europeans 91, Natives &S; flight 
Ming of tho 1st Light Cavalry, Europeans 13, Natives 2S2 ; tho ESrd 
Bengal Native Infantry, Europeans IQ ; Natives 1,178. Colonel Platt 
of tho S3rd Native Infantry, who commanded the station, had served 
For more than thirty years ia that regiment, and, in tho previous year, 
when an opportunity occurred for his joining a European corps, the 
men hod unanimously entreated him not to leave them. 

Twi day* after Durand despatched his letter to the Governor-Gene¬ 
ral, he received aa unintelligible telegram from Agra regarding the out¬ 
break at Meerut and the massacre at Delhi. The neat day he received a 
more definite account. It was a critical situation, The revolt of the 
Native Infantry at Mhow might or might not follow. Ti>e first aim of 
the Resident to protect iho Residency, to guard the treasure which 
wo« considerable, and to prevent the contagion of mutiny spreading from 
the men of the regular army to the sepoy# of the Contingent. The only 
troops itationod in Indore, for the protection of tho treasure and other 
buildings, was a regiment of the Molwa Contingent, two hundred strong. 
Tbie rontiugeut was supported at thy expense of the various dependent 
Princes and Chiefs of MaTwa, It waa mainly recruited from the same 
cla^B a- the Bengal sepoy and was practically part and pared of the 
Bengal Army. U was, like t he Gwalior Contingent, paid by one master* 
governed by another irutef* endowed idJegiimce to no bdo* Holkir*ft 
troopiji the nuUiker an4 payment of whieh were regulated by treaty. 
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eQftvfcted of about 648 artillerymen* eav&Iry &tid 3,145 infantry, 

including thg continguut of har^o which bo wae bound to furnish to th© 
British Government. At Sirdarpore, about forty miles from Indore, 
was etaturned the Mahvu Bhil Contingent, recruited from the wild 
trills of Wt-atera and Contra! India which Oat ram had led Mimed. 
Durand now summoned to his aid two hundred and seventy of the.se Bhils « 
From Sr he re, the headquarters of Lhe Bhopal Contingent^ he ordered 
two troops of usvmlry, two hundred and seventy infantry and two guns. 
On the 15 th of May, the Resident paid a visit to the Muh^mjah* 
“The visit was private, we were received with no show, and oor object 
ostensibly was to see the Gardens of the LaTlb&’/li, Colon nl Pis rind and 
the Maharajah had a strictly private interview, I bring the only other 
person present. Colonel Durand applied to the Maharajah for the aid 
of hi« troops in the event u£ a mutiny breaking out at Mhcw before the 
foreo sent from Sober©* mold arrive- The Maharajah readily promised 
every ii^ietanc©, hut at Lh© same time stated that his men were not equal 
to cnpB with regular troops that lie had but link ammunition, and that 
hflTVOiild require three hoars 1 notice to etreble him to move his troops 
from their lines up to tho Re»ido&ey/ h t Durand ordered the ammunition 
to bo £ent to him from the Mhow magazine* 

The following day news arrived that the officers of the 8 Sid Bengal 
Native Infantry were doubtful of their men, ami m native wna sent to the 
Maharajah with a request for troops. I+ Three were alnv-st immediately 
after countermanded, but not before the orders bad been issued by the 
Maharajah, This of course caused no slight commotion in the efty/'J 
On lhe 30 th, the tl tachmeiil' of the Bhopal Contingent und the Mnlwu 
Bhil Corpa arrival at Indate, Bo the month of May wore to a dose* 

On the 1 st of June, new# reached Indore of the mutiny at Nnsseortibad* 
fifteen miles from Ajnttre, the headquarters of the Rajpotam Field Force. 
The fallowing day Durand went to M how in order to make a requisition 
in person for the European Battery. (| But on his return he itaied that 
Colonel Platt's arrangements were so satisfactory there, that he had no 
fear of the Native regiments there escaping punishment if they attempted 
to mutiny and he had therefore not applied for the Buttery/* On th© 
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Uth of June, there anile tiding of the mutiny at Nccniueh* * nn important 
military station ritualed on the harder of Scindii'ti territory t-.» the north- 
west of Indore- The conflagration had f+pread fre.ni Nus^eerabad to 
Neemueh* W hen the story of the Neemueh out hr-, ink readied Hhe«% it 
was liirund to create ft profound impression among the sepoyu and sowars. 
The leaders of the Nee m uch mutiny belonged to the left wing of the First 
Cavalry. That day Durand ordered she Bhopal Contingent's two guns to 
lie moved up to the west face i>£ the Residency, a doubb>stotbd hou^e 
built of Etoaej ritualed in a park about four hundred yards east of the 
Kbin river and about two mike south-east of the town. On the north- 
western ride of the park mu the Mhnw roudp which crewed the river by & 
bridge. Within the park were houses for the Political Assistants to the 
Agent, the post-office, the telegraph-office, and the treasury ami bazaar* 
Durand pt^tetl the cavalry of the I Ml n pal Contingent in the square of the 
Keridency ti tables, situated to the north of the house, and the infantry in 
tents between the peart-office and the stables* f! The Maharajah was like* 
wi*c applied to for troops and he furnished three gum (aix pounder^ after¬ 
wards changed for nine pounders}, a company of infantry and two troops 
of cavalry The infantry and guns were placed near the opium godown 
at the entrain-e to the bazaar, tin- cavalry in the Nswab of Jonridi^ 
compound. 11 * On the Uth p Durand wrote to Colonel Platt expressing hiw 
gratification at hearing that the 523rd Bengal Native Infantry had volun¬ 
teered againsI the mutineers* Me accepted their offer, and tf the Pirvt 
Cavalry likewise volunteered* he wh ready to accept theirs. The follow¬ 
ing day news readied Indore of the revolt of the United Malwa Contin¬ 
gent Cavalrv* and of tile murder of their Commanding Officer and 
Adjutant* Durand went to tiea the Maharajah at his palace in the city* 
u He was evidently much disire-Hsed at the news and told Colonel Durand 
that his own cavalry and the United Malwa Contingent Cavalry were us 
one, and that he feared his would now revolt, that he bad no confidence 
in them.

would then be lnen? under British control, |J l he cause of tbi& proposition 
was that the Sikh o&vaJty fcLatinmsd in the Stable Square had more than 
unpe brought to notice that of a night the aha rajah^s three gum were 
shifted and bad been brought to bear ou the square, to a& to rate il 
iliogmuHr, The officer in charge of these titles, I believe^ refused to move 
them from their position unless their own company of infantry way 
allowed to neoompany them/ 1 Durand vetoed the proposal m the 
ground that to move the guus would cause a panic. Captain Ludlow', 
Superintending 1 Engineer Saugor and Nartradd* Territories, and Captain 
Cubbe, Executive Engineer at 31bow P +l then proponed to entrench the 
Residency ; thw altti was not permitted by Colonel Durand/' 1 * It would 
iiiut hare boen easy to entrench the Hesidemv., for, m Lientenaiit■'General 
j mvers states 11 it stands upon ground not having an inch of mil in 
depth/’t The attempt to fortify the place would, Durand felt, increase 
the finr^ and gnspieioiLs of tlau sepoys which had already’ been aroused by 
the news that the G uVemor of Bombay Lord Elphinstouc, wa? sending 
a column under the command of Major-General Woodbum to Mhow. 

I wish, hii wrote on the Idth of Jqnp, * l that I could gi^ you a satis* 
factory account of the state of the troops at Hhow, The Twenty-third 
Native In faulty is* 1 think, more disjKtsed to remain quiet than the wing 
of the First Cavalry, The troopers of the latter aiv taid to be taunting' 
and urging the Infantry to ri-e, Hr-th, b'-wever, are in fear nf the 
European battery, and ulso of the guns and troop* here.

The officers are endeavouring to assure 
tbem that they have nothing to dread* provided they remain orderly and 
quiet. If the Mliow troops rise, it willprobably be a h much owing to the 
apprehensions insidiously spread amongst thorn, of stem measures 
being iu store fur suspected corps, as to anything elsk? B We sadly want 
the laipture of Delhi to net as a sedative an Chiefs and people anil the 
smouldering spirit ed revolt/ 1 P 1 hu day Indore, ho had Drived inform- 
nliou from Agfa that Delhi had fallen* Three days later, there twine the 
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evil tiding! that the Gwalior Con tinge at had mutinied and that 
Sciodia's capital was in their bunds. Communication with Agra by 
the main rornl was cut eflf. The news was a grave blow to lhu hops 
of Durand, but there remained the expectancy of the arrival of 
Woodbura'e column. And Delhi lie believed hid fallen* On the SSthj 
Lcrd Klphimloae telegraphed to bioi that Woodhurn could not advance. 
Ho wished to know what effect it would have on Central India* 
Dnmnd promptly replied that he could not answer one hour fur the 
eafety of the country if the fact became kiruvn that, the column was not 
marching on MIiqw. lie urged the Governor of Rom bay to push on 
the force without delay. Lord E!phinstone tele graphed in reply that 
Woodburn p s advance had n&t been caunterrairnJad. Bui the mischief 
had been done. The contents of the first telegram had become known 
in the and were eagerly dh&uflscd. At the *ame timCj it also 

hccame known in the town that Delhi Imd not fallen.* 

On the morning oE the lit of July, Ptmiud received a letter from 
Agra, dated lh» S^th of lime, stating that the report of the fall of Delhi 
was not true. The British p^ifcion had been repeatedly attacked : it was 
all ctir feleudtir force could do to hold their own i and no a**unit would 
he made till reinforcements had arrived* Durand was busy framing a 
telegram to convey the con tent a of the Utter to the Governor of Bombay!

Dura ml left hi& desk and walked to the 
steps of the Residency. At that moment he heard the roar of gnus. 
Balkar's throe nine-pounder^ which had been brought thwn for the protec¬ 
tion of the Residency, wore 11 pouring rounds of grape into the Bhopal 
Contingent C avalry at its pickets and the infantry in their frf all 
of course quite unprepared—many cooking, others bathing*"t A little 
after eight that morning! Sand it Kbau p a man of weight in Indore and an 
officer in Helkar'e Cavalry, folio wed by eight truopera had galloped 
from the direction of Indore to the Durbar trenps posted between die 
city and the Residency diouUng—“ Get ready, come on kilt the 
Sahibs t it is the order oflhe Maharajah.^ The Durbar troops turned 
out at once and, screeching their religions cries, formed up. The gunners 
placed their guns in posit ion and opened fire. The infantry! pined by 
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the rabble of the town, eager far Mock] and plunder, murdered thirty- 
nine British subjects,, Eump.-m and Eurasian woman and ohihiren who 
bad remained in their botnet 

Thivlts was ?bout to enter the orderly room when the grape came 
whittling through the Hues. He at onee hastened to the picket in the 
Residency stable iquiro and pWed himself at the bead of the few 
cavalry ready, though not properly formed. It was a great moment. 

than twenty sabres against three guns and infantry tapper ting them. 
He gave the order to charge. " Ah t cart my eye back, and found only 
six or seven following me l and not In good order* much as I despise the 
MabraUa^ as FKildiers I saw we could not by any possibility make an 
impression Still at it I went; to draw rein or turn after giving the 
order lo charge wad too much against the grain. I came in for a large 
share of the most polite attention. My horse wad wounded in three 
places ; I had to parry m ^ahre-cut with the back of my sword; but God, 
in his great mercy t protected me* and the dastardly gunners threw 
thcEDselve^ under their guns. Had I had thirty or forty good sowars at 
the time, with their hearts in the right place, l would have captured their 
three guns and Cut their 10Q infantry to pttea ■ hut what could half a 
dozen do against so many . 7f * The enemy now moved the guns into the 
place in front of the Residency. Meanwhile, Durand had made hastJ 
preparations for it* defence, and bad written to Colonel Platt* w Srud the 
European battery a^ *hnry ns vole can* Wo are attacked by Hclkjir. p? 
On Travers J return from the charge, it was despatched to Mhow by a 
trooper. The two Bhopal guns were poshed forward to the right flank 
of the Resiliency and ordered to open fire. They were worked so efFei-t- 
Ivdy by the fourteen native loyal gunners under Sergeants Grr and 
Murphy f that they disabled a field-piece of the enemy and drove hack 
their support#. The test of ths cavalry now came up and asked tube led 
to the charge, Travers could, find no bugler nor could he get the meo 
into proper order. "They saemol uncertain whom to trust—»ho were 
fii?pdn or who were foes ; and fo lend them on m they then were would 
have he# n destruction.

The Mehidpors Com*- 
tin wont n-fusotl to obey orders and remained sullfl illy aloof* The Bhib 
were formed!, bat they would n-t fight. Trovers then plated theta in the 
Eenideucy in the kip* that under cover they would at least fire their 
mu&ket 3 . But when the cMincm-balls of the enemy i-ame crashing into 
the building, they abandoned their post* and rushed into the inner room. 
Thtro were now only fourteen faithful native gunners, eight combatant 
officers, two doctor^ two p&rfeanta and five European civilian- to defend a 
vast building which was by its construction almost in capable of defence. 
Tile forces vrm unequally matched, Durand hail only two guns, the enemy 
bad three ikiEie-poundere, and Durand knew that some twenty-uiue other 
guns might at any moment be brought Against him. Hidkar's infantry 
was about two thousand strong. His cavalry mustered fourteen bun* 
dred sabres, and this masa of trained men would bo aided by Lhe rabble 
of the city. Two hundred mutinuii s Nepoyg wore within the Residency 
enclosure. The cannonade bad now Lifted two boa re* tm (JnlksraV bone 
and foot, with additional gtms came crowding down to support the 
attack. 1 The buttery Mimmoned from Ubow could not airive for two 
bnift, and if it fought its way into th^ Et L iilency ngaiust ^ overwhelru¬ 
ing numbers, ' it could only probug the defence for a short time, 
retire could be no question of *tnncHag a 6i"ge s for there wu* no food and only 
out wellp exposed to the fire of th* enemy who occupied the enclosures and 
buildings immediately in timt .-f the ISesidencv. * s No field artflhrv, Jr 
General Travers, “ could drive the enemy from sueli a position; 
iaf*Tv;r> could ilw do this." Theinfantry consisted of five hundred 
mutinous sejjoja within the Heiidetey enclosure, who at any moment 
might join the foe. The Bhopal Contingent were staunch, but beyond the 
control of their officers. Then Cuptuia Muyne, their Commander, brought 
U *hort and formal menage. They Lad heard that some of Hoi We gone 
aud cavalry were moving round to cut off the retreat and they were going 
to consult their own safety by leaving at once. They begged that this 
W chance might he taken of saving tbb women and children, Durand 
had Licit n open the gates at Ghni&i, In such a man a soldier's death 
was gain. He hod now to make the greatest samlice which a soldier 
can offer a p to duty. It wra not his own life or hji fair fame that he 
had to consider ; it was the lives of the women and children. It would 
uave been as at of folly to continue llie vain conflict. Although he 
coaid Lave held the Residency for a few hours longer,*’ wrote Colonel 
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Travers ff we shiitild have been unable ki withdraw the poor helpless 
women and child ran. M * * Dumnd, Travers* and every officer present know 
ihat., even if they held out for a few houra* the position wus ultimately 
hopeless. And if they delayed there tvajs a certainty of their retreat being: 
cut off. Durand decided to abandon the Residency. It wai the most, 
miserable morning of his life. lt Firsts u be wrote* u cwne the liumiJia* 
tion of bring forced to withdraw before an enemy that 1 deftpiecd* and 
who, could I havo got anything to fight, would have been easily beaten 
back. As it was, with only fourteen Golnndauze who would stand by 
their guns we not only held our own for about a couple of hours, but beat 
back tbrir guns and gained a temporary advantage. So that we retired 
unaudited in the face of tbs superior ninsBFtij whose appetites for blood 
Iwd been wbolted by the murder of unarmed men* women and children. 
Of d! tbu bitter, bitter days uf my life! I thought thi* the worst, 
for I never bad had to retreat* still leas to order a retreat myself, mid 
though the game was up, and to have held on wm to insure the slaughter 
of those I had no fight to expose hi such a Eats* without an adequate 
hops or object, still my pride as h soldier was wounded beyond all expres- 
Ericnp and I would have been t hankful if any one had shot me , st Thu 
women and children retired lo the back of the liosidency while the guue 
were raking the front. The carriage and horse* wore in the hands of the 
mutineer* 11 It Vo mounted the gun* waggons, * f writes a brave woman* 
lf sitting upon the shot and powder boxes and were slowly dragged bv 
liuHojk^ The guns with the few cavalry and some infantry who did not 
desert us Folloiv&l with the officers. As rriraatrd uver ltd plain we 
saw the *moke of the burning bungalows and for some time beard heavy 
firing, the shot from the enemy a gnn* passing close uniting un t merci* 
fully not m soul was hit." As she withdrawal was being affected, the

advance. The imminent danger which must have be*et the European 
battery if they had left Mhow was, however, a Source of grave anxiety. 
TravwB wrote two notes stating thnt Durand* liad evacuated Indore, and 
that they wore tinrlwrairing* to effect a retreat by the Simrole Ghat. t 
Two troopers in a quarter of an hour's interval were despatched with these 
notes. On arrival at the village nf Tdlore, tea miles from Indore, tbe 
inhabitant informed the fugitives that a considerable body of Holkiir^ 
troops with gnni had occupied thn Simrole Ghat. The men o£ the 
Bhopal Contingent now declared \hnt they must retnm to Sehore, their 
lu-id-qmrtert iL The Scikhs said that unlo&B they did so their families 
would ho dishonoured and slaughtered by the Mmmlroan b, while the latter 
profeF^ei] a like dread of the former Both urged opr acoompanyin^ them. 
They assured m they wculd escort ns with their lives in fofety te 3 chore, 
be loyal to tn there, nod should we desire to leave Sphere, they would 
escort tin to any station we might name. Durand reluctantly changed 
his mite, and set terth For Sehore, On the 3rd of July, he reached Aahta 
in Bhopal territory* u The guard drawn up upon the banks of tbi 
Furbati and across our rond and Lho crowd with it made many think their 
la*t hour had come. The women and children were dismounted From the 
Umbers, and the guns got ready fur action, when a messenger arrived to 
announce it was the Guard of Honour f It was a relict fl On the dth of 
Juiy, Durand, with the guns and every European who bad niched the 
Residency it I ado re un the inofning ol tho outbreak, ai rived at S chore. 
Llii old friend the Begum still ruled Bhopal -md was loyal to the core, bat 
•be told him lf that the whole of India is now at enmity with tin, that 
our remaining here ia a source oE weakness to her and endangers the 
State and hif/' After a day's stay Durand, with the view of getting 
into communication with General Mteudbum, gat Forth lor Hodhcmgab&d, 
on the south sra bank of the Neribndda* On hh arrival there, ho beard 
wb&t bad taken place at Mhow* 

On tbe morning of the Ut of July, about 11 Colonel Fhitt 

called at Captain flungerfonTi bungalow and handed him Durand^ note, 
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requesting that the European battery should bo Gent to hi# aid. 
Hungorfcml rtxk down to the barrack? awl turned out the battery. An 
no escort whe ordered to rnwmgmf rtj two men, armed with musket#, 
mounted tm the limber boxes, wore told of! for each grid and waggmi- 
Iii his letter to the Brigade-Major, datoil Saugor, the 2nd of July, 
Hungerford states he left Mtiow rt at about half-past ^leveii/ 1 The 
bittery had trotted half-way to Indore when a sowar rode up to him 
with u note in pencil from Colonel Travers stating, We are retreating 
on Simmloj on the MuudlnyKir rood from Indore/* t£ The sowar added 
that Colonel Durand and the officers and ladles from the Residency were 
with Colonel Travers; that Colonel Durand had not retired on Mhow, 
a? M how was in Ho]kar J s territoties, and would be attacked hy Holkar's 
troops either that night ur the following morning. There being no toad 
to S i nm ole which I could follow, tbs battery was brought bock to Mhow 
as quickly ns pCMtbl* "* 

Besides sending the European battery to Indore, Colonel Platt 
ff despatched the two flunk companies of the 2Sid regiment, native 
Infantry P under command uf Captain Trower and accompanied by 
Lieutenant Westmucolt, down the n:md to Bomtay, with order* to bring 
back into cod too menfe, at all hazards, two 9-potmdcr brass gnus, belong¬ 
ing to the Hahn raj uh, which had fussed through Mhuw two hours 
previously/ f t A troop of let Light Cavalry under Captain Brooke was 
also sent with the detachment; on overtaking the «ru ns 7 they "drnrgpd 
them and the capture was deolsd without any ]tm on our side, J Some 
of Ilolkar'i gunners were killed. About 3 f.W. the gnus were brought 
into the fort. Meanwhile, Colonel Platt wm devoting hm tare to the 
task of defending the cantonments against any attack by Holknrs troops

The women and children who had taken refug. in the 
Artillery barrack* were moved into the animal, or fortified square, and 
thu European battery sent to guard it* "AH oAh-ere were ordered lu 
proceed to Llie lines of their men and remain there all nighl, ready to 
turn out at a moment's notice and the men were kept accoutred The 
arecnal guard was increased by thirty men; and everything was ready 
to resist the attack if possible. J 'f 

About S+-80 pm. the officers of the 1st Cavalry, after having dined 
at mesa, went to tlieir lines. Captain Brooke ami the subaltern who had 
aecumjiftnied Jiitu in the morning erpedition bud a tout pitched two or 
three yards in front of tile main guard, After seeing that their borers 
were ready for action, they went to the tent and tried to deep. About 
ten o'clock a small bungalow in front relight fire. BrookeV companion 
went out to son (lie cause of this. On reaching the guanl, lie found 
Lieutemiiit Martin, the Adjutant, in the centre of the men talking to 
them, " 1 joined him, anrl observed one man in mv troop—u villain;

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bullets whizzed round ius in toitunU/' The Subaltern h*aj>t out of the 
tent mid saw Martin mailing across the parade amid wild y*]k. He 
readied him and Brooke followed. " We felt our hurt moment find come, 
but wo kui for it. I led to fclio fort, a mile off. Tins men kept following 
us*, and the bullets full thick. Having got across the panda-ground 
about £00 or BOO yards, we came to the bill with the church at the top j 
and when at the top, Martin caught hold of me exclaiming. ' For God's 
sake stop ! 1 I caught hold of his arm and said, * Only keep up and 
follow/ but at this moment I felt I wns done. We parted, os I thought, 
only to meet in death/’* Brooke and the officer of the 1 si Cavalry rushed 
on, “ By this time the infantry had all risen; and os 1 ran, the ground 
was torn up with bat lets and they fell thick around me. Their lines 
were in a direct line between the fort and ours, so that we poor fellow* 
hod to run the gauntlet of both fires." On approaching a bungalow 
about a quarter of a mile from tbo fort, be saw two native* and rushed 
up to them. He "simply took their hands, barely able to speak, and 
said, ’Save me/ They did—to them 1 owe my life." The men of the 
infantry regiment were fast advancing, screeching their religious cry, and 
the two natives hid him in a small house. Some sepoys come to it, but. 
they canid not find him. Then them was a lull. His native friends had 
disguised Urn in their clothes. He opened the door and ran for the fort, 
'• Can 1 ever make you fuel the deep tliaiikfulneFs that was in my heart 
as I ran across the open plain up the hill to the fort. The artillerymen 
were manning the walls, and the sentry's call was never more thankfully 
received; and I cried friend 1 friend! and found myself inside.”* 

The officers of the BStd regiment dined that night at the Sergeant- 
Major's house close to the lines. After dinner they sat in a group outside 
to enjoy the cool of the night. Then it was proposed that they should go 
to their beds at the boll tents of each of their companies. As they were 
moving away, some one said, “Tbo report is, the regiment will rise at 
ton to-night" The Major answered, "Oh, very well; let's wait and 
eco," The words were lumlly uttered when they heard shots in the 
cavalry lines, and rushed towards their companies. They were received 
wilb shots and with difficulty made their way to the fort. On the arrival 
of the fugitive* at the fort. Colonel Platt, who commanded, ordered the 
native guard to be disarmed ami turned out of the fort. He also ordered 
the European battery to turn out, Ho then called upon the officers to 
follow him and do what they could to stop the outbreak, Fagan kmin- H

for." Half an hour passed before the buttery moved out. The horses 
were knocked up by their mornings work and several of the drivers had 
deserted. Ah it advanced up the infantry parade, it was several times 
fired upon, but no rebel could he seen. The biasing bungalows illumi¬ 
nated the ground, but the huts of the sepoys were in darkness. When 
• opposite the centre of the infantry linns, Mungerfoid halted, expecting to 
bn joined by tho Colonel and the Adjutant. No sign of them. The 
sepoys again opened fire, rinngerfoni itnlimberod and fired several rounds 
of grape and round shot into the lines. “There was some groaning and 
noise, but nothing visible; and in ufew minutes everything was perfectly 
quirt."* The whole of the cavalry bad trotted away m regular file and 
taken the road to Indore; the infantry had also lied in the greatest 
disorder across country towards Hid bar's capital. 

At day-break, an officer who had been hiding in the bazaar all night, 
crept into the fort and told them tluit Colonel Platt and Captain Fagan 
bud been killed in their lines, and Major Harris was lying-dead in the 
road shot by his own tippers, A detachment, consisting of two guns, 
ridden by gunners (Europeans) and escorted by volunteers, was sent out 
under Captain Brooke to search for the bodies of the missing officers. 
They were found much mutilaled.t Tho British blood waa reused. 
" We all vow vengeance "—writes one of them. That very' morning two 
msu of the Wrd Native Infantry who were with Lieutenant Simpson on 
picket duty escorted him safely to the fort. Major Cooper, their 
Commander, premised to reward their fidelity by promotion to the rank of 
Havikkr, but they subsequently deserted ami joined their comrades, 
The struggle in the srpny breast lurtween fidelity and regard for his 
officer and the wild Baeehio impulse to fight for his faith is one of the 
most tragic features of the mutiny. The mutilated bodies of the officers

three in one gmvo." 

The officers now formed themselves info 3 volunteer COTpaand relieved 
the artillerymen ,>f their night wntdies, snatching sleep and food when 
iuid where they could. The women, moat of them of gentle birth, 
" were huddled together nnd they luul to do everything for themsalrts, 
run] employ nil their time in sewing hags for powder for the gnus, well 
knowing the awful futo that awaits them if the placets taken; there 
has not been a sign of fear, they bring us tea, ar any little tiling they can, 
and would like fo keep watch on the bastions if we would let them.'* 

On the 3rd of July, Hnngorferd was informal that Hollar's troop, 
accompanied by the mutineers from Mb aw, meant to attack the fort. 
Every preparation was made to meet it, and Ilnngerfon], having been left 
alono at Mhow without any political officer, assumed political authority 
a ml wrote to the Slahunijiili os follows j—

place in his capital. They offereil also to send over tho remaining 
treasure from the Residency to Mhow, and were prepared to carry 
out any measures which Hunger ford might advise for owning up 
eomnmniratiun through and tmaquillbing the country. On the evening- 
of the flth, the treasure, amounting to 4 lacs besides nearly 23* lacs 
in Company J a paper* arrived in the fort.

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The news of the attack od Inilore Residency by Hoi bar's troops 
spread liko wild lire throughout the country around. It was s£ a ted that 
tho Muhamjah hml joined in the revolt, and the petty chief* were ready to 
follow the example supposed to have been set by the great Mahndta 
Bovuroi^n. The Rajah of Amjhera immediately sent his troops to attach 
the small town of Bhnp&war where a rUdnchment of the Bhil Carp was 
stationed* New* of their approach readied Dr, Chisolm, who was in 
iraedieo! diarge of the cantonment, H I immediately astern bled the men 
of the Filli] Corps, about in number [the headquarters os you know 
being *w*y) ( got ouL two small guns which we had, Iieljied to loud them 
with my own hands, and posted them in a good spot, I then sent to 
Lion tenant Hutchinson, the Political Officer, who was living three miles 
away, and told him what 1 had done, recommending him to join me atid 
make a stand at the lines of the Bhil Corps, He accordingly eamo 
down with his Family, All this occurred on the evening of the 2nd 
J uly, JJ Night M without any appearance of the enemy. The men lay 
down at their ports and the two officers slept at the qimrt^giuird. 
When dawn broke, they discovered that only twenty Bhile remained in 
the lines; the other* had stolen aw»y from fear: and it wns evident from 
their conduct that thew twenty did not mean to fight. Resistance was 
now hopeless! and the women and childron had t*> l>o considered* On 
the morning of the 3rd of July* Idetitenaufc and Mfr, HutehinRon and 
diild, Mn, Stockley and Four children, and Dr, Chisolm starts] for 
Jhabua, a small subsidiary native state Ijetwcen Indore and Am j hero. In 
?be afternoon t bey arrived within its boundary, and hod halted to rest 
their cattle when they wore overtaken by a small body of horse and foot, 
who bad boon sent in pursuit of them. w We gave nurse!ves up for 
lost; but Lieutenant Hutchinson and myself prepared to cell our lives 
as dearly os wp could, Fortmintefy, we were well armed, having five 
guns between u*/ f Though worn ont with fatigue, Hutchinson and 
Chisolm kept watch all night, each awaking his companion [if ho slept) 
at the slightest cause for alarm. u You may imagine how dreadful a 
night the poor ladies passed j indeed few of our portv will he disposed, 
1 fancy, ever to forget it. Nothing but jungle all rennd j one miserable 
hot within eight, belonging U* mine iidi runner*, deserted again by the 
few people whu accompanied iss so far from bljcqtowar; and a band of 
nesasBins at hand thirsting for oor blood/ 1 When daylight returned, a 
small party belonging to the Jhahim state conducted them to an adjacent 
town- At first they treated them with civility, but towards avowing 
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they grew insolent and began to plunder them > 11 Wo saw oor posi¬ 

tion had but little improved, and wo prepared again to ecJI out lives as 
dcarlv n# we could/* At this moment, un escort »ent by the Chief to 
conduct thorn to his capital arrived, and the next morning (fitb July) 
they reached their goal and found shelter and safety- The young Chief * 
a good-looking youth of sixteen, received them with marked kindness 
In coiuhrqncncc of his minority, iho management of affairs rested in the 
hands of his grand mother ; and ihe* in the true chivalrous spirit of her 
mec> did all she could for the safety and comfort of her way-worn guests. 
"To protect us,** Dr, Chisolm povb, " was as much as she erndd do j 
for there were a number of Aruba and men of that class in the employ 
of the Chief \ and these fanatics loudly demanded our surrender that they 
might pat us to death. Tbs? family themselves arc Rajputs, and had 
fortunately a number of Rajput retainers about them. To these they 
assigned our protection ; and faithfully did they execute their trust. 
Not fl Mussulman sapoy allowed to approach our quarters in the 
palace, 17 Five (lays did they enjoy the hospitality and protection of the 
young Rajput Chief. Then, escorted hy some troopers whom Holkar had 
mat for their rwmie, they returned to Rhopciwar* where they remained 
for a couple of days. ri Prom Rhopawar/ 7 Dr. Chisolm writes* w wc 
intended to go into Indore, whom Holkar had kindly prepared rooms for 
ns in his palace. But, hearing that many of his troops were still in a 
very agitated state, and that the Manilmatia in the city were ripe for 
mischief, we turned off and came in here, thinking it more prudent, both 
on Holkaris account and our own. We arrival on the night of the 10th 
July, thanking Gr>d for His mercy to us daring so many days of danger. 
The next day Hungerford wrote to the Bengal Government;—“ The 
country is perfectly quiet, the Maharajah of Indore most anxious'for 
opportunities to prove his friendship and fidelity to the Government. 
Thin Fort is strengthened and provisioned in such manner as to enable us 
to hold it for any length of time against any native Force ; trade and 
business are carried qd as usual in the towns in Halfcftris states. The 
Maharajah^ tributaries having discovered the mistake they first fell into 
of thinking Holkar inimical to the British, have suppressed sill disorder* 
in their own districts, and are willing to assist in on,in.taming orderr 
Some qf the Maharajah*! troops alone show a bad spirit, and are still 
mutinous and defected \ bat they will, I think, be restrained from 
any further excess, and on the arrival of European troops the Maharajah 
will at once disarm and punish thein, 11 
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It wzs due to tho courage with which Hungetfoffil assumed responsi¬ 
bility, and the tact and firmness ho displayed, that Mhow was saved from 
falling intq the hands of the mutineer and tranquillity was preserved 
throughout Qollpi^i wide territories. 

While at Hoehangabad, news reached Durand which made him very 
anxious. There had come to the Commissioner of Nagpore false report* 
that the fort at Mhow had fallen into the hands of (he mutineers anil 
(hat nil the Europeans had been massacred tie thereupon ordered all 
thfl Gflfccrg commanding the military pt^tf on lhe northern line nfc his 
territory to fall back if the Indore mutineers threatened to march toward* 
the south, and he wmte to (general Woudbum urging him to march 
eastward toward* Nagpore* Durand felt that the line of the Nerhnddft 
must be held in order to prevent the conflagration in the north spreading 
to tho south. He wrote- to the Commissioner of Nagpore and to the 
Governmt-nt of India punting out the grave political emtI strategic error 
involved in the proposed change of operations. Ho also wrote to General 
Woodbmn exp rawing bis strong disapproval of it. He went further. 
Ho took upon himself the grave responsibility of authorising the officers 
com ma nding the military to disregard the orders they had received. 
Fearing that written words might not confirm Woodbum's wavering 
purpose, he again sat forth southward to reach him ami to exercise his 
own strong will over him. On the way* glad tidings reached Durand 
that his vigorous requests for the at!Vance of the column hud been suc^ 
restful. General Woodburn had beau forced by ill-health to resign his 
command, and Brigadier General Stuart* who had succeeded him, WM 
ordered to march direct for Mhow by way of Afl&arghur, 

On the morning of the l£th of July, the column, consisting of the 14-th 
Light Dragoons* Wool comb's Field Battery, the &5(U Bombay Native 
Infantry, and a Pontoon Train, kft Aurangabad and made it* way over 
the rough piss of Chow ter. Eight days later they were encamped on 
the Kouth hank of tho river Taptl Cholera now broke out in the camp 
and* in a few hours, many died. ** Major Fotleti, Commanding the sloth 
Regiment. Bombay Native Infantry, died hem about D p.w. He was a 
fine man and much beloved of bi^ regiment ,J Before this first streak 
of dawn, the column moved slowly down the high banka covered with trees 
to tho font Once upon tho shingle tit the water's edge, the infantry, 
taking off shot* and stocking, wtufol across and formed up on tho 
opposite bank, '* Then down comes tho artillery, gun after gun, dashing 
the stream about in a thousand rainbows as they patig through ; there are 
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t he dragoon* and gaudily defied irregulars m groups quietly watering 
thuir hones; there dbooly-bearer^ carrying the sick man wras, sprinkKng 
their head* and dkodaes with the preeioue water an they go t yonder is a 
Ion g line of eamdi pugliug with bell*, halting wer, there in the great 
iinwieklv elephant snaring up gallon* of wider fur his caparimm stomach 
(with a hog* bunch ot loaves tucked up between his trank and tusk) or 
blowing it offer liis heated body and limbs. When he has quenched 
tua thirst he takes down his leave* and funs the flic* away an he carefully 
movefl oft/' After erasing* they marched through the town of 
Bnraiupore mud encamped on the north side, “ Here the body of 
Major Follett waft buried ; and as a proof of the love his men bore for 
him, they earned bLf body, dug his grave* and heaped up a rude mound 
of stones over the spot when the ceremony was ended j and these were 
jtyA rcifff man too ! # But that their regiment should do such 
an act eiftipi only mituml* they arc such fine ftuldiers and commatided by 
such superior officers "t The touching of a corpse involved the log* of 
caste. To the Brahmin sepoy the loss of cute meant becoming flu nutcapt, 
au object of loathing and disgust. 

On the morning of the Sind of July* the column encamped to the 
north of the fort of A**»rghur on a little plateau surrounded by dense 
jungle* That evening Colonel Durand came into camp from the fort-, and 
fr-.m tlint time he impri fc *sedhnj*trojcig character on the movemenls of the 
column. 

On the 24th of July the column set forth for the Nerbudda, and on the 
evening of the fourth day the broad and rapid stream lay before them * 
The monsoon rain had fallen on the hill*, and the stream was miming 
feat, In a few hours it rose several feet. t{ High and large bouLkrs 
rapidly disappeared; the current increased in rapidity, while fioga tranks 
of trees* bushes, and logs of wood tame floating down. 1 ' The river must 
be crossed at oortr. Large boats of a rude description wore ready # and 
upon them the troops, artillery and baggage were taken news. The 
whole of the 3rd 'Hyderabad Cavalry under the commind of Captain Orr 
had now joined them* 

On the 1st of August, crags hewn from the solid mck in prismatic 
pillow* or hilLa mantled with dense jungly looked down ou the long 
column aj it made its way through the pn^* oE Simrule to Central India, 
They Encamped it night in a town of that name* and in the morning

I< mu*t he sol But no! though perhaps it was an equally Stwt"a 
important thing to the people here ; the salute wag fired from the fort fflfcav, 

for the 1 relief of Mhow/ M After firing the salute, tho small garrison *f*d Aajuii* 
came out to meet tho column n» ikvy marched into Mhow, ** the £Sth 
hand playing rejoiaiDgly" Three days later, tie force wan strengthened 
hy the arrival of £&Q bayonets of H* M, SOtb.

guve us an important buve for military operations. But every hand wua 
now Against, the English—from Neemuob to Sin got, from Gwalior fr> 

Mhow—and the force at Dumnd’s disposal woe extremely inadequate 
to the restoration of order and the §tuy of anarchy, The Gwalior 
i ontiugent Lad become our moat powerful fc# ; the Blit pal contingent 
was in open mtitiiij, anil no trust could be put in the Mnlwa 
contingent, Holkar's force, which had mpplied the lroo]>s who bad 
attacked and burnt the Residency, consisted of 30 guns of various 
calibre, about 1,4UU hoi to and live battalions of disciplined infantry' j and 
Hollar 1 * capital contained a turbulent population ready to burn and slny. 

Durand's force wag sufficient to disarm Holk&r'fs force at Indore and 
maintain order in the city, But he could not at the aame time disarm 
Hqlk&r'e troop* el□ tinned in separate rantomnents* He was weak in 
infantry and the rain hod rendered the country impas?&!>]*, He there¬ 
fore wisely determined is leave Indove alone for the present and to make 
preparations for operations against the enemy who were openly defying 
our power and spreading rebellion over the whole state of Msdwa* fn 
J uly, a number of Seiudia's revolted troops had seised MnndcvorOj on 
important town near the Rajjmtana frontier, about a hundred and twenty 
miles north-weft of Indore. Ah the turbulent Afghans and foreign 
Btreenari^ in the snrTTomiding district! joined them, fire* Shah, of the 
Delhi royal family, placed himself at their Lead and raised ihi> Mnmlman 
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standard. But Durand had to poisces his soul in patience. The 
heavy nun? continued and tendered the bluet cotton sod impassable, 
lie mark the l«st Ufe of the delay, " 'Hie hammer and forge were going 
night and day in tlie fort, gear for elephant* and siege-gnus was making, 
nut rained but locks were being taught the draught of guns, and oommLs- 
aariul stores were being prepared.^ In September, the rebel fores 
had risen to sonic seventeen or eighteen thousand. As Easter in 
Western la mb marks tile awakening of spring, so in India the Dftsnhm— 
like Easter a moveable festival, occurring in September or the early days 
of October—marks the elosa of the season when the rain waters the 
parched plains, and the arrival of dry winter when the fields are green 
with young com. Some intercepted letters informed Durand tbat at 
the close of the great Hindu festival u general rising would take place 
in Mulwa.

On the Iflth, 
ordere were issued for the column to march, and all Euroj»euJis left 
Stuart'* behind to g<> into the fort. The cantonment was to remain in charge of 
a detachment of fl.

Shalnjyl_i and disperse the Mundesore army* 

On the fi£nd of October, after iv wearisome march over a broken and 
muddy country, the column righted the fort of Dh&r. The enemy had 
Laban steps to attack them outside the citadel. On a hill south of the 
fort, they had planted three brass guns, and from this battery they 
extended in force along the east £aec p ‘'skirmishing in splendid style/' 
The £5fh Native Infantry rapidly engaged the skirmishers and compelled 
them to retire. Then Uajor Robertson, their commander, gave the word, 
and the gallant Bombay sepoys hurled themselves on the guns, captured 
them, and turned them upon the enemy. At this moment the 80th Regiment 
and the sappers in the centre, with the dragoons under Captain Gall on their 
right, and the Nizam cavalry under Major Orr on thrir left, wire 
advanced against the centre of tbo enemy 1 ?* piriticn. 11 They made a rapid 
move to turn our right and get round to the baggage. But the dragoons, 
led by Gall, and the tut rive cavalry by Qrr and Macdonald, Deputy 
Quartermaster-General of the forces, charged and drove them back into 
the fort/ J *

On the 24th, the siege-train arrived at the tamp at Dhar, which was 
pitched in an enormous ravine surrounded on nil sides "by height* broken 
by gignntic: fidsurc>5. About a mile and a half to the nortti. on a mound 
some thirty Feet above Lbo plain, stood the fort with iu massive walls 
built of fine-drained red granite, fome thirty feet high, having at inter* 
vain Fourteen bastions and two square towers. To capture tbit citadel by 
coup do mum was impossible* The w alls uiuEt be breached, and to 
eshLblisb a breaching battery, a lusition must be taken up as near a* 
practicable. The south-east and north faces worn quite unapproachable 
from the plain, upon which there was little or no cover, and the 
approaches un all these Bides were almost perpendicular* while the walls and 
bastions were considerably higher on account of the fall of the hills, The 
west fae& was defended by thick rig-aag loop-holed walla, itrtmgthpind 
by bastions, miming up from the lower gate to the curtain. In the 
centre was an intricate, almust impregnable, eastern gateway, flunked 
by mnaive Wlion*. Opposite the west ffleev and only three or four 
hundred yards distant from it, w:ls u long high mound terminating at 
a largo lake* It was determined to take cidvonlsge of this natural 
parallel and to erect a breathing battery on it at a spot opposite the 
corner curtain. Strong cavalry and infantry pickets were thrown out on 
the w§t and on the northern faces, and as the lake was un fordable it was 
11 osidei^d that there was n> - -• ape for i he enemy. On Sunday morning, 
3&tii October, the 56tb and Madras supper* marched through a gorge 
lending from the camp Lo Dhar* As lbs troops neared the fort, a very 
smart Ere of musketry, gingmlls and immd idiot wm kept up by the 
enemy, " The nrtillery dashed along in spleisdid style and speedily 
opened fire upon the bastions, while the &lh with their rifles subdued the 
heat of the Ere from the m fetch lock men.,. All this time the mortar 
battery which had been constructed on a bill some two thousand yards 
south of the fort kept sending slull.-t into it. J About noon, the lung 
mound wm occupied* During the night the breaching battery was 
thrown up, and nejtt day tbc heavy guns opened fire upon the curtain of 
the fork "For a lung time little or m effect was produced- But, by 
and, by* the thunderiag weight uE metal continuously battering at 
one spot bad the inevitable remit Little by little the stone work 
crumbled u the eighteen poundert continued to pour their ccmlUiiitt on 
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it/ 1 On the ^7 ih October, Mnjjor Woolen tub, Lieutenants Strutt and 
Christie, and some men of the Horn bay Artillery, Licuie unlit Fenwick 
and a company d£ the 2>£th Regiment Native Intwitrjr volunteered to enter 
the town, which lay between the battery and the fort* ami to Ore it,. 
About 0-30 p.M-ptbey crept down from the front of tho battery, erased 
aver the valley below, skirted the water's edge, and were then lost to sight 
among the trees and huts. 44 A blase noun sprang up from one spot, 
then another, and another and we could e-cc the burning port-fire flung 
through the air to ether houses. The conflagration spread faster and 
fader, and the whole town w&e enveloped in flail m h flickering high ami 
broad ; lhen arr»*e a din of voices, amid volleys of iruibketry, rattling* send 
screams P and howling 1 of dogs* Roof after roof tumbled in, and soon the 
village was one huge pile* overshadowed by curling clouds of smoke 
dancing high above the Humes and darkening the bright ninny rky, ft 
wnsu gorgeous right, and if bounty could accompany flnoha picture, it wan 
there, as every flame, and cloud, and burning timber lay reflected, 
bright anti dumging^ on the a till ki^'m of the lake below/' Tire party 
rushing through tJie? scorching flaming streets returned in safety to the 
battery. By the morning of tin? 3 Ik h, the 3 8-pounders and 2 4-p* Minder 
howitzer had made a ennsidorablo hole hi the curtain* The next day 
the enemy hminted a white flag and a messenger was sent t.■ them* but 
after some coo vernation they drove him away. It was only a ruse 
on their part to gain nti opportunity of e manning tbe breach, A .IJ 
through the day of the 31st the British batteries kept up an unremitting 
Ere, while that of the enemy slackened. At sUftEor, a storming party 
was ordered to be in readings for the night, and Corporals Hoskins mid 
Clarke volunteered to examine the l-roach for thenn About ton c/eloofc, 
the two soldiers started, leached the top, made ibeir exam matin and 
returned K The breach we ,» practicable anil meS y AHrended, The skir¬ 
mishing party was Educed, mounted the breach, and enteral the fort 
unopposed by a sonb The rebels, foreseeing an assault, had left the fori 
by the main gateway, find taking advantage of the cover afforded 
by plantations o! high-grown sugarcane and gigantic eerealfl and darkly 
iliuded groves of mango and tamarind trees, they had mode their 
escape unobserved by the outlying pickets*

the oneo stately fort a heap of rains, the palaee and fmtes Laming piles. 
ff The flumes shot up from the crackling mams beneath them in wild 
lariditjj and glimmered upon the departing mawcf in ghostly beanos p 
os they threaded along in silent trump beneath the ahadtfwa o£ the dk- 
rmiMlwl W^tions and walla. 11 Ab they continued their march through 
wee Lem Malwn towards Mundcsore, news reached them of the evil deeds 
done by the enemy who had preceded thorn. ** In several uf Semdia J a 
villages and towns they liad plundered the inhabitanti?, beaten them, and 
carried away the women, 11 On the Blh of November, a large body of 
8rh >a »mm- tLci A % lmn “ffWMtitt or Velayutics, us they were called, attacked the 
twr. - tation of Mehidpnrc, garrieowl by u portion o£ the Malwa contingent, 

commanded by Major Timm ion. Tbo infantry and artillery of the eon* 
tiagent were drawn up near the artillery lines, and the guns opened on 
the corny, who were under cover of the bungalow* and their endownns. 
[ho majority of the contingent infantry, however, refuted to attack 
whan fed on by their office re, " The Subah-dnr-Major opened his jacket 
as the rebels approached, took out a grata flag and hoisted it-." Only a 
portion of the artillery stood to their guns, and at noon the rebels' at¬ 
tacked anil took them, "The contingent troops then fled, and their 

officers were forced to escape, escorted by a faithful Iwmd of the 2nd 
Gwalior Cavalry »f On the Bth of November, they arrived in our (.‘amp. 

. That night, Major On, with three hundred and thirty-seven sabres, 
drawn from tie 1st, Sul, and tth Regiments started for Mehnlpore, 

On the morning of the 12th, after a march of sixty mile*, Q„ 

arriviHi at iTelihlpore and found it had just been evacuated, the enemy 

having taken with them two 12-pounders, four 0-pounder?, and sixty 
cartloads of ammunition and plunder. “ Orr after watering and feed¬ 
ing his home* set forth in pursuit. After a ride of twelve miles he came

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in touch with their rear-guard at the village of Rawal, They were well 
posted* Laving: their right rating on the village and their front covered 
by £i nnll&h or rivulcL Orr immediately crossed the rivulet and* brav¬ 
ing the fira of the guns, Abbot and JahnAtano with their troopers 
charged* As they rode up to them the enemy fired* and the grape 
passed over their heads with a rushing noise like a covey of birds/* In 
another instant they were right upun the battery sabring the gunners* 
And then began a mortal tussle* The Afghans standing up manfully, 
made a ihspevute resistance. An English officer came up with one of the 
Riddllau* H He was a fine fellow, and perhaps a leader. He was 
requested to smTonder, Ibis he infused to do ; he was then told that 
Hides* he did bo, death would assuredly be his portion* Then ensued the 
struggle for life in deadly conflict, which he manfully maintained upon 
foot tiE the cold sharp spear of his antagonist pierced his breast ; he 
then fell upon the field* cast one agonised withering louk of a still nuvan¬ 
quished spirit on his foe* threw his arms across his eyes, and died with¬ 
out a groan/* The combat continued until darkness fell and the enemy 
vanished In the tall crops of sugar-cane and juwaree. But the guns were 
retaken with all their ammunition* and one hundred and fifty of the 
enemy by dead on the field. The British 1 osb wa* one hundred killed 
and wounded. 

On the lith of November, Durand received a despatch from Major 
Orr informing him of the defeat of the mutineer* at Mohidpore* The 
newa wsi4 important, not merely on account of the success gained, hut 
because it proved the loyalty and gallantry of the Hyderabad contingent- 
Dumnd continued hie march through western Mnlwa toward* Mundesoro 
as fast as the roads would permit. On the IMh of November, the 
camp wm pitched at Hurnia on the banks of the Chumbuh Spies 
btnied that a large rebel force was now only twenty miles away and 
that the rebel* hfld determined to give the British buttle in the open 
field* Tiny hud spriiatl in Mtmdeaorti the report that they had defeated 
the English at Dhar and that they were now going to destroy 
utterly the few remaining Eerio ghees who had the temerity to follow 
them so far. But* with oriental carelessness they neglected, what was 
most vital to their §ucces*—the defence of the great natural barrier. 
To cross thn Chumbut without opposition w ,as a business of no light 
nnture* for the hank* were rugged and almost perpendicular* the stream 
was rapid and deep* and iU bed broken by enormous boulders of basalt 
The suppers had cut a road down the hank for the artillery and then 
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the paesago begun, “ Tt was ii lx-ontiM picture/' says an oyc-witness. 
"The sfcwp, verdant, dunMiy banks covered with our varied forces, 
duplumti, camels, hones, and bull neks; the deep t]owing dear river 
reaching on and on to the far east to the soft deep hint* tufted horizon ; 
the babble and yeliin<; of men, the lowing of cattle, the grunting screams 
of th* '■nmols, -inti the trumpeting of the wenry heavily-laden elephant; 
the rattle of our artillery down the hank, through tbo river, and up 
the opposite side; the splashing and plunging of our cavalry through the 
stream—neighing and eager for the green en camping-grounds bolero 
them ; and every body so busy and jovial, streaming up f ruin the deep 
water to (heir respective gnniiidt;; and all this in the fate, almost, < f an 
enemy." The crowing of the force, aronumition, and baggage occupied 
nearly the whole day. 

On the morning of the “1st of November, the column encamped 
four miles south of Mtuiileson!. In the afternoon, the enemy enme out 
from the town and occupied in force a village upon the British luff, 
and formed up into ri.msiilemble niir-w's upon the extensive plateau in 
front of tlieir line. The accurate fire of the British gnus caused tile 
miisse* lo waver; the order was given for the uppers and Hyderabad 
infantry to occupy the village, which was speedily done, for as thev 
advanced, the enemy evacuated it and (led. “ The cavalry pursued and 
cut up a good number of them ; the main body then fled into M unde sore. 
By fi o'clock the field was ours," 

The spies had informed Durand that the rebel force, some five 
thousand in number, who liud been besieging Neemueh, had raised the 
and were hastening to join their comrades at 31 nod wore. He, 
therefore, determined to occupy a portion which would enable him to 
prevent their junction- The next morning he crossed the river, and, 
making a flmk movement to the left, he encamped to the west of the 
town within two thousand yards of the suburb, He was just in time. 
A cavalry movement showed Hint the Nccmudi rebels were ported in 
considenble force five mile* away on the high rood to that station* At 
dawn, Durand struck his camp and went forth to meet them. There 
was u small branch of the river to W> crossed, and I*tore all the baggage 
eonld be got over, the enemy mme out from Muudesorc to fall upon the 
rear The dragoons and two guns soon drove them IpucIc. Hie march 
continued, unmolested. When they had gone about live mile?, and 
approached the hpot where the enemy was said tube posted, a hall w^ 
sounded A few officer* roduahead, when they saw in from of them what 
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seemed like moving masses and flags, waving above the high crops of 
pain, They iMHimnie more and more distinct aud presently we could 
see ft large lw*dy of horeraum and two bodies of infantry/' It was tins 
enemy freni Neeomch in forte* They had selected si very strong 
pieltioii ttjxm the road, their right noting on t lie Tillage of Goomriah* 
their centre on a long hill, and their left well covered by fields* oE uncut 
grub* with broken ground and nullahs in their front full of water and 
mud. 

The iruop^ took up their position for the battle. Tire artillery rattled 
t-n the front* the men chop ring and waving their halts an they flew pa;=t 
to open fire. The isfith formed into double lino on the right ut th* 
guns; the £5th* with the Madras sapper* r*. itidon on their left* moved 
up under a sharp and heavy fire in double line, " m beautifully a& on a 
parade ground , ,F to the enemy** cent rev To the left of these wuh the 
Hyderabad infantry, ami on either flunks- were the dragoons and irregular 
cavalrv. The Hyderabad Contingent artillery opened fire from the 
British left centre. Daring the artillery duel, the enemy** infantry 
came down Et-iui their height* and with banners and Bags of all colours 
flying, advanced to within a few yards of the infantry. The 2.5th 
Bombay Nati vc Infantry, led by Major Robertson, charged and drove 
them hack. Lieutenant Martin of the Bengal Cavalry, wifh some score 
of dragoons, flung himself on the enemy ** gun? and cut down the gun¬ 
ners. But the (lashing rlmrgo was not supported* and hu hid to retire* 
having received a wound in the knee. The horsemen, however* again 
fell on the gnus and captured them, The enemy, oemteating every inch 
of the ground, retired to the village * Tire 86th and 33th Bcmbay 
Kitive Infantry now moved on it: and the men fell fast* because they 
bad to pass a good many nullahs filled with sepoys who, from these 
ambtlOcade?, plied the'r muskets with effect. But keeping well together, 
they surmounted the- difficulty of the ground and attacked the village. 
Hie walls oF the houses and the rnedoseres were pierced with loophole# 
through which the rebels commenced * well sustained fusillade. The 
British soldier and the Bombay sepoy fought their way into the village 
but as the enemy were under shelter and aimed io coolly that every shot 
told, the ofi^aikut# wore ordered to withdraw Daring this combat* th*

rearguard ma attacked by ft rtrong body from the city of Mnndeeore. 
Th& Hyderabad Cavalry, commanded by Captains Abbott and Murray, 
with two gnas arid three companies of infantry, were Rent to reinforce 
it + ThfltwOgUM opened on tho enemy, and when they began to 
waver, the Hyderabad Cavalry and a troop of the Bth Dragoons, com* 
maade:) by Lieutenant Leith, charged tbcm nud drove them back to u 
poiat, where a small pond of water and some shallow pit* or stone 
quarried joined. Lieutenant Redmnyue who wap lending, wheeled round 
the pond, being closely followed by Lieutenant Clin perm u find a few dragoon?. 
A tretaendeofi concentrated fire of musketry from the quarry dashed 
nearly the whole to the earth* Lieutenant Bedmayue, whose ho»e 
liad earned him fur ahead of hb men, was, while lying on the ground , 
haekod to pieces by the rebels. H A'heo his body was brought 
m t no feature o™U bo recognised/' At this moment Captain Abbott 
appeared on the other side of the pits, utid the enemy retreated i nto 
the Mundesere fort. Sable night fell, ami the flidiiltahn held the 
Tillfcgo —51 flaming fire. 1 lit British loss wus grant—upwards of sixty 
officers and men wonnded. 

About 1(1 o'clock next morning, the iS-jwnnder and !4pounder bo wit* 
xera were brought up to within two hundred and fifty yards of the 
village and poured forth a atorm of shot and shell The houses were 
rodurod to a puss of ruins and the fire consumed all that would bum. 
Rut the gallant garrison still held nut. Toward* 4 F.W., the 30tb Regi¬ 
ment, the 25th Bombay Native Infantry, and some Madras tappers 
st armed the burning village, The heroic Itahiilue defended the burning 
ahcdjs with dogged bravery, and, from the tops of the charted ruins, sent 
a deadly fire on their assailant* a* they rushed through the streets* 
« The H^lraewe* with their huge blue turbans, behaved gloriously, els 
they always do. They were rushing about like *akmaiiilers in the flames 
and smoko/ 1 The Bombay sepoys, Always patient, faithful and brave, 
tiho shone that day. Many of them were wounded a* they charged the 
village, or in the furious hand-to-hand struggles?. When they worn 
brought into the field hospital with arms and legs shattered by round 
shots, limbs and holy perforated by musket bull eta, and flesh wounds of 
no alight nature, their general observation ff Ah well* never tnind, 
we have eaten the Sircar's salt for many years; this bos been good work, 
and the Sircar will be gt>od anti take earo of u^ or our families if wo 
die/' l( One jukie fellow* whose blood was welling away profusely from 
a wound near the uhoulder joint, was offered a little brandy-and-water ft* 
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a stimulant, when be notify Enid 1 Give it to my brother first/ who ml 
next to him groaning in agony; he then drank and said lie did not mind 
his wound, for he knew Government would not forget him."* During 
that dreadful coniliet, the County Downs hiul to frealy use their bayonets 
an they drove the Tte'hilhtf, contesting every inch of the ground, out of 
the houfwip* The Irish lads n it only fought manfully, but tbdr conduct 
increased the lustre of the soldier*' 1 heroism, lf Occasionally a son of the 
sister ii]a | all covers! with sweat and dujt f hi? face blackened by powder 
and smoke, would he soon leading tenderly outside the walls a woman or 
\t chin/* Whm evening came, only a few rebels r^mainod in etroogly 
built houses at the upper end of the village, Cavalry pickets were 
thrown around thiun and the troops returned to camp, "The next day 
not a living soul remained in Goomrmh/* 

The capture of Goararkh was a mortal blow to rebel lien in Western 
Maiw a. During Ihe attack nn the village* the Shabzada and I m Afghan 
iMWArKB evacuated Mundesorej and as they fled through the country, 
the population attacked them and drove them into the jnUL'Ieb, After a 
large breach hud beau made in one of the walla nf the Mhndpsoro fort by 
the Modju Sup pen?, in order to render it untenable by a foe, the column 
marched for Indore. Major Orr was left behind with bis force of 
Hyderabad troops and Captain Keatingc was appointed political agent 
of Western Malwn.f No letter choice could have been made. He had, 
before the outbreak at Indore* controlled hie own district with courage 
mid energy T and during \ha operation* he bad rendered good service by 
raising and managing saute native levies in the small states north of 
Indore* On the IS th of December the ohijun marched through the 
suburbs of Indore and pitched their camp in front of the Hc^idency. 
The massive wsJIg of th# s lately he me of the Govern or-General's Agent 
at Indore stood, but the inside hud been completely gutted* Tito i hurch, 
" a pretty little villoire-like sanctuary/ 1 bud been rifled and defiled* Of 
the hospitals and other Imildings nothing remained but blackened tumble¬ 
down walla. Bat the British representative, cruelly and treachcrouflly 
driven away, had returned supported by British bny-metn* TJip court

When Sir Colin Campbell was in Calcutta, ft general pknof oamjjaigti 
was designed, by which the resource of the three Presidencies, after the 
arrival nf mWroennmte from England, should he made available for 
combined action.

a vigorous intellect, Smteh homely pause And Scotch caution j Hugh 
Hose was n clever, impulsive soldier, whose ope ratio us were smirked by 
skill, daring, and datenninatian, but alack of caution which nearly ended 
in disaster* Genius, however, attached to everything he did : we see it 
in hh despatches, we sw it in his conduct of war. To Colin Campbell 
the mounting of the ladder of success wai a long and tedious process; 
to Hugh Rose promotion came rapidly. Entering 1 the army in 1320 ns

east and south faces were almost perpendicular, the rock being scarped 
add strengthened by a deep rapid ri ver,’the Elena, r unning close beneath 
from east to west; the north face looked along the densely jnogled 
hill, and was stjengthened by a deep ditch same twenty feet wide ; the 
west face overlooked the town and Saugur road : on this face was the 
gateway, flanked by ^veral square and round bastions.

precipitous ridge four miles to the north-west of Kathgbiir from whence 
they had started in the morning. However, Captain Hare of the

On the 30th the sappers* and minora occupied the fort and commoEicod 
mining and demolishing the buildings. News now readied Sir Hugh 
Rose that the garrison of Hathghur^ strengthened by rebels from Buxidel- 
ctmd, liad concentrated at Ruralia on Lhc left bank of the Jkwna—a strong 
Tillage with a if gurfie/' oc email fort, with dense jungle on each Bide, 
about IS miles from Ratbghur. At midday on the 31st, the General, 
wit! i five guits Horse Artillery T four guns Captain Light foot 1 battery, 
two 6 J-indi mortara with fifteen men of Captain Woolcomb J s battery 
under the command of Lieutenant Strutt* three troops Mih Light 
Dragoons* two troops 3rd Bombay Light Cavalry* twenty-live men Madras 
Sappers, 3rd European Regiment* and a detachment Hyderabad Con¬ 
tingent Field Force marched for Barodm. As they approached the river 
Siena the enemy were ob&ervtxl an the left, well concealed bv long giues and 
nullahs. Hugh Bose immediately ordered Turnbull's two guis* to o- me 
into action, but before they could open fire, there crane a irrmh. of musket ry. 
LightfLiot'si four 9-pounder* wore called up and opened with grape and 
round ihot r It was too close for shrapnel. The 3rd Europeans were 
In fildraiifihing order in front of the flan Its of t he guns* and musketry 
replied to musketry. The fire of the rebel s diminished, but it could not 
bo silenced. Then the order to attack was *givaa, The 3rd EurojH^Qfi 
charged, drove the enemy ont of the thick jungle and twisting nullahs, 
and took powesdon of the bank of the river commanding the ford to 
Barodia. The Afghans and Patlmn fought with their accustomed 
courage, several of them., oven when dyings springing from the ground 
and inflicting mortal wounds with their broad swords.* 

Hugh Bose turned the advantage gained by the 3rd Europeans 
immediately to account He sent the Hyderabad Irregular Cavalry, 
supported by the 3rd Bombay Light Cavalry under Captain Furbes* 
to cress the ford covered by the skirmisher* He himself followed with 
four guns #f the Horve Artillery and a troop of Her Majesty's I4th Light

The enetny found safety behind their guns, 
well-placed in front of the village. Ife was n strong positim On three 
ddfle it was atin-nundetl by thick jungle, in which matchlock men were 
posted, and bofurs them ran n wet nullah whose bantf were lined with 
infantry. Turn!mil. who had rnpidlv taken hse guns across the fort!, 
utdiinhered in front of the village and opened fire on the enemy's position. 
They answered with guns and iwketo, Captain NoriUe of tlio Royal 
lingineer#, win - had joined the force tin* day Imfoni and was acting as the 
tiamernFa Aide-dc-Camp, wue stmek by n round shot In the head.

Driven from their position by the fire of the British gmis t I he enemy

The capture aI tie fort B ** iWi 
of Rathghur and the defeat of the rebels at B&rodia had completely 
opencil Hugh lira's comumnioatiiiuta with the west ami Sanger, Ha 
now issued ]m orders for the last march on the city, which for eight 
months had been surrounded by thousands of lusurgoDts. As the British 
tramps punned by the villager, peasant*, who had Lean robbed and maltreated 
by the insurgc&U, ran to the wayside to greet them.* At daylight 
on the 3rd February the fort of Saugor, which is situated on a hill in the 
heart of the town f was seem When they drew near the city, some of t he 
Europeans came out to meet diem, and on each side of the road there 
were swarms of natives in their bright and nmriy-etdoured dresses, who 
gazed with wonder at the unexpected apparition of a British regiment, f 
The 14th Dragoons and the large siege gnus dragged by elephants were 
a source of much curiosity and awe to them. As the troops marched 
beneath the walls of the forty they saw the nimparte. crowded with men, 
women, and children. For many a week, during eight weary and anxious 
CTionlhiij they had heard of relief being near, till u we grew sick with 
expecting- and watching for its realisation/ 1 Then there came the faint 
emind of distant guns. After three days it grew more uharp and quh k 
and they knew that Ratbghur was being liombarded* li The reWe 
in stile the fort, among whom were some of the most daring and trouble¬ 
some leaders, could nut have had a wink of sleep from this con plant 
booming which was distinctly heard at Saugor. But to tts it brought 
sweet j*1i mil Hire and a happy sense of approaching security. At last, to 
our joy ii was reported that the fort bad been taken anil that Sir Hugh 
Eoee was close at hand/' Tie troops, after marching through the city 
In a Tong line end Stirling its beautiful lake, encamped on the right of 
the re»sd beneath a tarren belt of hills.

allows] to evacuate the fort wish all the honours of war* Hie fort was 
now held by the rnnHnecrs of the 50th nnd DSnd and by a large body of 
insurgent^ and it had to bo taken before Hugh Rose eotdd advance on 
JlumsL 

On the 0th a small foree went out to destroy the fort at Sanodn, about 
ten miles from Saogor, and to out a road for the siege train to cross the 
river Boas, The Madras Sappers having done this wort oE distmctinn T 
the force set forth for Gnrr&tota. After a trying march over hills and 
through a dense jungle, skirmifhing and halting and stealing upon the 
enemy, they righted the fort, and, late in the afternoon, they reached the 
encamping-groimd. When the shadows grew longer, they got their 
tents pitched and " made the very best of a very rough dinner. w It 
was somewtrnt interrupted by the enemy ending round-ehots and rockets 
into the camp. Meanwhile, the General had been making, what he 
always did make, a thorough recomwmanoe, and ho did not return to 
Lamp till nearly 3 o'clock, Jf How he endured so much was surprising 
to every ode, nor was it the most agreeable thing for bis staff " The 
General Lad found that the enemy had erected eome earthworks on the 
road to the south, by which they expected the British force to arrive, and 
that they were occupying in gome force the village of Baseri near the 
fort. Despite the darkness, Hugh Rose determined to drive them at 
once from their posit ion. The horse artillery, taking up position on an 
derated spot In front of the BritiFh camp, poured upon them n deetme* 
live fire. The enemy Bounded thoir bugles and advanced in force at 
a dun hie npon the gnns t but were driven liack in disorder by the 3rd 
Europeans* They again formed up and advanced with unabated vigour, 
but as they got near the guns they were again beaten back and they 
retreated in disorder into the fort. During the night a breaching 


t-itah ran rottod the we*\ f ace On the ojpoMt* irldt fj£ the rmr b the weII* 
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battery woe erected, apposite the we&t face. The nest morning the 24- 
pound howitser opened fire and, working all day, rile&wd tie enemy's 
gum. u One large gun annoyed os a good deal* It wae worked well, 
and we could see tlie enemy in their rod coat? loading and firing it* 
Lieutenant St nut of the Bombay Artillery fought thus gun admirably 
and at length knocked it from the embrasure* After this no farther 
annovnnce from them was? experienced-"* The 1 S-poutidert played upon 
the fort all the evening and through the night. At dawn, the enemy 
could be seen escaping from it in great numbers* The order wp 
given to cease fire, and the 3rd Europeans, on entering the citadel, found 
it deserted. Captain Hare with tlie Hyderabad Cavalry, two troops 
of the 14th Light Dragoon* under Captain* Need and Brown, and 
two gntig of Horse Artillery under Lieutenant Crowe set forth in pur¬ 
suit, After a rapid ride of twenty-five mike Hare found them the other 
side of the river Beaf, Leading bis guns and cavalry across the stream, 
bo opened fire and swiftly charged therm * f A great number 1 were slain 
and made prisoners, a* was also a good deal of their plunder captured* 
Thus the 51st and 52 nd mutinous sepoyis wera punished, and the beauti¬ 
ful little fort, of Garrakuta fell into our hand*/' 

After a short front Lad boon deetrayod by mines so as to leave a 
practicable breach in the enat\n(& of Garrakota, and a company of thfl 
loyal and gallant 3let Bengal Native Infantryt under Lieutenant 
Dickens placed iti charge of it, the column rejoined the force in Sangor 
on tho 17th Febmry* The General was atmoui to move on Jhansi 
without delay. It was dearly his interest to strike another blow at the 
rebels before they recovered their mo rule and placed themselves in a 
strong position easy to defend. To his bold and aggressive spirit a 
period of enforced inaction was the sorest of trials. But, owing to the 
want of supply and transport, it was impossible to make at unite a farther 
advance- Gu the 29th of February, ho wrote to the Governor of Bombay s 
“ I am unfortunately detained by want of supplies and carriage, to the 
great disadvantage of the public service: 1 have lost nine precious 

days, doubly precious not only on account of the time at a eeaeon when 
every hot day endanger* the health and lives of the European soldiers, 
but because every clay ha# allowed the rebels to recover the morale they 
had lost by my operations which I had made as rapidly and efficiently

is* in the hands of the enemy* Then appears all the risk of a civil or 
occasional system of supply/' 

During this jwriod of repose, Sir Hugh bestirred himself with bis 
u.mial vigour to collect provisions ttud transport and to increase the 
effideuey of hie force in every branoli, lie bad the siege tram re¬ 
supplied from tbo arreual with a large amount of ammimition and, 
strengthened with other heavy gnus and howitzers and large mortars. 
u Many more elephants were obtained, and the Ordnance and Engineer* 
in g Parks were specially strengthened./ 1 The 3rd Euroj>can regiment 
changed their uni form for a drees more suited to a tropical climate, a 
laose stone-coloured cotton blouse mid troupers and a puggree of the Fanis 
colour* The officers and men enjoyed their brief rest and there was 
great and constant conviviality in the various iucescs and camps. H We 
wore on the eve of a long and trying march north—months would 
away ere another such respite could be dreamed of r and if we could place 
any reliance on the reports in camp of tire work iu store for tis, we 
certainly had every reason to take pleasure by the hand and 1 be merry 
while we may/ so there w an music and feasting in nil due order; and 
days of promotion and days oE receipt of gratuity for service wmunhf, 
ami birthdays, and other memorable occasions, were celebrated with 
rejoicings/ 1 A few days after came the long march in a scorching 
sea^'n and wasted country and night bivouac in the jungle* 

On the evening of the 2Gth of February, Sir Hugh Rose despatched

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ii narrow past), the force halted* The next morning, while the stars wera 
Etlill nut, the rolumo was again in motion, ami it bad mA gone a mil* 
when rickets again wore seen bhoutiiig up into the sky at regular 
internals in front of them. As they moved oa and na t beacon Area 
warning the enemy of their approach shone out of the dark nmstfti of 
jungle on the different hills. But when the dawn ton] at last brought 
the full light of the day the fires were no longer soon, Thun p when the 
sun J & rays began to be loIt H they halted near the village of Rijwn* and 
pitched camp on a Kl.iL surrounded cm three ikies hv high hills. Her# 
Sir Hugh Rose was joined hy Major Qrr, who had reconnoitred the 
passes and gathered important information regarding them. The 
of Narut waj the niobt difficult, and the enemy* thinking that the British 
force must pass through it, had increased its natural diffieolties by 
barricading the ro»d wit It ulwitis and parapets [mule of large boulders of 
rock 15 feet thick ; all passages by the aides of the road being made 
impracticable by the nlmnpt precipitous bilk covered witk jungle wbirh 
came down to the edge of the road.

About the third pass, Mudinporc, twenty mikt from the 
Namt* very little vvaa known accept that in the ordnance map it wiis 
described “ ns good for gam*” Acting on the information gathered by 
Major Orr, the General determined to force hb way through the pass of 
MudinpoTO nud m gain the talk-land above the bilk* LWit before bo 
could advance* it was necessary to capture, in order to preserve his ucm- 
mm drat i on wish Saugur, the fort of Ban:#] hi which lay about two mikn 
north of the camp and immediately commanded the road t» the pus.

]t a jolt of Bail pore from com tug from the pass of N amt to the assistance of 
the Rajah of Shagktir who defended Mad inpore, the Gin era l determined 
to make a serious feint against Xrrut. About two o clock on the mom* 
ing of the 3rd of March, be sent Major Scudamore, mmmauding Her 
Majesty's Hth Light D nr goons, with two Troops of that regiment, one 
Troop 3rd Light Cavalry, 1"0 Irregular Cavalry, one 24-pounder how¬ 
itzer, three Bhopal il-pdiindcra, tunl the £4th Regiment Bombay Native 
Infantry to the fort and town of lfalthon jaat above the para of Narut, 
Three heart later. Sir Hugh How marched with the main body * against 
the pans of Mudinpore, For about five or six miles, the column moved 
along the foot of a long range of hills, r.nd then it entered the almost 
pathless route which ted to that pass. As it approached the gorge, the 
enemv's skirmishers fired on the advanced guard from the hills on the 
right, but they were soon driven back. The column moved steadily 
fdTward wilh^the batteries, atul at about eight hundred yards from the 
edge of the plateau, where the road suddenly descend* into a glen, thickly 
w coded, they found the enemy posted on the rooky and precipitous hills 
which lined the loft of the defile. Major Orr opened fire on them with 
rmitid-shot and spherical case. At this moment an officer, filled with 
the ical of battle, galloped his guns to the right front with the view of 
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pouring an euBlading Jins into the enemy. n But bo had iidI laken into 
con* idi? rut ion tlmi this movement brought Llin to within tlftj or Body 
yards of the edgo of the g \on in which lay concealed some hundred icpoys 
who, before he caul d qnlimber, opened a mry heavy fire on hie gun* 
which he was unable to depress on them/' So unexpected was the 
attack, so rapid and hot the fire,* that the artillerymen had to take 
eheltcr behind their guns, Several were wounded. The General had 
his spur shot off and his favourite charger struck. He ordered the guns 
to be retired out of the ruuge of the enemy's musketry, The sepoy* 
hailed this little reform with shout* But their facets only brought on 
their more rapid defeat. Sir Hugh Bom* now knowing tht^r exact poei- 
tioo, ordered a hundred of the Hyderabad Contingent In Cun try to charge 
ini n the glen and .sweep t lie rebels down into the rd* At the 
tiaie he gent a company of the 3rd Europeans against their front. The 
rebels p driven with lots from tho glen, crossed the read aud ascended a 
hill on its left, Not giving them time to breathe, thu Gcncnd directed 
Captain Macdonald, Assistant Qrnixterma*tcr-Gtiiicra1, to storm the 
heights with l wo companies of the 3rd Europeans, fr Captain Macdonald 
conducted them ably and gallantly up the almost precipitous height! 
and extending the Grenadier coin puny from she right, ami supporting 
them with the iitbir company, drove them from the lint to the second 
line of hills* As soon aa Lieutenant-Colonel Liddell had corns qp, with 
the rtst of the 3rd EnriptaTis, I moved him up the hill, in support of his 
two coxnpanW, dirteting him tip advance, and drive the enemy ancceH- 
■ivoly from nil the hilts commanding the pass. He performed this 
movement entirely to my satisfaction.' J t The glen a ami hills which 
protected the pa?a having Injou taken, the 4th Hyderabad Cavalry drove 
in the enemy's front and cleared the pas*. Their main body, repulsed 
in Sank and front, retired to the village of Hudin pa re, situated at the 
end of a long loke along which the road through the pass ran. II-himi 
the strong masonry daoi F they hud planted tlietr Few guns, which had 
played on the 3rd European- as they advanced up the bill. The 8-iueh 
howitzer and the P-pounders were brought to the bend of ihe lake, and a 
few round* Jrove the enemy from their strung position behind the dam. 
The troops advanced through the village and then Stayed their march to

of the Rajah of SUngkur. He confessed that he liud b?eu mis taken in 
bin prediction of tho fitting day for the destruction of ihe I'lTinghees. 
When the eun iva^ wending to the timo of bringing homo the cattle* the 
troops, after a long march, weary and footnnre, parched and exhausted, 
halted nair the deserted village of Pupeeria and oncampad within sight of 
the fort of Sorai, a little well-built keep on » hill commanding an extensive 
view oE the surround mg plains. Tin? lines: of the sappers were pitched in 
the beautiful garden of the Shnghur Rajah. “ In the centre o£ this 
cite drive enclosure wlls tLie gcriiglio oE the Rnjuh overshadowed by mungo 
and guava tree*, and embowered by groves of orange and citron treesj 
laden with golden fruit, and sweet-smelling Ldoeaoms/* 

The refill tis of the successes at Mudinpore wore as numerous ns they 
were favourable, Sir Hugh Ros^s force had got into the rear of the 
paesea and the enemy** line of defence* of which I bey thought so much. 
The pasa o! Nanifc, considered hy them as impregnable, wn* turned. 
Sir Hugh Rose wrote to Sir Colin Campbell* 11 The great thing with 
these Indians is not to stay at long distances firing; but after they harts 
hesu cannonaded fco close with I hem. They enn not stand. By forcing 
the pass tff Mudlnpore l have taken the whole lino of the enemy 1 * 
defences in rear and \\n extraordinary panic has ^ebed them. I hope I am 
not ovur-mogmne, hut 1 think that matters as fur os we have gone look 
well- All in our rear is really police work and all I want is a reserve to 
occupy the country 1 take, and prevent my flank* and rear being tUMod 
as 1 advance. A military police, organised on the Iriph Constabulary 
system, U what is needed hero, sail in India generally.^ After rendering 
the fort of Soni useless, the force marched upon Murrowri, about twelve 
miles north, where there was a large and important fort On reaching 
the town, they fontid it deserted. On (he 7th, the British flag was 
hoisted upon a bastion of the fort; a proclamation of annexntian of the 
territory wn* read ; the artillery fLrcii a royal salute ; the bauds played 
ir God save the Queen/* and the Rajah of Shoghar was disinherited. 
Two day* later, the force started for Ban pore, and, as they neared the 
encamping-ground opposite the town, they heard the sounds of very 
heavy firing at regular intervals from the west. It was the riege girnu 
of the 1st brigade breaching the fort of Chanderi- The palace of the Rajah 
of Baapure, a vast pile, was found to contain groat quniiti&ca of property 
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Ilonging to English ofifocrs, ami orders were gtyon to destroy it* On 
the evening of the Mill, part of it was blown down, and hugs Bros lighted 
in other apartments; by nightftill it was burning brilliantly, like a 
grea t bonfire/* 

Tho start oo the 14th was long before daylight, and, as the tan 
begun to flood the hotvom with crimson and gul l, the troops marekd 
along the border of the take- of Tulbriiat, |( and the wild fowl Bow 
in hundreds above it, ftcroainiugand darting into the quiet weedy waters/ 1 
Above thu lake, an the western *ld^ rises boldly Train the plain an 
ex ta drive hid glorified with ba*£fans f tamplea and towers, and crown*! 
with, a feudal castle. Daring the bait of two days* a. broach was made in 
its old stout walla so as to render it in cap ibid of dote ace. On the 
lOt-b of Mkmh t tha Ocucnil uant the Madras and Bengal flappers to 
the loft bank of the Betwa, eight miles away,, with instructions to build 
a bridge across tha stream* The Chief Engineer, however, found it 
fordable, with a good shingle bottom. On the morning of tho 17th of 
March, tbe whole force crossed the Bttwa and encamped on the left 
(north) bank* By the execution of daring and delicate moncoovres, Sir 
Hugh Bose's inferior numbers bad driven the enemy from their 
strongholds further and further north. His idea of strategy was 
to secure the initiative however inferior his force* to waste no time, and 
to give tha enemy no rest. He bad, os in Syria and tha Crimea, proved 
him-^lf absolutely fcarIesi T and bis fiery energy had aroused the enl hu=h-m 
of his soldiers, ILs sweatees bid won their confidence, and* though 
n strict disciplinarian, be bail gained their affoction by the kindly word 
and by always sharing their liardabips* Ho had led them, burning to 
aveng* the masiacre of the women and children at Jhauri, to within 
striking dL-tanro of the guilty city. On the lit of March, the glad 
tidings ranched him that the 2nd brigade, under Brigadier Stuart, had 
taken by storm the i/roug Fortress of Chanderi, A formidable obstacle 
ics his advance had thus been removed, and within a few days the two 
brigades would bo c octEtrated for a final move on Jhanri* 

To attack, with a handful of Europeans, a city tnrronndod by a wall 
twenty-five feet high, toOphtiled nnd bastioned, protected by a Fortress 
built on a high granite rock, rendered almost impregnable by art, 
garrisoned by eleven thousand Afghan mercenaries animated by the spirit 
of fanaticism, was outride the bounds of ordinary strategy* Lord 
Canning and Lord Clyde were anxious that the si rung hold of the rebel 
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p jWor should speedily full, bat they were wnttmined to fare the possibility 
of a evorse On the llth of February, four days before tbe main portion 
ot toe army dc=tin<xl for the siege of Lucknow had crossed tbe Ganges, 
Sir Colin Campbell wrote to Sir Hugh Hose authorising him to pass by 
Jhansi for tbe moment, and, in accordance with the general plan of 
campaign, sweep the rebels before him by marching in two divisions, 
one on Calpre through ChErk&roe and Ibe other on Baud a. Lord 
Canning wrote to Sir Colin Campbell, *' I have written Sir B, Hamilton 
and Sir Hugh Rose, in the souse of your instructions to the latter, 
imposing upon them, that if for any reason, whether as being too strong 
for him, or for any other cause, it should be politic to p&ES by Jhansi for 
the moment, there is plenty of work for the Nerbudda field force in the 
neighbourhood of the Jumna." No ruler more strongly maintained 
the fact than Lord Canning that I he soldier is the servant of the states¬ 
man. But Lord Canning, in Ms correspondence wiih militsiy com- 
mam!.re, also rceognued the imporlint fact that n me special knowledge 
and practical acquaint uu.m- with the working of the military machine is 
ddcrisut to nmiiauivre armies. Hugh Hose on the spot saw better the 
strategical requirements of tbe situation. He too bad always foreseen the 
difficulties of besieging Jhansi with an inadequate force, and he M 
fully understood the reasons which led the Viceroy and Lord Clyde to 
give him the option of not attacking it, " but it was impossible," he 
wrote in a public despatch, « to obey my orders to march to Oil pee by 
Chirkaroo, and leave such a stronghold as Jhansi nntuken in my rear. 

A month before Sir Colin Campbell wrote to Sir Hugh Rose 
that he should advance on Calpee through Chirkuree, the Commander 
of the Central India Field Farce had despatched hi# 1st brigade 
from Mhow to mureh parallel with him os he advanced on Jhansi. It, 
therefore, proceeded on the rood to Agra, clearing the country as far as 
Goona Here it was met by Major Orr, with a detachment of tha 
Hyderabad contingent of all arms, and Major Kcatinge, the Political 
Officer who had advanced from Muudesoroand done splendid service in re- 
establishing postal and telegraphic communication. Brigadier Stuart had 
ordere from the Commander-In-Chief to march from Goonn, about seventy 
milts to the westward, and take tbe important fort of Cbanderi, whose 
rapture was necessary in order that tho 1st brigade on the west and the 
find brigade on the cart of the river Rctwa should be concentrated for the 
attack on Jhansi.

The rebels, according to the wont 
of orientals* bad not realised the necessity of defending it. Two miles 
further, however, lie found the road barricaded, anti when the engineers 
bi-gnu to remove the obfftruclion ( tho enemy opened fim from a bill on the 
left.

About tbrett o'clock on the morning of the I7th f the two storming 
patties assemble*! for the attack* The party decompiled by the Brigadier 
and composed of Koval Engineers, Her Majesty** SGili Hegira cut 
and 'loth Regiment, Bombay Native Infantry, was to assault the brunch, 
while the other party, led by Captain Little, enmp^ed of Her MajWy'ht 
SOtli Regiment and men of Ins own gallant corps (the slftth ■„ wai? to 
make a falae at task to draw away the resistance that might occur at the 
breach, and also, if practicable, to cuter the fort. Silently the troops 
abounded to thq batteries* A a the grey dawn apppnred, the British gum 
opened and rent out shells and rockets into the fort and showers of grape 
into the broach. The roar of the guns was the signal for attack. The 
ftormers rushed for waul. *' Scaling ladders wera thrown across the cutting 
at the base at the breach which in itself waa as difficult to mount ns 
could he conceived/'* Under a mass of fire, the soldiers rushed up to 
the breach and a separate bond to hand fight took place. Kent in ge fell 
■everely wounded. He struggled up, and, as ho led his men into the 
fort, wao again struck down. The stormcr? went on, taking gnu after 
gtm, now shooting h now bayoneting the enemy; or dashing them over 
the height into the ravine below. The enemy exploded a mine and some 
men oE the S0ih worn killed, others horribly burnt. " Their uniform, 
save the shoes, hud been completely burnt away, and thdr bodies charred 
and blackened/*t Little and his party had entered the fort about the 
sumo time e* Kcatinge* and the enemy, seeing thomsd™ attacked on 
two side*, gavu up resistance, and the great body of them escaped down 
through the town beneath, "ami were seen in full flight in the jungle 
beyond, for it was now bright daylight/ 1 Every rebel that remained 
was shot or bayoneted by the Boyal County Downs. It was St, Patrick's 
day and the Irishmen swore by their Patron Saint that they would 
avenge ri the little babbies and the poor ladies who wore butchered in 
Cawupore ami JhnElfii/* Clian'ien was takon, toother with a vast 
number of gum?, and the stormers marched into camp through the 
deecrtod town/ |jr the bands playing, of course P St, Patrick's Day, IJ Sir 
Colin Campbell wrote that the tuccesi at Ch&mhri was mainly owing to

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the officers, whose redly brilliant gallantry he considered was equalled by 
their ability and devotion. 

On the 20th of March, the 2nd brigade, under the command of 
6 ir Hugh Rose, having marched fifteen'miles, reached their encampment, 
about eight mil oh from Jhansi. After a rest of two hours, Brigadier 
Stewart, with the cavalry and artillery, was sent to invest ibe city.* Sir 
RobeTt Hamilton, in a memorandum written (20th March 18t!2) i<-ur 
y»ars alter this event, Etatcs, 11 As the infantry were abou t to follow, an 
express arrived with a dispatch to roc from Lord Canning desiring that 
I would move on CiiirWee to relieve the rajah who was besieged by 
Tantia Topee and the Gwalior Contingent in Ida fort. General Whitlock's 
force nut being within reach. Them ciine also a dispatch from the 
Commander-in Chief, Lord Clyde, to Sir Hogh Rose ordering him to 
proceed to Chirkarae to Gave the loyal rajah of tltal State." It is hardly 
probable that Sir Hugh Row wonld have moved his infantry from their 
encampment after a march of ififteen miles, before he hod heard the 
result of the reconnaissance which he had sent.Major Poilcau to mate as 
to where the batteries should be established. On the lath of March, the 
Secretary to the Government of India,‘Military Department, wrote from 
Allahabad to Genera] Whitlock, "From intelligence which has reached 
the Bight Ilononmble the Governor-General from Chirk arte, it cannot ha 
doubted Lhat the fort of that place has, by this time, fallen into the 
„f the insurgents, who were laying siege to it, and who were 
already masters of the town, part of which was burnt. Punuia and 
Rewah are also threatened. It is of urgent importance that support 
should be given to the loyal Chiefs of Bundelcuad as soon a? possible, 
and as no troops can be moved, into the Bundeleund States from this side 
of the Jumna, the Governor-General desires mo to roquet that you will 
proceed at once with the column under your command in the direction of 
Punnia, Chirkaree, or such other point as you may judge expedient, with 
the object of supporting the Chiefs who may be threatened by the 
iusurg-nte, and freeing them from the danger to which they mv now 
exposed." A copy of the letter was forwarded *' for the information and 
guidance of Major-Genera! - ir H ugh Rose, K.C.R., Commanding Central 
India Field Fore*." Sir Hugh Row, in acknowledging the receipt of 
thu letter, writes, " On lhe left bank of the River Retwji, 1 9th M areh 18a S 
L have the honour to say that I shall pay the strictest attention to these

combination with Major-General Whitlock, confidence abut support to 
these Chiefs. I may, I hope, In? permitted to nay that I have received, 
with sincere pi cash rc, the^e inttruclious , strategically and politically 
speaking, they arc calculated to produce the last effect on this part of 
India; and they develop and complete a plan of operations, which Sir 
Hebert Hamilton aud myself had agreed yesterday that it would ltd 
advantageous to carry onL after the reduction of Jhansi, for the reliefs of 
the Chiefs in question, atnl the defeat of the rebel army concentrated at 
Chirkaree and Nowgeng, whose numbers, Sir Robert Hamilton Kuyn, 
amount to 00,0Otl men according to the last reports received/* 

Sir Robert Hamilton, in his memorandum, states tha t be received on 
the 20th u dispatch from Lord Calming desiring that he would relieve 
the Rajah of Chirkarco who was besieged by Taut in Tbpee, hut, in It* 
letter on the same day, the SLfth, he acknowledges the receipt of a dis¬ 
patch dated 13th Maidh, and on that date the Go vara u>Genoral had 
written to General Whitlock that " it cannot be doubted tlmt the fort of 
(but place has fallen." Sir Robert Hamilton, in bis letter to the 
Governor-General of the 2Uth, gives the cogent strategical reasons why Sir 
Hugh Rose should capture Jluvnsi before he proceeded to Cbirkarcc. 1 * He 
oloeve his letter os follows :—“ In courWon, I lx-gtu state that Sir Hugh 
Rose desires me to express his entire concurrence in the views and reason¬ 
ings above expressed and his hope they will be considered sufficient to 
allow of a slight de'iiy in giving effect to his Lordship's wishes." Sir 
Robert Hamilton in big memorandum ;~0tti March IS02), however, states, 
"* Sir Hugh Retie consider 1 the order of the Co mm an dor in-Chief impera¬ 
tive. ,J Sir Iln'h Rose bod, on the lVIth, informed the Governor-Genera! 
in Council, the supreme military authority in Indio, that lie would carry 
out his instructions after the reduction of Jhanai, and it is hardly pos- 
rible that the next day bo Would consider the order of the Commander-in- 
Chief imperative, as the order was bound to be written before the 13th of 
March. From the 27th of Fobrunry to the 17th of March Lord Clyde 
was occupied in the capture of Lucknow, On the 1 Ith of February, Lord 
Clyde hail offered to Sir Hugh Rose the option of net attacking Jbanai, 
and it is hardly likely he would have sent an imperative order an that 
date. Sir Robert Hamilton also states in big memorandum, " Tier# wu 
not anything left to my discretion in my letter to the Governor-General "

Hugh Bow, dated the same day as the latter to Sir Robert Hamilton, 
were of the most discretionary kitid. Sir Robert Hamilton adds, " And 
I thervfontookOD myself the responsibility of proceeding with oar epera- 
tium. Sir Robert Hamilton, a® Agent to ike Governor-General, Lai 
no military authority, and Sir Hugh Rose was the laat man who would 
Ejbtc allowed him to nsfitimij “ the responsibility of proceeding with oar 
operations,” The statements We gained for Sir Robert Hamilton tho 
credit ** of giving a decided character to the campaign.'' But they are 
entitled to as meek credence ns the claim thnt the original plan of tho 
military operations of the Midnis and Bombay division? was mainly due 
fcu Sir Robert Hamilton and not to Lord Clyde and the Chief of his staff , 
and that the strategic merits of the campaigns below the Jumna were 
also due to him. The course of action which Sir Hugh Rose adopted 
and Sir Robert Hamilton considered best received the frank approval of 
the Governor-General, The Secret ary to the Government of India uitb 
the Governor-General wrote, “ In reply, I am desired by his Lordship 
to inform you that under the dmumstaime* repitvctiled, and with adver¬ 
tence to the fact of Sir Hugh Rose's force having been already commit¬ 
ted before Jhansi, tho decision taken in respect of the prior red notion of 
that place was unquestionably right and is therefore entirely approved." 

At 2 A-M- ou the morning of tho 2let of March, ihe day that 
Lucknow was finally l»koo by Sir C<>lin Campbell, Sir Hugh Rose, with 
the remainder of his brigade, marched upon JJmtisj and arrived before 
the city about seven o'clock. “The troupe piled arms od the right of 
tha road about a mi'e and a half from the fort, and the General and his 
staff rod* «ff for tho purpose of reconnoitring the city and surrounding 
country. They did not return till put 6 r. n.” The General had 
up plan or even correct description of the fort and the city, uud he Fore 
the siege operations could begin, ho hod for some days lo make long and 
repeated reconnaissances in order lo ascertain the enemy’s defences. A 
fair apprehension of the nature of the conflict, which Sir Hugh Rose 
with an incomplete division umieitook, most be based upon some acqunint- 
m « wilh the features o£ i he ground and the nuturc of these defence*. 
The fort presented the most formi able aspect. Built on a huge granite 
reek, it bad walls of solid masonry, in thickness from sixteen to twenty 
fo+fc, and extensive and elaborate outworks of the some solid construction 
with fmn( and flanking omhracures fur artillery, uud loopholes, of which 
in some places there weft five tiers, for musketry. Guns placed on the 
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high towers of the fort, commiofe] the country all around. One of 
these t owe re, called tha w white turret/ 1 had been raised in height by 
the rebols nml ruoun toil mtb heavy ordnance. From it floated; the red 
standard of the Ranee* Eicopt oil the west and p-irt of the south „ the 
fort abutted on the city, which tfir? surrounded by a fortified and motive 
wait from U to 12 feet thick, varying in height from 18 to 30 feet, with 
numerous flanking hasfiotn armed ns batteries with ordnance, and k*>p- 
holee with u banquette for infantry. The steepne-w «>£ the rock pro¬ 
tected iho west, and three flanking bastions protected by lheir fire 
the forl/i e:isb face, The most important of them was a high mound or 
in a melon, fortified by a strong circular barton for five guns, round part of 
which was drawn a dilek 12 feet deep and lo feet broad of adid masonry. 
On the east side, outside the city walls, was u largo tank and n pictur¬ 
es^ tie palace, numerous garden* and temples : on the west, another largo 
tankj garden*, and temples. To the right of the British encampment, 
stretching to the uorlb and east of the city, was a long belt of hUls 
through which ran the road to Orchbi, the undent capital of Bundtkund, 
and the fortress of Calpce which, living above the right bank of the, 
Jumna, commanded the ro^d from Jhnndto Cawnpore. To the left of the 
British encampment were other high hills and the road to Dutteah and 
Gwalior, Due north oi the Eritbh force* wu the fort. Between 
the camp and the city were the mined cantonment^ the fail, and the 
Star Magazine* Near the city wall were graves of tamarind trees and 
temples with their garde.HEt, one the Jokhun Hugh, the mae of the 
mass&tn. Kino months had rolled on since the men, women and 
cliitdmn had been slaughtered without mercy in that garden and tlu-ir 
mangled bodies thrown into a pit. And now a day of vengeance had 
come. 

On his arrival at J haute, Sir Hugh Rose, following tbo maiirn of 
VunboJi, proceeded to establish seven flying camps as an investing force 
around the city- He gave to one of the principal camps, commanded by 
Major Scudamore, half a troop of Ifor?e Artillery, and later, to Major 
Oat!, commander of another camp, two 9-pounders, 41 These camp** do- 
tabbed to 1 ho froot outposts and vodet+ofl, which watdisd and prevented 
all i.-sne from the city day and night ; each camp on any attempt being 
made to force its base was to call on the other to help. 1 * The General 
gave directions also that the toad from the city should to obstructed with 
trenches and abaltis, Many very formidable elements entered into the 
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problem of the siege, There was oo means of broaching the fort except 
from the south, hut the south waa flanked by the fortified city wall and 
the mound. The city* therefore,! must be taken before attacking the 
fort, and the fort! fled mamo] on was the key to the oity, for it c overed, 
nut only the south side of the fort, but it ak> enfiladed two walla of the 
town and com minded the whole of the south quarter of it/, including- the 
palace. The capture of this great work must bo an essential part of the 
plan of attack. Sir Hugh Rose determined to cun ecu tm te a heavy fire 
on the mamdon and on the south of the city, to breach the wall eloac to 
the mound uni I to fils mantle the defence* which protected it and opposed 
an attack. After careful reconnaissance, the General selected a rocky 
knoll (the right attack) on the eastern side, to the south of the kike 
opposite tb^ Orchha Gate, and a rocky ridge (left attack] on the southern 
aide ns the best spits for his breaching baUeries. But these batteries could 
not be completed till the arrival of the 1st brigade with it* siege guns. 

On the -2nd of Mulch, Jhansi was In rested, and about Urn. that 
evening, the Madras and Bombay sappers moved silently from camp in 
company with two Impound or b* howl tiers and mortar^ and a company 
of the 21th Native Infantry for the purpose of throwing up a battery, 
the Bret on the right attack near the Orchha road* In the nights dead 
filence they could bear the hum of vaibos in the city, and through ita 
darkness they saw the glimmer of a torch or lantern passing to and fro on 
the rampart?:, Ai the heavy guns neared their destination, the darkness 
was broken hy a sudden flush before them. The meu halted T prepared 
to rr-^iht an atto^k. Several office re pushed their horses forward: and 
they found that the light came from a detachment of Lfae 3rd Europeans 
who had taken pos^sdon of the position where the battery was to be 
ero*-tcd. In the night a mortar battery waa thrown up on a little temple, 
and the heavy guns platted in batteries on the rocky ridge, at tout* three 
hundred yards from the walls. When morning broke and the enemy 
caught, sight of the opposing batteries, they opened fire from the gnus 
of the fort and from two or three batteries ou the city walk f| At firet 
the shots passed over us r hut by and by they got our range exactly and 
then their shots struck the sand-bags and the temple almost every time. 
There was generally time to boh ouc'e head beneath the boga when they 
fired before the shot reach ed p but cue of their guns which we named

On tho 30thj our Ijntteriee bad disabled and dismantled the defences 
of the fort and city and disabled the enemy's host gtin& The walk 
however, was so solid and the jimsonry so bard that the two breaching 
gun? made but little im pronto a the first two days. Only a nmall broach 
near the mound could ho seen. Tho ammunition was giving out. It was 
evident there would not be sufficient to multiply breaches in the town 
walk or to establish a main breach in the sooth double wall of the fort. 
Under these circumstance?., the officers commanding the Artillery and 
Engineers called to the Generals notice the necessity of having recourse 
to eacakdOj to which hegave hi? consent* requiring, however that the 
broach near the mound should form an important and principal point of 
attack.* In order to widen the breach f Sir Hugh Rose concentrated on 
it day and night an overwhelming lire from the IS-poonder and the 
8-inck howitzer* From the mortar battened also, in the centre and left 
attacks shells wore poured day and night into the mound ami ad joining 
houses,, Btd* with many guns disabled, many tnen killed and wounded, 
the enemy maintained the fight. 

With tho vlow to acquire rapid information respecting the enemy's 
movements, Sir Hugh Hose had established a telegraph qjien one of the 
hills cost of Jhausi, which commanded an extensive view of the uonntrv 
north and east. On the afternoon of the 31et, the General was in tho 
battery on the right completing his arrangements for storming the next 
day, when an aide-de-camp rode up, and informed him that flags were

imminent danger. Before him was a strong fortress garrisoned by 
|l f 0U0 desperate men; behind him, close to lunii within hail o£ their 
friends at Jhansi, was an army of 20,0HQ strong, uhiefly consisting of 
tin- redoubtable Gwalior Contingent who hud fought Sir Colin Campbell 
at Cawnpore. They were commanded by Tantia Topee, the ablest 
leader the mutineers had produced. It was a supremo moment. If Sit 
H ose withdrew his troops from the investment of the siege, the morale 
of the besieged weald lie improved and he might be overwhelmed by a 
combined attach. His alternative was victory or ruin. Hesitation or 
doubt had no part in his nature. He resolved at once to moot the enemy, 
while not relaxing tho siege or withdrawing a single man from the 
pickets. The force at his disposal Far tho battle did not number over 
1,500 men of all arms, and of these not 500 were British infantry. 

Hugh Ruse's dispositions were swiftly made. Soon after he left 
the battery, tho let brigade, nr as many of them us <Wd bo spared, 
struck camp and moved along the Cidpee road, on tho Jliansi eido of 
the Telegraph hill. It was now dark, and they marched on over 
against the right flank of the enemy unobserved, and remained there 
under arms all night. " »y and by elephants came silently np to the 
lottery and took off two 24-pomidens, which were placed upon the 
On bho nswl near the bill, so as to check the enemy making for the 
city this way.’' 11 The 2nd brigade remained under arms in their 
camp and the pickets along the whole British line wore strengthened 
and ready fur action. About 8 F.M. the enemy reconnoitred tn 
fore®, and, deceived as to our numbers by tho removal of the l-t 
brigade* took up a position close in front of oar camp, and their watch- 
fires burned in multitudes. When the besieged saw from the walls the 
fires burning in the plain, they raised a bud shout and fired a salute. 
All night their drums beat, their bugles sounded, and their riflemen 
poured their fire into the batteries, AU night our batteries threw their 
shot and shell into tho city, 

tbi Between 4 and 6 s.m., when it was still dark, the British pickets 
beijan to fall back on their support, and bo soon as early dawn ehune 
forth, dense masses of infantry, accompanied by numerous batteries and 
many hundred cavalry were seen pouring over a knoll. On they came, 
their long line spreading far beyond the British flanks, waving innumer¬ 
able banners of all colours and devices, beating drains, and their bayonets 
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g!tuning in the buo. Gppttt&l to them was a short thin line consisting 
of fifteen hundred men. In the centre were the heavy gnus, supported by 
the &rd Europeans, the 24th Botuliaj Native Infantry, and the Hyderabad 
Infantry ; on the right t*f the line a troop uf 14th Dragoons and cun? of 
the Hyderabad Cavalry with the Eagh Troop IIuree Artillery ; and i n 
the left Captain Ligh tf pot's field buttery and two troops of Her 
Majesty's 14th Light Dragoons- No sooner had the enemy reached 
within eii hundred yards of the British line than they mdirubflred, 
and their guns began with the roar of thunder to pour forth a storm 
of fire which was at once answered- Musketry replied to musketry, 
and ae their superior fire began to tell on our dose ran L s around 
the big gnu a, the infantry were ordered to lie down. The battle was 
now fully developed, and dense blue clouds of smoke covered the Viet 
plain, through which could be Been dark bodied moving on our left flank. 
Sir Hugh Bose knew that if he were outflanked the small furty that were 
investing the city would he literally Iwctworu two fires, and they must 
fight for life. An attack in front against the enorm&os disproportion of 
forces would not succeed even if he sacrifioed his last man in the attempt 
to stop the enemy. But their flanks were capable of being roll&l together 
if well struck. He acted without hesitation. He ordered the artillery 
from both flunks of the lino to advance, the Eagle Troop Horse Artillery 
to the right so us bn crush the enemy's gunners by an enfilading fire. As 
the movement on the right was being acLt.-mpIibhod, one of the guns was 
km " kid over and disabled* The enemy raised m loud yeU triumph, 
Hugh Row directed Lieutenant Clarke of the Hyderabad Cavalry to 
charge the eaemy^s battery* They went forward at full gallops but 
showers of gmpe and volley* from the Afghan matuhlock-raen mowed 
them down and checked their advance* Again and again they charged, 
hut their attempt* ou that battery proved vain. Their gallant leader fell 
severely wounded. When Hugh Rose saw the enemy following up Uie 
Hyderabad Cavalry, he felt the supreme moment had arrived- Fkcmg 
himself at the head of Need's troop of dragoons, lie dashed into the 
enemy's left nmi at the same time Pretty John and Mac Mahon c barged 
their right,. * f This was a mugiufieent eight*“ bays an eyewitness, !V aud 
in a mo me i l| the enemy's ranks were a mass fd enufusioti. Hie British 
infantryj seeing the oonfaMton, sprang up f poured into the maus before 
them one deadly volley, and with level bayonets plunged on them. The 
rebels broke and find. The British force followed the flying herd* Many 
of the enemy* however* preserving their resolution and courage* gaiiiered 
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in masses m the ravines and bohim! tecbn anti fought im pmtdy Band to 
hand.* The r&valiy charged through and through them; mid the plain 
was covered with single fugitives. The horsemen pursued them* slashing 
with thyir swords, and the rebels hid behind stones and bashes to have 
one dead abet before they died. The vigorous chose was continued 
until the cavalry suddenly found themselves confronting u long line of 
infantry, artillery, and cavalry drawn up on flume jungly ground. It 
was the third division of thu Feshwa’i army under the personal froirumnd 
of TaniJa Tujuic* lie at tm« opened his guns on the cavalry, autl Turn- 
bnlFs and Light foot J s lotteries replied. 

Meanwhile Brigadier Stuart, with the 1st brigade, hail moved round 
the hill on the plain un the euem/e right and encountered the large 
ilslachmeiit of the enemy which Tantiu had mnt the previous night to 
enter Jhuisi from the north* After a short tussle,. Stuart drove tb- m 
before kirn, and the 96tk, the £5tli Native Infantry, and the Cavalry 
pursued. 

Tuntia Topee, on seeing hiirtront line broken * hi* right flank turned* 
iiud our iroopfe moving on his second line, determined to retreat across the 
Bet^a, He muecdth& jiinglo to l>e £jet on fire* and then, under cover 
of the smoke and flame, mured rapidly towards the river, his artillery 
constantly pouring shot into our advancing cu1uinn&« It now InHiinu^ 
says Sir Hugh Rose, "a Cavalry and Horse Artillery affair/' Sir Hugh 
Rose liim aplf with the guns of the Eagle Troop nml the Field Buttery 
under Captain Light foot galloped through the ravaging fire and caught 
up the enemy at a small village near the river, u which is broad, shal¬ 
low, and strung here/' They at ones opened on the enemy as they 
were weroesing the Betwa* Tautia's infantry attempted to uiTesL the 
progress of I he British troops by volleys oE musketry, and his guns sent 
forth a heavy But the cavnijy continued the pursuit with uLidimiu- 
ished ardour until all the enemy's guafi were captured. Taniia Topee 
Mime If fled to Cal pee* Hie army oE £0,000 men had beep broken and 
dispersed, and a thousand of them lay dead on the field of Beiwa. By 
Eunsetj the Final! band of victor* returned to camp. The enemy's guns 
had ceased Bring and they kept deep silence in the qi*j, That morning

butt fleeing aurora the plain* All Iiopfl of relief was gone* All dny tbs 
batteries of the besiegers poured in their fibot and shell* ibs tottering 
defen were wasting u\vuy under the breaching guns. Great numbers 
triad to recaps from the northern gate of the city, lmt were all cut up 
by our line off cavalry pickets or fell hy the d[!t% But the spirits of the 
more biStO remained unsubdued. They must make their stand and 
they must die, If they eould^not preserve Jhausi frum falling into the 
hands of Lbe infidels. 

On the Jiriil of April, Major Boilcau, the Chief Engineer, having 
reported that all the mwasnry preparations hud been made for the 
escalade, the General issued a division order fur tbe fl£sftttft of the 
deffanm of the city wall tbo following morning* and a copy of the order 
with a plan off attack was furnished to the officers in command. That 
afternoon Sir Ifugh rode down to one of tbo bottaries qth the right attack 
to look to tbe la Id era which lay below under the cover of the hid.

It was to be three guns find in jmaxftrioii by 
Captain Omumney, on tbe western side* A feint attack wag also to he 
made on tbe west wall by a small detachment under Major Gall, 11th Light 
Dragoons P The n.-sault column of the Irt brigade, under Brigadier 
Stuart^ who were to make the left attack, consisted of 23>t Company, 
Royal Engineers, tbe Sdth Foot, and £5lh Bombay Native Infantry- 
They were divided into two parties, uiie jsirtjj commanded by Lieuteiiant- 
Colocel Low tb, Stftli Regiment, was to storm the bwibj t ho other party, 
bd by Major Stuart, Sflth Regiment, was to escalade the ro:k*t tower 
and the low curtain immediately to tbe right* The brigade under 
Brigadier Stewart, 14 th f s raguong, couti.bli.il of tbe Madras and Bombay 
i-.aplH?nrj the 3rd Bombay Europeans, ami the infantry of the Hyderabad 
Couiing®nL. They were ulso divided into two parties, the right 
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commanded by L i rate nnnt-Colonel Liddell, the left by Captain 
Robinson, both of the 3rd Europeans, who were to escalade the town 
Will at the points icidica' thI. 

The Ptormers waited for pome time iu soEpenso for the signal* The 
moon was very bright and at any moment they might be discovered by 
the eaemy. It was not till dawn began to shine forth that the order to 
advance way given in a voice a little above a whisper. The ladders were 
hoisted upon the shoulders of the sapper*, and T preceded by the 3rd 
Euxvpexn* and Hyderabad Infantry, they moved from their cover. No 
sooner did the Htormers of the kft attack turn into the road telling 
towards the gaU? than the CEieniy 1 * bugles sounded, and a fearful storm 
of miBiiles poured upon them from the long lino of the wall and the 
towers of the fort. - For a time it appeared like a sheet of fire out of 
which burst a storm id bullets, roond shot, and rockets destined for our 
annihilation. 11 More tlian two hundred yards to touch through thin fire 
deluge. And they did it. The sappers planted the ladders in thr*?o 
places for the sturmerE to ascend But the rebels sent down opou them 
from the walk volleys of musketry, rooketij, earth pots filled with powder* 
logs of wood, every sort of missile on which they could biy their hands* 
Many of the slormers fell, and the living sheltered themselves behind 
stones. But the native sappers, animated hy the heroism of their officer** 
kept firm hold of the ladders. Major Boileaa, the Chief Engineer, 
proceeded in hot hufrto to the Brigadier, who was in command of the 
reserve p reported that the ladders were without protection, and asked for 
some Europeans* Stuart gave him a hundred men of the 3rd Bombay 
European* that were with the reserve- The stormirt* reinforced again ( 
nishtid at the ladders.

Nothing remained now but to 
bring away the dead and wounded, ff Ensign Newport and Private 
Gillmaii of No. 1 Company* 3rd Rom buy European Regiment, assist ed 
by Corporal Hard of the Grenadiers* carried off the body of Lieutenant 
For of the Madias Sappers and Miners through the hottest fire/' 

Tie baffled column moved back to b tke rifle pits. Meanwhile, 

Captain Robinson, 3rd fiouabay European Regiment, having hem 
informal that some of the Sflth Regiment hod entered by the brooch to 
hie left, “doubled some of hu party round to that point, at which 
lie effected an ant mure, and cleared the ramparts so oe to enable the 
r emainder to mount the ladders unuppoaed/' 

Before the 1 first grey of morning filled the cast, the stormen of the Li^Lt »li*cIe. 
right attack had got unobserved wit bin 35Q yard* of the wall, “ which 
was about twenty-three feet high*" The three guns were heard and 
both parties tramped forward Eteadly.

by protecting hlfl head from their sabres with bi£ arms, which were fright¬ 
fully cut. Fowled now reaching the wall, shot on c or two of DartnelTf 
opponents and so saved fate life. After a great death-wrestle, the urn melon 
was gained, anl the ^jldiens, running down the incline to the street lead¬ 
ing to the p&kea, were joined by the storm ere of the breach, who, led by 
Captain Darby, “ in the mo it gallant moaner had carried it with little 
loGfl/** 

Sir Hugh Rose, who hod entered the breach with the troops, now 
determined to take the palace* The street ran close under the fort walls 
and a larg* open apace, exposed ton Hanking musketry lire from an 
outwork of the fort and Emm the houses and the pal.tee in front J had to bo 
cross*! But, though staggered by this double fire on front and flunk, 
the little band were not stayed in their course* and, led by the General, 
they went steadily cm. Darby, Sowell, and Holroyd, nil of the 86th 
with many of their men, fell wounded, ** Sewell wa^ badly hit, but 
young Jerome mud a man named Burner of the 38th carrittl him off at 
the rtek of their lives. 11 A position in tho btreet wos gained, and 
here Dr. Stack was slut through tho heart while attending the 
wounded ,+ The Ouoorfil now d ire u ted hup holes for rid emeu to be 
made through the homes, which brought a fire to hear on tho outwork of 
the fort, a large house to bo Occupied eloao to lbs palace, and covered 
comnuuLicntiuii to ho made to ihe mound.t lfc During the whole of this 
lime General Rcwfl wan walking about among the men as coed and 
uncoticerlied as if nothing was taking place." Thu skirmishers of the 
■iftth jKimjLnited gallantly frem tho house into the palace. The men who 
held it were lew in number, but their re-teUmce Was desperate* Every 
room was defended with the most determined fury. But it was of no 
avail. From room to roam they were driven at the point of the bayonet, 
neither asking nor giving quarter* A.& they fell back, they set fire to 
train* of gunpowder and perished with their abiaihintb in the cipluaioti. 
But the palace was Liken by the British soldier* 

While the work of deal h was going on in the palace, tbs General, having 
received no report* from the right attack, set forth with fate staff to

were heard in every quarter, and the street was wet with dark blood. 
Every inch of ground wa* contested until the pculiiee reached- Many 
a brave man fell* Among them was one whoso death came home to 
Sir Hugh Rose* Turnbull, who commanded tho artillery, had been 
with hitn in aU bis Boticnis, and in all he gave initflnces of an invincible 
courage and fearlessness in danger. At Betna ho bad* liming the day, 
often'exposed himself to the fire of the enemy in ordor to choose the best 
pt&iLl'ju for hid guns, and the (skill with winch he placed and worked them 
materially helped to win the day. He had that morning entered the 
breach with Sir Hugh Bose and was sent by him to bring guns into tho 
city to batter th* houses which the rebel* held. From a window of one 
of /hem he w us shot through the abdomen, 11 The blood welted out fr,.m 
Mm wound* and I knew he would die. 1 ** Thus fell that fine soldier* and 
fi hi b premature fate," wrote Sir Hugh Hose* " prevented bis receiving 
the reward which was hb due. 1 * 

Tho right und left attacks being eooeeiitiakd in the palace* the 
General gaine l possession of u large portion of the city by advancing 
the Sfd Europeans the north-east while the Sfitb held the pa! nee* The 
two regiments occupied with piirqucts commanding houses lo their front. 
Thirty or forty Afghan troopers* tho chosen body-guard of the Ranee* 
occupy 1 tho palice stables under tho fire of the fort. Detachment# of 
Her Majesty's 8tJth m d 3rd Europeans were scut to take them. Sergeant 
Brown was the first to ihfcih boldly into the st ible-ynrd closely followed 
by his comrade?, Tha so ware sent through windows and loopholes a 
well sustained fusillade. Thy Afghans* when &omc of the 86th 
attempted to enter the stables* cut at them with their swords* ff and the 
wounded men/ 1 says a surgeon who was present, u came staggering out 
with the must terrible sword cuts I ever saw in my life. 1 * Driven from 
the stables by the bayonet* they retreated behind the houses still firing* or 
fighting with their swords in both hands till they were shot or bayoneted* 
struggling* e*en when dying on the ground* to strike again, ** A

In Lie quarters of the Ranee’s 
body-guard was found an English Union Jack of silk, which Lord 
William Eentiiick had given a former Rajah of JhaneLJ “ And when it 
whs brought out into the yard, how the Royal County Downs veiled and 
cheesed I" The General granted the soldiers their request to heist on 
the palace the ting of their country which they Imd so bravely won. "It was 
instantly taken lo the top of the palace by the adjutant of tlw 8Ctb, and 
put up, under a heavy fire from the forfc.*’§ Meanwhile, the lighting 
from house tc house wont on. Ami JhivDsi w;u a slaughter-pen reciting 
under the hut eastern sun. 

Sir Hugh Rose, while present at the attack on the stables, received 
a report that about four hundred of the enemy hail tried to force a 
picquct, hod been driven hack, and had occupied a high and rocky tuU 
to the west id the fort. The General immedLately ordered out from the 
camps i-F the two brigade* the available troops of Mi anna against the 
hill. The force consisted of Woolcomb’e battery, some! companies of 
the 24th Native I of an try arid Hyderabad Contingent Infantry, with a 
few dragoons under the command of Major Gull. The hill was an 
isolated rock with paths or shelves on it. It was surrounded, and round 
ekid and shell was sent info the midst of ibv rebels to bring them down. 

Then the infantry was sent 
fo attack them, and sweeping steadily on, killed all of them fighting to 
the last, eMBpf nlxnit twenty who gained an eminence difficult to 
approach.

Ranee ff i house hnd been brought into the fntt-diteb. Let down from a 
window in the turret, tfhe wna mounted, with her step-son in hir lap, and 
ftreoitipanied by three hundred Afghans and twenty-five troopers she 
stole away from the forL* On renebing one of the picket* the party was 
hmtled Wk and fcpsrfctodi The Ranee with a few troopers rodo as fast 
at their horeet could speed For Bhandura, twenty-one miles From Jhatui. 
In the morning, a wounded Mahrmtta retainer of the Ranee Was 
dfvpntchrd from a flying camp to convey the no we to the General* He 
immftliaLely sent off strong dotaehmenlP of Her Majesty’s 14-th Light 
Dragrotis, 3rd Light Cavalry, and Hyderabad Cavalry to pursue, with 
gnus to support them, as it was said that Tiintiu Topee had sent a force 
to meet the Ranee. When they come in sight of Bhandara the cavalry 
discerned the Irregular Etofto sent to meet her* They immediately 
ffl par mtod. probably with the view to mislead her j nrsuers as to her ml 
entii^c- Captain Forbes wnt Lieutenant Dow ter through Bb an dura 
whilst he, with the 3rd Light Cavalry and Hfch Lijiht Dragoons* passed 
it. by on the left- A* Dowker rode through the town, he =aw tranks of the 
Ranee's hasty flight and her tout, in which was spread an unfinished 
breakfast* On the other side of the city he tame up with forty of the 
enemy, consisting oF Rnhllloa and Bengal Cavalry, and aft r n short 
e barp tusale they wen? stain* Pressing m $ ho caught sight of tba Ranee 
on her grey horse accompanied by tour attendant?. The Mahnrttn Queen 
was as much at case galloping a horse as in the zenana listening to her 
favourite minstrel, and a stem chase ensued. The British mbihern 
was fast gaining on her, when n shot vu fired and he loll Fro n his horse 
■levered? wounded and hid to abandon the pursuit. 

Meanwhile, Sir Hugh Rose caused the mrfskirto of the city to be 
tenured by cavalry and infantry, and there was muay a desperate struggle. 
The carriage was terrible, fur the Afghan and Rahilta sold hii life to the 
British soldier band to hand. Forty of them hnniended themselves in a 
hoiiB' 1 with vanlte- and a courtyard* A detachment of infantry, without 
knowing Hi strength, dished Forward to the assault. But the Afghans 
aimed enally # and every shot told. They canid not scale tbe wait, and in 
vain they tried to break upon the massive door with the butts of their

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muskets* Reiin-for^emiati t u were brought. up, and several pieces of fiege 
artillery, Lilt, even when the houso had been broached and knocked to 
pieces, the rebels oonlinaed to rend in lh« presages and malts. And 
lifer they had akin and wounded many of their deadly Icemen* they all 
perished. It was the last of a Buries of combats, which terminated the 
aiegc of Jhnmri, no boldly undertaken and ao desperately finished, 

The capture of Jlumsi must rank with the groat actions recorded in 
British annals, A force consist in? of ati incomplete division had laid 
siege fo a strong fortress and a walled city T defended by a garrison more 
than double their number, of desperate and dbdpliaed men, supplied with 
all the munitions o£ war. It was the hottest season of the year, and 
from fuarise to sunset the infantry, urLilleiy, and engineers had to conduct 
their operations without a morsel of shade protect them, and amidst 
boulders which radiated all day an unbearable glare,, and btosk of 
scorching beat. Many perished from the sun and the long unbroken 
toil. For seventeen days and nights the men of Scudamore's cavrJry 
brigade never toot off ihetr clothes, nor lot their horses stand unbridled. 
The Bombay sepoy and the Mad™? tapper vied with the British soldier 
in patience, endow ce nf j rivalion, and faligoo. Then, in light of day 
l b is handful of men eI tinned i ha Lily walls, and, after foot daym J strenn- 
out fighting, the city was capltired. The toga of the victors amounted 
to 307 killed and wounded, of whom thirty-six were officers ; that of the 
enemy was about 5,000, The British soldier fought to avenge the foul 
murder of the women aud children, the rebels for existence But though 
the British soldier is ready ever to strike an enemy and to take a idem 
revenge for innocent blood shed, there is in bis conduct and character 
a great deal nf gentleness ami gallantly. Whan Jhaiiri wa* captured 
anil the actual fight was over, a large number of the inhabitants were 
found to be ia a complete state of destitution, lf Both those reputed 
to quote one among a number of witnesses, u and the very poor 
were all suffering alike, and it was strange to see our mm serving out 
foed for mothers and their children by the light of their blaring bowsenj 
and frequently beside the bodies of their slaughter* d husbands or parents, 
Yet such assuredly was the case*” 

On the evening of the l&th of April, after the struggle was over and 
Hie battle fought and won, the British soldiers were assembled outside 
the city wall near the garden where the men, women, and children had 
been slaughtered. Sir Hugh Bose and Ids staff and the two dm plains 
who through all the storm, heedlet-a of bn]lots, did their Master's work. 
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miniaturing to the wounded and confoliog Lko dying, stood over the pit 
where their bodies woe buried. And then arose, as if from the slain that 
lay in the grave, the words, “ Man that is born of a wuman hath Lnt a 
short time to live, and is full of misery. 1 ’ And then there came the 
closing note of vietGry ’ , —' u I heard a voice from heaven spying unto mo, 
Write, From benoefvrtli blessed arc t ho dead which die in the Lord ; Kvun 
so aaitli the Spirit j for they rest from their labours,"* 

J kauri, the groat stronghold of the mutineers in Central India, had 
been taken, but Culpoo, their well-fortified arsenal, full of warlike stores 
and ammunition on the right bank of the J umna, remained to bo cap¬ 
tured. It was a place of great strategic importance, and, so lung as t'alffoe 
remained in the hands of the rebels, the troops engaged in operation* 
against the insurgents in the fioah, the line of the Ganges 1 , OudL and 
Bohilcnnd wore exposed to attack from the line of the Jumna. " So long 
as Cal)ice was rebel, so long the enemy had it in their power to say that 
the Es$t and West of India might bo British hut that the pivot of tho 
centre was theirs." (1) To capture the pivot as soon as possible was of 
vital importance. But Sir Hugh Bose was checked in his advance by 
lack of food, transport and ammunition. For nearly throe weeks he re* 
mained at Jhand vuliocting these. He also could not move until he had 
Encored Jhanri from attack by rebels from Kotah, a small Rajput princi¬ 
pality of that name in BundvlcomL On hearing that Brigadier Smith's 
brigade was approaching from Rajputans and tliat Jhansi was FOcuml 
from this danger, he sent, about midnight on the 22nd of A pril. Major Gall, 
Uth Light Dragoons, with a flying e-damn along the mad from Jhnnri to 
Calpce to watch the enemy and obtain information of their movement?. 
Leaving for a garrison at Jliansi part of the 2nd Brigade, Sir Hugh R OM 
with the 1st Brigade set forth for Calpee on the 25th of April. = It was 
the hottest time of the year. " The country through which we passed 
was one continuous flat, the wells were almost dry and the water filthy. 
The heat became more and more oppressive, and the cattle began to emaciate 
and die,"

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On the let of May Sir Hugh Rose found Major Gall's force at P^wntb t 
sixteen miles from Knonqh, a large iittervofiiBg 1 2 town about forty miles 
from Calpcc. He now learnt that the ^armon of Calf*:-, cnmtniiiidod by 
the Rao Sahib, a nephew by a^lo>ptiiin of the Nana, (I) hud been reinforced 
by fife hundred Yejaiteo under the Runet? of J hulls? i, guns and troops from 
disaffected Rajahs, cavalry from the Knlalt contingent and mutineers of 
Rental cavalry* Leaving' but n few troops in Calpee, Tnntia Topee bad 
inarched with the remainder to Koouah, rm open town but imy to defend 
because'- it was sunoimdedby woods, gardens and temples with liigli walls 
around them, every one of which way li defend Tan tin hud ills - thrown 
up entrenchments which be hud armed to defend the ri-a'I to tile town 
from Jhnu*i. Through societ rap irta from spies ho was tolerably well 
informed of the small number of the British farce and that I he blase of 
an Indian asm at its maximum heat was daily diminishing it* lie de¬ 
termined to delay its advance by perpetual h;ift*iteaient during ths day. 
Sir Hugh Rose fdt that, in order to preserve the livi^ of Ids men, bo must 
not undertake a long operation against Kouneh, much let*? a siege* but by 
a bold and rapid stroke win a victory. 

On the evening of the Gib of May, the 2nd Brigade, with the addition 
of four hundred men of the 7lst, joined the camp* Orders wore immedi¬ 
ately issued for the 1st Brigade [ accompanied by the division head-quar¬ 
tern) to march for the village of Lohurree, tho road to which strike# off 
to tho left and at nearly right angles with the Calped road, [2\ The 2nd

In the evening orders were issued to march on Koonefi, about nine 
miles, ** The men were worn out by the heat of the day and many fell 
out and had to be earned in the dhooliea. Ad occasional joke pn^eg off 
atnotig the older campaigners and the hopes of meeting the foe keep up 
their flagging spirit*/' At dawn they arrived at a tope near the village 
of Nagoopnra situated about a mile and a half from Kocrnch, where they 
halted and hud grog and biscuits and Rome welcome rest* u The country 
about was beautiful * a dead level, and every yard turned up for cultivflr 
tiou* The town of Koonch stretching for about a mile, and nearly hid¬ 
den by trees lay on cur righ^ anil frura the centre rbo the mins of a fort 
with a fla »4 flylntr from a heights Fir Hugh Rose's flank movement 
bad been carried out with flneeese, This was his posture on the morning 
of the 7 th* His left, the 1st Brigade, resting its left flank on the village 
of Xngoopunij was on the Xorth-wcst Bide in rear of the fort and town ; 
bis centre, the 2nd Brigade under Major Stewart, was in the village of 
Chetnair masking th| fortified front on the Jhansi rt ud ; his right. Major 
Orris force, was in front of the village of Oomrcc. Sir Hugh Rose, 
having, as usual, first looked after the comfort of his men, rede 
across the wide plain to give Stewart and Orr bis frstractione and to view 
the ground. On bif- return he fmmd the enemy had showed in force be¬ 
hind a low wall to our front wad in the wood to the left of it. He sent 
the half troop of Artillery to shell them cm the left.

Troops, tier Majesty's Util Light Dragoons and a Troop of the 
3rd Regiment Hyderabad Cavalry hotly engaged in attempting to 
dislodge a larger number of Rebel Infantry from a strong position 
in cultivated ground. On seeing the approach of eoine of the 
Infantry of tho 1st Brigade from another direction, the enemy 
retreated. The Cavalry led by Gordon went at full speed at them 
and brute tba mass. (1) 

When the 1st Brigade came out of tins town, the infantry for 
a short time starched the plains in pursuit of tbe enemy, but Sir 
Hngh Bose frit that it would be a ,f heartless and imprudent 
sacrifice ** of j Ut! n to continue the pursuit with that arm. The 
heat wits intense and twelve men of the weak wing of Her M njesty*s 
71st bad died front’sunstroke.. lie the ref ora halted tlm infantry of the 
1st and 2nd Brigade and Major Orris force, which had advanced through 
the wood round tha town to the plains, and sent the Cavalry of lioth 
Brigades and of Major Orris rear force and the Horse Artillery and 
Field Guns in pursuit. (2) Slowly the enemy began their retreat across 
the plain In an irregular long lino, live or sii deep in some places.

Sir Hugh Rose directed Captain Pro tty John to charge 
with his squadron of J Ith Light Dragoon? and wit off the 
enfilading skirmishers, and they were completely shattered and separated, 
tn the centre, the Artillery continued to advaure, notwithstanding the 
heavy plough, and poured shrapnel upon the retreating line, and Blytb’s 
troops and McMahon 1 ! squadron charged and charged its left and right. 
Blyth, through a heavy lire, foil upon a gun and <npt ured it from the re¬ 
treating foe. And Abbott, commanding the 3rd Regiment Hyderabad 
Cavalry, did the Fame. A heavy plough checked the pace of McMahon's 
squadron. “ But tho heavy ground was not broad, the squadron got 
through it, Ceptuiin McMahon leading the way, and cut to pie rs tho 
enemy who fought fiercely to the lmst.

Immediately alter his saecossfnl action Sir Hugh Ruse marched 
from K'hwIi with the 1st Brigade. On account of the scarcity <-£ 
water and forage <yn the line of march he hud to leave behind the 
fltwnd Brigad e* directing them to follow at one day^s interval. 
But a storm of rain Slaving rendered the tents too heavy for 
transport, the Brigade was delayed three days at Koonefn Delay 
ww&hxmwm fatal to Sir Hugh Rosens tactical plans. Hk attention 
was fixed on C»lpce ? but before Cal pee could be attacked ho Imd 
t o effect a communication with Lieu to nmt-Colonel Maxwell w ho 
had been detichnd with the B&th Foot (!)* Borne Sikhs and the 
Camel corps to cro-oporatc with him ugaimRt Calpco from the left 
bank of the Jumna. Prom Maxwell he was to receive a supply of 
ammunition to make good the Surge amount which his force hud ex¬ 
pended in the siege# of Ch trrkcre and Jlnm^i. Ho wrote to Colonel 
Mm troll that he would lie on the Jumna a Few mites below Cal poo 
on the 14th of May. Having heard that the enemy had construc¬ 
ted elaborate lines of defence for the protection of Cnlpee, on the 
main road from KooUch to that fortress, he determined to turn 
them by breaking off to the right from the high road and to 
march So the village of Golowleo on the Jumna about 6 miles 
Mow Cal pee. To mislead the enemy and m&rk this movement, 
he directed the 2nd Brigade to close up to the town of Grave from 
Kuonch, uud, following the high road to Cal pec, take up a position at 
the village of Banda. "This plan was foiled by the Brigade losing ila 
way and^ instead of going to Banda, making a double march, and follow¬ 
ing me to 8ucaloe/ J During this protracted march of twenty miles 
m*n after man went down smitten by the hot wind# which blew across 
the dazzling white plains bard ns flint. “ We went on, a fearful hat 
wind blowing behind us all tha timCp 11 says one who was present, 
without being able to procure a drop of watery until the men began to 
cry out and onr dugs to drap down dead. As wc passed along we saw 
=cwmd earndfl, bnllocki and tattooes (2) which liod fallen deal from the 
kt?at but tfftr wa* ug dfCQmptisiti on going on. They 1 seemed to be drying 
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up like mummies m this intensely powerful tun! H was almost tan 
much fro endure, and u* we marched on one felt obliged to gallop from 
bush to bush to gain a moment's shade, for one's month was patched, 
and one's hend begun to feel like a ball of fire, while rings of light danced 
before one’s eyes/' It wa* near two oVlock before the wratehod run rub 
came to an end and a crowd of invalids ranched Sucalce* Brigadier 
Stewart and the whole of his staff formed part of the sick list. 

Above all thing* it was nnocBsary that Sir Hugh Rose should reach 
the Jumna on the Hit ns be had told Max well he wuulddo. But the 
powers of movement of the 2nd Brigade wore reduced to the lowest 
point- lie could not push forward with vigour and leave it any distance 
behind, for £t was weak, and the enemy had conecntrakd all their Cavalry 
with Infantry and gone from their bivouacs, in the villages arhund Caipeu 
for the purpose of jmoeasinglj harassing bis force* They knew full wall 
how the sun and scarcity of water had told upon the Europeani, and it 
was part of their tactics to force them to be exposed at tbo hottest time of 
the day, A general order, isEundby the rebel commander, stated that 
the European infidel* either died or bad to go into hospital from fighting 
in the sun, they were Hover to he attacked before ten o'clock in the day 
in order that they might feel its force/* But these were not the only 
so urea* of trouble to the Genera L He now learnt that the Nawab of 
Banda had joined the rabd» at Galpoe, after being defeated by ’Whitlock, 
with an efficient body of Cavalry—the remnants of our mutinous regi¬ 
ments and some infantry anil artillery also well trained. 

On the 15th of March* General ’Whitlock was informed by tlm 
Military Secretary to the Government of India that it is of urgent 
importance that support should be given to the loyal chiefs of B undid- 
cirnd as soon as possible* But Whitlock was a man of extreme caution 
and his movements were slow* Setting out on the 22 nd of March, he did 
not arrive before the town of Banda till the 10th of the following 
month- The Nawab bad selected u spot in every respect well adopted to 
defend hie capital. “ Hi? artillery commanded the main road on which 
my fora was moving* enabling him to withdraw his guns if hard press¬ 
ed. Broken ground with numerous ravines and nullah* covered hi* 
whole front, affording excellent covar to a swam of skinniflherH, who 
not only knew their value, but moat skilfully availed themselves of them 
while every desired movement on my part on the enemas flanks was 
impeded by ground most difficult for the combined operation of artillery 
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atul cavalry/' Ttie British farce amounted t j » about nineteen hundred. 
(1) The enemy, comminded by the Nnwab in person r were hid e thousand 
in number. principally compared of mutineers of the three arras* On 
nppntfifliin£* within vix hundred yards of the enemy's position^ Colonel 
Apthorp, who commanded tins advance guard consisting of three companies 
3rd Madras Enrapnan Regiment, two guns of Major Mdn's European 
Troop of Horse Artillery, J Squadron of Hyderabad Cavalry under Captain 
Macintirct a few of live Ifth Lauccrt and a detachment 1st Madras Native 
Infantry, ftinnod up Iris truops into 1 iul\ Mncintin/s Squadron was 
placed on the right, After the skirmishers Lad gone forward a short 
distance Apthorp di*eoverei] that one or two of the enemy's guns were 
m to enfilade the Infantry as they advanced* He therefore 
ord» nni Macmtire to charge the gun?, ** nnd no men ever chuged more 
nobly than the aqtmdron of the 2nd Hyderated Contingent Cavalry 
under their gallant leader Captain Macititim $ one gun was raptured, 
the other in the melee scaped for a time hut the object ww effected. 
The infantry advanced with comparatively sihbI) lo^, hut every nullah 
Tiva« filial with the enemy's infantry who made stiff dispute and there 
was many a hand-to-hand conflict in the ravine®/* where the bayonet 
did great eict ution. 1 he advanced guard was hardly pleased when 
tlie main body came up, and by * flankittg fire from the toft, soon re* 
lieved thorn* The ertemy slowly fell Imck, 4t occupying every available 
ground for nppouiLion and our gum were in constant employment to dis¬ 
lodge them/' Four hours passed before the Nawah fled, leaving on the 
fiold eight thousand of his men, and the firing eeaml. The victors took 
g&fcBsgsiUfti of the Town and Palace and thirteen large guiiSj tiesicletf 
Hfvt ra) nf email calibre, A largo quantity of ammunition and much valu¬ 
able property belonging to the Nawab Fell into their hands. Genera] 
Whitlock took np his quarters at Banda, intending to wait there until 
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the arrival of reinforce m^nti thottld enable him lo march towards CaTpeo 
tft co-operate with Sir Hugh BOflfi* But the reinforcement^ did not 
arrive until (he £7th May aril by that time Cal pec lirul been captured. 

In order to give rc^ttn the 2nd Brigade at Sncalee f Sir Hugh Rose 
delayed one day at the village at Etowa, a march in advance tie pent 
hi a own carriage to the tick fur their aprirdauce ami railed off the atten- 
tion of the enemy from them by ft diversion in an opposite direction* 
On the night of the 1 Mh, the Snd Brigade, tinder the command of Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel Campbell, Hit Highlander^ who had dueceedod Brigadier 
Stewart, Joined the 1st without molestation* A few hours after*nrdii 
Sir Hugh Hose marched with the 1st Brigade and Major Orris force far 
GolowltiCh ft After our arrival in camp the oavalry of the enemy ^ma 
down in foree upon the baggage and rear guard. Severnl men nf the 25th 
Native In fan try were kitted and ©them wounded, and the enemy were 
driven off with Ima, In the onslaught they were heard to ray, ff You 
have looted Jlinuri, and now you ore come to loot Catpee ire yon,^ On 
reaching Gdnwtee, S'r Hugh Rasa sent two of the Hyderabad Cavalry 
i enm the Jumna to Max well wlio was about thirty mites off m the oilier 
side of it, requesting him to move up to the river without delay. Two 
Pontoon tufts, brought with great difficulty from Poodm some eighteen 
hundred mih?# *w»y, were floated hy flunnef on the Jumna and ihe junction 
with the Bengal army effected, rf One of the most important, c-f my 
instructions wap now carried out. My force had marched frum Bombay to 
(he Jumna and had offreted on union with the Bengal army, the Immediate 
result of which was a com Lined operation of Bengal and Bombay troops 
against Ctlpee, ,t 

But it was no ordinary operation. Calpee stand6 on a high bald rock 
rising from thy Jumna, and is a Qatar*] fortress. The only avenue hy 
which tbe British could approach it from their camp on the Jumna was 
barred by a labyrinth of deep rocky ravine^ every yard of them bffutdmg 
a dangerous ubstade or an ambush- To the south itt front wm covered 
hy huge tomb*, built as well as the walla round them of solM mnftonry, 
and capable of affording shelter to largo masse* of troops. There was 
no cover by which they could he approached. Save a few tamarind 
treKi and hushes the country around was i sterile desert blighted by iho 
fierce sun* At the Exit of the fart w&* the town, also forming a formid- 
able lino of defence. The garrison consisted of the Gwalior Coufin- 
gent, the best drilled and the beet organised Native troops uf aB^nm 
in India, mutinoua Bengal reemieiib alto well drilled, Kebol Cavalry 
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from K~ * chflaan hand of fanatical Afghans, awl the force of *11 
arm* of the NaWab of Band*. To take C*1pao by a protracted opera¬ 
tion was out of the question. 11 Tht? prostration of the whole forte hud 
become n matter of arithmetical calculation. Su many hour** eun kid 
loir so many men.*' Sir 1 lug’ll Htwi determined to beat the Rebel 
Army in one decisive action- “ When 1 ®roe near Cal pee,” hn wrote, 
*• | found that it was surrounded by a belt of ravines about two miles in 
breadth as dilRcult ground jib could be seen, and that to attack the 
fort I most force the ravines, of wbioh the enemy had entreached the 
entrance, and afterwards the town which surrounded the fort, 1 always 
thought and hoped that 1 should have one good fight with the rebels 
for Catpee, and that, if they lost it, they would evacuate the town mod 
fort, * 

On the morning of the 10th, the advanced guard and the centre of 
the ’lid Brigade reached the village of BLspoora without opposition, but 
the rear guard, under Major Forties, was vigorously attacked by about 
1,0UO or 1,2 (JO Cavalry besides a large body of infantry. Forbes, aided by 
Orr, after a stiff light repulsed them, atid brought safely the long and help- 
U-fs line of baggage over difficult grontid to tha camp at Diapoora. Sir 
Hugh Rose, on bearing that Forbes was hard preyed, marched a body 
of troops to hi® assistance, and on Teaching the camp, the 2nd Brigade 
found that the enemy had attacked in force a village, the possession of 
which by them would have rendered the camp untenable. The Officer 
Commanding in the village had felt himself so hard pressed that he hod 
given orders for evacuating it. The enemy were pressing forward. Sir 
Hugh Hose immediately commanded the troops who were retiring to 
re-occupv the village und hold it at any price, and he sent the detach- 
meat he bad brought with him to their support. Captain Lightfoot 
of the Bengal Horse Artillery placed his artillery skilfully on the left 
of the village, and the accurate fire of the shrapnel and round shot broke 
the Rebel Cavalry and drove them from their position in support- of 
the infantry, who still held the deep and twisting ravines in front of the 
village Sir Hugh Rose directed Captain Douglas, Commanding Artil* 
kry, Hyderabad Contingent, to post four 6-pounders on the right of 
the hamlet and burst shrapnel over the heads of the concealed foe. “ This 
he did with his usual skill and devotion, under a heavy fire of the enemy's 
riflemen so effectually tliat the Rebels who were also suffering from the 
admirable fire of the 71st, retired from their ambuscades." Sir Hugh 
Rose did not pursue. The ground wa* difficult and the greater part of 
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Mb mon kul been marching all night and engngod all day in Fearful boat* 
**My gftnro was a waiting one, and I abstained carefully from playing 
tint of toy adversary, which was to dborganiso and prostrate my force 
by continued exposure to sim. 1 never yielded an inch to the enemy r s 
attacks; hut, on the other liand, husbanded the strength and health of 
my men for one great combat for Calpee. As it was, the intense heat 
made havoc amongst my troops officers as wall as men, L’p wards of 
20D out □£ than LOO men of the Bombay Native Infantiy foil out 
of the miika on the line of march struck by the mu/* 

On the ITth instant, after noonj the enemy again attached the 2nd 
Brigade at Diapoora and was repulsed. The kudo day Colonel Maxwell 
leaving his column to take up their position opposite C&lpee, arrived at 
Golowlce, and Sir Hugh Eosc communicated to him Ids plan of attack 
and gave him the requisite directions- Maxwell was to construct, on the 
other bank of the Jumna, Mur tar Batteries, one to rhdl the fort: 
of Calpee and destroy its defences facing the British position, another to 
eludl the part of the town facing the pame way., and a third to \m placed 
lower down the Jumna and opposite the village of Bekree, which stands 
on the edge of a small sandy plain situated between the belt of ravines 
arid Calpee, Hem the enemy hail a force and battery which wutild 
awaken on the right column of attack when it dobemehed from the 
ravine?. With the right (the 1st Brigade! Sir Hugh Rose intended to 
attack Calpee, whilst with his loft (the 2nd Brigade) be intended to make 
Li strong feint to be converted into a real attack if feasible Orris force 
at the village of Tehree in the right centre was to keep up tbo coiumuni* 
cation between the two Brigade mud ass id both sa required— a skilful 
\\fon, hut fre^h and growing difficulties cruised it to be altered. The wells 
In Diapoora began to fail, Troop homes and baggage animals died 
i>f diought■ The 2nd Brigade daily diminishing in numbers owing 
to sicknnis^ was esp^d to coubtaul attaek, and, on the morning of the 
lUth, theie tro'.'p- and the Hyderabad Field Force wnrs removed to the 
camp on the Jumna- The enemy continued their tactics of harassing 
unceasingly the British troops and forcing them into the fierce sun which 
struck them down- n Out ot the 36 men of the 14th Light Dragoons, 
forming putt of oat forage escort, seventeen wore brought back to catnap 
in dhotiliea after mily two hours' exposure to the sua/* The hospital 
tents,, where the temperature mnged from 10^ to 117® and seldom fell 
under IQO 3 at night, were crowded On the I9tb oE May, Dr, Arnold, 
Superintending Surgeon, wrote in an official tetter, u To illustrate bettor 
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the state of ht'a.ltli of all rents, 1 may men! ion that we have now 310 
Karcpeans in hospital, having lost in tbe week 31 by sunstroke ; and 
there is scarcely an officer on the staff fit for duty. Tbe Quarter Master 
General, Clergyman, the Adj ntaut-Generd, the Commissariat Officer, 
tin? Baggage M aster, the Brigade Major and Brigadier of tbe 2nd Bri¬ 
gade are all rick . . . Thus paralysed as the fore* already is, and 

with the rest enfeebled and worn out by this long and arduous campaign, 
L cannot refrain from mentioning my appreliorraitun that, should the 
operations before Cal pee be protracted and the eipoenr® great, the force 
will he completely prostrated." But his labours, hardship-: and privations 
which had been incessant and severe, did not diminish the determination 
of tbe British soldier to fight. 

At 3 AM, on the -Uth, Sir Hugh Rose crossed tbe river to select 
the sites for Maxwell's Mortar Batteries and to direct liis attack on the 
city and fort. Sir Hugh Rose hud hardly returned to camp when the 
eneuiv attacked with considerable determination the right think, but, 
as he bad Used the 33rd for the attack on Unlpee, he refused to be drawn 
into a general action. He directed tbe pickets merely to urn into in the 
ground, '’which they did steadily and gallantly, under the able uommand 
of Major Stewart, Her Majesty's hith Regiment, until the enemy were 
beat back.” On the night of the 3 Oth, reinforeements, which Sir Hugh 
Rose ordered Ma swell to send across the Jumna, reached Ids camp. 

They consisted of two companies Her Majesty's Sratb Itc^jtnent, some 
Hide uen mounted on Camels with Sikh drivers, and two companies o£ 
Sikh Infantry— Hue soldierdike locking fellow*, and sensibly dressed, not 
imprisoned in British uniform." (1) On the i 1st, Maxwell erected his 
Mortar Batteries opposite the village of Rebre* and the town of Calpee. 
That day Sir Hugh Rose heard from his epics that the enemy intended 
to make * general attack on ids posit i<io the next day. They hail fwopi 
to drive his force into the Jumna or to die. 

The British force lay in the ground between the road from Cal pee to 
Banda and the Jumna, the left nearly touching the Banda road and the

RoWtmim uf the 3T>th Bengal Native Infant iy\ In the tentre were the 
Siege Gune J two 1 ^-pomulnn, one 24-piundeT p mad tw r o H-jncb Rowiteer* 
with the Mad™ Sappers under Lieutenant Gordon, supported by the 
wing of Her Majesty V 71^ due squadron of the 1 4th, a troop uf the 
3rd Light Cavalry and Captain Field’s Royal Artillery 9-pou odors. To 
the left of the centre, feeing the plain and the village oE Kchroe, was post¬

As Sir Hugh Ruse was posting Hm tdogu gun*, a message reached him 
from Brigadier Stuart that the right wo* no longer threatened* The 
attack on the left was now in full force, but Sir Hugh did not take 
away a man from the right. He had the power qf fore.-ocin^, which 
enables the born commander to discover the plans of his foe* He felt 
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that the enemy toped, by arousing his anxiety f or bis left and centre* 
to indnce him to impoverish tie right, The stillness in the ra’iinee to 
him ominous, and be became convinced that in item the enemy by 
concealed.

back by the enemy 1 * mouses* At this moment Lieutenant Edwardes, 
commanding the Zl&t company of Rovul Engineers* which had been 
moved in support of the £5th, charged with his small body, routed 
the foe and pressed the pursuit till they wore out of reach. (2) On 
the left centre, the enemy advanced firing heavily. When they approach*

The majority of the rebels made their 
war towards Jalmm. CaJpee afforded them no safe shelter for MaxwdFs 
guns were pouring into it a stream of shot and shell. 

The sweltering sun was sinking low when the fight, which was des¬ 
perately maintained at every point throughout the day, came to a elwe 
and victory wa* secure. The plan of the enemy wati^well conceived and 
fqirriVtl tmb with considerable energy of attack. Its.! failure was due 
to the pluck and discipline i>F the British soldier, the courage and loyalty 
of the Bombay repay and the intrepid genius of their commander. 
Never was the iron endurance of the British soldier more severely tested. 
All that rummer day, beneath a burning sun, parched by suffocating 
bot winds, he fought without fool nr water* fS Officers and men dropped

The 
seiw>ys sai t that they had resolved to take Agra sit once ami destroy the 
Christians there, when they would carry Semtlh*s banner where he pleased. 
Srindia replied resolutely that they therefore did not await hi s’orders. 
Ho declared that any movement made by them until after the monsoon 
would be against his will, and they should rcueive from him neither pay 
nor supplies. Exasperated at tiu reply, the sepoy a drclnred that they 
had been betrayed. They returned to camp, planted the green Hug of 
Islaru and the white flag of Hinduism and prepared their batteries. 

The night of the Sth of SeptcmlMjr Scindia passed hi sleepless anxiety. 
All bis treojis save the Muhrattani seemed inclined to Join the green and 
white standards* Tlieii he wonld have no alternative save to been me a 
pupjKjt m their hands or My to the English. Had but a bugle sounded 
or an alarm gun fired in the lines* that night, his troops had risen uncon¬ 
trollably. fie Lad every bugle brought to his palace and every gun 
witched.

He re-e<*n- 
firmed in their u dices nearly all Sdndiu’s h-ervonts, and he did everything 
compatible with bis object (the aekuowledgment of the Peshwn as the 
paramount power in the Mabmtta Confederacy) to give his visit a 
friendly ohnnntcr The departure or rav&jM of Sri Julia w-ie to him a most 
untoward iucidout. He attempted, through a relative of Sri 11 d i a \ to 
negotiate Lie return, while he also prettied the Raka Raue to come and 
bike dtflrge of affairs. He wrote to her : “ All is well hew. Your 
going froan hence was not* to toy. thin king, right, 1 have already written 
to yon # hut have received no answer, Tliiti should not be, I send this 
letter hy Ramjee Chowley Jcmdur.

It is my intention to bike Gwalior, only to 
have a meeting and gu on + Teds m my purpose* Therefore it is 
necessary that you should come making* no denial tf The Baiza Baeo 
sent the letter to Sir Robert Hamilton, who was with Brigadier Smith's 
force, which was advancing nrs (iwaliqr from Sipree by the Jhanri Road. 

On the day that Cal pec was captured, Sir Hugh Hose detached a 
pursuing column, (1) commanded By ColoAftl Robertson, along the Jal-uun 
road to ascertain the real line of the enemy's- flight. To overtake them 
was Igppoltist as they were not encumbered with Luggage, and their 
Cavalry and Infantry were f * in as good os mine were in a bad condition." 
Sir Robert Hamilton wan of opinion that the rebels would move to tho 
north, but Colonel Robertson reported that a great part of their number

Colonel Robert-on^fl last express, Sir Robert Hamilton received similar 
intelligence, when Sir Hugh Eos* s-'nl Brigadier Stout with a Pens \) to 
reinforce Itnhcrtson awl imireh e n Gwalior after the rebels. Tba news 
received for the next few days wm very uncertain and ciuitmdirtorv. On 
the 4th of June came the startling intelligence pf what had happened at 
Gwalior. Sir Hugh Rose instantly ctmeoived the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion. If Tantia Topee loft a portion of his army at Gwalior anti 
marched with the remainder southwards and unfurled the standard of the 
Pesbwa in the Deec&n anal Southern Mahralta Country, thouaanda of 
Mahnittas would flock to it, A land of wild valleys and mountains 
inhabited by a gallant race would Iiave to be again conquered. The 
inhabitants of Indore might follow the example of Gwalior, and the 
la.*k of retiring Central India to British rule would have to bo done 
again. No one, as lie said, could foresee lire extent of the evil if Gwalior 
were not promptly wrested from the rebels. Din troops were exhausted, 
the heal was intense, there were no roads and aide rivers hnd to 1* 
tressed Nevertheless, in the fun? of the-e diffieulttes, be resol™! to *4 
forth at once, and he immediately telegraphed In the Govern or- General that 
be would be glad to take command of the force ordered to re-capture the 
city and fortress of Gwalior. Lord Canning thanked him warmly and 
accepted the offer.

INTRODUCTION 


Contingency, to move from .Than si to Pun ear twelve miles from Gwalior, 
wttjre fifteen years before a British force had routed the Mahrafctaa, At 
Puroor Major Orr held the Bombay ro:nl and was well placed for cutting' 
off the retreat of the reblet. He ordered Brigadier Smith to advance 
from Sipree by the Jhanni rood to Kotah-Ke-Serai, about seven mites to 
the east oF Gwalior. To complete the investment from the ecurth-aifit 
and north, he sent instructions to Cotoncl Riddel] to move with the 
column by the Agra and G walior rood to the Residency, about seven 
miles to the north of Gwalior, But the instructions never reached him. 
Sir Hugh Hose trusted that all the columns of operationg would be at 
their posts by the IDth of June. Hobimofllf would advance from the 
east, because with great trouble he had ascertained that this was the 
weakest side of Gwalior, nod OOnaevpiently the best for an attack. It 
wad commanded by high hills difficult of access, but when these heights 
were taken he could drive the enemy from slope to slope till he reached a 
point from whence he could cannonade the Lush her or New City and, 
covered by the lire of artillery, storm it. He would cot boldly " in two 
lh- enemy's whole line consisting of the old citv, above which is the 
fort and the Lusbker or New City*” This point of attack bad another 
advantage. " it enabled me to attack Gwalior almost unhurt by the tire 
of the Fort," It was a tine daring strategical conception. 

On the 12th of June, Sir Hugh Hose’s column reached A matin and 
heard that the Bengal troops Lad arrived to garrison Cal pee ntid that the 
weakened ini Brigade, i I) which hod been left behind, was only seventeen 
miles in their rear. After having Ijwn joined by the 2ud Brigade, 
Brigadier-General Robert Napier, who at once assumed command of it, 
pushed forward, and, on the morning of the Jflth of Jane, after a long 
march, be reached Bahadurpore, about four or fi ve miles from the canton* 
ment on the Alorar. The British Commander directed Captain Abbott 
with his Hyderabad Cavalry to reconnoitre the cantonment, and he or- 
noanoed that the rebels were in force in front of it. Sir Hugh Rose rode 
forward, himself and staff, and cisiuincd closely thn enemy's position. He 
found that the side of the canton incuts fronting the British force was occu¬ 
pied by strong bodies of cavalry and that on their right were guns and a 
large body of infantry. As he surveyed the cantonments with the roofs of 
the bungalows rising above the bright green trees. a delicate problem 
arose in his mind. His force had just finished a long and fatiguing 
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march and the sun Il:h 1 been lip for some time* It. was June urn! the 
nanff bud net burst. Four or five miles 1 more march la the sun and a 
combat mftairaidi would be ft great tral of the nien'e iirt‘d^th. " On 
the other baud Morar looked inviting with several good buildings not 
jet burnt ; they would Lie good quarters for u portion of the force - f if I 
delayed the attack until the next day, the enemy ware sure to burn them. 
A prompt sfcfcaofc'hfui always mun? effect on the rebels than a proemtin&tad 
one.** And no oouimnutlor bad a greater gift for impromptu plans and 
uneipctci ilasbe^ than Hugh Rose. He at once conn term rinded the 
order for on camping and hastened to complete his order of battle. The 
first Brigade under Brigadier Stuart occupied ihe lira! lini- ; the second 
Brigade which mustered only 33 European officers, 9 Native officers and 
1,072 Non-com mu*rio nod Officers and Bank and File [1] was under Hri- 
gadier-Giuerfil Napier and formal the second line. The first line under 
the General him self was arranged as follows :— No. 4 Light Field 
Battery and siege guns in the wot re, (2) Her Majesty’s Sfith oil tbclr 
right j the Sutb Bombay Native Infantry on their left j Her Majesty's 
13th Light DmgooDB oa each flank.

5cIndia's agent, who was 
gliding him to the cantonment road, lost his way, and the 1st Brigade, 
getting on the edge of broken ground, was taken utterly by surprise by a 
well directed cross lire from a masked buttery in the enemy’s centre and 
guns on their right Lieti tei taut Stuart (who immum cnled the siege pieced 

and Lieu tenant ilnivourt with prompt decision brought their gone into 
action, and opened a Lolling fire on the batteries of the enemy. Sir 
Hugh Rote also brought Cap Lain Lightfbot b Troop 1st Bombay Horse 
Artillery from the !nd Brigade against (be Rebels' right battery. The 
Cavalry, owing to the nature of the ground, could not be used. Tbe Ueneral, 
having reinforwl Id* left with the 25th Bombay Native Infantry, 
adrarn'Oil with the Sfith in skirmishing order. They went over the 
broken ground, heedless of ti heavy cannonade, and took by storm oil the 
cantonment in their front. Then Sir Hugh Rose brought forward the 
right shoulder of the 86th line of &kimishers arui, resting their right ou 
the right I rank of the river from which the cantonment takes its name, 
swept the whole mm ton merit nut] occupied it. Abbot, with the Hyderabad 
Cavalry, gut nerow the nullahs further to the right, and galloped through 
the cantonment, in the hope of cutting off the enemy's retreat across 
the stone bridge Which spans the river at the bunk of the cantonment 
on the rood to I he eitv. But he arrived too late. Many hud passed 
onr the bridge and they had token four gang with them.

Wliiliit Sir Hugh Nose was storming the cantonment, Napier with his 
Brigade reduced to tin Wing of Her Majesty's list Highland Light 
Infantry, tbe Right Wing nf Her Majesty's 14th. Dragoons, Madras 
Sappers and Miners and 100 Horse of the Hyderabad Contingent, 
coni in uni bis advance ou the enemy. He saw them retreating in large 
numbers to tlicir right rear—a tempting and favourable opportunity far 
Cavalry. But, watching their slaw deliberate movement, be became 
convinced that they were arauwd of protection by the ground to front 
of them. He wnt his Brigade Major and a few sowars to examine it. 
They ratne bark and reported a network of ravines lined with infantry. 
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Napier ordered Colonel Campbell commanding the Wing of the 71 «t 
Regiment, to throw it frrmn.nl in tktnui^hinp order *upj orted hv the 
Hth Dragoon The brakes and hollows GO rattened tlao tepoyn that 
none could he awn and they gave no sign of life. Whon the frhjrinkhurs 
on the right* wider Major Rich, approached the edge of a deep nullah, 
the irtHnrgantif suddenly opened on them a very heavy fire- Rich moved 
his sk irmishera rapidly forward to diabdgn them.

The front being now ijuitu dear of the enemy and tho succetsa of 
tho day having been completed, Napier withdraw hi* troops to the 
shelter b f the cantonments. The troops pitched their tent* f< on what 
was formerly the weB-Cared-for gardens of the officer* of the Contingent, 
and what was still covered by fl-wora and shrubs, lime, custard apple, and 
pouie n ran ale tree,-4 # and vines* The capture of the can ton merits gave 
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Sir Hugh Rom the command uf the line of the Morar River, of the road 
to Agn, :l n«1 enabled liirn to cornu LEiriifatn with Brigadier Smith to the 
left, tod the Residency to the right. (I) 

On the morning of the 17 th, Brigadier Smith reached Kotoh-t^Senri 
which lies between three and Four mitatJ south-east of Gwalior. It con- 
fished of a small fort and native caravansary from whence its name is 
derived. A small river rune pant the fort “ Between it and Gwalior 
lies a chain of email hillp, a mile broad, and through a defile in them ran 
the Jhansi road* flanked on the west by a canal impassible to guns or 
horse except by a bridge just burnt hy the rebels (3) Brigadier Smith 
had been ordered by Sir Hugh Uom to halt at Kotati-ke-Serni and com¬ 
municate with him* Smith was, however, hampered with a largo 
quantity of baggage and Kotah waa not a safe position for a halt. The 
enemy, who were wen in large mams*, seemed determined to attack him, 
and he thought it Ijest to take the initiative. Placing his baggage in 
and near the fort of Koiah under as strong a guard an he could afford* 
ho crossed the river with a troop of the 8tli Unsftara to reconnoitre 
When they hnd ridden about a thousand yards, a marked battery sodden! v 
opened on them and, as they turned to gallop out of range, one or two 
men and hordes dropped. The Brigadier** horse, being slightly wounded 
in the BculHe, fell and rolled over him, bruising his rider severely on the 
temple and spraining 3 il& WTiifc w (3) But he to ho. in in the ml die again 
and no one knew he had been hurt, lie iuid aseerfciinid that the ground 
in front was impracticable for cavalry arid that about fifteen hundred 
yards from Kotah-ke-Serai their guns were in position and their line ran 
mil under the hills across the road to Gwalior. 

Ae fooh a* La returned from reodnnmtring, Brigadier Suitih ordered 
the Korea Artillery' to advance and they soon silenced the art©my*s guns. 

T hen be sent his Infantry across the broken ground,, Colonel Raines, 
commanding Her Majesty 1 ® 95th, Led his men, covered with two companies 
in skirmishing order and the lLith Bombay Native Infantry in wi?lo* as 
a nsem to attack the enemy's entrenchments. When within fifty yards 
of the works he ordered the skirmishers to advance at the double and 
charge. With a loud cheer they rushed forward„ aud the wor-iB were witliin 
their grasp, when a deep ditch with foti* feet of water and hteop banks

The enemy wore collecting, both on ttie front 
and flanks, and, as his troops were incapable of further eicrtion, Brigadier 
Smith f * retired the Cavalry by alternative Troops protected by the 
Artillery dating which movements both arms showed the greatest steadi¬ 
ness and entered the ravines under the protection of the Infantry posted 
there, f * He then took up a position lor the night, and, sending for bitf 
bag-gaga, placed it in a sort of amphitheatre formed by a portion of the 
hills ho occupied " I guarded both ends of the defile with strung 
pickets of Infantry, id strong petitions formed by tie ground, and also 
threw out strong pickets both Cavalry and Infantry, towards the heights 
on our right * r the loft of our position was defended ngulnst any sudden 
assaults by a stoop hunk and a canal.” A brilliant day's work wus 
done by a jaded column. 

Among the slain that day was the Ranee of Jhansh Jinny tales ha ve 
been told how she met her death, but the account given by her servant

Sir Hugh Rose said, * f was the bravest and best 
military leader of the Rebels/ 1 To spent of her, as some have done* as 
ff the Indian Joan of Are >J is indeed a libel on the fair fame of the Maul 
of Orleans. The Ranee of Jhamri was an ardent s daring, licentious 
woman, and though we must bestow our tribute of admiration for the 
indefatigable energy and undaunted bravery she displayed, we cannot

On the evening of the 17th* Sir Hugh Rose received from Brigadier 
Smith an account of his action and a request for reinforcements. He at 
once directed .Lieutenant-Colonel Robertson to join him with three troops 
Light Dragoons, 4 Gnus No. 4- Light Fidd Battery and the £Gtli Bom¬ 
bay Light Infantry. The nwrt morning the troops which had been left 
to garrison Cal pee reached camp* und on t ho afternoon of the same day 
Sir Hugh Rose marched from Morar to Kot&h Ke-Serai with the 
following force :

He left in Morar a sufficient force under Brigadier-Gencm! Napier for ita 
protection, the investment of Gwalior, and the pursuit of the enemy when 
they retreated from it. 

The march to Eotah-ka-Serah full twenty miles, was mo§t hnia^sing. 
Of the SGth alone, a hundred men wore struck down by the sun and had 
to he carried in dhoolies ; but their commander tells us that these gallant 
soldiers were not deterred by sickness from taking part nest ihiy In the 
assault on Gwalior. Having crossed the river Marur; the column 
bivouacked for the night on some rocky ground not far from Smith's 
camp, the next morning the General rtcrtmnoitred the enemy *# position 
tnd examined the ground occupied hy our troops lie found Smiths 
position was cramjjed sod commanded by a battery of 0 pounders, which 
the enemy hail erected on a ridge on the highest of the series of heights 
which rnee on the other tide of the canal from a narrow plain and were 
intersected by ravines. tl To protect the battery nod the position, tlie 
epemy had concentrated a numerous fort* of all arms on the ridge, as 
well as a large body of Cavalry in rear of it 1 ' (l) The General also 
discovered that if about a mile and a half further back and about the 
Bma distance from the left of the rood was stationed, in a gorge of iha 
fl) Sir Hagh to pitch. 
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liille, a largo bo dy of the enemy's Infantry with guns. They guarded 
■ road which branched dS from the Ford southwards to Gwalior." (1] 
Hugh Row's rapid resource was to out off both these bodies from 
Gwalior, The «mal which was deep to tbe main obstacle. To 
surmount it he ordered a bridge or <ium to be made some way to the left 
rear of his position. The Company of Madras Sappers and Miners, 
" whose zeal and intelligence no hardship could abate,"(1) would cons- 
tract it by sunset. At night he would cross it with a force of all arms, 
get on the south mail, and place himself between Gwalior and the two 
pnjdrions occupied by the enemy. Then ho would fall on then posts, 
while Brigadier South's Brigade, concealed by the ravines, would attack 
their front and left flank. This project, characterised by his usual skill 
and enterprise, Sir Hugh Rose was unable to execute, owing to the 
activity of the foe. Their troops, arcnm]ianied by artillery, poured forth 
from Gwalior, and they seemed determined to fail on his left flank which 
the$ knew was weak. The position in the pass, occupied bs a temporary 
point without any view to fighting a battle, w as false, and Hugh Rose 
could not risk a serious attack. He therefore determined to change the 
defensive for the offensive. Hi* * plan of battle was soon clear to him. 
He directs Brigadier Stuart to move with the 80th regiment, supported 
by the 85th Bombay Native Infantry, to cross the canal, and, crowning 
the heights on the other aide of it, to attack the enemy on tbeir left, 
whilst nt the same time Brigadier Smith, with the 95th, supported by 
the 10th Bombay Native Infantry, should move from hie right front 
urose the canal in skirmishing order, and advance obliquctr under cover 
of the ground over the shoulder of the hill on which w*, the Rebels' 
battery against their left front. (2) 

Brigadier Smith crossing the canal ascended steadily, with the Sflth 
under Lieutenant-Colonel Lowtli, the height*. The enemy, finding that 
tluur left mu being turned, retired rapidly towards the battery, dowdy 
pressed by the skirmishers of the S0th.

The British troop* were now in possession of the highest range 
and Gwalior lay at their feet. 11 TSie eight” says Sir Hugh, lf was in¬ 
teresting* To our right was the handsome palace uf the Phnalbogh, 
it® garden and the old City, surmounted by the Fort, remarkable for 
itJi ancient architecture with lines of extensive fortifications round the 
high and precipitous rock of Gwalior. To our left lay the L Luehker 4 
or new dty, with its spacious homos half bidden by trees" He flaw 
that the slopes descended gradually towards Gwalior, and in the plains 
bdowomihl bediuMverad the rebels driven from the heights, seeking 
shelter amoug the houses and trees outside the city- He had intended 
to proceed no further tliat day, and had sent word to Napier to attack 
Gwalior from Morar in concert with himself the next morning. He 
now changed hi* plan. u I frit convinced that I could take Gwalior 
before sunset” and be at once prepared for a fresh onset. Coloori Owen, 
with ibe I8ih Bomliay Laneera, was directed to descend thehiH* and occu¬ 
py the read which fed L > the grand parade of the Lnahfcer, The Srd 
Troop Bombay Horse Artillery with a squadron of 8th linear* were 
to cover Sir Hugh Rome's extreme right parallel with the troops attack¬ 
ing Gwalior* N*x 4 Light Field Battery with two troops of Her 
Majesty j I4tli Light Dragoons were ordered to cover his advanced line 
and to answer the enemy's battery in position in front of Gwalior. 

AH bring ready, Sir Hugh Rose gave the word for the general attack, 
and the Infantry, owing to the formation of the hilts, moved forward 
in Irregular line. The 86th formic- the left wa~ in advance, the 05th 
the right wag refused. The enemy were attempting to Inad thttr two 
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I S-ponriders when tin? General ordered the 9-pounder which he h.ud placed 
in position opposite them to be fired with shrapnel, * r The shrapnel 
a remarkable one burst just oyer the 1S-pound e rs into about twenty 
pieces, killed and disabled soma of the gunners and put the rest 
to flight/' The enemy's Infantry and Cavalry began to retire in groups 
■^rops the grand parade. At that instant the 1st Bombay Lancet* 
ibluing from the Pass, charged across the wide plain, cut them down 
and, continuing their ruph., pursued them through the Lushker. In the 
narrow street^ bravely leading his men, fell Lieutenant Mills of the 1st 
Bombay Loneere, fs a very promising and popular young officer. JP Cap* 
tain Lock in the pursuit cut down the rebel who shot him. Lieutenant' 
Colonel Owen, not thiuking it advisable to have his troopers involved 
in street fighting* withdrew them from the town. 

The British soldier# raised a bud cheer as the Bombay Lancers 
swept across the plain and Rainey with two Companies of the 95th, 
charged down the elope u with Lis usoal spirit Mt and look the two 18- 
poimdera and two small mortar# on the grand j arade_ They were 
soon joined by the General. lie determined to advance aero*# the plain a 
Force his way if necessary through the Lushker find gain poEscssiou 
u£ Sdndm'fl jnktie* Captain Meade, who was well acquainted with the 
town, volunteered to not n? a guide, Remembering the bloody fight 
which had taken place in the streets of Jhantii, Sir Hugh Rose directed 
Raines to form four oompaaiw of his Regiment fur street fighting. 
Placing hiruAelf at their bend with Meade by his side, “each officer 
having his pistol at full-cook in their hand/* he inarched through a mile 
of streets and arrived at the open space in front of the palace. The 
approach to the palace block was surrounded by lofty buildings built of 
solid masonry with temced roofs screened by a parapet To atorm them 
would entail a heavy loss of life. The palace court yard was full of 
excited soldiery and many desperadoes Meade volunteered to ride for¬ 
ward nbnc and to endeavour to obtain the peaceful surrender of the palace. 
The General assented. The column wi\* halted and Meade rode forward io 
the entrance of the court-yard»f 1) There was no gate, bat a heavy 
beam of wotxl across the gateway prevented a horseman from putlog 
through it. For some minutes Meade on his horse waited outside the 
portuL Many muskets ware levelled at him. " At length to my great

of the palace buildings. Then Meade rode back and reported the result 
to the Genera], and arrangements were made fur tho security of the 
palace. Be Fore sunset the Luehkcr* or new city* and the old town were 
occupied with very trifling tea to up* ** and to the unbounded gratitude 
of the people and the high credit of tlia troops with scarcely an act of 
plunder." 

Meanwhile Brigadier Smith had got into action with the enemy near 
the Palace of Phoolbagb* which after some stiff fighting he captured* 
fie then purened a large body of the enemy* who were*rclirmg round the 
Murk of Gwalior towards the Residency* covering their retreat with guns. 
After a stout resistance ff which did credit to the enemy's artillery " the 
guns were captured* (1) and they pressed hard on the Hiding foe long 
lifter block night had fallen* until men and borsee could go no further. 

On the morning of the 20Lb* Sritadia* who had arrived from Agra 
two day* before* was conducted from the cantonment of Morar by the 
Agent of the Governor-General to the parade before the Fhdolhagh.

A grim tfagody, however, marred the joy of that morning, An the 
troops were? drawn out to receive SoimJia, four or five shots were Tired at 
them from the ramparts of the Fort* and a* IIis Highness and the 
Agent advanced with their £Qrl$$* 7 on® nliot struck immediately in front 
of them. It was a startling surprise, for the General hod been informed 
that tho Fort had IjCcii vacated during t\w ni^bt P It had ]*ecn vacated, 
bat thirteen men, four of them contingent sepoys, and nine vehutes 
with two women and a child, after proceeding some miles towards Agra, 
resolved deliberately to return and die in it, (l) Sir Hugh had ordered 
the fort to be closely invested, Lieutenant Rose of the £5th Bombay 
Native Infantry, who had distinguished him self at the baud to hanil 
fighting in the ravines, occupied, with a picket furnish id by his regiment, 
the Kotw&l or Police Station near the main gateway. Lieutenant 
Waller, a brother oEfker, with a small party of the tame corps, held an 
adjoining post. When Bose hearrl the firing of the guns and learnt 
that some Ghazces were still defending the fort, he went to Waller and 
suggested that they should atfavak the stronghold and destroy the 
despemta fanatics.

My report of th* 31st ultimo will have informed ymi p for tb#iuforina- 
tioa of IJifl llioelleiiey the Commander-in-Chief, that the Rebels hod 
ilc ter mi bed to defend thr Fort of Ratligbur in order to prerent my 
Foreo fr. ru relieving Snugor, And potting down rebellion i„ the Sanger 
and Bundlenuud Districts. 

Ae J approached Rathghar, I received information of the assem¬ 
blage of Rebels at Ode (mra iu Sciudiu'e Country and in my front; in 
order to ensure the safety of the Siege Train, which was a day's march 
in the rear, and not to low time, I brought it up by a night march to 
my Force, and adopted precautions against surprise. 

In going through a put over n range of bilk, five miles from. 
Ratbghur, the Officer Commanding the leading flankers, embarrassed 
by the thick jungle, took by mistake the right instead of the left road, 
aa ordered, ami crooning, in consequence, the Ri Ver Be*ua by the up r * r , 
fho wrong ford, got into a skirmish with tiro Rebels posted in the-.nburb# 
of Rnthgbnr, I bad juet arrived, with the aiTaiirwl guard at the tn- 
camping ground; lo extricate the flankers from a position no unfavorable 
to Cavalry, I advanced nod covered with the Infantry Guns and sup¬ 
ports their return Lo their proper peek ion. In rectifying this mistake, I 
had gained n good den] of ground to the right front, and a Company of 
the 3ltb Native Infantry had token with spirit one or two houses and 
gardens; an reowmotfariog, I found that they were the commencement 
of the suburbs, and that to keep .11 this would compromise my right, 

an.1 plan of attacking lb* Fort from the left flank, I therefore ordered 
ihe Ttwop* bade to tbeii- Camp. 

The neat day I made Willi Major Bdleau, Commanding Engineer, 
and a small party of t he 3rd Europeans and 3rd Light Cavalry, under 
Captain Forbes, a complete reconnoisaace of eighteen miles of the whole 
Country round the rock of Ratbghur, 

I ascertained that the rook, I* mile in length, covered and sur¬ 
rounded with thick jungle, slopes from the West, where it « precipitous, 
to the East, where it is accessible. The North front of tha Fort was Ihe 
oojy one which was habited; lbs other fronts ware merely ratifications. 
The River Uceua runs under its West face. 

The reeoqnniiance confirmed in all enMtiala the information on 
whieh I had formed my plan of attack. I «rried it out, by investing 
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th# fame evening the ra-cfe of ftrilhrjhiir as closely as tile ureal tlUut, 
hi]3g f thick Junj>1e 3 and a difficult River wcmld allow rue; But it ia Sm- 
pmblOj Hiller with o very much larger Force than my owuj to invest 
completely such ground t l*ccaii§e a great part ofiit ka donee jungle, which, 
hiding nil view of the Enemy's motion^ enable him t by a Imit, to eon- 
cant-mbi? videttet mnl pickets on one print, and then pie* though the 
vacuum. 


Sir Robert ll.imilt.su had 1 he gOfrlii££fl to place nt tny diup t]OU

embrasure, the hitter with half charges dropping their shell? on the 
bfttDjEiett#. I beg to men lion, fo? his devotion ou this occasion, Quarter 
Master Tbouupaou, Commanding a half Battery of the Artillery of the 
Hyderabad Contingeut p who Iiqj completed thirty-two years of mentori- 
owe service. Twice hit, he continued to fight his Guns successfully to 
thj clofla of lb a day, I thanked his Battery on the ground. 

The two 1B* Founders, with Elephant drmnght t were brought up the 
bill at 4 p, W'l the ^Srd Europeans drugging them up the steep when* the 
Elephants could liflt go. 

The feint against the Town drove the Enemy out of it into the 

Fort, and enabled Brigadier Sleunrl, 
with the Force in the margin, to take 
possession of the £l Eedghn,” a MussuU 
man place of prayer, opposite the North 
face com man ding the Town and within 
range of the main gate of the Fort, on 
this height, and another to the I tut, he 
skilfully pilot*! Captain Lightf oil's IL 
Pmiuder Battery, onu S-incH Howitzer 
and two 84mdi Mortari. The^e B.rtte* 
Ties forming the right or Town attack 
kept up, night and day, an effective dre 
on the line of defence* and buildings oI the Fort, 

On the 27th instant, I changed the S-inoh Howitzer from the right 
to the left attack, in order to cnnbds with its (ire the defences and 
palaces of the North face.

From the Town attack I directed a Detachment of the * rd 
European^ supported by another of she 24th Native Infantry, with two

Captain Lighlfoot and Lieutenant Bonus, of the Engineer^ having, 
niltr a thorough ox&mi nation of Bin Tower, reported that the massive 
construe t inti and nature of iU defend prevented their being used for the 
offiDaive, 1 withdrew the Troop* from it before daylight. 

On i he frith instant at H p the wid! tag W thrift# of the left attack 
having bt'^n cum pick'd, the two l Founders and ihc Much Howil Kfr 
having been brought up to them, com me need their fire sgain^t the outer 
wall of the East curtain of the Fort with such good vffeet, that it wa# 
evident that a practicable breach would he soon ninde. 

I bad jiiit ret timed to the Camp from the Battery when the Rebels 
coming in fiiree out of the thick jungle, crossed the Hiver Heena and 
attacked the Videttc# of tilt right rear of tho Camp; another large body 
of them appeared nt the aauis time un the opposite bank, the two bodies 
amminlittg to 1,- r i00 or fr,0(H) men, many of Eiism Sepoy# and vmlattaec* 

I moved rapidly with the outlying picket of Her Majesty f # 14th 
Light Dragoon.-, who in lets than a minute, were in their saddle* agaiiut 
the Kebetffj ordering two guiiF* mid the rest of the picket? to foJlow in 
support: the Enemy who were skirmishing with a picket of the 3rd 
Light Cavalry* oti seehg our approach, fired a discharge of musket# and 
rocket# at as, and ran into n gorge of the Beena nod up its rocky banks; 
I directed Captain Hare, following in my rear, to move by a short line 
and cut off their retreat* 

Brigadier Steuart, whom L had called np r advancing from the 
Eedgha with a few rounds of Artillery * sent the Hebei# the other tide 
of the Hirer into the jungle* and the whole retreated rapidly to a precipi* 
too* ridge above the village of Chuod ampere, four mile- to the North- 
West of Bathgliur t from whence tbtfy had starts in the morning. 

Captain Hare came up with the rear of the Rebel# before they 
reached tb- ridge, and cut up several of them. 

Captain Hate and Lieutenant Westwacorr, attached to the IIydera- 
bad Cavalry, did good service on this occurs, n, and Lieutenant Modi®* of 
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the Sid Bern boy Light Cavalry, who, od account of the few Artttlary- 
mon, served n ^nn wii h flfleet, deserves also tn be irientioned. 

After nightfall) the Rebels made a feeble end unsuccessful attack on 
the left of the Camp from (he Saugor Rond, Tim Relic]*, who tad eome 
from their fortified Comp Noreontce and from the Fort of Kooreye, fa 1 1 #•.I 
completely in 1 heir attempt to surprise the Camp end relieve Ratbgbnr 
—during the whole time of their attack, lie breaching' Batfarieg conti¬ 
nued their fire. Colonel Turnbull reported that the breach would be 
practicable for an usanll the nest day at lonset. 

Aernnjots now came in to me that the Hebels from the Chnnderapora 
ridge hn-l early in the morning' attacked, in the difficult ones mentioned 
in the first part of this Report, a convoy of topplies coming for my fores 
from the West, and bad killed ?iiridin < vakeel who was in charge of it. 

The safety of my Hippliee rendered it necessary that the Enemy 
should he driven from Chumieraporc during night, I wa» cm ploy ft] in 
making arrangements for attacking them, which was not easy, ns my 
Force n*n already engaged in an operation for which, in former time?, a 
Force »f four limes their strength was con ride red ugc^idry. However, 
I was on the point of marching agamst Cl i an dura pore, when two spies 
I had sent out during the nL*bt, cams in and reported that the Enemy 
bad left that pi jure for Buroda. 

On visiliug the Kedghn, liiigadier Steaurt reported toine that about 
4 u clock A, H, the I'.iicmy had attempted to make a sortie from the main 
gate, which he had driven hack with Captain Li^ht foot's 0-Founders. 
A Bhopal] Officer ctnie up and reported that he had cut up twenty.live 
Out of fifty of the Garrison who had at tempt,nil to force thi-ir way by hie 
pstioJ. Colonel Liddell reported also, at the same time, that judging 
fri'in the Atidues? in the tort, that its garrison were escaping, he had eb* 
tered it by the incomplete breach with ; ait r,£ the 3rd Europeans, who, 
after receiving some shots from the few Rebels still there, had killed 
them and taken pofcewion of the F rt, The main body tied by an 
ancient sally pott and a hole dug under thq parapet to the Scutlli-West, 
from which when I entered the Fort the rope# were hanging, hy which 
tf oy bo-l let thaHUfllfes down, The report* of all the Officers on 
duty stare that there Rebels, crossing a ford over the Beena to the 
South-West, under the Pbopall Camp, passed through the Bhopail 
lines in t» ih* jungle, the Bhopail Troops fired & few shots at the 
fugitive?, two or three of their dead baggage animals in this f«nl showed 
t v trick tbej had taken. Ttat B^opai) Trirapa Imve leea+ imd ur® 
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still eo useful to me, that I merely mention this cireuinit&nee, which in 
nothing mi of the way amorist Oriental Troop*, out of justice to my 
own Force.

I nm irM to uy thill the 
inrestixLent of Lhe rock prevented the escape, mod caused the capture of 
moat of the Chief Rebels sand of many of the rest* Mali Limed Falil 
Klinn, m relation of ihp Regent of Bhopal, ami the Military Chief of the 
Rebels in these Districts, and all bis Stall, »tieh m they were, attain pied 
to ergs* the fleena, but seeing the vidette* of Her Mnjotty'e J4th Li^bt 
Dragoons on the other hank, turned back and hid themselves in a rave 
nndfsr the rock where they were captured. The videtks and pickcta 
lit rock* those of Him pull ind tided, out down and ti*ok many of 
the fugitive Garrison during the day. I made over eighty prisoners to Sir 
Robert Hamilton, of whom twenty-four warp executed, mid forty-r i^hfc 
more to the Civil Anthonties. 

Of the Cavalry sent in pursuit of the fugitives, the Hyderabad 
Irregulars came up with and killed forty of thorn, this being exclusive of 
the twenty-fire kilted by the Ekopall Troops ; Lieutenant W«twau ?tt 
on this occasion again distinguished himself. 

At sun^t Mahomed Fazil Khan nod th* Nnwab Kumdar Khan, a 
pensioner of the Brilis-h Government and a son of the great Ptndarce 
Chief, taken by Sir John Malcolm, w.-re bung over the gate of the Fort 
m presence of Detachment* of my Force, the neat day seven teen more, 
most of them Rebels of note and all par', of the Garrison of Eariigiitir 
wore execrated* two of them, brother* of the Fmdare^ Chief, tal iskeu 
part in the murder of the lirttUh Assistant at BcreUecnh, Kishen Rain, a 
Secretary of Mahomed Fusil Khan, is stated to have Wen instrumental 
in atrooilied committed on forty Christ hi ns?. Wall id id Khan, who ad* 
mitted on bis trial 11 that he had done all ha could and three time* timed 
Fazil Mahomed to go down sword in hand and attack the Camp,** a 
valmitec leader, ke. 

Tbif Sbesadmh of Munufeorc was not in the Fort, a * ww proved by 
an unopened lettrr from ihe R-ijsih of Run poor tohia address found in the 
Fort by nit Officer of the 3rd European** be hail left it the day uf our 
arrival. In this letter, wliioh is curious, the Rajah givee him the title 
of 11 Kmg, JJ und deplore* that many Native Chief-* do not venemta hifl 
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Kiogljr authority a* they ought to do, but We llie bid taste to prefer 
the rale of the " Kafir and infidel*" 

The Fort was provided with a fine tank out out of the rock fifty 
foot deep j and in it were found great store* of salt and grain sufficient 
for u year's consumption, a few Camels, Cattle and several Horses, two 
of them belonging to Mahomed Full Khan, one with a silver bridle and 
another to the Shazndah of M nodes ore, a mould fur easting Gannon, and 
shot, end an immense tna$» of Nnlive correspondence and English 
accounts, which I made over to Sir Robert Hamilton, cue object was 
■l*o found which excited indignation, the effigy of the head of a deeupi. 
fated European female, which it appears these supporters of a change of 
rule in India carried before their Troops, a* fitting emblems of their 
deeds, notwithstanding this, and all that Las passed, far worts than this, 
the 3rd Europeans, when they entered tin* Port, treated the women and 
a inner ons children of the Rebel* who were left there, with the humanity 
which wa* to be expected from their discipline., and their faith. 1 had 
enjoined the Troops, for tbi> honor of their Country and the Army, not 
to harm a woman or a child. 

I beg to bring to His Ficelle coy’a favorable consid'-ration the 
z«W and able support which I have received before RalbgLiir from 
Brigadier Smart, Lieutenant-Colonel Turnbull, Commanding the Artil¬ 
lery, and Major Boilemi, Commanding the Engineer#, and which contri¬ 
buted so materially to lint success of the eye rati,ms against it well as 
the discipline, courage and thorough good will of the Troops engaged on 
thtrm. 

Anxious not to lose a day in relieving Snagor, I made continued 
marches without a halt. The Troops, on account 0 f ihe djffiealUe* of 
anpplv, were, at times t we my. four bourn, without rations, and four days 
on duty before Kathghur without a relief, defending their Camp against 
a utimernus Knomy in a dangerous Country in tbtir flank* and rear, 
attacking with all their energy and taking, in three days, a Fort strong 
by nature and art in their front, which Scindio with a Force, of at lens! 
four times their strength, l*esi<ged for five mouth*, 

1 fball have the honor to make favorable mention of the lerviot* of 
m f Staff in a future Report, 

I bvg leave to enclose a Return of the Qude Artillery found in the 
Fi'rt, and of the Casualties in my Force Wore Rathghnr.

The Enemy** loss was severe, they themselves siate it to be from 
four to five hundred, which is not etixprbing as they were expose:] to 
well directed lire for o length of time. A rental Sing, their ablest Mili¬ 
tary lender, and a nephew of Tajia Mahomed Khan were killed ; and ibe 
Raj nil of Ban pore was wounded. 

The fain i toe and Paths ns fought with their nccu&toraed courage, 
several of them, ev^a when dying, springing from the ground and in- 
fliotiiijr mortal wounds with their broad swords. 

Th*- giH>d result o t the defeat of the R^buln at thiroiliii eic^eded my 
expectations j not only were uiy communiciition& with the West and 
Saugor completely opened, hut the Rebels, flying from Barodia to 
K oiayc, left in their pani* 1 that place, although it is a Fort, in a strung

I have ihe honor to report to yon, for the information of Uia Ki- 
eelleney the Com mindfi n-Ctarf, the operations of the 2nd Brigade of 
the Central India Field Force, under my orders, since the capture of the 
Fort of Gamkota. 

A halt of four days at Saugor wu necessary for the repair of my 
Siege Gnus ; I tharafom marched back to Saugor in two days, leaving 
Major Buileau, with the Sappers and Mimas, at Garmkota, to demolish 
dll be could of its def^iuafl. 

The Rebels had held a steep and .thickly wooded hill, a few miles tn 
the North of Garrakoto, which gave them (lie command of the road to 
Demob; after the fall of Garrakot* they then abandoned it, leaving 
open the! ctifliiUBDic*tiop between S.au.t;or and Du mob* 

My Siege Artillery was ready in four days, on the JSth itjaUni, 
But want of supplies, caused by the devastation of the Saugor end the 
neighbouring Districts by the Rebels, and other circumstance*, did not 
allow me to leave Saugor till the 27th]InstaDt

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Tiib delay did awuy, vary much, with the good effects of the fp**edy 
fall nT Gnrnibuta* Tin- Rebels mol- seeing any f unbar operations or 
movements to ibo front against thorn, re^nmed coura^, and ooeapied 
n^mu, in force, I lie strong positions in the Shaghur and adjoining' Diesti iolas, 
auch os the Fort* of Serai nud Mitroffm, and the diUitinlt pulses in the 
mountainous ridges which separate the JSbiighur nod Sarj^ot Districts- 
Th^KC |j:i-si's arc three in number* The pass of Nnrut, and the Fort 
cf Camel garb near Malth-me, of Med in pome, and of Dbamouney- 

My object was to tench Jhansde, against which I whs in dared to 
move as quickly ns I could ; but on my road there* I wished tn lake up 
my 1st Brigade, which I had march ml front Mbow and J adore to 
Gtionahj, for the purpose, as previously stated, of clearing and opening 
the Grand Trunk Road from Bombay to A .gta, in obedience to my 

instructions. 

I anticipated resistance to my advance on JhauBie at ibe pastes, the 
Forte of Serai, Murowra, and Thal-Behn& r at which laitcr place, all was 
said that the Rajah nf B aurora intended to make his lost stand* 

It was hIbo affirmed by some, but denied by others thut the Fort 
cl Chuudcyrecp to tbe West of the River Batwa, formerly a family R 1 ^- 
sesSLori of the Raj i of BanporOp would i*e defended* 

It wu necessary tb-it the lei Brigade, on the West, and the 2nd 
Brigade on the Ea*t of the Betiys, should be concent ru 4 ed for the attack 
oE jliawie* 

I determined to force tbetfa obstacles to tbc forward movement eE 
mv Force, an ! to the union oF my let and End Brigade i and accordingly 
gave orders to Brigadier Mu;irt» Ckuntflatuitiig my 1st Brigade, to move 
from GoOaah West ward s* and tube Chundeyree, whilst I Form] my way 
North wards, and, crossing the Betwa, march with both Brigaded iigvi imt 
Jhaurie, 

A 11 operation vg dn^tthe passF* wa* more than usually difficult, on 
•Mount of the great length of nay lin*? of march* For knowing tha 
danger of a want nf am munition, I fr«ok with mi' abundant wtm of it, 
having besides to t ike cure of a convoy o: fifiem days* supplies for my 
Force and its Gamp-Followers. 

Tiie pa=r of N T *ir_itt w.i* by fair th& most difficult, and thu Enemy 
having taken it inio their head that I ilisihT p&^-q thniigiut d h id increued 
its rial Lira* diflKu by imrncadiog she road with akaLta, un i parapets 
made of large bnulderfl of i-ick 1 5 feet thick ; nil je**age hy toe sides of 
the road being made impruct Liable by the almost precipitous kiR^ covered 
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with jungle, which earn# down to the edge <>f tha read, The Rajuh of 
Ban pore, who is b-tli enterprising and courugeonii, defended this pass 
with 8 or J0,008 men. 


The Iiast must difficult pass was Dhnmonn'y; verv little waa known 
ahi.ut tin* tliiid, Mudinpnra, except that in iho Oriinmios Map it was 
described us *' gtmd For Gnus." 

tJnJ^r llieae circumstances, I requested Major Qrr to reconnoitre 
theea passes, whilst I was detained at Sailgorfor supplies. 

Supplies f or my Force having come into Swugnr, I marched from 
that place on tlio S7th Instant to Rijitbn, a control point from which I 
conld move against any one of these passes. Major Or t’u Force joined 
meat Rijwass ; with Ids usual intelligence, he hail collected inform at ion 
which made me select the pass of Mud in pom f«r my point of nttnek. 

In order to deceive the Enemy as to my intention, and prevent tbs

above the pass oE Narutj whilst I made 
fchd real attack on the pa*a of Mudinpore* 
Having taken the ruined little Fort of 
Barodia^and left n small Gamson in it T to 
kpep up my commnniealicm*, I numbed, 
on the 3rd In*taut, against the pass of 
Madinport, with the Force staled in the 
iriar^in.t As the C'eluuin approached the 
pas?, the Enemy's skirmishers fired on 
the Advanced guard, From a ridge of 
hill* on our light, near the village nf 
Ncourt, I sent ap a party of the Salt 
Customs under Mr. bartie, who advanc¬ 
ing, drove them buck. 

At abriiit 801) yards from the entrance 
of Hie juifs, we s*w the Enemy in force 
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on the hilts, on the left of the* pass. 
Major Orr made come good practice At 
them with round shot, and spherical cose. 

The pots was formed by a suddtn descent of the road into a deep 
glen, thickly wooded. To the right, further on, the road run along the 
side of a lake. The left of the road was titled by rocky and piwipitoua 
hills. 

The ardour of nn excellent Officer indaced him, at this time, to 
make no incautious movement with his Guns to his right front, »iili the 
view to pour nti enfilading fire into the Enemy But he had not taken 
into consideration that tbis movement brought him to within fifty or 
aixtj yards of the edge of the glen, iu which lay concealed pome hun¬ 
dred Sepoys, who, before he could uohmber, opened a very heavy fireoji 
his Gums, winch he was unable to depress on them. The Fepoye for¬ 


tunately fired too quick, and too high, and the Officer retired hi? Gang 
out of the range of theii mm-hetry, with only a Few Casualties. The 
Sepoys hailed this little reverse with shouts. But their success had only 
brought on their mote rapid defeat. For knowing now their einet posi¬ 
tion, and seeing the necessity o£ showing them that a calm retreat whs 
Only the prelude of n rapid offensive, I advanced 100 of toe Hydrabad 
Contingent Infantry under Captain Sinol&re, at double time, and made 
them charge into the gltfi, bring their light shoulders forward, and 
sweep it down towards the road, following this up by a movement of a 
Company of the 3rd Euroyen ns, against the front of the Sepoys, and of 
the Salt Customs, from the extreme right, against their rear. To still 
further discomfit them, I sent a Troop of Her Mpjesty's Htk Light 
Diagwos to a knoll, quite in rear of the glen, and commanding a view 
of the Lake, and tiro othsr end of the pass. The Rebels were driven with 
loss nom the glen, and, crossing the road, ascended the hill on its loft, for 
the purpose of joining the large body of Rebels who occupied the hilts 
divided by ravines on the left of (he road. The Troop of Hone Anilkry 
would b*ve swept them away with grape, bad not (he Officer Commanding 
it mistaken th* Rebels, on aeaoODt of the similarity of dress, for Men 
of the Salt Customs. 

Not giving the Reliels time to breathe, I directed Captain Macdonald, 

my Assistant Quarter-Master General* to etorm the hill, lo the left 

of the road, with two Companies of the 3rd Europeans. (. aptain 

Iffaodoi.akl conducted them ably and gallantly, up the almost precipitant 

heigh*, and extending the Grenadier Company from the tight, and eup- 
* 
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porting them with ibe other Company, drove them from the first to th* 
second line of hill*. Ah iooa a* Lk'utrpant-Cotace] Liddell had come 
up, with l he rest of the 3rd Euro|>oans p I moved him tip (he hill p in eup* 
pwirfhii two Companies, directing him to advance, end drive th# 
Enemy tiiCLtp*ivc]y from all the 3 liLI* commanding the He per¬ 

formed this movement entirely to my ffatitfaclioti. 

The rjIona nnd hills winch protected the pas= having been laken, I 
sent Captain Abbott, with the 4ib Hydrtbad Cavalry to clear the pa^s, 
and t]riv<- id ihe Enemy 1 * front ; thi* he did effectually. 

The Enemy, repulsed in Bank and front, reined to the village of 
Mudinpore, in rear of the end of ike Lake. The village waa fortified by 
a formidable work , in the -dupe of a bund of great thickness of earth and 
solid masonry P which Jammed up the Lake. The Enemy bad placed Lha 
few Qiins they bad in rear of the Lund, and had been Bring with them 
on the 3rd European* on the hill. 

The pass having been gained, 1 sent direction* to Brigadier Stewart, 
whom I had baited in rear of the pas#, with (he Reserve and Siege Train 
to advance through it, and occupy the head of the Lake, As H>un bh they 
had arrived, I opened with the 3-iaeh Howitzer, and ibe 9-Pounders in 
advance of it, a fire an th# KaWL Guo** 

At this time I received a message from the Officer Commanding Lli# 
Bear Guard, that the Enemy had fii>d from th# range of hill* running 
to the pops of Narwt on him and his long lino of luggage, I had all 
along thought it likely that the Jt&j&h of Kan pure might come to th* 
aid of the Kellis at M udinpore as fooh u= lie discovered that the move of 
Maj or Scudamore was a f-int* and my attack the real one. 1 therefor* 
sent a Troop of Her Majesty's 14t h Light Dragoon* and a Btgiment of 
Hydrnhftd Cavalry, to cover the Rear Guardi 

A few round* drove the Enemy from their position in rent of th# 
bun dp and they retired from Mud do pore, through the jungle, toward* 
the Fort of Serai* 

1 directed Major Orr to pursue, with ihe remainder of the Hydra* 
bad Cavalry* 

The Cavalry which I hud detached with Major Scudamore, and to 
ossiet the Heir Guard, rendered the Fores available for the pursuit 
6 mall 

Major Orr, and Captain Abbott under him, pursuing, along the 
IMd» through th- jungle, came up with th* rear o! the Rene!a, confut¬ 
ing principally of the atud Bengal Native Infantry, and killed a gi*d 
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many of them, amongst the number the notorious Mutineer, I,all 
Turhadio, who, an Hsviklar Major of the oSml, we* instigator of the 
Mutiny in that Hcginibiit, anil whom they made their Commanding 
Officer. 

I owe my acknowledgment* to Major Orr out] Contain Abbott for 
thc-ir ooU'loct on this occasion. Captain Pinkney, who aocon!ponied my 
Force as Political Agent at Jhanaie, distingutsbed himself in the pursuit, 

l marched the Fnree several miles beyond the pass, into nn open and 
level country. The line of baggage ivaa eo long that it did not cume up 
till the next dny ; but owing to the precantioue I bad taken, it did not 
sustain the slightest loss. 

I he result? of tl* fiifi'pss at Mud in pore were ae numerous ib they 
wet. favorable. My Force hod got iuto the rear of the passes, and the 
Enemy's line of defences, of which they thought bo much, Tim pnes of 
Narut considered by them to be impregnable was turned. 

Mudicpore, it is tree, was the weakest of the passes; but, on the 
other ban-1, it bad been defended by the Sepoys of the 52ml and other 
Regiments, and by 7 f 0lH> picked Bundeelaa. The Sepoy* and the Rim. 
decks quarrelled, the former declaring that the latter had run away, and 
left them to fight at the pose; general mistrust, and a panic ensued in 
the Rebel Camp. 

Tie Fort of Serai, or Soy rage, a fortified Palace nf the Rajah of 
Shaghnr, perfect in architecture, now used as an Arsenal for the 
manufacture of powder and shot, fell the neat day into the bands of my 
Trorpe. The dy.s of the old Saugor Mint, from which the KeLoIn were 
making bulls, were found here, in quantities. 

The day after, I took pc^eeeaion of Mu re win, an ancient Fort with 
a double line of defences, sn an important position, od the read from 
Saugor to Jliawie, and from Simghuf to Malthone. 

The Shaghur Territory was attached to the British possessions by 
Sir Robert Hi-milton, and inconsequence the Brilie1 1 Flng was hoisted 
on the Fort of Marown in presence of mv Brigade, 

Tbe parses of JTarut anil Dhamooney were abandoned, mid Sir 
Robert Hamilton established a Police Station at Malthone, 

In foot, the whole country between Saugor and Jhanaie, to the East 
of the River Betwa, which, since tbe outbreak of the rebellion, bad been 
in the hands of the Insurgent#, was now, will tbe exception of ThaJ- 
Belut, reilorel to tbs Government. 

1 Ug leave to recommend to Your ttaaellency, for their conduct at 
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tiie forcing of the pass of Mud in pore, Lie ^tenant* Colonel Liddell; Major 
Scudamore, for tin skilful manner in which he con>iit«-t«il the feint 
egainjit MaUhone, which nealralitod the Force of the Kajabof Banporej 
Major Orr; Captain Abbott ; Captain Sinelar*; Captain Mardonald, 
Assistant Quarter-Master General; and Mr. Bin tie. Commending the 
Salt Customs Police, who had a short time before Itft-n strongly ri'com- 
mended for hie gallant conduct in attacking the It chela' position at 
Dhmmrvi]>ejr.

I transmitted yesterday a short account of the defeat of that por¬ 
tion of tba Rebel Force which occupied the villages on the left bank of 
the Ram Gunga, From Allahgungc Lo Iloolnpore* I hnwe now the honor 
to forward t for the in format ton of His Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief, a sumo detailed Report of that operation, 

I marched atdsiyliirht on the 22nd iuitaat from Sewajpore, intend¬ 
ing to encamp in the neighbourhood of SirsiOj and to proceed to this place 
the following day. However* on the Advanced Guard approaching 
Sirfic, the Enemy was diwavered in oar Front, I rode forward to recon¬ 
noitre, and ordered np Major Retain in gton P s Troop of Fiorw Artillery 
and tbs In fan! ry, do Kirin ^ the heavy Guns to follow, and made the fol¬ 
lowing disposition s* Four Guns of Lieutenant-C^Lmel Tombs* Troop of 
Horae Artillery [two being on thfl R>*ar Guard), supported by a Squad¬ 
ron of 9th Lancet? and IDO Infantry, all which Troop had fanned 
th* A>Svnneed Gu;ird F occupied the left, Major Remmington's 9-Ponnd*r 
Troop was directed to its right, and the main hotly of ihfi Cavalry* con- 
flitting of 9ih Lancers and 2nd Fqujaub Irregulars, under Brigadier 
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Hajari* was placed on the extreme right to protect that flank from the 
nutneroui Cavalry of the Enemy, mid with instructions to ivftp round 
tlie Enemy's left and rear t£e moment they retired, irilb the hope of 
goiting any Guns they might endeavour to save. 

I knew, from having occupied Ibe right I oink of the Rum CiuDga 
dating ib» winter, that our left was covered by that river, and that from 
the gmii: bead it lakes beyond the villager of Mow and Jerapore, our 
Cavalry ivould be qswWs on our left flank. 

We advanced in the above order sotne distance, crossing ihe Send* 
Nuddi-e, when the Enemy opened the upon u* with their linns, which 
were placed in the village of Moolnpoor, upon which they had retired, and 
where thev made their stunt]* Their fire was rapid and good, the shot 
plunging- among our Artillery* but doing little damage. Lioutcnant- 
Cofonel Tomb# 1 Troop advanced rapid!* to within fix or sown hundred 
yards i f the village and opened upon it; Major Remmingion's Troop 
soon after followed, taking ground to its right* The Guns of thece two 
Troops were bo well served I hat, in about £0 minutes, thereof the Enemy 
appeared to he silenced. 

I now perceived the Enemy streaming in large numbers from the 
rear of the village; our whole line advanced, Lientenant-Colone! Tombs* 
Troop on one eide of the village, Major Hemmingtiin^ on the other. 
On the extreme right, just at this place, there was a thick jungle, which 
prevented Brigadier Hagart turning their left flank at this point; hut 
Major Remitting ton** Guns having been ordered to accompany him, the 
jungle was soon cleared, and he advanced between it and Hcolipoor, and 
aa the Enemy'® Guns, which had been withdrawn from that village, 
wero being carried oft, three of them were gallantly captured by Captain 
Wilkinson's Troop of the 9th Lancer?, be being supported by Lieuten¬ 
ant Richards with m Troop of 2nd Punjaub Cavalry, and every man with 
the Gunt was killed- A fourth Gun was taken bv the Cavalry during 
the rout that followed. 

We now advanced with an extended hunt, one Squadron 9th 
La nee t*, Lieuienan LColonel Tombs" Guns, and the Infantry which had 
formed the Advanced Guard on the leftj, Major Remmiiigtoii’a Guos, and 
the Cavalry under Brigadier Hagjirt, to the right rather in advance* nod 
•wpt the whole country, driving the Enemy through the villas of 
Nebonuggra and JrmjiooT, at the latter of which their camp was cap, 
lured, md then through Chum put tea poor and Sail-gunge as far as Allah* 
gunge, where they bad a bridge-oLboals protested by a breast-work 
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pierce*! f.ir (June. Having hoi ml this Town, anil the pursuit Wng 
ecnttum-J for six miles, I couriered it advisable to halt, a«d I , eai fo r 
niy baggage fltl il pitched my Camp. 

Wizam AEi Elina, who Commanded, wo* titled in the Action, and 
some documents were found in liie Tent, one describing the preparations 
he bad made for stopping the advance of the English. 

The loss of the Enemy must have amounted in the whole to between 
Jive and six hundred, and wo captured 4 Gone, the Enemy's Camp, 
Bin ni int it mu f stores nisd yrmin in Int-fje qii&ntrti^i* 

Oor loss, I in happy to say, was small, very email, cor eider in*, the 
results obtained ; it consisted of one man killed and six wounded. 

I am particularly indebted to Brigadier Ifagart Tor the admirable 
manner in winch he conducted ihe operations of the Cavalry on the right, 
i beg also to return my best thunks to Major Blind, Bengal Artery, 
for his exertion*, and the able manner in which be commanded the Artil¬ 
lery, and to Lieutenaat-Cobnel Tomb*, and Major Hemmingtou, com¬ 
manding Troops of Horse Artillery, for the eioellen t management of tlieir 
Gun* which drove the Enemy from their position at Hoolapoor with 
great lose.

for tbo delay occasioned by my waiting to see whether the 2nd Brigade 
w^.nld be required to resist in taking Chanda ie. I arrived the follow¬ 
ing day, the list Ultimo, with the remainder of my Brigade before 
Jhanrie. 

The pitqneta of the Cavalry sent on tbs day before had sabred 
about 100 armed Men, Ban dee las, endeavouring to enter Jhanaie, having 
been sum maned by the Ranee to de fend it. 

Having no pbOf or even correct description of the fortress and city, 
I Wj together with the Officen Commanding lb* Artillery and Engi¬ 
neers, to mate long and repented teeemnobsanees* in order to ascertain 
the TJnemy V ilffenofts j this delayed, for some days, the camiuenet+msnt 
uf the aiege operations. 

The great strength of the Port, natural as well as Artificial, and its 
extent, entitles it to a place amongst fortraafee. 1l stands on an eleva¬ 
ted rock, rising out of a plain, and command* the city, and surrounding 
country ■ it is built of excellent and moat massive masonry. The Port i* 
diffivnlt to breach, because, composed of granite,its walls vary in thickness 
from sixteen to twenty Eeeb 

The Port has cl tensive and elaborate out work* of the same solid 
constraction, with front and flanking cmbraflUms for Artillery fire, and 
loopholes, of which, in some pluKS, there were live tiers, for musketry. 
Uune placed on the high totvera of the Port commanded tins country all 
around.. 

Dae tower called tbe Jf white turret M hod been raised lately in height 
by the Rebels, and armed with heavy ordnance. 

Tbs fortress is surrounded by the city of Jhanita on all sides, ex¬ 
cept the Wwl and part of the South face. 

The eteepaes# of the rock protects the West, the fortified city wall 
wilh buss: ions springing fxum the centre of its South face, running South, 
and rodiug lit a high mound or tun nation, protects by a fl^ntin^ fire its 
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South face. The mound was fortified by a strong circular bubtiou for h 
Gimp, round pait of which was drawn a ditch 14 Feet deep and 15 feet 
broad of ^olid masonry* Quantities of men w l re Away* at work in the 
mound. 

The city of Ihaneie ip about 44 miles in circumference, and is aur- 
roundtd by a Fortified nml massive wall, From 6 to 14 Feet thick, and 
varying iti height from IB to III) feet, with numerous flanking bi*ti mi 
armed m batteries with qrduaud e, and loop-holes, with a banquette For 
Infantry, 

Out-iiik" tiro wells, the city is girt with wood, except some part# of 
the EnsL and South fronts : on the Former is m picturesque lake and water 
palace i to tb^ Sooth are t ho ruined Cantonment* and redden oea of the 
English. Temple# with their gardens, — one the Jokun Uagh, the aceue 
of the massacre o! our Sacomted country-man —and two rooty ridges, the 
Easlmoiit called 11 Kapoo Tckri/* both important positions* Facing and 
threatening the South face of the city wall and Fort. 

I established so von flying Camps of Cavalry, a* an investing Force 
round Jhaude, giving to MjiJoi Scudamore half a Troop of Horse Artil¬ 
lery, and Inter to Major Gall two U-Pounders* These Cam pa detached 
to ih* front n ut p.■ h r d mid vide ties, which wai-cbod ami prevented all issue 
from the oily, ilif wnd night m w each Conii, on any attempt being undo 
to force it# line, to call on the others for help.

Tim rocky ridge was excellent for u breaching battery, except tbal 
it was too far off, OIU y:ird.s and that tho lire (mm it would have bn 
oblique. 

The mound ontalad#d two walls of the city, and commanded the 
whole of the South quarter of it, including the Palace. 

Xt was evident that the capture of ibti mutiod wa^ the first most im¬ 
portant operation, because its occupation ensured, id all probability, that 
of the South of the eity, and of the Palace, aflbrdiug also the means of 
eo us {fuel in by approaches p an advanced breaching buttery. 

The deeidcr^tiJiiij therefore^ was to concert trite a heavy fire oq the 
mound, nnd on tho Month of the City, in ordpr to drive tho Enemy out of 
them, and facilitate their capture, to breach tlie wall dose to the mound.

In the meant lire, ihc right attack opened lire, from an 8-incb How¬ 
itzer, and two E-inch Mori ore, on the r*ar of the nunicd and the South 
of t ho City, with I he exception nf the Palace, which I wished to preserve 
for the hbs uf the Troops. 

A remarkable feature in the defence war, that the Enemy had no 
works or pens intside the City, Sir Robert Hamilton phi. minted the 
comber of the Garrison at lO.uOit Baodtttlns nn-J vekitiw* and 
ScpoiB, of whom 400 w e ie Cavalry, and ihv number of Grins in the City 
and Fort, at 30 or 41), 

Thu fm Q\ the right ntUik on the first day of the oj-p ning of the 
hre, the -9th Ultimo, cleared the mnunJ of the workmen and the Enerav. 
Thf» mortal in po bseqijeod of ihEWmcitioii 1 had ract-ired, allied ao d 
on fire loog rows of h*y-j\ck* in ibe Snath o[ the City, which emied 
a a almost gesseral eotiGa ^ mt ion in ts.ai quarter. 

The Enemy had bean firing actively from the white turret, the 
tree tower battery in th* Fort p and the wheel tower, Saqgor and 
Luicb men-gate Imtl tries in tU town. About mid day their fire ceased 
almost completely* bat f-ci mine need the next day wilh increased 
vigour,

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more or leu*, concerned in the murdrr and plunder cf the English. There 
v*» hardly a house in Jhangle which did rirvt oonrnin some article of 
English plunder, and, politically speaking, the Rebul confederacy know 
well tbnt if Jhamai#, tbe richest Hindoo city, and mc^t important f^r- 
irfsM in Cfcntml India, Fell, the cause of the itisurgtula in this part of 
India full b!e>o. 

To silenc* the City wall bi^teiie- 1 to the South, and caonnnidi' more 
effectually the town* two £4-Pounder Glint were phaood in battery be¬ 
tween the 3-inch Howitzer and the two $4nch Mortar*, and opened 
fire cm ibe £ith lltimo. They produced n good effect, but notto the 
extent of silencing the town hntferirg* Unfort'inatoly on this day the 
f-inch Hnwit^r was diaiabk'd by the breaking of its trimmon. 

On the £4tb Ultimo, I caused the moky ridge, the left attaafc, 
to be occupied by n strong pieqoet under Captain Hare, with two 
51-ifich Mortars, which played on the mound and the houses adjacent 
to it, 

On tbs £Mh Ultimo the Siego Train of the I*t Bridle having amred, 
batteries were eonslrurtel niid opened fine, from the Z$th to the fiSLh 
Ultimo, on the rocky ridge* a p f*1bw»t forming the left attack.

The two lfUinek Mortar# elated great hawc in the Fort, and 
having 1 OLD tfd out to Iiientenant Fell man, Bombay Horse Artillery, 
the poftiUou el * powder magazine respecting which I had informa¬ 
tion, he blew it up in I he third *ho* T keeping op ■ well directed 
fire on the lort p for ahirh good service I beg to recommend him to Ilie 
Excellency, 
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Tha broaching Gun, so solid was the wall, ath! eo hard the masonry, 
■did not produce the result contemplated on the first or even on the second 
day, but on the 5Dth the breach we is practicable The Enemy re- 
trenched the breach with a double row of paliistdes filled with earth, on 
which I ordered every description of lire, inclining rod-lint shot, to he 
directed upon it, Eiod the result was a considerable portion of the stockade 
was destroyed by fire. 

Riflemen to fire at ths parapets and the e mb men res, and loop-holes 
were placed in all the batteries, with sand-hqg loop-holes, ond posts of 
Riflemen were distributed in the temples and garden of the East and 
South sides of the dty. I occupied also the Jolcttn Bairh nearly opposite 
the monnd with a pierquet of Rifiee. The IliihunHL canned no morons 
casualties amongst the Rebels in the town as well a* in the parapets* 

Tivn rjf the Knpmy's defences, which annoyed the left attack the 
niHfit, were ihe wb^et tower on the Smith, and the garden battery on a 
i Mfk in rear of tlie West wall of the city. To si'ence the former, n new 
battery, colled the K-ihoo Teh nee or Bent batl^ry, nil established on a 
ridge to the Eust of the rocky ridge, with two 51-in oh Mgr turf, which 
not proving sufficient, I suhsli tutcd for them two S*ioch Mortars and a 
9-Pounder, I jifcerivardi aided a £4-Piiuudar Howitzer to enfilade the 
wall ruutiiog Eastwards from the remind. 

Before the sand-hag battery could be made for the O-PoimJer, 
acting Rmithardier Brenna, of Captain Ornmnni?y p & Company, Royal 
Artillery, quite a lid, com man Jed and jininUd the S)-Poundcr in the 
open, and silenced the Enemy'a Gun in battery in the ba?tinti p destroying 
besidca its dftfene^s* I praised him for hi? gi*&l service on the ground, 
and promo led ham. 

The two 3-m-crh M^rtara, and nc win mlly the two 10-inch Mortars 
of the Idft a'taclf, answered the garden battery, shelling also the Niu 
BustiCj and five widb urh-re the Sepoys ha l taken up their quarters on 
eeeoimt of the good water. 

After thp capture oF JUaime we bad proof of havoc caused by 
the shelling and eanm-mide in the Fort and oily. Beside the damage 
donv to the h- 1 uses mid buildings, the Rebels acknowledge to have loot 
from sixty to seventy msti a day killed 

Our butteries had by the 30ih dismantled the defences of the Pert 
and city, or disabled their Guns* It ii true that the Rebels had made on 
the white turret an excellent parapet of large sanc-bagS| which they 
kfpt always wi^ julJ still mo up fresh in lieu of disabled dun#i but 
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th-ir best Gun« bad been disabled, ndil their best Artillery-nma killed ; 
their fine was therefore no longer serious. However, the obstinate 
defence of the Enemy. Lbe breach, and the client fired on, had caused a 
grent con sumption of ani.rioiiition, so much go, that it was evident there 
would not he sufficient to multiply breaches in the town wall, ur to cdt.b- 
)iih a main breach in thu Suutk double wall of the Port. 

Under these a i run rust a nets, 1 lie Officer Commanding the Artillery 
and Engineer*, called to my notice the necretity of having recourse to 
isealede, (o which I give my content, requiring however that the i.reaoh 
should form in imporUriL mid principal point of attack. Both of th e t 
OfEcere entertained i mistrust of tbs breech, thinking that it mat mined, 
or 1 k?L pnu?Eic&Lk*+ 

Knowing the risk which generally attends nwnLdea, I had recourse 
to every meant in my power for fa i It tali rig an entry by the breach. In 
order to widen it, and destroy still more effectually the retrenchment and 
stockade which the Enemy hud t-tinstructed in rear of the breach, I kept 
up a fire day and night on it from the IS-Pounder, and the 8-itit?h 
Howitzer, and with the view to prevent the Emmy working, nod to 
render lb* immnd too hot for them, I shelled It and the adjoining ho met 
d*y and night from the Mortar butteries io the centre and left attacks. 
Lieutenant Strutt, Hum hay Aitillery, mode excellent predict*, throwing 
tbe shells on the *.pnts occupied by the guard* of the city w»Us, 

I had made arrangements on the 80th for storming, but the general 
action on the 1st Instant, with the so tailed Army of the Peshwa, which 
advanced across the Hetwa to relieve it, caused the assault to be deferred. 

With the view to acquire rapid information respecting the Enemy's 
movement*, I Htahtisbed a telegraph on a hill commanding Jhaq*ie and 
the surrounding cmiq | T v, It was of great use, telegraphing the Buium's 
flight, tb>* approach i-f the Enemy from the Betwa, etc. 

On the 2nd instant. Major Boif^u repoitcd to me that he had made 
all the necessary p repp rations for the create*, and that a il-Ponnder 
Howitzer had been pieced in battery in front of the Jofcun High for the 
pnrpose ol enfilading, and clearing during the night the trail from the 
mound to 'be Fort, end the rocket hitdion which is on it. 

I issued a dul« »n order fur the assanit of the defences of the city 
wall, of which a copy, with a plan of attack, was furnished to the O ffi c e rs 
in Command.

Tbe drd Europeans, tinder Lieuigojinl-Colonel Liddell, did tlieirduty, 
ns thee always have dune ; btit they could not control adverse oircum. 
rtrnuM*, arising from bad ladders, and a mistake in the road, they returned 
to the assault with alacrity, nud fought their way Ihrough the town 
manfully. 

I beg leave to support earnestly the rcoOm tneodn I ions of Officers 
eoniAuied in these He porta of the Brigadiers, particularly of Captain 
Duby, wounde.I, Lieutenant Dmtnell, severely wminW in three places, 
who ltd the assault of the rocket bastion, and Lieutenant Pur, severely 
wounded. It will bn a gras ideation also to the relatives of Lieu tenants 
Mioklejnhii and Dink, of the Bombay K#»ini«w, to know that these two 
young Officer* had gained my esteem by the intelligence and coolness 
which they winced as Engineer Officers during the Fiege. 1 should 
bave reeamtneadsd bath fur promotion, if they bad not died in their 
country's cans*, for cooapicnous gallantry in leading the way up two 
scaling ladders. 

The HOtli ou the void to the Palace fruiu Ibc mound sustained many 
casualties from their left Sank being exposed, as tbsy passed thru ugh uu

Captain Row, my Aidif-de-Carap, saved the life or 11 man of the 
a6th, who wos down, by bayoneting hi* assailant. 

All the So ware wore killed, but not without several disunities on 
our fide, ’the gallant Sold if re captured in the quartern of the Sowars 
the Ranee's standard s, three standards of I be body-guard, throe kettle 
drums and horses, and an English Union Jack of silk, which Sir Robert 
Hamilton tells me Lord William Eentinok had given I he grandfather of 
the husband of the Name, with the permission tu have it carried before 
him as a reward foe his fidelity, a privilege granted to no other Indian 
Prince, t granted the Soldiers their request to hoist on the Palace the 
llag of iheir country which they had so bravely won. ('attain Saudwith, 
who wi; wounded, commanded with spirit the Europeans on this occa¬ 
sion, and Serjeant Brown, of the Commissariat Department, was the 
first to da*h boldly into the Btables. 

Numerous incidents marked the desperate feeling which animated 
the defenders. A retainer of the Ranee tried to blow up himself and Ida 
wife | failing in the attempt, he endeavoured to out her to pieces and 
then killed himself. Two Vi laities, attacked by the vide ties, threw a 
woman who was with them into a well, and then jumped down it them¬ 
selves. 

Whilst engaged in the town, 1 received a report from the Officer 
Commanding one of the Hyderabad Cavalry Plying Camp?, that a large 
tody of tho Kncmv, (lying from the town, had tried to force his picqoet; 
that a few had sneered ad, Lnt that the main body from 850 to 500 strong, 
hnd b-eti driven hark, atul had occupied a high and rocky hill to the west 
of the Fort; that be had tunronnded the hill with Cavalry dll reinforce* 
meats were sent. I immediately ordered out from the Camps of the 
two Brigades, the available Troops of ad arms against the Bill- The 
enclosed Report from Major Gall shows haw satisfactorily these Rebels 
wpm dbposed of. Lieutenant Park was killed whilst gallantly leading 
on a party of the 24th Bombay Native Infantry along the ridge of the 
bill. The Ranee's father, Mamoo Sahib, was amongst the Rebels; he 
vim wounded on the hill, and raptured some days afterwards nod hanged 
at tie Jitkuo B»gh. 
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After having cleared I he quarter of the town in our pt>a*t.|ion of 
the Enemy, l had intended attacking the remainder of it, but deferred 
<lmng m till the next day on Brigadier Stenart'a representation that the 
men wore loo mueii exhausted for any further operation* that day. 

Toward* (tinret it wa* telegraphed from the observatory that the 
Enemy were approaching from the East I had thereto* to rcoeonpy 
with nil the force I could collect the field of action of the Betw*, the 
devoted Troops marching to a fresh combat after thirteen hotira' fighting 
in a burning sun with as much apirtt as if they had not been engaged at all. 

The alarm proved to b° a false one, Troope from Tehree having bean 
nutatiikeii fcf tbfi* jEn^my, 

The nest day Brigadier Stuart and myself occupied the reft u f the 
Ofty by moomlritwd movement, ateiat*d by Major Gall, who spiritedly 
scaW the bastion at the Onow-gate from hi. Flying Camp, and capturing 
th* Gun that Bras there, ihrow it down the rampart. 


The following morning, a wounded Mahratte retainer of tbs Rants 
Wit " !,t in to me fro * Captain Abbott’s Hying Gamp. He stated that 
the Ranee, accompanied by *00 V« laities .ml 25 Sowars, tied that night 
from the Fort f that after leaving it, they bad been belied back by one 
of the pickets where the Ranee and her party separated, she hemejf 
taking to the right with a few S,»wamin the direction of her intended 
flight tn Baodtri. Thu observatory also telegraphed " Enemy escaping 
In the North- East” I immediately sent off strong detachments of Her 
Majesty’s l#th Light Dragoon*, 3rd Light Cavalry and Hyderabad 
Cavalry to pursue, with Guns to support them, as it was said that Tantb 
Tope* had seat a Force to meet her. I also sent Brigadier Steuart, with 
Cavalry, to watch the forts of the Betwa. 

Ir» the meantime detachment# of the ftfltb and 3rd European* took 
poeieifliQii oE the fortress. 

In eight of Bandiri, SI mike from Jhansie, the Cavalry came in 
sight of the Irregular Hone, sent to meet the Ranee, which s*p* ra fed 
probably with the view to mislead her p t ™,* re „ to her real coi^e 
Lieutenant Dnwker, HydrrxUd Cavalry, wa* « n t by Captain Fori* 
through the town of Bmdiri, whilst h» with the 3rd Light Cavalry and 
Uth Light Dragoon#, parsed it by the left In the town. Lieutenant 
l>ow«er saw traces of the Ranee’s hasty flight, and her tent in whiab 
was an unfinished breakfast j oa the other side of the tows he came an 
with and cut up forty of the Enemy consisting of RohilW ami Bengal 
rreguhtr Cavalry. Lieutenant Dewier wa* gaining tot on the Ranee. 
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who with tour attendant** was eeeu escaping on * grey horse, when 
he was dismounted by u severe wound, and obliged to give op th* 
pursuit* 

From the time the troops took the Palace, the Rebels lost heart and 
began to leave the town nod fort. Nothing could ptov® more the effi¬ 
ciency of the investment t bun the number of them cut up by the p icq net* 
of the Flying Camps; the woods, gardens and load* round the towns 
were strewed with the corpses of fugitive Rebels. The Ranee** flight 
was the signal for a general retreat. Early in the morning, I caused the 
outskirts of the City to be scoured with Cavalry and Infantry w It will 
give some idea of the destruction of insurgent-* which endued when n 
mrtf oE Lhe 14th Dragoons alone killed two hundred in one patrol* The 
Rebels, who W*re chiefly Filaitifia and Patbuns, generally s&ld their lives 
as dearly as they could, fighting to the last with their usual dexterity 
and firmness, A hand of 4U ol these desperadoes barrit;;ided themselves 
in a spacious house with a court yard, vaults, etc.; before they were 
aware of Us strength, it was attacked by a detachment of Hyderabad 
Infantry under Captain Haro, with ilia lass of Captain Sinclair, of whose 
conduct it is m? duty a^ain to make honorable mention. Reinforce¬ 
ments and several pieces of siege Artillery were brought up by Major Grr, 
who commanded tSie attack against the house, hut even when it had been 
breached and knocked m pieces, the Rebels continued to resist in the 
ruined passages and v unite. They were all as usual destroyed, but nafc 
without several casualties 00 our part. Major Oft exposes his obliga¬ 
tions to Captains Woolcombe and Douglas, of the Bombay and Bengal 
Artillery, Lieutenant Lewis, and Ensign Fowler* of Her Majesty's SOth 
Regiment, the first very merely wounded, who led the man, and hI$q 
L ieutenant Simpson, 23rd Regiment Bengal Native Infantry, wounded* 
Captain Abbott, Hyderabad Cavalry, speaks highly of the gallantry 
with which Lieutenant Dim and detachments of the let aul 4th 
Hyderabad Cavalry stormed, dismounted, a house anJ garden beld obsfci* 
untely by the fugitive*, and he recummentb, as I bag to do also, the 
Officers whose names follow for promotion nod for the Order of Merit 
for gallantry in the field*

uftetwtt^b ill suburbs, and in very difficult ground, outride tbs wall#- 
The inventing Cavalry force were day and night for 17 days nn arduous 
duty| the men not taking their clothes off , the honst'd saddled and bridled 
up at night. The nature of tbs defence and the strict tune of the invest- 
njeflt, gave rise to continued and fierce combat* j for the Rebels having 
DO hope, sought to sell thdr livtsa as dearly a§ they could k But the dis- 
dpfme and gallant spirit of the Troops enabled them to overcome dilU- 
oLiltiss and opposition of every eort, to take the fortified city of Jbansb 
by storm, subduing ibe strongest fortress in Central India, and killing 
5,QUU of its Rebel gnmsmu 

According to the first reports which I received, only 8,0l>0 Behels 
were killed, but those received since the withdrawal of the seven Hying 
Camps, make the loss of the Enemy amount to above 6 d 00O killed. 
Native accounts received by Brigadier Wilder at Saq^or, make the loss 
of Rebels to amount to more tba a 11,000.

both parties moved steadily to the point under a smart Ere from tfa# 
Enemy h Captain Darby, Her Majesty*! 36th Regiment, led thestormem 
up the breach in the most gallant manner* and the Enemy were driven 
before them at all points, while at the same time Major Stnart J s attack 
by escalade at the rocket tower succeeded admirably, though hotly 
opposed. On gaining the town, Lientanaut-Coiopol Lowth, with great 
judgment, moved part o! Iiu men to his right* and thus took the Enemy 
in flank and rear, when they were meeting the right attack of the 2nd 
Brigade with great vigour* All the Troops then of tbo 1st Brigade flon- 
aentratfd in the Ranee's Palace, which was taken possession of by Lieuten¬ 
ant-Colonel Lowth and his men in the most gallant narmner.

who most ably performed their duty* On thia occasion Lieutenant Dark-

Shortly after this, Captain Robison, Srd Bombay European Regi¬ 
ment! was infiinDod by Captain Barbjj Executive Engineer, that some 
of the 50 lh Regiment hod entered by the breach to his left, nod he 
doubled some of bis party round to that point, at which he sffeeted an 
entry and cleared the ramparts so as to enable ths rcmaimler to im-unt 
ihe ladder? unopposed- Lieutenant-Colonel Liddell, on finding hia lad* 
dors o£ no ileu. ordered Lieutenant Good fa I low , ot the Bombay Engineer*, 
to try a bag of powder at a pastern, but from being built up inside no 
entry could be effected ; however by this time Captain Robison bad made 
good his lodgement^ ami was followed by the right CyUmD l when all pro* 
needed towards the Palace, which* as the Major-General is aware, wai 
taken after a desperate resistance. 

Both Cn3qm»B behaved with great coolness and gallantry* and I

I joined Major Gall's force at Puooh, LA miles from Kooneb, on 
the 1st of May, I had the honor to report, on the 17th instant, the 
movements of this Officer's Moveable Colo on, os well as those of Major 
Qrr't Field Ferae, 

I received information from Sir Robert Hamilton end Major Gall, 
whom I had detached along the road from Jhansi to Calpce, with a 
(lying Column to watch the Enemy, and obtain information of their 
movements, that the Sepoy Garrison of Ciljiee, of all arms, re-infoiccd 
by five hundred Velaitics under the Ranee of Jbauei, Cavalry from 
Kotah, ami Gone and Troops from disaffected Rajahs, the whole under 
the Command of Tantia Topee, had occupied Kooneb, and thrown np 
entrench meets which they bad armed to defend the road* to the town 
from Jhansi, and that they were determined to make a vigorous opposi¬ 
tion at Xoonch to my advance against Calpce, All the amounts agreed 
that the ReteU were strong in Cavalry, Mutineers of Bengal Regular 
and Irregular Cavalry, 

Koontrh is an open town; but it is difficult to attack, because it is 
surrounded by woods, gardens, and temples, with high walls round them, 
every one of which is a defence. 

I bad directed Major Orr, to da his utmost to prevent the Rajahs 
of Banpore and Shiga*, and any body of Rebels Crossing the Betwa, 
and doubling back southwards. The two Rajahs for the purpose of 
carrying out this very nmiueim-e, separated from the Rebels at Koouch, 
.and drove the Troops of the Rajah Goorsertu, who held Kotra, command¬ 
ing a ford across the Betwa, to the South bant of the river. 

Major Orr crossed the Betwa, engaged the Rajahs, drove them from 
their position at Kotra, and took one of their Guns ; but he states that 
it was impossible to cut off the retreat of the Rajahs, wto, whilst Major 
Orr was attaching one part of their force, retired precipitately with the 
remainder some distance down the river, where they crowed at a ford an j 
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took the road Southwards* carnage and supplies being" famished them 
bj the treaehcroiie Rajah of Jignee + Major Or t f by my direction,, 
marched to Koonch. 

As nothing puts the Rebels out go much ss turning their flank, or 
defences; and as the excessive heat of the day rendered it advisable that 
I should not undertake a long operation against Koonehj much le*9 a 
iiege, I made a flank march with my whole Force to the North-West; 
my left, the lit Brigade t resting its left flank on the village of Nagn- 
poora ; my centre, til* 2nd Brigade, under Brigadier Steuart, was in the 
village of Chomair; my riglifc, Major Ort T s Force, in front of the village 
of Oouiree, 

Tbii position threatened ectiouriy the Enemy's linn of retreat from 
Koonah to Cal pee ; and it exposed the North-West of ibe Town, which 
was not protected by entrench men Is, tg attack. 

I gave the order that as soon as tho three Columns had taken up 
the positions which 1 have mentioned, they were to advance against the 
Town, and each effr-ot a lodgment in it* 

When we name with in light of Kconch* we perceived videttes and 
strong 1 pioTju&ts of the Enemy's Cavalry outside the wood. They con* 
formed to our (Iniik movement, anJ posted themselves nearly oppOBits to 
Pf ago poo rs, 

A few rounds oE ehrupnel from Captain Lightfoot'e (inns emptied 
some of their Baddies, and they disappeared; into tbc wood. The Rebel 
Infantry now showed in force behind a long will to our front t and in the 
wood to the left of it, 

I had marched the I at Brigade a distance of 14 miles from Tinhorn 
that morning* for the purpose of surprising the Enemy by the flank 
movement^ and not giving them lime to alter their plan of defence. To 
rest and refresh Ihe men, I ordered their dinners to he cooked for them, 
and iu the meantime battered the wall with the two iB-pcnmdm and the 
S'ipj-h bawifaen 

The half Troop of Horse Artillery advancing diagonally to their 
left, shelled the Infantry to the left of the wsiil $ the Enemy in return 
the I led the Troop and the Sipge Guna Erom a battery to onr right. 
Two of onr Guns wpre turned on the battery, and soon silenced it 

Lientenant-Cobrnel Gull, Her Majesty's 14lh liight Dragon ns, 
galloped gallantly into the wood to reconnoitre. The Enemy!, although 
he wap In ea wy nmaket range of them, did not fire at him, beeaujfa the 
shelling from the Horse Artillery bad caused confusion in their ranks; he 
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Mwrtatnoii that tlie Infantry to tho left had mtrented farther into th* 
wood having in their rear, a large body of Cavalry, that the riego Guns 
had driven the Enemy from tho cover of the wall, hot that tome way 
in rear of it was panted a large body of Infantry with elephants. 

1 deter mined to drive the Enemy out of the wood, gardens and 
temples, which surround K conch, and then to storm the toWu p including 
a dilapidated mud Port on a rising ground, a rtrofig position, which was 
opposite to the right of the 1st Brigade. 

Once in possession of this position in the Turn, the Enemy an our 
left and in our front would oat off from the rest of their force, in the 
entrenchments on our right, which would be forecd to retreat to tho plain 
on the other side of the Town, pressed by the 2nd Brigade and Major 
Or/s Force, the let Brigade posing through the Turn, and pressing 
the Enemy with whom they hud been engaged. 

I effected this operation by throwing the Left Wiog of Her 
Majesty's Bdtb Regiment under Major Steuart, and the whole of the 
35th Bombay Native Infantry, under LiniiUmiEt-Colomd Robertson p into 
skirmishing order, the Sflth on the left, the 35th on the right, their flunks 
supported by the half Troop Horse Artillery, and a troop of Hor 
Majesty's I tth Light Dragoons, and Captain Ornmauvy^e Buttery, end 
two Troops of Her M&jsfity'a 14th Dragoon*. 1 left Captain Wool- 
combe's Battery, one troop I Uh Light Dragoons, and the Right Wing 
36th Regiment, in a second line in rercrfO under the Command of 
Lieu teoant-Colonel Lowth. The nipioity ahd pteeUiou with which this 
formation was siixmfrancouilj mad#, must hate surprised the Sepoys* Tho 
35th Skirmishers charged into the wood, fc^ntplee, and wallpd gardens, 
and occupied them under a fire of Musketry and Artillery from the 
Battery on our right, winch ro-opeotd Its fire, and after the Gtjob of 
the Rhyil Artillery under Captain Pidd hftd effectually cannonaded the 
houses in the * street* of Koofl-eh in their front, took them also* 

I expressed to Lieutenaut-Ccknei Rubertson^and the 35th on the 
ground, my approbation of the gallantry With which they had gained 
this important position. 

The Sflth Regiment co to red by the three Hbrse Artillery Guns, under 
Captain Lightfoot, who throughout tbs day, madc|the most of their arm^ 
and the Troop 11th Light Drag■> 115 , made a circuit to their left, took 
oil the obstacles to their front, and than bringing their left shoulders 
forward, advanced, despite of Artillery and Musketry firo, through the 
whole North pvt o£ the town, and took the Fort* Tb# manner in which 
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the 86th, .lily led by Major Steii.rt, perfonm?d this moTcment, which 
completed the catting of tlie Enemy’s line in two, adds anottmr claim to 
the obligations I owe thin Regiment for their very diitingubhed conduct 
an all uccaflions in the field. 

Just ns tho 86th and myself with the 25th were about to enter Line 
Town, Brigadier Stewt, Commanding the 1st Brigade, observed that a 
large number of Rebel Infantry, strongly frosted in cultivated ground, 
threatened the right of the line of attack of bU Brigade* Ho moved up 
Captain Field's Battery with Captains Thompson's and Gordon's Troop* 
of Her Majesty's 14th Light Dragoons, and a Troop of the 3rd Regi¬ 
ment Hyderabad Cavalry to dislodge them. The Enemy held the posi¬ 
tion obatioiitflly, and it wai not until a portion of the Infantry of 
I he ind Brigade moved down on them from another direction, that 
they retreated, when Captain Gordon, whom 1 beg to iwomwktni 
to His Excellency for hi* conduct on this occasion, with hi* Troop 
and the Cavalry above-mentioned* charged and broke the mass* out* 
tkg up several of them j topei of trees favoured the escape of the 
remainder. 

The End Brigade, under Brigadier Steaart* owing to soma mis- 
ooneeptbn on bis part* did not effect a lodgment in the Town, hut 
moving round the South of it, their Artillery and Cavalry joined in the 
pursuit 

I have the honor to enclose a copy of Major Orr's Report* which 
shows that he did fc his utmost to cany out my orders. 

The Enemy's line of defence bd»g now cut in two* and their right 
completely turned, they retired in masses from Kwnch, to the esten- 
rive pbim interacted by heavy ploughed bud* stretching towards Oral 
and Calp**, forming an irregular and very long line* five or six deep in 
some place* covered by skirmishers at close distances* who at interval a 
were in groups of small musses* a mode of skirmishing peculiar to 
Indians; these groups act as a sort of bastions to the line of stirmishenff. 

The letj Brigade made their way through the town* as quickly 
as its narrow and winding street* would allow them* and inarched the 
plains in pursuit of the Enemy. 

But th> Infantry lied already suffered so much during the morn¬ 
ing's sun* twelve men ot the weak Wing of Iler Majesty' 8 71*1 haling 
died from sunstroke, that it would have been a heartless and imprudent 
sacrifice of invaluable Infantry, to pursue with that arm* They were 
therefore halted* os well m the Infantry of the Second Brigade* and 
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Major Oit'h F«*rce, which bud advanced through till* wood, round the 
Tom to the ptnine. 

The Cavalry of both Brigades, and of Major Orr's Force (except a 
party which I had left to watch thu Jnlnun mad and my rear) ( one Troop 
of Horse Artillery, Captain Field's Gum, and the four Guns of No. IS 
Light Field Battery, went in pursuit. 

If, on the one hand, the Enemy had retired from Koonoh with too 
great precipitation, on the other, it is fair to say that they commenced 
their retreat across tile plain with resolution anil intelligence. The line 
of skirmishers fought well to protect the retreat of the main body, oh- 
serving the rules of Light Infantry drill. When charged, they threw 
aside their mu shots, and fought desperately with their swords. 

The pursuit was commenced by Captains McMahon's Squadron and 
Blyth'a Troop of Her Majesty's Light Dragoons charging, the lint the 
right, nod the fntler the left of the Enemy's skirmishers, 

A piece of very heavy plough caused a cheek in the pece, under 
a heavy fire of Captain McMahon's Squadron; but the heavy ground 
was not broad, the Squadron got through it, Captain McMahon leading 
the way, and out to pieces the Enemy, who fought fiercely to the last. 
Captain McMahon received three sab re-wounds, hut he continued the 
pursuit to the last, I beg to recommend him for hit gallant conduct 
and his unvarying *eaT and attention to his duties. 

On the centre, the Horse Artillery opened a hot fire on, and the 
Cavalry charged the skirmishers, The Enemy now threw back the ex¬ 
treme right df their ■hirmi-thenf so as to enfilade our lino of pursuit. I 
directed Captain Pretty John to form line to the Teft, charge, and oat of! 
the enfilading skirtnialien, which he did effectually. This Officer, on the 
horses of his own Troop being knocked up, placed himself with well- 
timed zeal, at the head of a Troop with fresh horses which was without 
au Officer, and o •ntitiue.l the pursuit with them to the end. I beg to 
submit his name to the favorable consideration of Hie Excellency, as 
well as the names of Captain Ulyth, Her Majesty's 14th Light Dn> 
gooes, and Captain Abb..tt, Commanding 3rd Regiment Hyderabad 
Cavalry, who each very gallantly charged and captured a gun from the 
retreating Em my under a heavy fire. 

In the course of the putsuiL, more Guns and ammunition were cap 
fared by the Csvalry. 

Captain Field, with the four fl-po under Guns of Cuptaic Ommalley's 
Battery of Royal Artillery, notwithstanding the heavy plough he had 
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frequently to pro over, and Lhe weight of Ms Guns, eonUnnad to.tnTft 
them to good acTOunt, and kept op well with them to the olgee of tbe 
pan u it. 

Tbe greater part o£ the Enemy's line of skirmisher* being killed, 
the remainder driven in. and the Rebel Artillery captured, the main body, 
the lirst line got into eoufiuion, W Iheir nerve, and crowded into the 
road to Cal pee, a long and helpless Column of runaways. The Horse 
Artillery and Cavalry were now so bent by sun and fatigue, that they were 
reduced to a walk; the Uuus were only able to rake the Column in it* 
depth With round shot and shell, hat could not approach sufficiently done 
to give it grape. The Cavalry ou their part bad only strength to reach 
the* numerous stragglers, who could not keep up with the Enemy * 
main body. On reaching some wood and broken ground, about a vil¬ 
lage, seven or eight miles from Kwnch, profiting by this cover, they 
sought safety from attack by breaking into scattered flight across the 

country* 

Tfoe scorching' ray# oE the ana sind the pace at which they retreated* 
told even on the sepoys ; several fell dead ou tbe road struck by apo- 
pleiy ; many exhausted, threw owoy their arms, whilst others, to quench 
their thirst, rushed to the well*, regardless it our Cavalry were upon 
them, 

But the sun, fatigue, and scarcity of water told sLill more on ray 
Artillery and Cavalry, a great part of whom were Europeans, and had 
been marching, or engaged for iiatmi hour#. The Commanding Officer* 
of Artillery and Cavalry having, on our arrivul at the village, reported to 
me that they were not lunger able to pursue, I hailed, and having watered 
tbe horses os well as I could, ru arched them hit's ut sunset to RoobcL 

The Enemy must have lust about five or # i* hundred men in the 
action nod pursuit; and according to their own account, the - r i£uJ Reg!- 
ment Bengal Native Infantry, or Henry ki Pultun,”* which covered the 
retreat, was nearly destroyed. Nine Gun* and quantities .if good Eng¬ 
lish ammunition and stores, furnished to the late Gwalior Contingent, 
were taken. 

The defeat at Koondi gave rise k* animosities ant! mistrust ia the 
Rebel Army, Tie Infantry Sepoji aeeu-^J their brother Mutineers of 
the Caialry with having pasilkDiniouAly aljaudoned them,, and all three 
antn brought tbe mme charge ngaitift fcluir General* Tan-tin To peep who 
had diEiippeojcd at Kooneh an rapidly ns he had done at the Belar*. 


• tJjEidree-bi-FuItsa. 
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leaving to its fate, at the most critical moment* the Force which he had 
called into ex es leone under the pompous title of the * l Army of tbu Fei- 
•hwa/' 

The Vi laid as aUn were charged will a not having t*xhi bated, at 
Koonebj the stern courage on which they pride themselves; they were 
accused with hairing left the field loo soon j and their excuse that they 
hnd felt it their duty to ensort the Ranee of Jhausi to a place of safety, 
was cot held to be a Mil 1 5ary one. It was said that the destruction at 
Yiliiiliey at Jhnnfei hnd made their country men less anxious than usual 
to try the fate of wnr. 

These various causes created confusion in the councils of the Cat pee 
mutineers,, my immediate advance towards that fortress made matters 
worse; n panic -etzed the Sepoys in Cniptr* as well as those retreating 
townrds it; they commenced to take different lines of retreat : and I was 
aaMired' and on t^ood authority, that at one time there were only eleven 
Sepoys in the town and fort. 

The unexpected arrival of the Nawab of Banda, with a large Force 
nf good Sepoy Cavalry mutineers, some Quua and Infantry, and fab 
energetic ciertions, bncked up by those of the Ranee of Jiianni. produced 
one of those euddeo change# [run despair to eortfideno^ which mark the 
Indian character* 

Their leaders agriiti exhortdl the Sepoys T as I learnt from an inter¬ 
cepted ktt^r, <f to hold to the tut, Calpt,^ iheir only arsenal, and to win 
thoir right to Paradise by ex ter minuting the Infidel English. 1 ' The 
Rtbels returned tu Calpetand environs* rt-neoujiyiiig the strong positions! 
in the labyrinth of ravines, which fiirround it and the entrench meats, which 
they had thrown up and armed to arrest my ndvauce a few miles iu front 
of the Chowrani {eighty-four) temples, which arc two or three miles from 
Cal pee. They bad already cut deep trenches across the road near the 
entrenchment ft, and in several other places, which were serious obstacles, 
because the ravi rifts on each aide of the road rendered it very difficult to 
turn them, When driven out of the en trench me nts, the Rebels could 
fnll back cn the righty-fonr Templet, built, ss wall as the walls round 
them, of most solid masonry; the outwork of ravines afforded them a 
third ; the town of Caipee a fourth j another chain of ravines between 
the Town and the Port* a. fifth j and finally, the Fort* a sixth niid bit 
line of defence. 

The Fort of Cnlpce is wretched a* a fortification, but a* a position it 
ii tmagnidly strong* being proteobed on all *dds# by re vines ; to it e front 
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by five liiiee of defenft^ and to lLb rear by the J noma, from which ri^e 
tie precipitous rock on which it stands, 

Bwidefl the Office prerioEsljr mentioned in tbia Despatch* I be* 1 
leave to bring to Y«Kir Eicellencj^a favourable notice, two Officer*, ivko 
hate lately joined my Force, Colonel Wetherall* Chief of the Staff* ami 
Captain Cockburn, of Her Majesty** 43rd Regimrnt* my acting 1 Aide. de- 
Camp; Colonel Wetlwndl at Koonch* and since be joined my Force, lias 
given me all th^ assist and? which wa* to be expected from Mb ctwine**, 
valuable experieocej and excellent judgment. 

Siekne^s had deprived me of the serf sees of eooie of my Staff, 
among*! other* of that of Captain Macdonald, AishUut Quartet-Master 
General, who* although unable to stand from illness, would, with thi¬ 
ne to r*failiog devotion which ebamoteriaefl him, have taken part in the 
conUt if I bwl not ordered him Lack to hi* Led, but Captain H. H, A. 
Word, Assistant Adjutant-General, aud Captain Cockburn, made up 
amplf fur the deficiency by their intelligence and unwearied seal, under

Lieutenant Biigree, Acting Deputy Araisiani Quarter-Master Gene* 

r*l, end Lieutenant Lrster, 72nd (late Bengal Knli?e Infantry), my 
Interpreter, deserve abo to be specially mentioned j the former was severely 
wounded hr n sword-cut which all but severed two fingers From hie 
hand ; notwilbstnnditig be gallantly continued during the action to dis¬ 
charge hie duties with as much efficiency ae before. I bad sent Lieuten¬ 
ant Lyeter will, an order to the Cavalry to charge ; on hb way, ho came 
across a group of some thirty Sepoys, skirmishers ; single-handed, he 
charged in view of the pursuing Forew ent his way through and broke 
them; his Horse was severely wounded. This is ibe second time I 
have had tlie honor to nwttltou this Officer for »ailnni conduct in the 
Field. 

The exertion* of Dr. Aruott, Superintending Surgeon, to take care 
of the Sick and Wounded, and to supply the Field and other Hospitals 
with Medical comfort nnd requisites, are as unwearied as they are me- 
eeEfefiil. t 

I ought before now to bur* mentioned the conduct of Dr. V arighaM, 
Staff Surgeon, at tbs pass of Muddenpore, where, on account of the 
paucity of Officers, he gallantly ted a party of the Hyderabad Contingent 
Infantry, who cleared a difficult position of the Enemy. 

The great heat of the sup and the qnmeren* Casualties caused 
unfortunately by it, called into play nil the zeal and devotion of the 
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Medical Department of my Force, fibovrang bow easi ly the members 
of it go into danger when duty call* them there.

Lightloot, Commanding 1st Troop Horse Artillery ^ Major Gall, Coat-

£, I received during the night uF the Gth* the instructions tmiis* 
TUitted to me by you^ directing me to move From my encampment at 
Aifcft towards my left flank,. and proceeding by B&s&oop *ud Surnow, 
along my Force by ifes left, with the right of the 2nd Brigade which 1 
should find resting on the village of OorortP. T marched during the 
night, nod earlv the next morning, (the 7 th] opened a com mu n tea Li on 
with Brigadier Steunrt, Commanding 2nd Brigade, From Sun now , I 
advanced to Funny tn, took possession of the small village of Da roe, About 
i of a mile in my front, and occupied it with a strong pieqnet of Cavalry 
and Infantry. 

3, About 3 (/CJocfcj the Enemy Appeared in force ou my right flank, 
a large body of Cavalry supported by Infantry moving steadily down to¬ 
ward* Durce, apparently advancing with much detenmnatidD, and hav¬ 
ing opened a lire from a Battery mounting two or three Guoe # one of 
the to of considerable calibre, 1 moved Forward my line* And ft few 
rounds from the Cmna forced the Enemy back to their original position* 

4. Having received the Major-G Emerald order* t- take ground 

to the left, I moved in that direction to the front o t the village 
of Omnret, from which I advanced direct upon Koonch. In my 
immediate front were some gardens and walled enclosure*, held in 
force by the Enemy, and from winch a heavy lire was directed upon oar 
line* The Artillery under Captain Douglas advanced, and its fire hav¬ 
ing silenced lhat of the Rebels, 1 ordered the gardens and enclosures to 
ta seized by the Infantry, This was very gallatitly ejected by A Betnch* 
naeut of the 5tb Infantry, confuting of two Companies under Com man ! 
i*f Lieutenant Partridge, 53rd Bengal Native Infantry, doing duty 5th 
Infantry Hyderabad Contingent, a verj promising young OfReer, and 
the Enemy were very quickly driven out. At the rame nine, I directed 
ilia winds? of the Cavalry under Command of Captain Murray and Lian- 
teuflnt Dnwker, tn move to the right and charge the Enemy's 
Horsemen, wliu had all ibis lime Wen threatening our Hank. Thii 
service was promptly and effectually performed, the Horsemen being

detailing the operations attending the capture of Culpae, dated tbe 2dcd

In reporting to you, for Lhe information of the Ccmmander-iu- 
Chief in India, my operations agsduet Culpee, it is my duty, in justice 
to the unvarying devotion and discipline of tbe Troops under my Com- 
tnand, to atate the new and very serious difficulties which beset thorn 
after leaving Jhansi, They bed to contend, not only against the Rebel 
Army, fighting as usual with all the advantage* an their side of Vary 
superior number#, and knowledge of the i.found, bat they had to en. 
counter also* new antagonist, a Bengal Sun, at its maximum of heat. 
This formidable ally of the Rebel cause wna more dang#roue than the 
Rebels themselves; its summer blazf made havoc amongst Troops, e»p®* 
chilly Europeans, who already exhausted by mouths of over-fatiguv f and 
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want of sleep, by oontiaued night-watching and night-marcher were 
often exposed to its rays, manffluvring or lighting aa at Koncb, from sun¬ 
rise to sunset. 

At Konoh, the Thermometer was lit*; before Cu! pee 118° in the 
shade, and on the march to Gwalior, it burst in an Officer** tent at 1-U0 ai * 

He* Majesty's 71st Highland Light Infantry, less inured than any 
other Corps, to Sun, because just arrived in India* suffered the most from 
it. Resides the twelve men, of a weak Wing of tbit? Regiment, billed 
in their ranks by the Son, at Koneh, a great many more had to go into 
the Field Hospital, sick from sun-stroke; and the whole Wing was more 
or la* affected by it* 

The number of Officers pnd men in the sick 1 ifit^ all of whom bad 
to bo carried, on the march, in DbooHes, increased with each Joy's optira- 
tiofiSj and in proportion ns I was deprived eE fighting men, th> dilficnl- 
ties of taking cure of tbs Ekik* and transporting them in eintmacd 
march t-s increased. Whilst my Farce suffered m much from xan-^traks, 
they were deprived la a great measure of its antidote, water. Between 
| Si ami and Ctilpoe* wo found no streams j all was well water ; the 
wells, which are neither numerous nor abundant, ljaing of extraordinary 
depth, as we approached the Jumna, which increased the ditficultie* of 
obtaining water. 

Forage also was as scant as water. 

The scarcity of these two essentials hurt the efficiency of the 
Cavalry and ibe Transjort.,.at the very time that they were bulb urgently 
required—the first against the Rebel Cavalry, whose numbers and orga¬ 
nization made them unusually enterprising ; and the latter, for the 
numerous and daily-in creasing sick* 

The scarcity of water ha i another disadvantage] it prevented con¬ 
centration of my Force, when the strength of the enemy, and my diffi- 
cultiafi rendered it necessary for a rapid sdvOIWe against Ctrl pee. 

The Enfield Rifles had made up a good deal for my inferiority in 
□ambers * that advantage, however no longer now existed. The heat 
and other causes had had such an effect on the ammunition of the Ritfcs, 
that their loading becoming diffieult, and their fire uncertain, the men 
lost confidence in their aims. 

The above were some of the Military disadvantages of my position* 
They wsra inarcased by Political causes. 

The inhabit ants of the volley of the Jumna were the must J)&- 
affeoted my Force had yet met with. They had beon undei Rebel rule. 
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auJ hm\ usver felt the influence of British Power since the commence¬ 
ment i>£ the insurrection. Every village had its one or two Mahraita 
Pundit#, who lia 1 made a most i&Ocaaifal propaganda in favour of Nona 
Sahib a» Feishwa, The yII lasers did good service to the Kebe!^ by 
betraying to them otic Dike and movement?, os well vs some carta, 
when their drivers, un account of the exhausted slate of their cultjcj 
conld not keep their place in the Column* Or sought water at a distance 
from the road. 

The Rebels hod another great i mrce of strength. They fought 
their best because they were defending 1 Cnlpee, their best fortified 
stronghold in Central and Western India and only Arsenal full of war¬ 
like stores and ammunition. Culpeo, on the right bank of lhe Jumna, 
in the hands of the Bebds, prevented the ounce titration of the British 
Armies of the West* with those of the East of India ) exposed to attack, 
from the line of the Jumna, the Army engaged in operations against

The numerous difficulties of my situation above recited, were ren¬ 
dered more grave by a series of accidents which occurred in the 2nd 
Brigade, over which I had no control, mud which embarrassed my opera¬ 
tions, 
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I wished to follow qp the oaitrny and attack him, as rapidly a? 
possible, whilst itiil sulferirig nader bis reverse at Koiieb. For thia 
purpose 1 marched from Konch, immediately after the actio d with 
the 1st Brigade* directing the 2nd Brigade to fallow rip, at ana day"? 
interval, on account of the sea roily of water and forage On the Line of

A result of this advance was my occupation of the village and 
fttrong Fort of Hnrdowi, one march from Koueh, which the enemy had 
abandoned in their retreat, and the surrender of its Chief, one oE the 
moat influential adherents of Nana Sahib, 

But a farther rnpid movement ta the front was prevented by 
Brigadier Stewart^ reporting to me from Konoh, that he bed hem 
nnable to march from that place, as I had directed, in consequence of a 
fltorm of rain having rendered the tents too heavy for Transport * The 
Brigade was delayed three days at Kouclu 

Other tactical plana of mine were frustrated by simitar oracles. 

Mv original iuftnictbns were to take Culps** I was julsequetitly 
directed to make my appearance on ho me point of the right hank of the 
Jumna, to effect a communication with Lientomitit*Coli>ne1 Maxwell, 
Commanding a Column of the Bengal Army, who was ordered to co* 
Operate with mo against Cal poo from the left bank of the Jumna, for 
the purpose of receiving from him a supply of ammunition for the 
Siege of Culpee, to make good the large amount which tny Force had 
txpetiJeJ in llie Sieges of Chanderay and JhansL 

I bud written to Colonel Maxwell that I would be on the Jumna, 
a few miles below Culpee, on the 14th of May : this letter never 
reached him* The corn in unications with this Officer, and the left kink 
of the Jumna were hazardous, and were only effected by Spies, m dis* 
guise, who conveyed oar letters in the heels or soles of their sandal^ or 
in quills in their mouths. 

The information which 1 hod collected on the road, and a recopnoi- 
earn:* made by Lieu tenant-Colonel Gall, H* M, 1 J-th Light Dragoons, 
with his usual drill, confirmed all I hod the honor to state in tny report 
of the action at Komh as to the enemy J s elaborate lines of defences for 
the protection of Cnlpee on the main road from Konch to that Fortress- 
I could not have concentrated a forte, on account of the want of 
water, against these defences. X determined, therefore, to turn them, tu 
break elf to the right, frem the high road from Oraya to CuJpMj march 
to the Jumna, to the village oi GoLd trice, about ti mi3ft below Cnlpe^, 
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effect a comnumiotiioii from thence wilh Lieut eiiant-Coloael Mm well, 
and then, my right resting on tbft Jumna, and covered by the dunk fire 
of Colonel Maxwell's Battens a tad Bid emeu from the other bank of 
the Junmn* advance up its right bank., Against Culpee* The Port aT 
Culpee, nnd the part of the Town, faring my advance, to be well shelled 
before the attack. 

Tne Jumna is fordable *t Gdowlee ; it stands in the Nullahs run¬ 
ning down to the Jumna, ju*t uuLiide the dangerous labyrinth of ravines 
which unround Culpoe. 

My mmreh to Golowlee was, with the oxoeptbn of a few bad and 
unbridged Nullahs, over a table land, from which! during the Monsoon, 
the waters shed into the ravines 

To mislead the enemy, mud mask thin movement, 1 directed the 
2nd Brigade to close up to Oraye from Kunub, and following the high 
road to Culpoe, take up a position at the village of Banda* This plan 
srafi foiled by the Brigades losing Be way, and instead of going to 
lands, making a double march, and following me to Suomlee. Their 
long exposure to the Sun, ia this protracted march, caused a great many 
casualties, nnd the general prostration of the Brigade \ Brigadier 
Stewart, and the whole of his Staff, forming part of the Sick List* 

It was important to keep the appointment I bad made with 
Colonel Maxwell tube on the Jumna, on the 14 th instant But tha 
2nd Brigade could not, on account of its sickness, ou-operate with me \ 
and it would have been hazardous to go too far away from it, weak us 
it was, especially us the enemy, aware, as I learnt, of the sickness in 
my Camp, and of our difficulties, had concentrated all their Cavalry, 
with Infantry and guna, from their bivouac? in the villager found 
Culpee, for the purpose of unceasingly harassing my force, iu its separa¬ 
ted state, by making attacks feigned and real; falling on parties 
going for waterp wood, grass* &c. \ part of their tmolies being to force my 
Troop? to be exposed, at the hottest time of the day, in large numbers to 
the sun, which they knew warn fatal to Europeans, 

In giving n&sIsLniiDe to my 2nd Brigade, I had to be careful that I 
did not reduce the Kt by too much exposure to Sun, to the same state 
of inefficiency* 

To meet all these obligations and difficulties, I delayed One day at 
Etowa to give a rest to the 2nd Brigade at Sucalee, and detaching all 
my carriage, for the sick, to their nsstEtanM, and calling off tlve atten¬ 
tion of the enemy Erum them, by a diversion in mn opposite direction, 
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LLCUtennnt-Colnntl Campbell, wbn bail succeeded Brigadier Stewart 
in the Command of the 2ml Brigade, brought it np to the 1st, on ihc 
night of tbe 1HU instnuf, without moltVal ion. 

A few hours afterwards, 1 marched with the let Brigade, and 
Major Oit’b Force tor Golowlee, which I reached with no other opposi¬ 
tion than nn attack on the baggage by the Hebei Cavalry, concealed in 
a ravine ; they were pat to flight by a Troop of the 14th, which to 
anticipation of ad ambuscade, I had sent to reinforce the rear guard. 
In this march we urns ted the high road from Jullal poor to Cnlpee, I 
directed Major Orr to drive in a strong picket of the enemy of nil 
Arnu, posted on this road between us and Culpee ; halt afterwards on 
the rood ; cover the march of my rear guard to Golowlee; and then 
encamp at the village of Tehree, near tbe road, for the purpose of 
watching it, keeping np my communication with the 2nd Brigade, and 
assisting it, in its march, during the night of the 15th to Din poore, a 
village near Tuhnse. 

On my arrival nt Go Wee, I despatched two of the Hyderabad 
Cavalrr across tbe Jumna to Li sti ten ant- Colonel Maxwell, who was 
about thirty miles off on the other ride of it, requesting him to move up 
to the River immediately, 

I also ordered two Pontoon rafts, which I had brought with great 
trouble frnm Poona, to be floated, by sun-set, on the Jumna, for conimq* 
m cat ion with Lieutenant-Colonel Mas wall, atid transport of the ammu¬ 
nition for my Force. The Rebels had destroyed or taken to Cnlpee oil 
the boats on the river. 

One of the most important of my instructions was now carried out. 
Mv Force had marched from Bombay to the Jumao, and had effected 
an union with the Bengal army; the immediate result of which was a 
combined operation of Bengal and Bombay Troops against Culpee. 

The advanced guard and centre of the - oil Brigade reached 
Diapoora, on the moraing of the 15th without opposition, hut its rear 
guard, under Major Forbes, which l bad strongly reinforced had hardly 
Ko.

ae L foresaw that the suffocating heat of the sun njttflt strike down a 
large portion of my Feme, I galloped on, and found that Major Forbes 
had reached DUpoora - but that the enemy p baffled iti their attempt to 
ent o££ the rear guard, had lalceri ground to the left, aud reinforced by 
three or four Battalions from Cul|w, who were now § warming out of 
the ravines, waJ preparing, firing heavily to the village of Mutbfl, 

which Lieute nan WC clone! Campbell had judiciously occupied from 
DUpoora, for which I beg to make special mention of him* For if the 
enemy were in possession of Mntba, the C&rap at Liapogra would no 
longer have boon tenable, A Urge body of Cavalry, deployed across the 
rood from Ecowa to Muttra, ware approaching in support of the In¬ 
fantry. The Oifictir Commanding in Mutha, felt himself bo hard* prate sed 
that he had givon orders for ovano sting it. The enemy were pressing 
forward £. I immediately gave orders to the Troops who wore rati ring, 
to re-occupy the village* and hold it at any prie^ ordering up in their 
rapport, st * trot* the | Troop Horse Artillery, and tho ( of No. 4 
Light Field Battery, a Troop of the Htli and the &rd Hyderabad 
Cavalry f with two Companies of Hyderabad Infantry, and the 15th 
Bomliay Native Infantry. 

Captain Light foot placed the Artillery skilfully, on the left of 
Mu til ei * the accurate fire of their shrapnel and round shot broke the 
ReSpt-'l Cavalry* and drove them from their position in support of the 
Infantry, who still held the deep and twisting ravines in front of Matha* 
I directed Captain Douglas Bengal Artillery, Commanding Artillery 
Hyderabad Continent, lo post four t>-pouadera on the right of Mutha, 
nod bur*t shrapnel juit over the henda of the Rebels in the ravines ; tliiv 
be did with hU usual skill and devotion, under a heavy fire of the 
enemy's Rifleman bo effectually, that the Rebels who were Buffering 
from tho admirable fire of Her Majesty's Tlst, who still had sonra of tha 


letter sort of ammunition, retired from their ambnseadei, th- main 
body down tho ravines* a few across ooautry to Culpee, the 71st making 
killing practice at the latter* at 700 or 800 yards* I did not pursue* 
because fresh erertion in the sun, and in most difficult ground-would 
have been fatal to men, the greater part of whom hod beau marching all 
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iisght, and engaged all day m fearful heat. My gime was a waiting 
one, and I abstained carefully from playing that of my adversary, which 
was to ditorg&Dizti and prostrate my Foreo by continued exposure to bum 
I never yielded an inch to the enemy's attacks'; but, on the other hud, 
husbanded the strength and health of my men for on^ great comb:it for 
C til pee, A a it wai, the in cense lieat made havoc amongst my Troop* p 
Officers as wall as mpo. Upwards of £00 out of lass than 400 men of 
the £5th Bombay Native Infantry fell out o£ the ranks on the line ol 
march, struck by sun. This gallant Regiment suffered as much as 
Europeans from sun, the constitutions of the men having b«en weakened 
by ■carry* Captain Wood, Assistant Adjutant Genera], fell, struck, it 
was feared mortally, by sunstroke; be recovered partially, and with 
th# unyielding resolution which characterized the conduct of the Force, 
resumed; bis duties under fire. Haring provided for the protection 
of Mutba, 1 returned with the detachment a of the lit Brigade to 
Golowlrt# 

The enemy, i he same day, in order either to prevent sue from giving 
rapport to Ike 2nd Brigade, or hoping to beat the 1st Brigade weak¬ 
ened by the reinforcements which I took from it, reinforced strongly 
their [inns of out-posis in the ravines, und snppor ting them with gun*, 
and masses, at a distance, menaced and kept up a heavy fire on my 
position at Gobwlee, from ihi Jumna to the village of Tehree, against 
which latter place tb*y advanced with a thick chain of skirmishers. 

Brigadier Stuart, Commanding the 1st Brigade, at Golowlee, nud 
Captain Ilare, Commanding fct Tehree, met the attack writli vigor; the 
former answered the enemy's cannonade so effectually with hie inert a n? 
and gnus, that they retired. Captain Hare repulsed the enemy J e 
advance and following them up took a tope of trees in advance of hi# 
powtioDj ID which they had oonccQtr&ted a force. I beg to make special 
mention of both thesa Officers for their conduct on this occasion. 

The enemy having shown ngtu of fortifying a high ridge opposite 
my right front, about half way between Golowl^e anil Cnlpee, 1 had m 
Battery of two S-iucb Mortars constructed in front of nay right, which 
■ktlb-d with good effect the ridge and the ravines near it. 

The next day, the 1 1 th inttaut, after noon, the ei.etny Again attacked

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the margin, to march to A position fipposi te Culpee, came > q to ill? At 
Uoluitkc-, when I from tiutuiod ted lo him my plan of at tank,, anil gave 
him the requisite directions, Bart of his Column had been detached 
f rom him, but was existed hack* 

I liavc already bad the honor to state the outline of my plait o£ 
attack. Its details were as follows i 

Colonel Maxwell was to construct, on the opposite bant of the 
Jumna, Mortar Batfcerie# ; one to shell, vigorously,the f * Fort of Culpee #l 
aod blow up, if possible, tbs powder magazines in it, destroying also the 
defence# of the tort faring my position iLGulowlee; another to e bell 
the part of the Tow a fronting the sums way, so m to prevent the enemy 
from holding thede localities in force, when I attacked them; another 
Mortar Battery to be placed lower down the Jumna and opposite the 
village of Retiree. Behree stands ou the edge of the small candy plain 
bordered by the Jumna, which is situated between iho bell of ravines 
and Culpee* The enemy bad & forco and a Battery in Retiree for the 
purpose of sweeping off my right column of attack, when it debouched 
from the ravines against CulpeCj and preventing its occupying the 
Sandy Plain 11 which was an important paint far ms, because* once in 
po&ession of it, my right Hank resting on the Jumna, I could bring up 
all my Artillery through the pa-*j through the ravine^ and concentrate 
from the ** Bandy Plain* 1 a vertical and horizontal fire, on the part of 
Culpec which l wished to attack* I wished Rehreo, the ravines and 
ground about it, to bo destroyed, and made untenable by lire from the 
opposite batik. 

These Batteries were to shell their “objectife * f for Id or £0 hoofs 
before, and during the advance against Cnlpee* 

Riflemen and Field Gnus were to be stationed opposite the 11 Sandy 
Flaiu ** on the other, the left hank of the Jumna and clear its right hawk, 
and tin- ** Sandy Plain ** of tbo enemy. 

I hoped to beat tbo Rebel Army in one decisive action. I felt 
certain that if 1 route*] them, they Would not, with the fate of if Jhaasi* 1 
and ft 5ohmii " before their eyes, bare tbo heart to shut themselves up in 
tht! Fort and become the victims of an investment;* At the same time, 
it was evident that to take by atoim, inch tremendous ground, if well 
defended, as the ravine* surrounding Culpes* every yard of which w»i 
a dangerous obstacle pud an ambush, was do ordinary operation, parti¬ 
cularly under the various difficulties of toy situation, previously euuEuer* 
■fed. 
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Whilst, fritli nay light* the 1st Brigade* I attacked Culpoe by its 
left* 1 intended to make a strong feint against the right of the enemy 
to be converted into a real attack, if fearible* frith my left, the 2nd 
Brigade* along the Jublpoor and Cut pee Road* Major Qtf*b Force in 
Tehree keeping up the corarminicariun between the two Brigades, and 
mut ing both AS required. 

Fresh difficulties citmpttlled me to modify this plan. Some few days 
must elapse before l lie Mortar Batteries oo the lsft r the opposite bank 
of the Jumna, could he ready* The wells of the villages where the 
Hyderabad Field Force, and the 2nd Brigade were stationed, began !■> 
fail. 'lhe rick from sun-stroke oonld not have the water which was 
tifcgeEftiy for their treatment; Troop horses and baggage animals died 
from drought. My left, tbs 2nd Brigade, was exposed, sickly jib ft was* 
to constant attack. Concentration ami abundance of water wi’te the 
only remedies for these fresh embarrassments. On the morning oT the 
lfith I brought the 2nd Brigade and Hyderabad Field Faroe from 
Diapoont am! Tehree, to my Camp on ti e Jumna, 

The enemy continued their tactics of harassing unceasingly my 
Troops, and forcing them into the sun; Urge bedies of Cavalry hanging 
on my position, retiring when attacked, but ready to fall on escorts, 
which I was obliged to send to a distance for forage, the wont of 
which was tha cause of serious losses. Oat of 3d man of ibe Mth 
Light Dragoon?* forming part of one forage escort, seventeen were 
brought hack to the Camp in dhoti lies after only two hours 1 exposure- to 
ran* 

Tbit prostration of more than half a body of men by bud, after two 
hours 1 mere marching, and a simitar amount of sun-sick ness in the 2&th 
Bombay Native Infantry, on the march to Mutlm, give a correct esti- 
mate of the sanitary state of my Force before Colpe^; that state wag 
dangerous. The prostration of the whole Force had become a matter 
of arithmetical calculation. So many hours' eun laid low so many men- 
I had, weakened by eviiy sort of difficulty, to conquer the greatest 
stake in the campaign, against the greatest odds; half oE my Troops 
sickly; every man of them ailing* to say nothing of a very numerous 
and daily increasing Sick List, crowded iota teats, where the Thermo¬ 
meter stood 11S C in the shade. To compare small things to great, 
myself and my Force were suffering under two evils* which have over¬ 
come the greatest Armic^ under the most successful tJeneralB* udatfW 
and climate* 
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Tbit view of ihe ease wa« borne out by on official letter which 
I received at this time (mm Or, Arnutfc, Superintending Surgeon, 
a Gentleman* uho is dis!ingairbed by liii cool and correct judg* 
meti!. 

The object oE Dr, Araott*« letter warn la make known to ms the 
critical stale oF the health of the Central India Field Force* Dr, 
Arnett allowed that I he great proport ton oF It, Officer* an well as men* 
beginning with my personal and divisional Staff were ill; thnt ihe 
health oE all was so weakened by the continual hardship and over-fatigue* 
of an arduous campai^tij that it was fast suecumbi n^j under San ; finally, 
that ii the operations against Cnlpee were to be protracted, the whole 
Force might be proMrated. 

1 knew thia anil a good deal more, t knew that from tho com¬ 
mencement my Force bad been engaged in operations on a scale, for 
which, according to Military Rules, and in former times in India, three 
or four times their number were considered necessary. 

In a quiet Garrison to he oo guard every other day is held to be 
too much for a Soldier's health ; but my men, for mouths hud been 
making the strongest physical exertions, with broken sleep, or no aleep 
at at I, watching the camp in unknown and hostile districts, against 
surprise, half the night, and marching tlin other half to avoid son ; 
then often all day. without a rest, fighting, or on the jw guard, or on 
reconnoissape^ or escorts, under t burning sup. The fewness of 
numbers of my Force did not allow of the Reliefs which according to 
the rales oE the Service, are cOorid €r<K l indispensable, even in Peace. 

Io my long march, from the West to the Centre of India, 1 he hard* 
ship* of the service were not lightened by good road*. On the contrary* 
country tracks and nub ridged nullahs, with very few exception^ were 
my communications. The consequence cF this was that one deep Nullah, 
nEteo a detaining the baggage, ^ans, and rear guard for hours, the 
Transport and Troops employed were exposed to all the hod effects oE a 
protracted march in Sun. Eaj roads and an miorganized system of 
transport and supply, Were plan the cause thnt the rations, notwithstand¬ 
ing best endeavours of tho Commissariat, were at times in orrairf, nod 
thnt the Troops, on those occasion* performed hard duties, or fought nil 
day on iusuJEcient nourishment. 

Th# evil of the numerical strength oE the Force being fur too small 
for the extent of its operations (the Govern meat wa= unable to cum pie te 
it to the strength intended, on account of the necessities cf the time*), 
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wa» increased subsequently by that strength being constantly diminished 
hy casualties in the field, aud by a large and daily-increasing Sick List. 
The detail* oE Recruits who joined me, did not unite good these 
vacaUL-hs; mid it became necessary to weaken, still more, my Field 
Force, at a time when every mao of it was urgently required, by leaving 
a Garrison at Jhaasi, consisting of a Wing of the Srd European*; *i* 
Companies of the 24th Bombay Native Infantry ; half a Battery of 
9-pounders, and a proportionate amount of Cavalry, under Lieutenant- 
Colonel Liddell, one of my best sojierior Officers, 

1 beg leave to apologia* for the length of these details. But it is 
right thnt His Excellency the Commander-h-ObicE should know the 
reasons in their fullest extent, which compel ltd m to rein Force myself 
with part oE Lieutenant-Colonel AlaiwelF# Force j that Hia Excel* 
Irincy should know also, what the Troops, whom I bod the honor to 
command, bore for the cause of their Uuwn aud Country, ntid how they 
bore it* I have the satisfaction to report thnt these noble Soldiers, 
wh'j*e successes were never chequered by n reverse, with a discipline which 
was ns enduring as their courage, never proffered one complaint. They 
foil in (heir ranks struck down by Sun, and exhausted by fatigue ; but 
they would not increase the anxieties of their Ceneral, or belie their 
devotion by a complaint. No matter Itow great their exhaustion, or 
how deep their short sleep, they always sprung to my call to arms, with 
the heartiest good will, To think of yielding or retreating would have 
been ignominy. 

All felt that physical strength might fail, but that the spirit and 
discipline oE British Soldiers never could. They were often too iil to 
march, but their devotion made tlinm fight. It is almost superfluous to 
add that Troops anirmitfd by so high a fens* of duty were sober, orderly, 
aul must respectful to their Officers, There was less come in mv Camp 
that) in Samson. 

When I speak of springing to their arms, I ought to make special 
motion of Her Majesty’s 1 ith Light Dragoons, for the admirable order 
and celerity with which their in-lying and out-lying picqueta mounted 
on the frequent occasions when I turned them out, ou alarms, or Hidden 
attacks oE the enemy. Their videttw and patrols also were always witch- 
M mad iutplISgetit.

g CiimpaniL 1 ! lath RtffmMtp was of opinion that the peculiar circum* 
124 S«kh battalion* stances justified my bringing the rein¬ 

forcements across the Jumna. I was retimed, therefore, from uuy political 
objection to the step. The result proved its necessity, A day or 
two after the arrival of the mnfurcemeota in coy Camp, the Cornel 
Corps, the priutipiil reinforcement, sared, by their timely aid, my tight, 
the key of my position, from a disaster, in a desperate and general attack 
on it, on the 23rd of May; and that success wt followed by a conquer¬ 
ing advance of my whole Liue from the Jumna to my eitrome left; the 
total root of the enemy, and the capture, neat day, of C til pee, with all 
its Artillery and rich Arsenal, 

On the morning uf the ilOth 1 made a reconnaissance on the left 
hank of the Jumna, and selected a position for a Battery of 9-inch 
Hortars. at the village of Btuaalpoor. to batter the village of tttfcnw. See,, 
as already stated. 

On the ££nd instunt this Battery was ready, as well as ens nf fiur 


■Tbw tmrtwr include*. I tw!T»ra, the Gam, 
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lO-inch Mortars opposite the Fort, and another of two ft-indi Mortars, 
opposite the To urn i nd Cutoharry, in which latter place Rao Sahib, 
the Kawiib of Banda, and the Kan re of Jhausi were reported to be 
stationed with a large body of Infantry and Guns, A Division of 
U-pnuuder gnus, and a Company of Her Majesty's 88ih were stationed 
at Rosfi'ilpoor against Relume, and the l( Sandy Plain" on the opposite 
bank* 

The enemy were now exposed to my attack of their left flunk from 
Gn to w lee and to a cross vertical and horizontal ti re, into the fame dank 
Mid their rear from the other side of the Jumna* 

I hod hardly returned to Camp, on the £0tb, before the enemy 
aigiuo advanced, covered by a very thick ehaiu of skirmish era, through 
tb>? ravines and attacked with much detormimUioLi my right dunk. The 
picket* were immediately neinfomed by four Companies of the SOtb, 
two Companies of the Sfifcb Bombay Native Infantry, and three 9- 
pouuckri. 

The reinforcements had not joined me; and the Mortar Batteries on 
ihe other side of the Jumna were Out ready to cover my advance j the 
heat was at its maximum j and I had fixed the t$td instant for the 
general attack of the enemy's positions and of Ctdpee. I did not there 
fore play the game of my adversary by allowing myself to be drawn mto 
u general action under dijalvantagenuH circumstances, but directed the 
pickets merely to maintain their ground, which they did steadily nud 
gallantly, under tbs able command of Major Stewart, Her Mojestyli 
ptjt-h Regiment, until the enemy were bent back. 

Tbe casualties in this day's partial affair were four Officers and 
fortv Rank and File* Lieutenant Jerome p 86th, severely wounded, and 
Lieutenant For ben, B5th Bombay Native Infantry, struck down by &uu, 
led their Companies with the same high Military spirit for which they 
have been spe dally mentioned on former occasions. 

Qd the £l<rt instant, I received information that the Rebel Army 
intended to make a general attack on my position, at Golowh-e at 8 a,v x 
the next day ; that they had b worn a religious oath on tbe waters of the 
Jumna, a sacred Rive r, that they would drive my Force into the Jumna 
and destroy it, of die* and that afterwards, they would suave Southwards 
againat General Whitlock; that large quantities of apian had beta 
bvied lo the Troops for the purpo#e of making them fight desperately. 

The posi t ion a occupied by my force were ms follows s— 

The light flank, facing the left of Culpec, rested on the ravines 
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running down to the Jumna ; in these ravines aEood the villages of 
Stftfowke mul Golowke. Both these villages were connected and lialcl 
by strong pickets and prevented my right being turned. 

Half of the 1st. Brigade, my right dink, was encampe J per¬ 
pendicularly to Urn Jnm.nA, feeing the belt of ravines, and the 
loft front of Gulped on the table hind, immediately outride the 
bell. 

The remainder of the let Brigade facing the coulinuntii.ui □! the 
belt of ravines, which took a a weep oat ward, and the dud Brigade and 
Hyderabad Field For®* facing the table land or plain stretching from 
Goloivleo noto#i the road from Culpee to Julia! pour, w-.ro thruwn book 
11 on potence/* This ground was adapted to the movements of Artillery 
and Cavalry. 

My whole front was well guarded by strong out-posts with advanced 
sen tries in the ravines and pi a be is* 

On the morning of 2-nd I made the following disposition of my 
Troup* to mkl the e spec ted attack. 

The pickets on the right front of Her Majesty '■ 80th Regiment and 
3rd Europeans were reinforced by the remainder of the S6tb in skirmish* 
mg order; their right routing on the Jmnua. Tn support were three 
guns of Na 4 Light Field Battery, one Troop Her Majesty's 14th Light 
Dragoons, a Troop of the 3rd Bam hay Light Cavalry and four Companies 
of the Sotli Bombay Native Infantry, the whole tinder the comm and of 
Brigadier Stuart 

The pickets of the right centre were supported by the other half of 
No. 4 Light Field Battery, the remainder of the 2.5th Bombay Native 
1 nfantry, with Ihe 21st Company Royal Engineer the whole under 
Li cute nan t« Co lone l Robert&on. 

My left centre, facing tlie pin in and the village of Tehrop^ was 
guided by No. 1 Bombay Troop Haras Artillery, supported by two 
Troops Her Majesty's 14th Light Dragoons. 

The Siege Gun«, two IB-ponudera, one 24‘pr>imd@r ani two 3-inch 
Howitzers, * aeh of their tlanks guarded by detachments of the 3rd Euro¬ 
peans, formed th* rflutfe, supported by the Ming a£ Her Majesty's ?lst # 
one squadron ol the Hth, a Troop of the 3rd Light Cavalry, and Captain 
Field's Royal Artillery, 0*pounders. 

The left was formed by the Camel Corps and No. IS light Field 
Battery, supported by a detach meat of the Sikh Corps, the Hyderabad 
Field Force covering my extreme left. 
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Two Companies Her SSth nhuga strength, although they 

hud only been two or three days la my Ckmp, won already much weak¬ 
ened by sun casualties and four Companies of the 25 th Bom hay Native 
Infantry, were left in the Camp for its protection. 

Shortly after fl o 1 clock a.si„ on the 22nd of May, the enemy who 
continued their tactics of faring my Troops to fight in the beat of the 
day wars reported, by continued messages from my videttes and out- 
posts, to be advancing in great force frum Culpee sari its environs towards 
i he belt of mvines nn my right, aud along tbo Jullnlpoor and Culpee 
Rond against my left. 

Their left manoeuvred so skllfuIFy that they got under cover of 
broken ground into the ravine#, without being perceived on th& right; 
and Brigadier Stuart retried to me as I w as posting the Siege Gun*, 
that my right was no longer threatened* 

The enemyk right, consisting of 1,900 Of 1,400 Cavalry, supported 
hy peroral Battalions of Infantry, and Horae Airtilkiy 0-pounder#, con¬ 
tinuing thrir advance along the Jollilpoor Road, brought their left 
shoulder# up f when opposite the village of Tebrte, in front of my centre, 
ftoni whence they re-inForced strongly their pickets h the ravines opposite 
my right centre, and deploying their guns and cavalry to the right menaced 
to ont-flank and tuna my right, I still felt the conviction that the 
enemvk real object of attack was my right ; and that this astentmt|..-iis 
display of force against my left and the perfect stillness in the deep 
ravines on my right, were niece to mislead me and induce mo to weaken 
mv right, by sending reinforcement* from it to my left, when they 
would have attacked with all their energy my right, endeavoured to take 
the Mortar Battery and the Camp, their right falling it the same time 
on my left and cutting logoff in combination with their left, from the 
J pinna i 

Whilst therefore I protected my left against a feint, which might 
become a serious attack, I did not take a man away from my right, 
and endeavored to catch the enemy in their own trap* I reinforced the 
pickets, on the left, in the first instance, with a squadron of the 14th 
Light Dragoon# under Lieutenant-Colon ri Gall, aud the Srd Hyderabad 
Cavalry under Captain Abbott, and afterward b directed these Troop* to 
retire slowly before the enemy, obliquely across my front, in order to 
conceal my heavy gun^ and draw the Hebei Cavalry into tbrir fire. 
Captain Abbott was directed, after having completed this movement, t q 
place bis Regiment perpend icmkrly t my front, in or Jar to te able to 
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ohar^a, with all hb Hot$r, the right [lank of the advancing Cavnlrv 
The mimteuvre succeeded partially ; the Bel^l Kvite ntre intiepd intra the 
fire of the Siege Guru, which caused covftni^n and numprana cnnaaltiB* 
amongst them, killing. dixiddesL *?thefp T ihc Commanding OBier-r of 
the 5th Benin* 1 Irregular*. But the juutiqoii= fAir^lry adb#rad to their 
5'. ntetu of never allowing the British Cavalry to close with them, and 
kept carefully out of the way ot th# Hyderpibad Hone. 

To discover the entimy, who, I fait assured, ware concealed in the 
ravines in front of my right, I hod ordered a Company of rlie 3rd Euro¬ 
pean s t n be pushed some hand red yards forward m front of mv out* 
posts p into this network of aid bushes, The 3rd Enro^aim, after ad vane* 
lug sonic distance, found the Rube! host crouched in their loir, and 
started them from it. In an instant, a period* and general engagement 

began alon^ the whole line from the Jumna to tbe village of Teh?** ; 

the btilt of ravines in front of my position, becoming enveloped in tmoke 
and Frre* the Sepoys rose oat. of tbrir hiding places in thick chntne of 
skirmishers, advancing and firing heavily, Eolhwcd by large supports and 
coin mug en mane at a dbtaaee. All my guns opened *-n the advance of 
the Rebels ; and the support* d -Fed up to their threatened fronts. 

I was watching the determined attack on the centra of my position, 
from the left of the village of Tehrf* t and at the same time their move¬ 
ments towards my right and left when I heard a itackenrng of ear fire 
on the right* I instantly sent an enquiry to Brigadier Stuart, whether 
he would wish to he reinforced by half of the Camel Corps; he replied 
that be should be vary glad to have them* directly afterward*, Brigadier 
Stuart's fire became fainter and fainter, and that of the enemy heavier* 
I mule-rstood that tuy right, the key of my whole position, was in dangf r # 
and instantly proceeded myself to it* assistance with the whole or the 
Catuel f'orp* at their raw. On the way, 1 met an orderly coming' 
to me at full .peed, from Brigadier Stuart, asking for further rein force* 
mEDts j I knew that they were required, for the enemy's fire now e am(f 
fuin within our position, The Caind Corps tinder Major Eo??, haring 
readied thj foot of the riling ground, on which were the Mortar Buttery 
and the thitie ft-pea ciders, and dismounted, went up the ri« in line at 
the double, in perfect order. 

The situation of Brigadier Stuart’s position su vitry critical. 
Volleys of musketry, which killed or wounded every home of my Stuff 
but one, were coming over the creat of the rising ground from the Sepoy 
Troops, who had debouched, and were debouching, i n grant numbers from 
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the gabie* [gullies] leading into the ravines, and were advancing rapidly, 
firing heavily with yell* of triumph, their faces distorted by opium and 
fury, across a small piece of level ground against the Mortar Battery and 
Guns, to which they were close* The guns had ceaved firing. Brigadier 
Stuart was on foot at the gnus ordering the few Artillerymen* who 
aerTcd tkeirr T to draw sword* and defend their guns, hit lines of defence 
bad been driven in, the men having been etruck down to the ground by 
sun*slrake, where they lay, and the fire of the rest rendered insufficient 
by the defective ammunition of their Riflee. Without halting on the 
crest I charged down it with the Camel Corps, the dense lin*s of the 
mutineers who were ten times superior to us in number, the gallant 
Soldiers of Her Majesty's Rilli Brigade and Her Majesty's SLlth Regi¬ 
ment giving on* of those eheer* which all over the world have been the 
heralds of British .successes* The rebels wavered, turned and Red, 
pursued by the Camel Corps, with nil their energy, through the 
ravines;, where numbers of them were bayouetted or killed by musketry 
fire. 

I ordered up rapidly the half of No* 4 Light Field Battery, from 
the Mortar Battery, to the front, to a Knoll iu the ravine*, from whence 
they lired grape at ihe nearest Rebeli, and round thot at the more 
distant masses which, following the example of their froat line, had also 
made a precipitate retreat. 

The men of the Camel Corps fell so fast and thick, struck by sun ia 
their violent pursuit of ibe Enemy, tip and dawn the su-ep sddee of the 
rockv ravine-*, which reflected back the burning rays, that the whole of 
them would have been prostrated, if 1 had not called them oft, which 
I did after they had driven Lb* enemy aver, and taken the commanding 
ridge between my position iud Culpee, 

In this, as wed ns in the previous operation*, since Koneb, sun- 
stroke caused sudden death, delirium, and hysterical fits of crying and 
lasighiug- 

The very important service rendered on this occasion by Major Boss, 
Commanding the Camel Corps, require* that I should make special men- 
tion of the ability and resolute gallantry with which he led his brave 
Corps, This very promising Officer is perfectly qualified to turu to the 
best account all the vast advantages of Reel of mo tin ted Infantry. 

Lieutenant B nek fey, of the ^me Cor pa, attracted my attention by 
the spirit with which his party attacked and Layonetted Rebels; for 
which 1 b*g to mention him i pedal |v. 
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Lieul^mmt-Ctflonel Louth, Commanding on the extreme right, on the 
Jumna, relieved from pressure by the success of the C;sm«] Corpn, and 
Teinf ireod by one of Jtfl Companies, moved forward through I he ru vines, 
and by a skilful m*n<BUvre out off and surrounded a oonitdemble body of 
Hebe! Scpoyi* who had advanced too far. Fait were killed on the batik 
of the Jumna, the rest were driven into the river, where they were a hot 
or drowned. I beg to mention specially Lieutenant-Colonel Louth for 
the good service be did on thin neons ion - ho la a good and gallant Officer, 
who always leads his Regiment to success. He is well ttooudftd by bis 
adruiniblo Soldiers, whom 1 cannot euloifire more highly than by faying 
that they Jo credit to Ireland. 

Tbe I'Ziemy simultaneously with their attack on my right had 
advance with equal vigdr against my right centre, guarded by part of the 
25th Bombay Nati ve Infant^ who, despite a mo«t gallant refflftaiioe were 
driven back by overpowering numbers, which afforded au opportunity to 
Lin ate i>:i ut Edwards, Corom*tiding - tht 21 it Company of Royal Engl- 
l»ei»p which I had placed In support of the 25th, to charge with hia 
Company, most successfully, the very iupcmr force of the Estate, rout¬ 
ing itatn with loss azd pursuing them till out of reach. I tag to men¬ 
tion, specially, Lieutenant Edwards for his prompt revolution on thte 
occusion ; he is an enterprising and promising Officer. The 21*t Com* 
pauy fight as well in the field, as they work in the trenches, and me 
worthy of their distinguished Corps, 

The remainder sif the 2oth guarding my left centre, under Llfulcnant* 
Colonel Robert eon, held i heir ground gtedfaitfy j the Rebel Sopnys ad¬ 
vancing close up to the 25th firing, halted and nddreMd them bitter 
repi'oachvpj couched in the most revelling language, for their unshaken 
fidelity to the English* The Satii answered the makdiotion of the 
mutineers in a manner worthy of thtir reputation and English discipline, 
a volley, a cheer, and a charge with the bayonet* Li tenant-Cob he I 
Robertson, of whose gallantry # and ability I have tad so many proofs, 
and bis devoted Regiment whose loyalty and discipline have so often 
conquered treason and iuanbordination, deserve Lo be specially mentioned 
for their distinguished conduct on this occasion. 

My whole line was uow ad valu ing and driving the enemy from their 
position*. I have already spoken cf the triumphant advance of the right, 
■nad right centre* The It ft centre was equally suc'ensifnl under Lieute¬ 
nant* Co load Roberlsou, who, following up his spirited charge^ dashed 
through the ravine* with the 25th after the Retal@ p came up with tta 
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rear of them* near tho village of Tehreo, hayonetted them and continued 
the pursuit beyond the village, till his men, uliable to go my longer, 
Ml exbaufeted. 

The whole o£ my Infantry on the left now brought their left shoul¬ 
der forward, and covered by Coptaiu Light foot 1 * Troop of Horae Artil¬ 
lery, three Guns of No, 4 Light Field Battery, and i he whole of the 
Cavalry, I bad reinforced the Cavalry on the left with all the Cavalry 
from the right, made a converging attack on the enemy'a right and the 
village of Tehree. The enemy broke and flrd f pursued for same mile# 
by lira Horse Artillery and Cavalry. Their exhaustion and ground 
broken by ravines stopped the pursuit which cost the enemy dear. The 
Rebels were to completely beaten and disheartened that broken parties of 
thorn did not retire on Culpee, but wore seen Hying acres* the ravines in 
a Westerly direction towards Jab on. 

Colonel Wetherall, whore state of health qualified him for the sick 
lial, although his devotion like that of so many mote of tho Force kept 
him aul of it, wm struck by hud in the pursuit three or four miles from 
Camp, and brought back to it on a litter. 

The complete defeat and serious loss which the enemy had sustained 
thi& dflV # despite their haring displayed tactics mud an energy of attack, 
wbicli I hud not previously witnessed in them, convinced me that an 
immediate advance to Gulf re, which I had some days bock fixi?d for the 
neat day t the £3rd instant, would with the prestige of this day's victory 
make me master of it at ones. 1 therefore only gave the Troops the 
time which was indispensable for their rest, after the lung day 's combat 
in the sun, and dividing my Force into two columns of attack, marched 
the next morning long before break of day against Cujpce, according to 
ra y original plan of attack ; one Column, the right, under brigadier 
Stuart, through lb* ravines, their right reeling ou tho Jumna; the other, 
the left Column, under myself, along the J nil*] poor and Culpas Hoad, 

I left my numerous sick, Parka, and baggage, in Camp, which was 
gt ruck, under Cap tain flare. 

The Mortar Bntteriei On the other side of the Jumna had, according 
to ray orders, opened their fira the day before, the Sind; arid during the 
fight, I was glad to me the shells dropping, with sjreat precision, into 
the Fort, the Town, and all about the village of Hchree, 

When mj column had marched from Camp, across the plain, tn 
front o! my left and reached the Jnllalpoor and Culpee Road, I brought 
their left thouldere forward t and taking tho mad fir tho direction of my 
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centra covered iny idnHe against Cal pec with the Camel Corp* 
under Major Ross, supported by the H yd etui ad Cavalry* 

Frmn the road I despatched a Staff Officer* with % party of Cavalry, 
to effect a communication with Brigadier Stuart 1 * left* 

My column descended into deep ravines, and mounted their steep 
hanksp formidable, almost impregnable po* it ion a M whit h the enemy had 
totally abandoned panic-struck by the previous day's defeat. 

Faint firing on the right announced faint opposition to the advance 

of Brigadier Stuart, of whose report of 
this and the previous day's operations a 
copy i a endowed. 

After marching some distance along the road, the enemy' opened a 
fine on our advance from a secret Battery* in a ravine at a great distance 
and elevation* Major Sosa m ido a rapid flank march ncma the ravines 
to out it off. But a few round* from Captain Omniaoev*s Royal 
Artillery Gam, which he had brought n pally up considerably in advance 
of the column, caused the Battery to make off through the ravines. 4 U 
of their guna were afterward* taken by the pursuing Cavalry, 

Shortly afterwards* I got into communication with the right ol 
Brigadier St cart's* Brigade, and by 10 o'clock 4 . 1 ^ hah my Brigades 
were master*: of the Fort and Town of Culpee. 

My prediction had come to papa that the Rebels would male one 
desperate struggle for Culpe* onUide its walls; and that if they were 
diluted , they would not make a stand within them. The hard*Et>ngkt 
Sght of the day before on Lhc hank* of the Jumna bad given us Culpee. 

Whilst my Force was involved in the labyrinth of ravines, the 
enemy could ba €>b$efv*d moving of! to the North-VVest from Cu!pee* 
in large bodies! with Elephants. 

Onoe clear cl the ravine** I instantly directed Lieutenant-Colonel, 
then Major, Uall* Her Majesty p g 14th Light Dragoons, £0 pursue the 
enemy as closely, and ae far a* he could! with ttor-a Artillery and 
Cavalry, I bare the honor to enclose a copy of this Officer's report qf

them to run ftater, Thi* tow find MmA wtote of month of tbe Ha -ds 
must be attributed to the lose of their last hope, Cnlpeo, after their grot 
effort to overthrow It. MWiUota ; to their continued defeat., witbo.it one 
ntoMH; and lastly, to the dejection which eneued in the excitement 
can^l bv the large quantities of opium which they had Anllowed for 
the purpose of quietening their resolution, in the action of the day

boxes of new and old English muskets; quantities of English shot and 
.bell of which there were also piles outside the Arsen cl n the Fort * 
engineering tools of every description ; boxes of brass shells "alive 
manufacture of the same sort aa those frequently used aga.net us ; topo- 
graphical and surveying instruments j qiisutities of English stationery, 
&e„ ka. The bra."® stalls cause a worse wound thru, the iron, but do not

[ am equally indebted to Lord ElphittHtoiie and the Bombay Gov* 
eminent and His Excclkaey Sir Henry Somerset, Tor doing all that wu 
p isaibla to render my Column efficient* from the time it started till it 
was hundred* of miles distant; from Bombay; proofs of their constant 
and effieuiont care for the welfare of tb« Furee p reaching it on the banks 
of the Jumna, 

The Bombay and Indore Bullock Train, which Lord Elphinstoae 
vrested and organised with laudable promptitude, shortened the great 
distance between my original base, Bombay and Central India, and 
ousted my operations essentially. I beg to make a pedal mention of 
Major Kaue, 151b Regimmi Bombay Native Infantry, Director of the 
Train, for the great energy and In tell tgenee with which he developed 
and turned io the best account the raaources of this newlf-raiiftd Mili¬ 
tary Transport* 

Sir Hubert Hamilton, Agent of the Governor (JfliMmd for Central 
India, who, in bis official capacity, accompanied my I orco throughout 
the Campaign, rendered very important service in obtaining w applies lor 
the Troops and intelligence for myself, respecting the plana »ud move 
mmts of the enemy. Sir Robert Hamilton, whose knowledge of the 
read# and country is very great, gave me the lirst news as to the Forma¬ 
tion of the Bo-on lied Pdikin r i Anny p intended to establish the J?tkb wa a 
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Eule in the ancient PflL-hw.il,cate, and <>t their rapid and dimmed 
advance ^i 0S t me to reUflTfl Jhunsi. Sir Robert Hamilton showed 
^reat sympathy for the tick ami wounded, and a fated no trouble to 
alleviate, by all the means in his power, tbcir suffering*. 

So much of the success of the operations is due to the portion of 
the Hyderabad Contingent which formed part of my Force, that 1 
ought not to fail to express my best thanka to Colonel Uavidaoe, Resi¬ 
dent at Hyderabad, for tbe proof of confidence which be placed in mo by 
putting at my disposal. Troops whose organisation in the three Arms, 
light equipment, knowledge of tbe India., language and country, oom- 
bfned will, their high Military qualities, enabled them to act as tbe 
win^s uf mj operatiooiu 

I am much indebted for their good will and assistance to Major 
Rickards, Political Ago,,l for Bhopal, who wac wounded when spiritedly 
ucoampaoying the charge of Captain Need, of Her Majesty's Uth Light 
Dragoons at tbe Retwu; Major Western, Deputy Commissioner of the 
Sangor District Captain Koatinge, GE&oistius; Political Agent for West- 
ora Mai wa, dangerously wounded when very gallantly leading the 
storniiug party at Chnudaree, having previously reconnoitred the 
ground an I the breach ; Captain Pinkney, Commit .oner of the Jbaosi 
and Jalont, Districts, specially mentioned by me for gallantry in the 
pursuit after the etorminj of the Mndunpoor Passes, bis bone killed j 
Qaptain Toman, Deputy Commissioner of Jaloun, and C^pUiu Mac* 
lean, Deputy Commissioner of Jhansi- 

Sir Robert Hamilton and these Officers of the Civil Service were, 
at different times, voluatarily »ul« fire, On these occasionB th*** 
bearing wu* that -if English gentlemen, I venture to hope that, under 
these the Cotntoiru’ler-iu-Cbiuf in India ui&y tr pleased 

to bring to th: notice of the Governor G -neral and Viceroy my favor¬ 
able opinion of tbe conduct of these gentlemen. 

Brigadier* Sage and Wbelef, Commanding at different times at 
Sougor; Ciiptaln Ogilvie, Assistant Commissary General, and Captain 
Uicholl, Commissary of Ordnance, all of the Bengal Service, were of 
very great assistance to the Faroe in giving me elephants, two fl* 
pounder gun*, with which 1 completed the let Troo? Bombay Horse 
Artillery, other warlike stores, all they had, and supplies. 

I hope that ffia Excellency the Co.umaudei-in-Chief in India will 
do me the favor to represent tt> the Governor General the great obliga¬ 
tions I am under to the Ranee of Bhopal.

\VoKd p thought that Rebellion must triumph. Her Highnefia gave me 
two Sbpouoier gums, and a U-potmder howitzer, with the Gunner? 
bid waging to them, very good Artillerymen, when X marched through 
Bhopa^ which enabled me to complete No. 18 Light Field Battery. Her 
Ifighne^e was indefatigable in obtaining supplies for my Furw, when it 
was very math in want of them 

So great and varied wure the di Realties with which the Central 
India Field Force had to contend* nil of wbhtli I have not thought it 
nceeoea ry to detail, that having stated 90 fully the obligations I mu 
under to human aid* I should not do justice to my own feelings nor T 
am sure to those nf the generous *pirila whom 1 led* wore I noli to Fay 
how large a dim re of 00 r gratitude for preservation and success id duo to 
the si goal mercy of Heaven. 

I beg to apologize for the length of this Report \ 11 would Itjive 
been more convenient for me to have written a abort one. But justice 
to the Troop? would not allow me to curtail the details of either their 
deeds or of their sufferings. 

In excuse of the very tardy arrival of this Report, for which I am 
solely to blame, and for which I beg to offer my respectful apologies to 
the Commander-in-Chief in India, I must adduce a ci ran instance to 
which I should not otherwise have alluded, I had thr. 0 attacks of sun 
during the a^sa^ilt and capture of KqejcL ; one in the action at Mutba 
and a fifth in the general action of tbs Jumna. At the remedies to 
enable me to rise ngain, ride and retain the Command iu the Field, which 
l never left, were necessarily s-vong, and as my determinntEou to exercise 
the Command, till Culpee was taken, did not allow nf my taking the 
re*i K or following the treatment necessary for the cure of sun-sickness, 
and as the heat of the sun increased instead of diminishing, and the 
duties of the Command daily became more onerous, nil my Staff sick, or 
ailing, my health and strength suffered so mock, lh.it all I could do with 
great difficulty was to command; and that I was totally unable, although 
I attempted it, to compose Despatches* which were to describe the 
remarkable operations before Cirlpee, and do justice to the signal merits 
of the Troops engaged* 

Before in arching .'against Gwalior, I bad n very strong Med 100 1 Cer¬ 
tificate in my iWEession, lecom mending my immediate departure from 
Control India ; a sense of duty made me rpmaiu in ifc„ and command the

making reports of the operations, eseept |fi telegram* After the latinor 
of Gwalior, 1 made forced marches to retch quickly the good climate cf the 
Deccan* The papers relating to the Culpee and Gwalior operations were 
unfortunately Left with my heavy baggage, which oo account of the 
heavy rain, great distance, and want of roads, the whole country being 
a swamp, did not arrive at PootiA till after the Monsoon. 

These were the pauses of the delay in iiunsmittiug Culpee and 
Gwalior Reports* I mstft aificerely regret (hot anything should have 
retarded the pnblicatkou of the records of so much heroism. Hut ! trust 
(hat the verv detailed list* already transmit tad n[ the Officers and men 
who liatinguiE&ed Lhemanlvei before Culpw ani Gwalior, and ia the 
Campaign generally, nod which I drew up with the utmost care* and the 
most ambus eolioiliide, that the merits of each individual should be 
folly known and perfectly appreciated, will palliate the evil of delay.

tom 00 our left flank. The plain intervening in not interacted by 
nullahs, and they were soon after reported to be advancing with ad evi- 
dent id tendon of attacking our Camp. 

£. The Email village of Muttra which forms out [7 our] left point of 
Ajipir was then occupied by two Companies of the 7 let Highland Light 
Infantry and two guus belonging to Hie Bunhay Light flattery No* 18, 
frith a support From the 34th Native Infantry, immediately ruin forced 
this poet with the whole of the Hit and the remaining two guns of 
No* IS Battery and giving orders for the 14th Light Dragoons and two 
guns of the Royal Artillery to follow, proceeded at ones to meet th«.- 
enemy, taking with me the 3rd Light Cavalry and the half Battery whom 
I met on their way to Multra. 

3. 1 found (hat the enemy were advancing rapidly in line about out 
and a half mite from uu r with their line ea far extended ns to threaten 
our left r^nr r to this point I directed our advance and noon after coming 
within range the enemy halted. This enabled the lUh Light Dragoons 
under Major Scudamore and the two gnus of the Hop! Artillery to take 
up u position connecting our line with Muttra* 

4* A heavy fire commenced mi both tides, the enemy firing remark¬ 
ably well and Bending two or three imind shot into the ranks of the 3rd 
Light Cavalry,, but the superior Ere of the Royal Artillery and No* 18 
Battery effectually stopped all further advance on their part* 

5* An attack ou Muttra now attracted luy attention* but to with¬ 
draw any of my guns would also hare drawn the enemy again upu. n o- 
Major Oft, Commanding Hyderabad Contingent, however, most oppor¬ 
tunely appeared and galloping down with him BHcerfained that a very 
strong body of the Hebei Infantry had been repaired by the list High¬ 
land Light Infantry under Majors Rich and Loftus The lota o l the 
enemy has bide* been ascertained to have been very great, but having 
had time during th5 morning (since yesterdays attack} to loophole the 
homes, the Ere of the enemy was burmleta. 

B. The precautions for protecting the right of the Camp were not 
wmsoeisaiy for another Column oF Infantry and two heavy gnus canati 
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down from Cnlpee and sent several eiiot right through the Camp without 
boweTCT much damage. Captain Field, Royal Artillery, most ably kept 
theao at a distinDe supported by the 3rd Kuropeon Regiment and the 
remainder of the 24th Native Infantry. 

T. Foiled on "H side* and it being now sun-set, the enemy slowly 
retired, taking with them dead and wounded in the nullahs.

amount of Troops from nay column was made upon the supposition that 
a patrol of three Companies of the tSSth Regiment, 200 of the Sikli 
Battalion, and 100 of the Towaua Horae and 2 guns which I had sent lo 
Slier ghur, had rejoined me, but as that patrol ha-l not returned, and 1 
had no reason to eapeot it hack for some time, I did not consider myself 
justified in complying to the full «lent with Sir Hugh’s request, and I 
sent across the Jumna on the night of the SOtb, I wo Companies of the 
33th, the whole of the Camel Corps, and 124 of the Sikh Infantry, in¬ 
forming Sir Hugh that as aoen a* I could hear of the approach of the 
patrol I would send the remainder of the men asked for by him. 

3. Rv Sir Hugh Rose's orders, I sent on the morning of the 21st 
two 3-inch mortars and two field guns, with a Company of the S3tb 
Regiment to Russoolpoor, a village about 3 miles below Culpee on the 
loft bank of the Jumna, and opposite to the village of Rohrse, where the 
enemy had a battery which commanded the road by which Sir Hugh 
p.irjtriBgil advancing' on Culpas 

4* During the night oI the Blst, two S-ineh mortars wer* put «*> 
position in the v: singe oE Diluule apposite tW Kutahnriy nnl Town of 
Culpee. 
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5. Under instruction* from Major-General Sir H ugh fto#e, tbd- three 
above^ mentioned Mortar Battens opened fire at noon on Saturday p the 
Rind. 'The well-directed fire of the mortars and guns from tha Kussuoh* 
poor Battery p under Lieutenant Hare, of the Bengal Artillery i soon 
cleared the village of R three, and the Re belis withdrew whit guni they 
bad there* The practice of Major Btunt # a four 10-inch Mortar Battery 
tvui beautifully accurate, nod that from Cap lain 1 urnbulPs at Diloult 
was moat ofFei; live and well lustained until the occupation of the town by 
Sir Hugh Rose’a force* 

6. The river Jumna being between my force and the enemy, the 
Infantry and Cavalry under my command had not the opportunity of 
giving that active eo^flperatioEi to Sir Hugh Hose that I could have 
wi-ftbedp hut they performed their picquet and battery duties much to nrj 
tat iufao Lion, the Enfield Rifle* uf the SSth Regiment annoyed the enemy 
very much and prevented them having the free use of the river m front 
of the town, 

7. The chief credit of the operations of my column on the left 
Bank of the Jumna i( due to two Offiotrf r mf-j Major Blunt, of the 
Bengal Artillery, aid Captain Turnbull, of the Bengal Engineers 1 
believe the menu of Major Blunt are already known to His Excellency 
the Commauder-iti-Chief, but 1 beg to tlpress my acknowledgments 
of the valuable @ervices Major Blunt has afforded me since he joined 
my column in February last; he has been indefatigable, active and 
zculous for the good of the service, not confining Litoeelf to the mere 
routine of hia own branch of it, but he has given me on all otca- 
lions hi* advice which his knowledge of the country and professional 
acquirement* tendered so t* 1 Liable tome. Of Captain Turnbull, of the 
Bangui Engineer*, I cannot speak too highly.

I have the bon nr to report that about 9 A.M., of the I£hiJ 
jj t r the lit Brigade Cenlml In din Field Force got under HOit in com¬ 
pliance with inflfcructiam from the Major-Genera I Com mem Hog, and in 
cuniieqBfrnce of the enemy threatening the right and front of m Camp 
near the village of Golowlee in fonae, I myaalf proceeded tu the Mortar 
Battery on the right* the pieqoat at which emulating of one Company 
3rd European Reijimcntp also tlie piequefc on the bank of Iho JmzinA T 
ciMnpc^rid of one Company Her Majesty 1 # SAtli Regiment, which 
guarded onr extreme right flank, had, by the order# of the Majors 
Gttiernl teen reinforced by nearly the whole of Her Majerty’a SJHh 
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Regiment which, thrown into p.kirm jelling order, covered almost the 
whole of our position to the right, Tiie Major,Gen*rel atro directed 
half of No. 4 Light Field ft utter; to move down to the Mortar 
Battery, and lire was immediate I y opened on the enemy, who were 
advancing in great numbers, and with much spirit over ground most 
favorable lo them, at it was thickly intersected in every direction 
by milishe and ravines close np to our position. Finding that the 
enemy were commencing to outflank the left of nor line of sklr- 
mittheir, I sent for three Companies o{ the iitii Hogimcnt Native 
Infantry which, when extended, made ail secure in lhat direct inn ; the 
action now became general throughout the whole line, but the advance of 
the enemy was theek«J ( though most obstinately persevered in on the 
extreme right, where Lieutenant-Colonel Liwth, Her Majesty's Sftth 
Regiment, was Commanding; matters Lima continued until about nooo, 
when the enemy made a most determined assault on the Mortar Battery 
and position held by the guns, taking advantage of our line of skir¬ 
mishers being weakened by many men having been compelled to fall to 
the rear from the effects of the sun, which as felt by all was most over* 
powering as aLo from their Rides having become leaded. At tliis 
juncture I could only muster a handful of men to defend the Mortar 
Buttery and guns, and the enemy were sturdily poshing on when the 
timely arrival of two Companies of the Hide Brigade, which in repl? to 
my call for aid, the Major-Ueaurai himself brought up, and led against 
the enemy, caused lhr-m to retire precipitately, and they made no further 
stand. About this time also 1 had been compelled to reinforce my right 
With a Company of Her Majesty's &0th Regiment, and my left with the 
£l$t Company Royal Engineers, as the determination shown hy the 
enemy was so great, and the distress orwasioned by the excessive beat of 
the day so paralysed the men that they could scarcely hold their ground ; 
simultaneously however with the repulse in the centre, the enemy were 
driven back on both flanks and our whole line, pushing on, completely 
routed them. Id compliance with the Major-General's instructions, f 
checked the pursuit of the enemy beyond a certain point. It was 
however persevered in on the right by Lientonant-Colonel Lowth, Her 
Majesty s 86th Regiment, further than was intended i having rein¬ 
forced the original pic-.piets, l directed that the remainder of the Troops 
should return to their tents. Nothing further occurred this day,

The Brigade advanced 
stesdilv, meeting with no oppoaitioo till the village of Rehrce was 
reached, when the men of Her Majesty's 39th Regiment, who were 
moving on it, received a volley., but charging in with a cheer drove the 
enemy out of it at ouoe, and put them to flight, the Brigade continued 
to advance till the position indicated by the Major-General was reached 
and sscnrel. 1 then scut for the Gone and Cavalry, having a* the 
Major-General is aware on account of the nature of the ground over 
which we marched, been obliged to leave both in the rear, until unr new 
position Lad been gained, the Brigade now remained halted until a junc¬ 
tion was effected with the Column under the phonal Command of the

Lieutenant Dowfcer l detached a little to my right nod accom¬ 
panied by Captains Abbott and Barrett at the head of their respective 
Detachments, I charged lhrough the enemy's retiring line and dispersed 
it* the Rebels were cut up in all dirnctiona with the lo® nf two gune 
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which they ah ail doned to Lreu truant Dow ter on the right, Tb* 
Dragoon* in the ointr® sabred a great many of the fn^itiv* Sepoys who* 
firings wild I y and completely panic-a trick an by the suddeancES and 
rapidity of our advance , fell an easy prey to their pursuers, in some 
instances casting away their arias, ia others suffering themidvet to h& 
followed into ravines where they were slain. Four elephants weru soon 
after captured as the pursuit continued. 

On the left, ahead of all, Captain Abbott charged along the road 
to Jalmiu, and to the right and left nf it T capturing on his way a 9- 
pounder gun which the paralysed enemy though loaded and placed in 

position did not fire, but abandoned after 
several of them had been rut down 
round about it, a few Cant-il ties, is per 
margin, occurred in Captain Abbott*! 
Regiment. 

Trooper Sher Ali, of the 3rd Regiment Hyderabad Contingent, has 
been specially recommended to the favorable consideration of lhe Major* 
General by his Commanding Officer He lost hit hand during the pur* 
suit by a musket shot, idso Trooper Mahomed Khan @th Troop, also 
Trooper Ncttoo Khun, of the Oth Troop, as well aa ike following Native 
Officers : Shah Mim Beg Bahadoor, Ressaldor Major of the Regiment;

Bcy. rd the village of Hurkhoo poors, about a hundred of tba 
enemy 1 * rgd Cavalry crossed oar front, from the left, accompanied by 
feme Infantry, and entered a village about half a mile Eo our front j as 
it appeared that they were disposed to make a aland here, and my 
Cavalry being thrown into some disorder by the pursuit, I sounded the 
assembly and reformed my line with tba intention of attacking them, 
but before this could lie dona, they hod Bed, and in the eshsnited itik 
of the men anil horses further pursuit for the moment was nut of the 
quest ion* 1 therefore baited and proceeded to water my horses at a well 
to my left rear. Between two and threw hundred of the Rebels lmd 
been sabred, without any Casualties an our side beyond those specified*

approached by the Jhauei Hoad, preceded by Captain Need who extend- 
ing to the right nnd left of the road, charged the leaf of an Infantry 
Column of whom he cut down nearly two hundred, while Captain Light* 
oot plied lb era with shot and shell.

ranched after bavin® been upwards oF thirteen hours on the saddle. 

A considerable body, tome bund rede of the Rebels wont off early to 
my right, in a Northerly direction, descending into ravines where it 
would have been very difficult to follow them with Cavalry {amongst 
them were n great many women and children}! this body I did not pursue. 

I cannot speak too highly of Captain Abbott 1 ! conduct during the 
pursuit, which oil the left he led well in advait« at the head of his 
Regiment, animating it by an example it nobly followed. 

The very weak Squadron of Dragoons that I had with me was ably 
led hy Captain Barrett, whose good conduct whilst erring under my 
imm-p'liaU 1 Command I have already hid occasion to bring to the notice 
of the Brigadier, Commanding life Brigade Central India Field Force, 
for favorable recommendation to the Major-General Captain Barrett's 
men did great execution amongst the Rebels, and the Sowars of the 1st 
Cavalry Hyderabad Contingent lad by Lieutenant Daw kef emulated 
them. 

To all the Troops, all the Officers, Non*Commissioned OlEoers and 
Men placed under my Command, my beat thauke arc given for the energy 
and fortitude displaved by thorn* Surgeon Stewart, 14th briigooUA, 
1 have to thank for his attention to those who fell sick during tlio pursuit

Before the taking of Calpee, in com¬ 
pliance with instructions from the Guv- 
emor-Gonera! and the Commander-in* 
Chief in India* conveyed to ms through 


Sir Robert Hamilton, that after the taking of that place, and the break¬ 


ing up of the Central India Field Force, part ef it should be seat to 
Gwalior, and the rest to Jhaosi „ as Harrisons for those places, I had 
■nhmilted to His Lordship the details of the dktributiao of Troops for the 
two services. 

The news received for the neit few days ^ very uncertain and 
contradictory^ An express letter from Scindtah's Agent nt Gwalior 
removed apprehensions for his safety, &ad that of his Government \ it 
stated that* he Rebels, who were in a destitute condition, bad, being 
still several toiler from Gwalior, implored Sdndiah f s favor and protection 
in language and with a demeanour the reverso of hostile. 

Subsequent accounts from Li tauten ant-Colonel Robertson, which 
were confirmed by Sir Robert Hamilton, conveyed the news which cmat&d 
a sensation throughout India, only equalled hy that whteh wm caused 
hy the first mutinies. The Rebel Army had attacked S u India h at Baba- 
durpootr, 9 miles from Gwalior, his Troops of all Arms, with the exception 
of a few of his Body Guard, had treacherously gone over, the Artillery in 
mass, to tic enemy. His High nets himsdf, after bravely doing his befit 
to make Ids Troops do their duty, had hem forced by the Era of hi* 
own Artillery, and the combined attacks oF hia Troops, and of the Rebel 
Army, to fly to Agm, which ho reached with difficulty, accompanied only 
by one or two attendants ; the Rebel* had entered Gwalior* (aken Sold* 
dish's Treasury and Jewels, the latter said to be of fabulous value ; the 
Garrison of the Fort of Gwalior, considered to ho one of the strongest, 
if not the strongest, Fortress in India* had, alter a mock rwitanee, opened 
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iti gates to the Rebels ; finally, from SO to fine gun a, comprising Horse, 
Field and Siege Artillery, bad fallen, os well as an Arsenal with aband¬ 
onees of Warlike Stares into ihe hands of the enemy. In short* the 
Rebel s^ who had iied, in the most disorderly flight and helpless state from 
Calpee, were now completely get up with abundance of money, m capital 
park of Artillery, plenty of material, and Stindiah's Army, as their allies. 

Gwalior itnelf, without the Fort, wus a prise of no ordinary value, 
comprising the Old City, and the ■* Lcuihkftr," that is,the ancient Mabintta 
Camp, converted into a bauds*)me and flourishing Cily, both together 
containing a population of ITCMjOO sonb* 

But other circumstance® combi tied to render the loss of Gwalior the 
most serious event which had Doeurr^d since the revolt. 

Scmdinh, the Maharajah or Prince of Gwalior, is ntir very faithful 
ally; and with one exception be is the most powerful of the independent 
Princes of India. The centrical and geographical position of the Li Wither 
States, and their extent, give their Rulers great political and Military 
power over the whole of India, 'the main artery of eommunination 
and the electric line from Bombay to Central India, Agra, and the 
North-Western Provinces traverse for hundreds of mil® Seindiab's 
dominions. 

Sol ndlab's Troop®, who went over to the Rebel®, were the best orga¬ 
nized and drilled of all the Native Levies. 

To render this state of things still more embarrassing, Gwalior tell 
into Rebel hands at the meat unfavourable time of the year for Military 
opetmlions-^on the eve of the great rains, and when the heat of summer 
was at its maximum. 

No one, therefore, could foresee the extent of evil if Gwalior were 
not promptly wrested From the Rebels; if Tautia Topee, with the im* 
incuse acquisition o£ political influence and Military strength which the 
possession of that place gave the Rebel causa, had time to re-organize the 
Calpe^ Arm y, which he could easily do, with the resources of Gwalior 
at hit disposal. The worst forebodings would have come to pass 1 if 
Tautia Topee, leaving either the Cnlpee or the Gwalior Army at Gwalior, 
for iti detente, marched with the other Southwards and unfurled the 
standard of the Peshwa in the Deccan and Southern Mahcattej* These 
Districts, and the West of India generally, were very much denuded of 
Troops; and the attachment of the inhabitants of the ancient Peislt- 
warato to their former Government is too well known to admit of a doubt 
ua to what course they would have pursued, if Tantia Topee had appeared 
amongst them with a large Army. 
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The inhabit ant A of Iiulore bad given BO many proofs of unfavourable 
feeling, tbit them was reason la fear that they would, if the opportunity 
offered, follow the einmple of Gwalior, 

It ivas of vital importance that Troops should reach Gwalior before 
the rains wl in j, f rtily, hecaosr I had no pontoons for Siege Artillery ; 
and to have transported the Siege Gnus across the Scinde and Pohooj 
Rivers, swollen to a great height hy Ihe mine, would have been most 
difficult if not impossible. Secondly, the siege of the Fort or City of 
Gwalior, protracted by the difficulties consequent on the monsoons, would 
have had the worst effect on our Military prestige and the state of 
affairs. 

The Governor General e«pressed a wish that not an hour should bo lost 
in reaching Gwalior. 1, therefore, leaving by order Captain Ommaney's 
Royal Artillery Battery of four 9-pouodora, belonging to the 2nd Bri¬ 
gade Central India Field Force, as part of the permanent garrison of

enable them to make their cakes, the** good Soldiers were quite ready to 
march on. 

I caught up Brigadier Stuart's column at the Fort of ludoarkeo on 
the Srinde rivers 

I received Hi* Eioelfency the Com mender do*ChtePi instructions 
that I wit* reinforced for the operation* n^aJrint Gwalior, as follows :

Brigadier Smith, with a brigade of the Raj pools n* Field Force, was 
to march from tie neighbourhood of Chandarce to Gwalior, 

The Hyd*rib*d Contingent* after their bard sendee, bad received 
permission and orders to return home ; almost all of these Troops had 
commenced their return to ihe Deccan* and some of them were far advanced 
oa their mad, With a good feeling, which cannot be sufficiently praised* 
all of the Contingent which had formed part of the Central India Field 
Force* instantly countermarched and moved against Gwalior an tbe wi*h 
being [n 1 limited to the Officers Cotnmandiug their separate bodies, that 
they should perform this fresh act of good service for the Government. 

When the crisis occurred at Gwalior, part of the Central India Field 
Forte were garrisoning Col pee, part had marched to Gwalior, and part 
bad been left ae a garrison at Jbansu 

His Excellency the Com maud er-in-CHef in India was pleased to 
direct my attention to preventing the move oE the Rebels S outhwards 
from Gwalior to the Deccan. 

His EscoellflHcy was pleaded to express his entire appKibation of 
my having selected Agra as the base of my operations, in cor,sequence ?E 
the communication between that place and Gwalior being the shortest 
and the best. But even this coammnicafcion was rendered imperfect by 
the passage of a very difficult ford across the Chumbul. 

My pku of attack of Gwalior was as follows—To invest it as much 
as its great extent would allow, and then to attack it by its weakest side ; 
the investing Troops cutting off the escape of the Rebels. 

1 hoped that a suocegfiful attack of the enemy, outside or inside ths 
City, would, like Cal pee, b* followed by the capture of the Fori* 

In order to invest Gwalior from the South, 1 directed Major Orr, 
Commanding Hydrabud Contingent, to move from Jhanii to Fuuear on 
the road from Gwalior to Seepfrt. Major Orr's force wai too weak to 
attack Gwalior from that quarter, but he was perfectly placed for cutting 
off the retreat of the Hebe]* to the South, assisted ai he would be* by the 
other investing Corps# 

Information as to the enemy *$ position is the surest guaranty of 
success] I had no plan of Gwalior or its environs. With great trouble 
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I had aseerlained that the weakest tide of Gwalior, and consequently the 
best for an attack, was the East, oa it was girt by high bills on that side, 
the summits of which were difficult, it is true, oE access [ bnt that, on the 
other hand, slopes which descended gradually from these summits towards 
and elwo to the '■ Lushkar," would enable ms, after taking the heights, 
to drive the enemy down from slope to slope, from the lowest of which 
I oould cannonade the “ L'-ishker," and covered by the fire of Artillery 
etorm the new Town, that is the " Lusbker," thui cutting in two the 
enemy's whole line, consisting of the old city, above which ie the Fort, 
and the u Luebker," or new City. 

This point of attack bad another advantage. It enabled me to attack 
Gwalior almost unhurt by the fire of the Fort. 

1 directed Brigadier Smith, with the li&jpootanah Field Force, to 
move from Seflpree to K.otuh-ka*3erai, about seven miles to the Knat of 
Gwalior. 

I myself, with Brigadier Stuart's column, and the small one 1 had 
brought from Cal pee, ran robed against tho Murat Cantonments, which 
were said to he occupied is force by the enemy. These Cant i<utoe uta for 
the Troops stationed at Gwalior are about five miles from that city, on 
the river Mora*. They had only been partially burnt by the Rebels ; and 
Seindiali's Government bad been at much trouble ami expense to repair 
the old buildings and construct others for the force which was to be the 
garrison of Gwalior. 

Once in possession of tho Mofir Cantonments, l could establish 
them my hospital,parks, eta. Divested of these incumbrances, and leaving 
a force in the M«mr Cantonments, which could protect it, ami at tho 
Bam'* time form part uf the investment of Gwalior and pursue when 
required, I was free to join Brigadier Smith at Kotah-ko-Semi and with 
bis force and my own, a; tack Gwalior. 

To complete the investment which, roughly speaking, was to enclose 
Gwalior from the South-East and North, I sent instructions to Colonel 
Riddell to move with his column by the Agra and Gwalior wad to the 
Herideaey, about seven miles to the North of Gwalior. Colonel Riddell, by 
extending bis force from the Residency down the Weft ride of G walior, 
invested it from that side. 

I had the bonoT lo report that all I he column a of operations would, 
I trusted, be at their post# by the 19tb of June. 

On ihelGth of Judo I arrived at Bahadur poor, about four or five miles 
from the Mi-rat Canton mi ni*. 
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1 diluted Captain Abbott, with liii Cfcvaliy, to reconnoitre Morar; 
hfi reported tint the Rebels wore in force in front of it* t reconnoitred 
their portion myself closely; and found that the side of the Cantonment* 
fronting o#, was nocupied by strong bodies of Cavalry, end that on their 
right were ft me mud a good deal of Infantry, 

My farce bid had m long nod fats going march, and the sun had been 
op for s-om£ time. Fool or five milca 1 more march in sun* &EiJ a combat 
afterward^ wo old be a great trial for the mens strength, On the other 
bivnd t Merer looked inviting with fttveral good buildings not jet burnt; 
they would be good quarters for o portion of [the] force \ if I delayed the 
attack until the next day* the enemy were euro to hum I hem. A prompt 
attack has always more effect on the Rebel*, than a procrastinated one. 

I therefore countermanded the order for encamping and made the 
following arrangement* to attack ihe enemy* 

1 Formed my force id two linos* the Brat line consisting of the lit 
Brigade, under Brigadier Stuart, the -sewnd liue, under Brigadier*Gfluera! 
Xipser, in support, of the first* consisting oE only a small part of the 2nd 
Brigade as the rest of it w&e at Cal pee. 

Captain Abbott, Hydmbad Cavalry* covered the advance. 

I requested Brigadier-General Napier to watch well hllli On my left 
and rear, in whioli the enemy wore supposed to be; and to advance in 
eci*to* from the right, which enabled him, his It ft refused to guard my 
left rear, on the outward flank of which I left luggage and iocum- 
b ranees. 

I also cent patrols of Cavalry far away into the hi lie on my lift 
and rear to search them. 

Sir Robert Hamilton, win* has a re mark alio acquaintance with the 
ground and localities of Central India* bad warned me to take care of the 
ground on the proper right, and iu front of Morar, m it was full of 
ravines and treacherous ground H 

Both line# advanced : No. 18 Light Field Battery, and the Siege 
Guns in the centre of the first; Her Majesty** 86th Regiment on their 
light; the %nth Bombay Native Infantry on their left; Her Majesty's 

14 ib Light Dragoons on each Rank* 

To march to our pctHthxi in order of battle* we bad gone over the 
ground on which* a short lima before, Soiadiah had been attacked and 
routed by hit faith loss Troops and the Cal pee Rebels, It was strewed 
with dead horses. 

My plan was to mask the dangerous ground to my left, towards 
nhlli the enemy evidently wished l J drav nan; to outflank the enemy's 
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left, double it op, and eat off tbeif retreat from the road over the bridge 
in rear of the Cantonments Wing to Gwalior, 

My hrst line advanced in Hne across the plain between Muror and 
Bahadur poor dressing by their centra with the regularity of a parade 
movement. The enemy retired Cron their position in front of Momridto 
the Cantonment#, 

I have the honor to enclose a Copy of Brigadier General Napier 1 *

lions of the Officer* under \m coin maud. 

Under the goldonce of 3omdiah J & Agsnt T t took ground diagonally 
to the right in order to get on the road which led to the Can ton menu 
and which enabled me to turn the enemy 1 * left; hut he missed the ri-ad ; 
in the mean time we had got on the edge of broken ground; a masked 
Battery in the enemy 1 # centra eonoealed by tree#! and the guns an their 
right opened a erne ft re on ns, causing some Casualties amongst Captain 
Abbott's H yd rad ad Cavalry, who showed admirable steadiness. 

I directed the Siege Gaos under Lieutenant Strutt! B*A., and 
No, IS bight Field Battery, under Lieutenant Harcourtj Bombay Artil¬ 
lery, to be placed in position obliquely to my front, which enabled them 
to open a telling fire diagonally to their left on the enemy 1 ! Batteries, 

I beg to mention specially Lieutenants Strutt and Hari'oort, For the prompt 
steadine #i with which they brought their guns into action cm difficult 
ground, and For th* efficiency of their fire. 

The Rebel Artillery caused EOnm Casualties amongst the horsea of 
these gnus. 

The lay of ihe ground favouring the Rebels 1 right Battery, I 
brought to my Ml, Captain Light foot 1 # 1st Troop Bombay Howe 
Artillery against it from the ind line. 

Nullah* and broken ground prevented the advance of Captain Abbott 7 * 
Cavalry* whom I placed under cover | and of Her Maje*fcy J s 14th Light 
Draguone under Captain Thompson, on the right, who reinforced my 
left. 

The enemy's Cavalry, of whom the 5th Irregulars formed part, 
showed in force in position io our front along the rood through the Can- 
tonmonta, 

I miaforced my left, now near the dangerous ground on the enemy*a 
right, with the 25th Bombay Native Infantry* and advanced across bad 
ground. Her Majesty's fiflth Begiraent firing, whom I had thrown into 
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tkirm^bsng order! and to -k by storm under a cannonade of the vtir-mj 1 * 
right Battery, all tht Morar Cantontnente in our front The Rebels 
retired at a gallop. 

I brought for wi?d the right shoulders of the 80th line of skirmisher* 
and resting their right on the right batik of the Mo mi swept the whole 
Cantonments and occupied them. 

Captain Abbott whose horse wm$ killed under him by a round shot, 
10 the meantime had contrived to get acroes the nullahs further to live 
right, and whetting to hi? left, galloped through ihe CuiitonEnents, and 
joined io the pursuit of the tneroy h who retired from their right. 

But the delay in his advance, caused by the very diflknR ground, 
prevented his arriving its time to cut off the retreat of the enemy acre** 
the bridge 

The Rebels withdrew their batteries, crippled by the fire of Captain 
Liglitf act's, Lieutenants Strutts and llarcourt'i gang, ns -oon os they 
saw their left compromised by the successful ndvimct? of the flfith. 

My left, which had been refused, conformed to the right* ami changed 
posit ion to the «efr p fronting the nullahs on the enemy's right, which it 
had now approached. 

The advanced nullah and others in rear of it were lined with Rebel 
Sepoy*, *ho gave no sign, until my loft approached them, whan they 
Opened on it a very heavy fine, on which Major Rich, Her Majesty 1 # 71st 
Highland Light Infantry* moved big skirmishers rapidly forward Lo 
dislodge them* Lieutenant Neave led with ardent courage the charge, 
and Ml, when close to the nullah t mortal If wounded, sincerely regretted 
hy hk brave Regiment and hie General, 

The 71etr very gallantly took the nulla h and others in rear by f-t-orm.; 
Lieutenant Rone, $5th Bombay Native Infantry, afforded them useful 
co-op#ration by skilfully placing a party of his Regiment an am to enfilade 
these dangerous entrench me ri La, The whole of the Rebate in them were 
killed, after a desperate resistance, which coat the 71&t, I regret to say* 
besides Lieutenant Neave, several brave Soldiers killed and wounded; 
Serjeant McGill* kilted ; Serjeant Wilson, wounded dangerously * Corporal 
Leslie, killed f two Privates killed and da wounded, of the whole of whom I 
make special mention- la the advanced nullah, alone seventy Rebels lav 
dead, belonging to Sc End 5 ah's faithless Guards and wearing English 
accoutrements and breastplate#, on which was engraved r( let Brigade 
Infantry, JJ 

Her Majesty's 71st Regiment proved, on tbte as well as on every 
oiler oecawu, whilst under my *■ rd^rw, that they will maintain ty their 
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courage and discipline the historical reaowo, of which they bear so many 
honoured recede on tbeir colours* 

When a Wing of the Regiment was prostrated by suu* sickness after 
r.he action at Kooneh, the only complaint I heard in the field hospitals 
from these gallant youug Soldiers was that they could not rise and 
fight. 

The success of the day was completed by the destruction of the Rebels 
in the nullahs, and a msm euceessful pnmit of the ttebeU by Captain 
Thompson, with a Wing of Her H^j^i 14th Light Dragoons. These 
Rebeb had been turned hj Captain Abbott 1 * advance from Lbc ford of the 
river, nor s* which mod the bridge the main body had retreated | Captain 
Thompson caught them in the plains, before they could reach the hill* to 
which they were hurrying, and made t& great slaughter of them, t beg to 
mention specially Captain Thompson, Her Ma]Pflty J a 14th Light Dragoons, 
lor the very good service which he did on fchie occasion* 

In making special mention of Captain Light foot for his go<wJ service* 
this day, I beg to state how very much indebted 1 am to the Officer* 
and Men el bis, the 1st or u Eagle** Troop Bombay Horse Aifcillery* for 
their excellent and gallant conduct throughout the Campaign. In my 
actions. I made very liberal use of the Troop* in pouring an lines peeled 
or Bank fire into the enemy. On *L1 the*e ocenaiane, the 1st Troop was 
worthy of ite former fume, and proved that no Arm c£ the service us more 
dangerous to its ftws thin fleet Artillery. 

L beg to make special mention of Brigadier-Gen era! Napier for the 
very important assistance which ho afforded me in the action of the Ibth 
of Juue. 

I beg to king to HU Excellency's notice the good spirit and gallan¬ 
try which Hie Troops displayed in the rapid and successful operation 
jigaiiiit the Morar Can tori moots. Their march from Calpee waa a very 
trying one* In cou sentience of the great heat in the lent* by day, th* 
men could not get the rest which they lost hy marching at night to avoid 
sun. 

Notwithstanding a Song march to Bahadurpoor* the troop# rawed 
tbeir preps*ationa far encamping and marched! fasting,, wilh the nim 
alacritv and sleadiue-s against Morar, going five miles and taking it hi 
two hoiin, under a heavy and wsll directed cannonade, and a resolute 
rerislanee on the left* The capture of Mflrtt had good results* It was the 
Bret defeat which the combined force# of the Cm! pec and Gwalior Rebel* 
had sustained. 
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Moral-, the Military Station and an outwork of Gwalior, waa an 
important strategical point. It gave me tlie command of the line of the 
Moror Riv^r, of the road to Agra, and enabled me to communicate with 
Brigadier Smith to the left, and the Residency to the ri^ht, 

Tha Rebels were surprized by my rapid march from Calp« f they 
intended tomako a determined stand at Morar, and bad commenced storing 
it with supplies, which fell into enr hande. They bad not time to bora 
the horn*?, still standing since the mutiny, nor the temporary sheds 
prepared by Bcindiab, all of which were turned to good account. 

I got immediately into communication with Brigadier Smith at 
"Koiah-ka-Serai " and reconnoitred Gwalior. 

I hare the honor hi enclose Brigadier Smith's report of his opera* 
No. S Endraore. Brigadier tiona from “ Kotoh-ka-Serai." Ibeg fully 
Smith 1 ! Kep rt. to confirm his recommendation of the 


Officer* under his com maud, and to draw Hie Excellency's attention 
particularly to the great gallantry and deration displayed by Her 
Majesty's 8th Hussars, in the brilliant charge which they mode through 
the enemy's Camp j of which one moat important result was the death of 
the Ranee of J linnet ; who, although a lady, was the bravest an d best 
Milltary leader M tTSTEeBels. - The enemy's guns which the Btb Hussars 
brought hack oat of the Rebel Camp Into their owo, were the best 
proofs of haw nobly they had fought and conquered. 

Brigadier Smith having asked for

My rewnunissaneo of Gwalior satisfied me that the information on 
which I had decided to a! tack it was good . If 1 bad attacked it from 
Morar. I should have bad to cross the plain between Morar and Gwalior, 
under the fire of the Fort, and of masked and formidable batteries, 
established in strong houses and gardens on the banks of the old canal.

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leaving in Momr the force also detailed 
In the margin, coder Brigadier-General 
Napier, for ita protection, lhe investment 
of 11 Gwalior/ 1 ami tie pursuit of thr* 
enemy, when they retreated from it. 

The march to " K°Uh-ka-S«r*i,” *twut 40 miles, w*. very ha ris¬ 
ing; IDO men of Her Majesty's Sf'fch Regiment nlon« wer« compiled, by 
cuu-iickDKB, to fall out and go into <lWiw. TW me. the text 
J*y, uutniiulful of their illne«, foU in with their Com^mw, tod took 
port in the assault of Gwalior, which corroborate, what I .aid in a pre¬ 
vious report, that the spirit of the Sotilkr* often made them fight when 
they were too weak to march* 

My column bivouacked on the left hank of the river M orar, and 
daring the night t oo^mtUtinM wirh Brigadier and Colonel 

Hinks # Comma oding Artillery, Central India Field Force* 

Brigadier Smith reported to me that, in consequence of the enemy 
oecnpviog in g»t nambere the hills opposite " Kotntkm-Sermi ” on the 
other pido of the river -\lomr,and pressing on him, he had advanned from 
hb petition ftt * Kotali-kn-Seraij 1 * and following the read fivm that 
plac* to Gwalior, by (lie ford aereps the river, bad aLtacked and driven 
the enemy from the hi!!*, on his right front, aed occupied the road, which 
led through a pass, about two miles in length, through the bill*, and to 
the left or South side of a very deep and dry ohl canal cut out of Lhe 
ruck, which I«1 from the ford d<m by the left of the imd through the 
pa m t to the foot oE the rock or Fort of Gwalior. 

The enemy retained possession of the hills to the left of the pass 
and canal* 

To the left of the road and eantd in the pass rose from a narrow 
plain a succession of elopes, intersected by ravines ; a ridge ran along 
the top of the slopes, on which lhe enemy had pieced a Battery of 
lb pounds*. To protect the Battery and position, the enemy bad concen¬ 
trated a numerous force of all Arms on the ridge, a b well 11 a largo body 
of Cavalry in fear cE it- 

About a mile and a half farther back, and about the same distance 
from iha left of lhe mad, wan stationed, in a gorge of the bills, a large 
body of the ensmy*s Infantry, with gnus. They guarded a rend which 
branched off horn the ford Southwards through the hills to Gwalior.

Regiments supported by the rest of Bngidicr Smith’s brigade, were 
concealed by the ravine?, to attack their front and turn their left 
flank. 

t h-g to make ~ped.il mention of Major lb? Hon'lile E, G. II, 
Massey, 95th Regiment; Captain Bolton, Deputy Assistant Ouarter- 
Master Gene™!, Raj poo tans Field Forehand Lieutenant Harris, of the 
3rd Troop Bombay Horse Artillery, for the assistance which their 
intelligence and knowledge of die ground enabled them to giro me in 
making the recoonoissancc and plan. 

Lieutenant Haggart, Commissary of Ordnance, by my desre, had, 
during the night, moved the two lS-poundere and S-ineh Howitzer, from, 
our bivouac, up to the top of a steep height, which was to the right of 
the road and canal and opposite the ridge, 1 selected a point at the 
extremity of a spnT of this height towards Gwalior as a position for 
these guns, from whence they commanded the plain twin* the entrance 
to the pass, and were enabled to fire on the enemy's Battery on the 
ridge. 

The enemy'* Battery opened a fire on the Siege pieces as they were 
being tikf o into position, wounding two draught elephants and causing, 
subsequently, seme casualties in the Battery, after it had opened its fire 
under Lieutenant Hnggart’s orders. 

The enemy set on lire with their Guns some monster bay ricks. 
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which ware dose to the canal, m the narrow plain* in order that our 
outposts might pot be covered by them. 

The carriage of 8-inch howitzer had ham Be shaken by hundreds of 
miles' marching* that its charge was rednced a pound below tbe regola- 
tiOPj in order to rave the carriage : ibis irregular charge rendered it* fire 
rmieh l-sa certain. The want of sights on the Impounders affected the 
accuracy qf their fire in field-firing. 

Colonel Hicks suggested to me the withdrawal of the Siege guns as 
they did not appear to damage tbe enemy ; whereas they had our range. 

1 thought that it would he better that the battery should cento firing 
gradually p when the enemy would probably do the same, ihin that it 
should be withdrawn. This was done* and the enemas Battery ceased 
to fire. 

Before the Batteries bad begun to diminish their firing, 1 had gone 
lo our Battery to inspect it and to watch an advance of the enemy*! 
Infantry, in skirmishing order, from tbe ridge and a spur of it to 
tbe Wft, against our chum of outpoats and ]tU f which rested on 
the canal, 

Soon afterwards, a Urge body of Troops was seen debouching from 
iawnlior; nnd my vidtties reported that fmh gnus were ascending the 
heights to reinforce the Battery on the lidge, which was good news a= 
the more guns the Rebels brought up to the bsights the more were we 
likely to take next morning. 

I reinforced the sentries and pickets on our left op the line of 
the canal, and ordered the Troops in Camp to be ready to turn 
out* 

The enemy 1 ! skirmishers and my line guarding the canal became 
engaged. At this time I received an express from Sir Robert Hamilton, 
telling me that he had received information that the Sepoys and Valai- 
tees had agreed to attack mo to-day* 

The enemy scorned ire un^d not to confine their advance to an affair 
of out posts, hut to be determined to attack my left flank, which they 
knew was weak. 

The Central India Field Force was the worse for lie-t night’s har¬ 
assing march; and a bid bivouac on rock. The Company of Madras 
Sappers and Miners, whose roal and intelligence no hardships can abate, 
would have completed the bridge across the canal by sun-set ; and I 
anticipated the best results from availing myself of it for the purpose of 
cutting off during the eight the enemy's numerous force of all Arms on 
the bilk. 
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I would, therefore! have preferred not engaging the enemy before 
the rime determined on 

On the other hand, the position in the narrow pas- was bo false that 
it became necessary to free it from the risk of a serious attack* and to 
i-haoge the defensive for the offensive, 

I therefore directed Brigadier Stuart, with Her Majesty's Bflih 
Regiment who were encamped between the pass and the river fl Mom” 
to move from my loft rear, supported by the 2Mh Bombay Native In¬ 
fantry across the u.iTkal, crown the heights on the other side of it, and 
attack the enemy in their left flank, by which means they would mask 
the fire of tbs Battery, 

As a diversion in favor of Brigadier Stuart's attack, I directed 
Brigadier Smith to move Lieutenant-Colonel Raines with Her Majesty'* 
9&th Regiment, from th« left of my right Trout* a&noss the canal in 
skirmishing order, over the should or of the hill, on which was tie 
Rebels 1 Battery, against the enemy's left flunk* Thf- oblique move¬ 
ment; * ami the lay of the ground prevented the E5th suffering seriously 
from the guns of the Battery* 

I farther directed Brigadier Smith to move tip the IQih Bombay 
Native Infantry from tbe right oT my right front across the canal, to 
support the advance of the 9Btb and to cover my right. 

I ordered up at^o the 3rd Troop Bombay Horn Artillery to the 
entrance of the pa*e towards " Gwalior/' supported by a squadron of 
Her Majesty's Sth HusFors* 

I disposed the rest of my force in support of the attacking column?, 
and for the defence of the Camp from the rear. 

Brigadier Smith crowing the canal ascended steadily with Her 
Majesty's 86th Regiment, under Lieutenant-Colonel Louth, ihe heights T 
The enemy taken in flank, retired rapidly from the attack of eur left 
dank towards the Battery, The skirmishers of the S6th* with their usual 
ardour* pressed the Rebel Infantry so hard that they did not make a 
stand even under their gnus, but retreated across the entrenchment, in 
the rear of which they were in position* The gallant skirmishers gave 
them no Lime to rally In the Battery, but dashing with a cheer at the 
parapet ctomb 4 it, and took the guns which defended the ridge—three 
excellent English U-poumkm 

The H6th* leaving a party with the captured guns r passed on after 
the enemy's Cavalry and Infantry, who fled* part towards Gwalior, part 
to the hills to the South. 
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Li eaten aafc-Cnl one I Raines coming up with a wing of the 95 th to 
tbe entrenchments, with good judgment turned the captured guns on 
the enemy's Cavalry ami IolWjtrj, which he saw in detached bodies in 
the plain Iwlnw at a distance of 1,000 yards, a* well as on the body which 

had retired to our left. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Raines placed Lieutenant Brockman of the 
Hfith, with some men of bi.-i Regiment, in command of one gun; and 
Lieutenant Bndgeon and Lientanwit and Adjutant Sextan, of the 95th, 
with men of their Regiment, who tad bwn instructed in tbs gun 
exercise, in command of tin two other guns. These guns thus manned 
l.y Infantry made excellent practice, and although sometimes short, the 
shot ricocheted amongst tbs enemy* Four Rebel Batteries in front at 
“Gwalior " now opened n but fire of shut and shell oo our advanced lines, 

Lieutenant-Colonel Raines reports that Lieutenant Bead, 19th 
Bombay Native Infantry, rendered bln great assistance in tiring and 
pointing the enemy's Artillery, 

Tlio IQth Bombay Native Infantry, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Room*, crossed the pa*s and the canal, and pausing by the hay 
stacks, which wore now one burning mass, and moving up, as ordered, 
in fiupport of the 95th, and in protection of my right, found hinuelf 
exposed to a lire of Artillery and Musketry, from the heights on the 
enemy's extreme left Advancing with half of bis Regiment in skirmish¬ 
ing order, and leaving the remainder in support, he cleared the two 
nearest heights of the Rebel Infantry, and charging gallantly, took two 
brass field pieu-es and three mortars, which were in a plain at the foot of 
the see uid height. 

My Troops were now in possession of the highest range of heights 
to the East of Gwalior which we saw at aur feet. The light Was 
interesting. To onr right was the handsome palace of the Pbnol Bagb, 
its gardens, and the old City, surmounted by the Port, remarkable 
for Us ancient architecture, with lines of extensive fortifications round 
the high and precipitous rock of Gwalior. To oar left lay the 
**Lu»hker" or new City, with its spacious houses half hidden by 
trees. 

The ground corresponded exactly with the accounts of it which I 
had collected: the slopes descended gradually towards Gwalior; the 
lowest anc commanding the grand parade of the " Luibter,'’ which was 
almost i.ut of tire of the Fort and afforded an entrance into the City. 

I felt confinct.nl that 1 could take Gwalior before shn-set. 

I determined t<> make a general advance against all the positions 
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which the enemy occupied for the defeat of Gwalior, *xl ending i rom 
beyond the p*Ucc of (he Plural Bagh on their rights to the ext entire 
Barrack-* on the left of the grand parade of the 11 Luchker/' and then 
take the fH Luabker'* by assault* 

For this purpose, I ordered the 3rd Troop Bombay Horn Artillery 
with a aquadroti of the 6th I Justus, to follow the road whiL-h led out of 
tbo pass, and advance, covering my extreme right parallel with tbo 
Troopa attacking Gwalior* 

Lieutenant-1 Lionel Owen, with tho 1st Bombay Lancers, had been 
moved to the heights, to caver the captured guns* the rapidity and 
dexterity with which they got over very difficult gr-mud doe® tha 
JL'giment atid their Commander much credit, I now ordered them to 
descend the heights to tho rear, get into the rood which led through the 
bills to the South, and occupy the enhance to it, which led to the grand 
prade, for the purpose of arideting ill llie attack of that important point 
and of the (i Lush ter/* 

1 left a sufficient force of oil arms for the proteclioD of my Camp, 
which wag exposed* 

l bad some time before ordered up No* 4 Light Field Battery with 
two Troop#of liar Maje-iy's 11th Light Dragoons to tha heights to cover 
my advanced line, and to answer the enemy J s Batteries in position in 
front of Gwalior. The billy and difficult nature of the ground, partimi* 
bAf the deep canal which the guns bad to traverse, prevented their 
arrival. 

The advanced line wa§ irregular, as if followed the formation of the 
bills. The flflth formed its left which was in advance; lbs Oath, the 
light, was refused. 

The left of the S$tb, who pursued, across a deep ravine to the range 
of hills to the South, the body of the enemy who retreated, to the left, 
bad returned and rested their left on & hamlet situate on the crest of *hv 
gang* which comm an did Gwalior, Thu enemy immediately brought a 
Buttery of two 18- pounder® in front of the grand parade to bear on the 
ImmLfcp and bring from a great elevation sent round shot into it in rapid 
Hucneition and with accurate aim. 

Skirmishers of t he S0t1i had descended the hill toward® the Barracks, 
and were advancing against the ■ nomy, who had made a stand xri iiouaes 
amongst tree® at tbo foot of (ho bill. Lieutenant-Colonel Raioeis with 
good judgment detached Captain Zenith's Company of the 95tb in 
Fupj ort of (hem. 

I* 
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I moved tbe Sfltti from the hamlet lower down the hill, sheading 
them at large intervale From the left t.> the right. This new portion of 
the K6lh rendered the fire of the lS-pounders harm lew and gave more 
support to the skirmishers, who soon gave a good account of the enemy in 
the houses. 

In front of, and between the two hilts occupied by theSSth and &flth, 
was the last slope, u spur of the hill on which were the 88th com man ding 
the tows of Barracks and the grand parade of the " Lushkar/* to which 
the enemy, pressed by our advance, had now withdrawn the two 
16-pounders. 

I occupied the loft of this slope with a Wing of the 2Sth Bombay 
Native Infantry, which I brought up from the second line, leaving 
the other Wing in support. 1 moved a party of the Doth down to 
the right of the slope under Major Vialls, who judiciously look posses¬ 
sion of a strong powder ntagasine, surrounded by a wall at lbe further 
end of lie 

Lieutenant Rooms, with the lUth Regiment Bombay Native 
Infantry on the right, after be bad captured the guns and field pieces, 
took with much spirit a strong building used os an Arsenal on his right, 
from whtdh the enemy had poured u galling lire on his Regiment, 
and occupied a trench at the bottom of the hill on which was the Arsenal, 
from which the lQth kept up a heavy Ora on the enemy, who hud 

retreated to a posi tion in front of GwaHor. 

Lieutenant■ Colone 1 Rainti, leaving a Company of ihe Oath to guard 
tbs captured guns, which kept up an effective fire oo the enemy, joins! 
with the rest of hie Regiment, and rciufureed Major Vialls on the lowest 

•lope. , 

Lkutennii^Cdaiid Raines perttived a large tody of the enemy# 

Cavalry in the vicinity oE the two 18-pflundrrs placed in ll&iterjj 
w ho be believed were posted there for the purpose of making a daili at 
tho British Troops, should they attempt to take the guise* He therefore 
killed end waited for orders and rei pfarceroBUts* pitting two Companies 
of the 05lh in skirmishiHg order, lying down along the meat of the hill, 
a pari of the 10th Bombay Native Infantry fating in rear as rapport* 
The enemy now took courage to come oat, mi Bred the 1S-pounders with 
grape and canister at Dor portion, on which Ideate hmPt-Coloii el Raines 
detached some skirmishers of the *15lfa to covered ground to hie fronts 
who kept up with thfir Eufelds such an effective fire on the Impounders 
and the Cavalry* that if ter firing eight rounds, the enemy ftnfl obliged 
to oearo firing T and retire behind the building* oE the grand parole- 








LieutenuLkL Knutohbiill, and seven or ei^bfc men cf No. 1 Company 
of the tiatb JL-ginH-nl, drugged a email Iiowitser and ifci Lumbril, cap* 
tnre-I by the 10th Bombay Native liifunky, up the sh po, and opened lire 
with it ou tbe enemy behind the building*. 

Hie Officer Commanding No, 1 Lri^lil Field Unitary, by fellowmg 
tbe road through the pais beyond it* entrance, hat! found n pas-ag'c, * 
very difficult one, aoruse the canal - but on faking tho u up a bridle roid 
ivhidj led to tbe height#, a gun upset and delayed very inopportunely the 
arrival of ibis Artillery ou tbe heights* Lieutenant Goldsworthy, of 
Her Majesty 1 * 8tb Hussars, who octet! m my Aid&^de-Canip during the 
day, nnd wheat activity and in toll ig* nee were most useful to ine f at tart 
brought up cue £bpounder to the heights. 

The enemy were firing with much vivacity, hut little e£Eaet r from 
tbe Batteries on the right, and the eapturutl guns were answering them* 

Lflrga bodies of the coemy’s Infantry and Cavalry were marching 
out of Gwalior, by all iU issue#, and moving towards ua, but not io order 
or with resolution os if to attack, or take up n position of defence. 

Besides storming the grand parade, from which I could cuter the 
“ Lueliter * M and pais by the main street to Scindiah'a pakee r I directed 
Brigadier Smithy with No. 3 Bambiy Troop Hqm Artillery and a Rpj*d- 
rou of Her Majesty's 14th tiight Dragoons, to be ready to attack the 
enemy** position h at tike Phoot Bagh mud beyond it Thu attack pro. 
tec Led the right of the Troops attacking tbe grand parade, and turned at 
the same time the enemy's left. 

The 1st Bombay L nicer* were to debouch from the entranue c£ the 
road on which L bad placed them, charge ibcouamy on the grand nar^de 
and assist the 05tb in taking it. 

Tht; 3 0lb Bombay Native Infantry were to support those Regiment*, 

One 9-pounder, the only piece af Artillery which, on account of the 
ground, had been able to reach the height*, waa to cover from the lowest 
eloj* the- advance o£ the let Lnucori ami of the 93th uod to clear 
the grand parade. 

The eGtfi were to remain in their position on tbe left of the height*, 
cover my left, and if necessary assist the Camp. 

One Wing of the 43th Bombay Native Infantry w UH to attack the 
Baracks and covet tile left of the 95th attacking the grand p.irade. The 
other was to hr in support ou the slopes. 

Two Troop* of the Hth Light Dragoon* were in eupport of the lower 

slopes. 

AU being ready, I gave the word for the general attack of Swriioe. 

l4 
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I had pi need llifl 9-pnuuder in position, opposite the two 18-ponnders. 

I directed it to bo fired with sbtopnel at the enemy, who were attempting 
to load them* The shrapnel, a remarkable one, burst just over the 
Impounder* inlo uhont twenty piece#, killed and disabled me of the 
gunners, and put the rest te flight. Parties of the enemy's Cavalry and 
Infantry on the grand parade began to retire. 

An animated war scene “ entiled. 1 ' 

The 1st Lancers, utidor Lien ten ant* Colonel Owen, the ltt ajuidron 
led by Lieutenant Heath, that in support by Captain Loch, issuing from 
the road, charged most gallantly, in sight of the British TnoOjw, descend¬ 
ing the slopes of the heights of Gwalior into the grand parade, and 
clearing nil the right of it, pursued, carried away by their ardour, I bo 
enemy's infantry into the « Lighter” Captain L«b leading and Lieute¬ 
nant Heath supporting this second charge, in which, l much regret to 
say, fell in the streets, shot through the heart;, Lieutenant Mills of the 
1st Lancers, bravely leading hi* men—a very promising and popular 
young officer j Captoin Loch in the pnrsuit cut down the rebel who shot 

him. 

Lieu tenant ■Colonel Baines, with two Companies of the 9 3 lb, charged 
down the slope with hie usual spirit and took the two lfe-pounder* and 
two small mortars, on lie grand parade. 

After going down the slope, and pointing out to Brigadier Smith 
the poaitwm which he ivaa to attack, I joinod Lien ten not-Colonel f^inss 
on the grand parade, and went with him against' the Town, with the 
intention of forcing our way, if necessary, to the Palace, the possession 
of which would give us the " Luehket" As I did not know whether 
the enemy n*i«ht not, a* at Jhansi, defend the streets and houses, I 
directed Lien tenant-Colonel Raines to form four Companies of his Begi- 
tneiU for * tree!-fighting, and to have the remainder of them in reserve 
PU die "rand parade# 

Lit’iitenaot Room*. with the 10th Bombay Nufiv et Infantry, on the 
getiorul advance beiti" ordered, moved to the front fkirmhliing through 
the tmildingi to tire tight of lie £f»nd parade, ami killed many of ike 
ffiyj who atood tber^ % those who escaped were afterward* cut op by 
the 1st Bombay Lancera* 

The Fort kept up a constant fire durbg our advance, but &* I fore* 
m\w t our position masked ufl from it a 

Shortly after entering tbe Lushker we met the lei Luueers re 1 urn- 
[ng wiih Lifutenant Mills just killedLieuteUMit-Coloiiel Owen? not 
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thinking it advisable Llint bis Regiment an Cavalry should fee involved id 
ttre^tefighling, wll h the large is umber of the enemy who were ia the 
Town, 

The enemy*! Cavalry end Infantry retreated before us through 
the Town to rapidH\ that we could not even gel n sight oE theni p although 
wo Advanced by more straits than one with the view to cut them 
off, Th ■ Rebel Cavalry, as U5iin]. avail Lag themselves of their horsas, 
headed the retreat instead of covering il. After marching for more than 
a mile through the streets we reached the Sirindiah's pa I&l i h. 

I di tnohed Pstrdf id every direction to clear the streets; before 
sunset the whole oE the H Lnshker 1 * or new City was completely in our 
hands. I also directed the old Town and Fort to be occupied immediately, 
Seindiih** Agent, who made his appearance on our entering the palace, 
having informed me that the enemy had evacuated the Fort, 

] o pointed Lieutenant-Colonel Robertson to be Commandant of 
Gwalior, and to occupy it with his Regiment, 

Brigadier Smith got into action with the enemy near the palace 
of the Phool Biigh, which ho took, killing numbers of the enemy* 
Ha then pursued a Ur^o body oE the enemy who were retiring round ibe 
ro:ik of GwiHor towards the Residency, covering their retreat with Horsa 
ArtiTery guns- After a stout resistance, which did credit to the tnemy^u 
Artillery, Brigadier Smith, who did good service on tide occasion, he wtU 
as throughout the dny, captured the guns and killed numbers oE 
the retreating Rebels, Brigadier Smith speaks very highly of the 
steadiness with which Her Majesty's lltb Light Dragoons, escorting the 
3rd Troop Bombay Haras Artillery, stood the enemy's Artillery fire, shot 
and shell* and of th* anlour with which they afterwards fell on the guns 
and the retreating enemy. BrigaUor Smith, who waa directed by 
me to pursue with all his vigor the enemy retreating by the Residency p 
inflicted much 1 oas on them and cap tut ed more gun#; he coatiaued the 
para nit until long after night, and until his men and horses were unable 
to move on* 

The Officer directed to occupy the old City and Fort of Gwalior re¬ 
ported that the enemy still held the Fort, and had fired on him when he 
approached it, 

Tim information therefore of Scindijth’& Agjnt that the Fort wa* 
evacuated was incorrect* 

As it was now night* I directed the Fort to he invested as closely 
as possible from the old City, and the Lnihker ; and the Officer 
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Commanding tb^ Cavnli j it the Phocl Kogb, to cmjdetn the rest of the 
investment. 

The next morning, the enemy sixain fired from the Fort on the 
Troops. Lieutenant Ro&e, S&th Bom hay Notice Infantry, Lieutenant 
Waller Bud a party of the 25lh under his orders, with eome of SctudUh'a 
Police,, hurst open the main gato-way of the Fort, and surprizing- the 
other gates before the Garrison, a party of fanatical Artillery men, 
Musiulrnaug, could shut them, reached an archway on which the Rebels 
brought a gnu to bear; Lieutenant Eto-=e and his party get through ihe 
archway unscathed by the lire of the guns, and thun engaged in a deg- 
peruto and h and* t unbind combat with the rebels, w3lo defended the 
narrow street 1 < adin£ into the Port. But the determined gallantry of 
Lieutenant Ross, and of the Soldiers of the £ath aided by Lieutenant 
Waller, who climbed with a few of hie men on the roof of a house find 
shot the gunners, carried all before thorn ; they took the Fort and killed 
every man in it. But the gallant leader, Lieutenant Row, who hire been 
twice specially tueiikioaed by me fur gcod and gallant conduct, fell in the 
F> rr, mortally wounded, dosing his early career hy taking the Fort of 
G w n 1 tor by force of arms, 

Tantta Topee's character is a singular anomaly j be give* proof 
nf ci great moral murage in undertaking the execution of the daring and 
important plans which lid forms, but his nerve fails him in the 
combat which is to decide their success. Thus he planned the stitioemfnl 
conspiracy to overthrow Bel ml i ah*s powern But as at ** Kooneb 11 and 
if Betwa/ 1 his flight w&a too early to be excusable, and too precipitate to 
be dignified* 

Abandon mg the defence of Gwalior, whilst his troops were still 
fighting, Taniin Topee, with a considerable body o£ Cavalry and Infantry 
attempted to retreat Southwards by the road from Gwalior to Putriarnrid 
Goods h ; but learning that Fuuiar was occupied by Major Orris force, he 
went to the Residency, where the rest of the Rebel Army joined him in 
their retreat from Gwalior. 

The Residency was to have been occupied by Colonel Riddell, 
but reports from that Officer showed that the difficulty of cropping the 
f >rd across the river f ‘ Cbutnhul/' at DLuilpoor, where he had arrived on 
his food from Agra to Gwalior, readered it impossible that his Force could 
reach the Residency in time to invest Gwalior t a part of his For®, twa 
KjLsadrno* of M>ade T i Horse, arrived at Mormr the day I left it for 
H Aouh-ka-Serai/ 1 a* an escort to Sciudiuh. I left the two squadron* 
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there to nmlwt Br i gad ief-General Napier for the defence of Morar, and 
the ptiTOtti* Captain M#ute volunteered to nccoinpany me at acting 
Aide-de-Camp ; hif seal and knowledge of tire country rendered him of 
great use to mo during the operation* 

I tent an express to Brigadier-General Napier, at the Morar Canton- 

ment*i requesting him to pursue the

The enclosed report from that Officer 

a bo its bow gallantly and successfully he and hie Troops ca tried out 

that very important Harriet, Twenty- five pieces of Artillery were 

the fruits of hie moat aide pursuit and the total dispersion of the 

enemy, 

I wrote to Sir Hobart Hamilton, informing him of the capture of 
Gwalior* and took the liberty to E(igg0?t, with the express inns of my 
einecre respect and esteem for the Prince of Gwalior* that the sooner His 
Highness returned to hia Capital the better. 

The next mormtig Hia High nest arrived at Gwalior with Sir Robert 
Hamilton, Major Maepbaraon and hia retinue. 1 received Sc in dish with 
avfrry possible mark of res pent* and accompanied by alt the superior 
Officers of the Foreea h whose duties allowed them to be present, and alt my 
personal and Divisional Staff, had the honor of escorting His Highness 
to his pilau* in the fcl LushW' wilh a squadron of Iler Majesty^s Bth 
Hussars, and another t>t Her Majesty's 14 th Li^hfc Dragons, mqft 
honorable representatives of my Force. Our road lay thmugli the long 
and hum]sumo street which leads from the grand parade to the palace* 
which Wiia lined by crowds of inhabitants who greeted Scindiah with 
euthu Elastic acclytinmtjoiii* 

British Officers ami Soldiers* as well as myself, were rcjuiced to sec 
that in maturing to his rights the brave and faithful ally of uur Govern-* 
merit and Conn try, we had also given back to his people a Ruler who to 
oil appearance had won thiif affections. 

Scindtah is not a man of words, or professions: bat it U due to him 
to say that he ha* been unceasing in hb endeavours to prove how deep 
hid gratitude is to the Supreme Government of India for iheir most 
prompt, energetic, and successful efforts in bis favor, and to the Troops 
who executed their orders in this respect. Hh Highness is always acting 
how he can prove those feelings to the Troops, To a common scat ton that 
Hia Highness wished to present the Forces with six mouths 1 baita, I replied 
that I was extremely obliged to His Highness* but that it was quite 
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impossible that we could accept pecuniary renmnciMtioD from ft foreign 
Prince; that we bad only performed a grateful duty, and ware abnndnntEy 
rewarded by having been useful to a Prince, who hud so bravely ami so 
tmly stood hy our Government, and their wive ; Hta Highneas, afteiv 
wards, expressed the wish to gWc a medal for “ Gwalior" to the Troops 
engaged, 1 beg, without dilating on thin matter, to leave it iu the 
hands of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief in India, merely 
observing that my only wish is, that the Officers ond men should, if it be 
deemed right, have the permiti<«ii to wear the me la!; and that as regards 
myself, I would most willingly give np idhdaiin bs the depuration, if for 
thi. L sate of precedent, or any other cause, ?ny doing m would ffteiJilDte 
their obtaining iL

I vets tor# to seen mm end most earnestly all the Troops engaged in the 
11 Gwalior J opcrationi, the Central India Field Force, as well as 
Brigadier Smith's brigade of the Ttajpootana Field Force to Hia Lord* 
ehipV most favorable consideration. It is not for me to describe the 
importance the service which they performed* I ana convinced that 
it is fully and garariiiuly^appruiated by L be exalted noth or i ties, who^a 
high attributions and experience constitute them iho judge!! uf what 
tronEd have brtn the state of India, if Gwalior had remain *4 for any 
length of timo, or, wnrss still, permanently, in the hands of the Rebels. 

But as the Commander of the Troops engaged, it is my duty to say 
that, although a tooft arduous campaign bftd impaired the health and 
strength of every man of my Force, their discipline, devotion nnd courags 
remained unvarying aiid unshaken, enabling them to mate 4 very rapid 
m^rch in summer beat to Gwalior* fight and gain two actions on the

I marched on tbo flth of June from C»]p*e for Gwmlfrir, and on thft 
10th of the tame month the Gwalior Slotca were featured to their Prints 
Hie Lordship having been ple&ned to jrtrmit roe on account of my 
health Id give over the command to Brigadier General Napier, I did po 
on the Mth of J nne.

The Force was dispel at follows;— No. 18 Light Field Put Eery o a 
the right, supported by Johnstone'* Hyderabad Horse; i n the centre, the 
Medrai Sapper* and Miners, and Wing of Her Majesty's 71st Hi;;bland 
Light Infantry, while on the left was a Wing of Her Majesty's 14th 
Light Dragoons. 

On approaching the right of the Cantonment, the enemy opened 
npon tie from rii guns, and I directed Lieutenant Hnrcourt, Com- 
tnamliiitr No, IS Light Field Battery, to engage them-an ortfer which 
be had barely received when he was summoned to join the 1st Brigade. 

My Brigade being then reduced to the Wing of Her Majesty's 71st 
Highland Light Infantry, the Bight Wing of Her Mujeety’e 1+th 
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Light Dragoons, Mjidma Sappers and Miners, and 100 Horse of the 
Hyderabad Contingent, contifined to □dvanee op the enemy, who were 
retreating in large numbers, towards their right rear. At one moment 
there appeared a favorable op port unity to charge them with Cavalry, 
but the deliberation with which they moved ted mo to suspect that they 
wovuuatired that they were protests! by the ground in front of them, and 
I sent my flrigade-Wajor t Lieutenant MaL'Iitolilin, and so me Townna 
Sntvare to ewnfiiG tl. The result showed that the ground was com* 
pletelv intersected with ravines, lined with the enemy's Infantry, I 
therefore directed Colonel Campbell, Commanding the Wing cl the 7lit 
Regiment* to throw it forward in akirmiitiiQg order, supported by the 
14th Light Diagoons, which wna executed with great spirit by Major 
Rich on the right, who cleared the ravines on hie front, leaving them 
filled with the enemy’s dead, and relieving the Horse Artillery from 
ran eh annoyance frmil ih-oir musketry. 

1 regret to tay that this service was not performed without the lass 
of a very promising yooug Officer of Her Majesty's 7 lit, Lieutenant 
Neavr, who was shot whilst gallantly lending lib men to the ravines. 

Colonel Campbell took two Companies of the list under Lieutenant 
Scott and cleared soma ravines □* his left and front, killing every mail of 
the enemy that held them ; after whtuk he tvas directed to clear the top 
of a hill, where a party of Rebels held a Temple and fomo strong 
gtouiid. This duty was thoroughly effected* and thirty of the enemy 
left dead on the hill 

Whilst this was going on a Tronp of Her Majesty*a 14th Light 
Dragoon* passed round the hose of the hill, and cut up *11 tbo enemy who 
attempted to escape from it. 

The protection of the left o£ the Force and the rear being placed 
under my especial charge by the Major-General, I moved the remainder 
of the Hth Dragoons and Johnstone's Hyderabad Horse towards the 
left to cover the rear, end to intercept the enemy J e Chivalry, who showed 
seme disposition to move in ih&t direction, but on observing our Cavalry 
they rapidly disappeared through the hills tn south of Gwalior. 

The front being now quite clear til the enemy, 1 withdrew my 
Brigade t# the shelter of the Caatonmeuts* leaving, by the Mjijur-Genemas 
order, the Hyderabad Cavalry to watch the flank and rear* until the 
whole of the baggage: should come up. To words tfun*eefc I withdrew 
thm to a village m the left of theCanLotnetire, where they were quartered 
for tV* night- 
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The conduct of the whole at the Troops under mf Command »*■ 
excellent. Their perfect steadings while under the fire of the eneniy’e 
Batteries end the gallantry with which they advanced to clear the ravine 
were deserving of the Major-General** warm commendation. 

The 71 st dashed into * ho ravines and encountered the cnenny hand- 
to-hand f the nature of the wounds received win evidence of the desperate 
resistance made hy the Rebels, who were almost entirely composed of 
Sclnd iah , s mutinous Sepoys 

I beg particularly to recommend to the Mnjor-Genenil's notice 
Colonel Cnmpbell* Commanding Her Majesty's 71st, for the Soldier-kite 
way ip which his Regiment w»a brought into aoti<jn j alia Mftjuf Bich, 
Her Majesty*8 71st, for the spirited m inner in which ho cleared tho 
ravine* in his front* Also Licatenant Scott, 71st, Commanding the parly 
which eooiimd the ravines on the bft, and chared the hill occupied by 
the enemy, which was of copsiderahle height and difficult of access. The 
enemy hrdd a very Strong position on tlie top of the bill in the Temple, 
with rocks and broken ground to it* rear, Al*o Major Scudamore, 
commanding the Right Wing of Her Majesty^ 14th Dragoon^ which 
was skilfully handled and ready for every call for its services* Elia stir' 
mistier* attacked and destroyed many of the enemy hi the ravine-. 

Lieutenant Oowiin, with his Troop, most officii ntly trot off the 
enemy's rEtr*at from the hill, and destroyed mntiy of them* 

Lieutenant Gordon, of the Madras tappers, kept pace with the Tlst 
and joined in the attack on the ravine?* 

Abo Lieutenant Johnstone and the Hyderabad Cavalry, whose 
conduct save me very great satisfaction} they continued exposed to the 
fierce heats nf the day, without food or shelter, for many hours after the 
rest of the troops had withdrawn to the Cantonments* 

The attention of the Medical Officers to the wounded wap, us 1 have 
always leen it, must exemplary* 

1 bog particularly to worn mend to ihc M ajar-General my Acting 
Brigade-Major, Lieutenant Muelachhiij Adjutant of the Bombay Artil¬ 
lery, whose services wore placed at my disposal. Hi* activity, zenl T and 
intelligence ha vs a?>nrcd me that he is a moat valuable Officer* 

Aka Lieutenant Bonus, of the En<ri n ef r&i Anting Assistant Quarter- 
Master Gen Aral of the 2nd Brigade, who rendered most zealous and 
efficient assistance.

he thought ndrirable, I have called upon Lieutenant-Colonel Baines to 
famish me with a report, which I enclose, s» I fl-osidor it gives u 
detailed and acciirale account of tlie proceeding* of the infantry part of 
the Force from the time I gave him the order to advance up to the time 
of occupying the heights above Gwalior, I have only to add that I 
cannot speak too highly of the standy and Soldier-like conduct of both 
Officer* and men of the lUth Native Infantry, who lave given me the 
meat prompt and ready aeaietance upon nil occasions, and of Officer* and 
men of the 95th Regiment* who though exhausted from fatigue and 
want of food, stormed the heights under n burning sun mud n heavy fire. 

In consequence of threatening movements of the enemy, ns well as 
the unprotected position of the baggage, I wm obliged to send back (to 
reinforce the Troops already left at KotdhMvni} one Troop of Her 
Mo jetty’s Sth Bniwi, one Division Homo Artillery mod two Companies 
Iflth Native Infantry. 

from the nature of the ground already d&crilrcd, I was unable for 
sointi time to bring my Cavalry into action, and merely retnined them a 1 - 
support and escort tq the Troop Horse Artillery under Lie □ tenant- 
Colonel Blake, hut having advanced to the head of the pass, partially 
occupied the heights above the plain near the Fbool Bagk and placed 
Infantry to guard the entrance oE tha defile, and protect a retreat, l 
thought I migbl venturi to advance with a Squadron of tha 8th Hussars* 
and the two divisions of Horse Artillery remaining at my disposal, and 
one troop of the 1st Lance re, Bending back for the remaining troop oE 
the 1st Lancets as a support* 

I then ordered the Squad mu ol Hussars to charge to the front, 
which they did most gallantly, passing right through the enemy's Carer, 
tarrying everything before them. 

Upon the return of the Squadron both Officers' and men were so 
completely exhausted and prostrated from beat, fatigue, and groat ever- 
lion they could scarcely sit on their poddies mud were For the moment 
incapable of further exertion. This was a critical moment, ns the enemy 
were collecting loth ott tire front and flanks, but the 0ulh had arrived 
tear the gtmj, and the 8th Htuuti, in spite of their fatigue, formed \q 
their front in lio#, and in order to plum a greater front I formed them 
in single ranks, In tha mean time the remaining Troop of the Ut 
Lnncers had arrived to support,, as second linr, I tiieu retired the 
Cavmlry by ill etna Li yq Troop#, protected by the Artillery, doting which 
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mavmtbt both arms showed the £ rentes! steadies* nticl entered the 
ravines, under the protecticn of the Infantry posted there, 1 then took 
up a prrsluion for the night on the heights* seeding for my baggage and 
placing it in tolerable security. in a e it of amphitheatre farmed by a 
portion of the hills we occupied. 1 guarded both ends of the defile with 
strong pickets of Infantry, in strong positions formed by the ground, mid 
also threw out strong picked, both Cavalry and lufiiotry, towarda the 
height* on our right; the left of our petition was defended against 
any sudden Boults hy a steep hank and a cttnL 

Having now finished my day's proceedings, I have only to 
add the names of souse Officers, who gave sue most valuable assist¬ 
ance 

Lie^temant-Cnlonel Hicks* Commanding details, who was most 
energetic and always in the front, both iti reconnoitring an l in the 
charge, an l it wne at hie suggestion that I ordered the charge of the 
Squadron of the 6tb 11 assure th rough the enemy'a Comp, which alt himgh 
venturous* enooeeded well with the enemy wo had to deal with* 

Captain Sir John Hi!!* acting as my Brigade Major who, in spite 
of the intense heat and great fatigue* was always at my side* ready to 
me assistance atsd carry out my instructions; also Captain Holton. 
Actisig Quarter-Master Genual io the Brigade* who in addition to the 
performance of his own peculiar duties* which* under the drcumstfiuoes* 
Wi+re arduous and trying in the extreme, gmv^ me most efficient nasist- 
mice. Lieutenant Wit! iams, Snb-A?iistaiit Co nummary General at Inched 
to the Brigade, who is always most active, energetic and mdef&tig-p 
aide in the discharge of hb duties, but on this occasion, when the 
obtaining uf any supplies were most difficult* in fact* n^it tu iruposriblc* 
]:0 never spared himself hr endeavouring to overcome difficulties. 

Captain Mac Mullen. 2Sid Bengal Infantry, who volunteered to 
act us my Aida'de*CuTiip and gave me moat valuable and efficient a^iii st¬ 
ance* 

Comet Golds worthy p Her Majesty’s Sth Hussars* wh a also acted 
aa my Aidc-de-Camp* nave me most valuable assistance in carrying my 
orders under a burning sun* and over very difficult ground, and once at a 
tnost critical morneutj ris #J when I required Cavalry support upon the 
return q£ tha Squadron of Her Majesty's 5th Hussars from their 
charge,

hanks of tbe at ream, near Ktab-ka-Serai, 
I prweeded with tern- Cunt ponies of the 
P5th Regiment in pkirmtsbin^ order to 
mtack the Babel entrenchment# with 
support^ and tbu 10th Regiment Native 
Infatbtry in rrAd&n as a reserve, On 
nearing their breast-work fchej opened a 
brisk fire of musketry on bath Corpi 
along tbe line accompanied with round 
Bhofc and shell as faft as they cmld load their gunev Seeing our 
approaoh many of them commenced to re? he from their left, when tbe 
tMrmitbers from the 95th opened fire on them. 

When within 50 J*rds of their works I ordered the skirmisher* 
to odvflnee at tbe double aud cbaigo, and on ranching their works 
I discovered their Infantry retiring up the ravines towards tit* left and 
tight, and inking away ibo goes to our left. Here we wore stopped by 
a d«<rp ditch with four fe^t of water and iho banks wens so si^'p, Hint it 
nos with difficulty that the men got over in single Mfl, and by the time 
that the skirmishers hod seconded the opposite Lank, the entrenchment 
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wu completely abandoned, but we still found a a mall body* evidently 
thek roar, extended, firing and retiring through the raring And up Lb* 
bills in disorder. The akkmiBherti with tbe gro*te=t aageroesv pushed 
ODj, and succeeded in shoe ting several of them. 

On guiotng the heights in rear of the eaoampmentj during wbioli 
limy a Coedgiany of the 95tb had swept round the butt of the bill to 
the left, I observed that Lhe enemy bad guns, about 8')0 or l.HOU yard* 
in front* on another bill about the same height, with Infantry and a 
largo proportion of Cavalry, 1 Bound'id the halt, and u*erabU% on 
which a fire of shrapnel was opened on the meti. I then noticed on my 
immediate right, about 500 yards off, and wfaieh I after ward a ascertained 
ivas the road to Gwalior, about 100 of the Gwalior Con tin gent Cavalry, 
protected from our fire by a high embankment, aoti os I aarieipated that 
they would endeavour to turn tny right dunk by a charge and thus out 
me off from my reserve, I ordered the write on the entrench in-juts, 
opening at the same time on them a sharp lire from the Ruheld*, and 
bavin" our rear covered by a Company of thu 10th Regiment in skirmish¬ 
ing order. 

On reaching the entrenchment I found that Major Via!Is* who 
commanded the reserve, was aUsteking lhe G wo 3 tor Contingent Cavalry 
above alluded ta t with two Companies of 05th t keeping th» in check 
and preventing them from advancing down the road, where they bid 
trough t a couple of 9-pounder guns to bear on us» In the mean time 
another gun <>f heavy metal, judging from the distance of its ranga 
(I,£00 yards}, w$s brought into position op a high hilt to our extreme 
left front, when immediately afterwards two guns of the Bombay 
Artillery were placed to rileooe the fire which considerably annoyed ue + 
Soon after this I received your orders to proceed up the road with 
the IDth in reserve, and on our advancing, the Gwalior Contingent 
Cavalry as well as the guns retired* After advancing along the road 
for about a mite {with ft deep nullah and a high embankment on oof 
left, and the two Companies in skirmishing order in front and covering 
the ridges to our right), and until the skirmishers bod. entered on the 
plain of the Fhool Bagh, large bodied of the enemy's Cavalry were 
observed a* if preparing for a charge, and in such force, as to imperil 
the safety of the skirmishers. However (after being baited for an hour] 

I ordered the support up a hill, on cresting which I cbeerrod the 
Gwalior Cavalry in their red uniforms slowly advancing m skirmishing 
order up a broad ravine to our right, and about i'X) yards in front of 

M 
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I immediately named file-Giing in line to be opened on them, and on 
discovering our position they instantly retired with the utmost preci¬ 
pitation, when yon, Sir, directed the splendid charge of the 3th Hussars 
i„ pursuit. I immediately proceeded to support and follow them to 
within a quarter of a mile of the Cantonments, when by your orders 
I halted. A portion of the lOth Native Infantry during the advance 
supported the 95th, and a Company from eauh Corps was left to guard 
lh# narrow passes as We advanced. 

[} ur jng (he hail and whilst the Cavalry were engaged in sweeping 
through the Canton meats, the enemy brought two guns into position on 
our kft, one on our right, and two from the Fort opened, fired on the 
Both and a division of the Horse Artillery immediately and dose to us. 

Having remained here for about half an hour you directed us to 
tetire and lake op a position on the heights in front of Gwalior for the 


Tnirht We reached them about 7 P.x. 

I have tho greatest pleasure in bearing wttrn*. to tba extreme 
tmdmniw* (specially of the 95th) and gallant conduct of both Corps. 
They had been out the whole day without a meal under a homing sou, 
and had marched at 2 *.«. that morning from tho previous encampment 
"found, a distance or 10 miles, and although ib* list of cavnaltie. in mj 
Raiment actually occurring from the enemy’s (ire (and which with that 
of the 10th ia copied in the margin) presents a small proportion of 1 man 
tilled nnd 1 Officer and i men wounded, I regret to say that 8t out* 
at re«j»*rf<*Wei7 occurred, 1 of which proved fatal on that day, exclusive 
of a officers dangerously, but not fatally, attacked. 

1« conclusion, I beg respectfully to bring to your notice the fin¬ 
able assistance I received from Major Virile, Major Massey, and Lieuten¬ 
ant and Adjutant Sexton, who acted as my Staff Officer during the day, 
also from Lieutenant Creatwt who so ably heeded hi* Company, and 
assisted in the reootmo Usance previous to the attack, nml from Captain 
rdl e y.

The Fort 
which had been reported in 
our possession* opemnl upon 
u# T ms we came within rang*, 
and obliged us to make a 


detour to reach the Ilosi deucy* 

We arrived late in the evening at Sumowlc ■, having march-1 about 

25 inih^- 


Tbe enemy were reposted to have ] 2,000 men and guns, and to 
havo marched from Sqmowlee to Jowra-AItpoTe, in the Forenoon* 

Wo were too tired to go bay end Sumowleo, the beat of the sun hav¬ 
ing been terrific: aa wo rested uqtil d o'clock a.ji., on the sSind, then 
advanced on Jowra*Alipore> where we Found the enemy strongly posted 
with their right retting on Allpore, guns and infantry in the centra* 
and Cavalry an both Hanks* 

A rising ground hid our approach, and enabled ms to reconnoitre 
their position* in security , from a distance of 1,300 yards* They opened 
several gum on the reconnoitring party, disclosing the position of their 
Artillery which I had not previously been able to discover. 

TSie ground wa? open to the enemy's left, mad a careful examination 
with the telescope left tne a£sur<?d t that there was nothing to check the 
advance of my Artillery. 

I directed Captain Light foot to take up a position, about 00 yards 
from the enemy's left flank, and eufllxdo their line j and to act afterwards 
as circumstances might dictate* 

Oar noli] mn of march w is the most conveniens formation for attack ; 
Abbott's H yd rah ad Cavalry in advance; Lighliont'e Troop of Hurt* 
Artillery, supported by Captain Pr^tti John's Troop of fdth Light 
Dragoons and two Troop* 3rd Light Cavalry, under Lieutenant Dick, 
with a Detach me at of MfliVi Horae ondor Lieutenant Borlfcoo in 
reserve. When the Troops came into view of ihe enemy after turning 
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tba shoulder o£ the rising ground the whole wore advanced at a gallop, 
aod as soon a* the Artillery had readied the flank of the enemy ? s p- si- 
tion. the line iva~ formed to the- left, and the guns opened on the enemy 
at a distance of GO" yards- 

After a few rounds the enemy P s gnus were silenced and a rapid thin¬ 
ning and wavering of their ranks took place. Captain Lighlfoet lim¬ 
bered up, find advanced at a gallop; and Captain Abbott with bis 
Hydrabad Cavalry charged at the same moment* 

The movement was instoatnueously follotved by the retl of the 
Cavalry f and the wliola of the little foree swept through the enemy's 
Batteries and Camp, and past tho villages into the open plain, driving 
before the ed f and cutting down the Rebel* for several mil©. Detach- 
msnta of the Cavalry charged a body of the fugitive* oa the right, acid 
cot up many of them. 

Wherever there was a body of the enemy collected in Front* Light- 
foot 1 * guns opened and dispersed them. A party of their Cavalry made 
a move to uur left rear* as if to ent off the baggage, bat on perceiving a 
body of the Hydrahvl Cavalry* left to cover the road to the rear, and 
being themselves threatened by a party of the Sid Light Cavalry from 
our left* they retreated rapidly out of sight. 

Wo had now advanced about six miles from our first point of attack ; 
the enemy were dispersed in wary direction throwing away their Arnw; 
ta guns hod been captured* and were lyinir broadcast over the plain ; 
men and horses were exhausted and it was necessary to red race our dtps. 
The villages m our rear were *lill full of the enemy, who were aub 
ting ftp our Camp folio were, end firing on all who passed within range; 
two guna and a party of Abbott's Cavalry were sent to clear them out* 
which was effected by the fire of the guns, and by purlieu of dismounted 
Cayalry* with their swords and carbine?, 

Besides the gun?, a considerable quantity of ammunition aud 
dephautg, tents* carta* and baggage Fell into our bands. 

Never was the rout oi an army more complete. It is difficult to 
estimate the number of the enemy killed* but I believe between 3 and 
4CG. Tbe villagers say 500, but the escape of many was Facilitated by 
the villages into which our Cavalry could not follow them. 

If is with great pleas are that I bring to your notice the excellent 
conduct of the Troops of all arms under my trooimand. Nothing could 
eicel their cheerful endurance of the fatigue, and the intent heal of tho 
march. 
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Their gt*>d discipline ha* only been equalled by the courage with 
which they charged such a superior fores* 

Many occasions arose when It was necessary lot detach&d parties to 
act against the- enemy's Infantry, and thay wm invariably met with the 
promptest gallantry. Captain Barrett J s Troop of the 11th Light Dra¬ 
goons arrived after the crlosc of the action, and a party dismounted, and 
turned twenty of the enemy out of a garden, killing every man. 

Private Novell* of Her Majesty** 14th Light Dragoons, charged 
alone info the village, and killed one of the emeny under a very heavy 
fire, for which act of gallantry I beg to recommend bim for the 
u Victoria Crest/* 

Dr. Mackenzie, of the 3rd Hydrsbad Cavalry, being interrupted in 
hit attendance on the wounded, by the fire of a party of the enemy from 
behind n wall and ditch, called on Subadnr Soojab Khan* «rd Bombay 
Light Cavalry, to dislodge them. Their position was a difficult one, hut 
the Subudar, with one half his party with slung carbine?, and the other 
with drawn swords, gallantly led the charge and succeeded in dislodging 
them, and killing every man, 

I beg to recommend biro for promotion to the ** Order of Merit*" 

Trumpeter Char leu Sappery, oE Meades Horfo, killed a standard 
bearer, and captured a standard* Nub Rus^aldnr Kurr&sna Sing, lit 
Troop* killed five of the enemy ; Jemadar Jurtub Sing, Werdie Major* 
and Sowar Mahomed Bui (wounded) displayed great gallantry and iiew 
many of the enemy. I beg to recommend these men for the * ( Order of 
Merit" 

The way in which the Troops were led into notion excited my admira¬ 
tion ; mote capcmnfly the superb manner in which Captain Lightfoot 
took tip his position on the flank of the enemy, and the dash with which 
he followed them when broken. 

Captain Abb-dtp Commanding Hydnbad Cavalry, distinguished 
himself highly, by his activity and intelligence generally, and the gal¬ 
lantry of hU charge on the enemy** Batteries* 

Thoee eiperienced Officers, Captain Prcttijohn, Her Majesty"* 14th 
Light Dragoons, and Lieutenant Dick, 3rd Light Cavalry, were charged 
with the duty of supporting tho guns, which they performed to my 
entire satisfaction ► 

Lieutenant Burlton, of Meade's Horse, hid the honor of leading 
the Detachment of the Corps for the first time into action, and acquitted 
frinweif creditably. 
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To Surgeon Stewart, of Her Majesty'* Utb Light Dragoons, and 
the Medical Officers of the Force, I nm much indebted for the attention 
to the eiit and wouad^d. 

It remains for me now to recommend most earnestly to your favor¬ 
able notice my Staff Officers, Captain Todd, Brigade-Major, and Lieuten¬ 
ant Madaehlin, Acting Assistant Quarter-Master General. 1 cannot 
speak loo highly of their zeal and gallantry. 

I beg to he pardoned if I have dwelt at too groat length on the 
services performed by the men and officers of the Force. The dispro¬ 
portion of the enemy’s number to ours seemed wry great,* certainly not 
less than four ihousntid men were drawn op in line with a formidable 
Artillery to oppose ns; and though the action wa« brief, many things 
occurred during a very short time, and the circumstances were such nfl 
to call for the exertions of every individual of the Force.

Mutiny at Juab bib. 

Captain P. G . Jee^i Rfpvrtr 

Some days before it occurred, Captain Dmdop oommaniUng the left 
ftbfr of the Hth Native Infantry* and the station of .Hian 9 io too, Eftint 
over to Major Kirk* letters from Major Skene, the Superintendent, and 
Captain Gordon, Daputy Superintendent of Jhaaflio, informing him that 
they hud learnt from sa pa nit 3 sources that one L qqka ran Eao, the 
sonant oi! The Hanej of Jlu&mrie, wa- ding tub bflrt to i ndues the men rf 
the Hth to mutiny. It w&s not known whether the It inw ant horiaol 
those proee din **. SaS^o pleat letters from the si ms aqth-rity informed 
Cap La [n Dunlop thitspie^ or agenta of sedition found great difficulty on 
entering Ms lines. Captain Dunlop, I believe, had not time to send more. 
He never seemed to think that there was any danger to he apprehended 
from the lifch Irregulars. At Nowgoag and Jhimsie, they let the 
infantry 1>egin the mutiny. I believe the reason was solely tbit they 
wished Li> conceal the diameter of the movement, p**., its being a 
Mahomedan one. They were the most blood-thirsty when the mutiny did 
break nut. 

I have liar nod tb-j following paiticnbri from three natives who were 
at Jhansse a- the time of the mutiny. One of them was in the fort 
of the city of Jhantrie with the party who defended it. The three told 
their tnkw separately at Xawgong, Mull ih*, and Banda ; and as they 
agree very nearly, I think the information is correct. 

Only ihe 7th company* 12th Native Infantry, mutiijkd on the 4th of 
June, [t marched into tike Star Fort headed by a havildar, Gcorbuncus, 
a very likely m am Captain Dunlop paraded the rest of the 18th and 
ths cavalry, and they said they would stand by him. Next dny, Juno 
6 th, he was busy at ho quirter-gOArd at the 12tbj preparing shod Is (a 
thing he was likely to do). He was returning from the post office where 
he had posted some letters, and was on or near the 1 2th Native Infantry 
Parade, when men of the 12th attacked and killed him and Ensign Taylor,

for sometime in the oity fort* On the evening of the 4th of June he wi & 
joined by Major Skene, his wife (and I believe two children) j Captain 
Gordon, Madras Native Infantry ; Dr. MeEgan, 1 ^th Native Infantry, 
and hid- wife : Lieutenant Powys, <5th Native Infantryi canal department, 
an l his wife and absld j two ladies from Grab relatives or gamU to Captain 
Browne ; and the English and Eurasian empl oyes in the civil and canal 
deportment and salt eX'iise. They employed iheii time until they were 
attacked on the 7th in getting provision^ and ninmmdt ion, and fire-anus 
into the fort; they piled stone* behind the gates to prevent their being 
opened. They appear to liave made great havoc among the assailants 
with rlfias and gams, only one of their number being killed by those out¬ 
side—Captain Gordon ; he wai shot through tho head when he exposed 
himself at the parapet, A native who was in the fort said he was kneel¬ 
ing over pulling up a bucket, sousyce in Lha lower iafiloenre had filled 
with wheat. A nativa who was in the city at the time said he was firing 
at the assailants, hut hdth a^ree I tluit he (Captain Gordon} was shot in 
the head when exposing himself at the parapet; they all agreed that 
Lieutenant Powys was killed by Mussulmans inside the fort. The native 
who was inside the fort Fays that Lieutenant Powys was found by 
Captain Burgess atjd others lying bleeding from a wound in the neck, 
and was able to say that four men betide him had attacked him j the four 
were immediately put to death, one was a rwaldnr (?) moonshee, another a 
jemadar, and two ebnpragaia : all four were employed in the revenue 
survey | the informant who was in the city said that Lieutenant Powys saw 
a kbit mu t gar of Captain Burgess attempt to pull down the stones that 
ebiorl th" fort gate*and ^bothim, that this man*# brother cut Lieutenant 
Powys down with life tulwar, and was inbtAntlv shot down by Lieutenant

wo* beheaded in a garden near or in the city. Women and children wet® 
alike title 1 * the men are said to have pleaded hard for the lives of these 
last, The informant who wn* inside the fortress says that quarter master 
Sergeant John Newton* of the 12th Native Infantry, atid hifl wife and 
four lUtle children were alone spared t and token with the rebels when 
they left Jliansie ; ho was a dark East Indian j he wpa received in

regret, to say 1 have not since heard of him; ho b-ft u@ in tho dark of even¬ 
ing without a word ; he stated that in consequence of the mutiny he had 
rc i i , eiv'i.'d orders to come to Jhcinsie fort with all bis m*“U f and had movtd 
along the salt h>umWy towards Jhnimie, collecting his ii-tn as ho wont; 
but finding they mutinied* he bod to flee for bid life ; he was told ere ho 
fled that the heads of some murdered aSoeie were Iw-iog carried about l Jib 
villages around Jliamue, and were then being exhibited in a village he 
wj*£ close by.

For some time sinm, the gentlemen wore in the habit of passing the 
nights in tbs fort, nnd spending the days at iheir bungalows. Captain 
Burgess and his ejiablisknumt bad their fceufc^ pitche 1 within the fort, 
and ovary thing was being puL in reDuliiiGfta to retreat into it ct§ soon ilb 
there should be occanm to do ho, which occurred on the evening of tha 
4fchnf June- Some few effected their escape from the place altogether l 
one gentleman (name unknown} reached Bnrira Bangor, when meeting 
with a native surveyor of the canal ertuhTifihnifint, Bahcb Rai T he gave 
him his Witch ami hors*, and procuring a HindnaKtaneo dress, on 

foot- He was scarcely out of sight, when two sowars, who were hotly 
pursuing hitO| arrived there, and recognizing the horse, took Sab*b Etui 
and the Thauadjir prisoners hack to JEmnsk, where they wore still when 
l**t heard at* Lieutenant Tambidl wan* pot ho fortunate i not having 
been able to gain the f-rt, he climbed a large tree j he had p how* 
omr # hwn seen, and was shut on the tree. From the evening of tbe 
41 h r until ihki a nf the S + -h r th r gentkmju in the fort kept good their 
position, the ladies assisting them in. cooking for them, sending them 
refre^hmmifc#, casting bullets, etc, They were fifty-five in mimW :ilto¬ 
gether (European&b inclusive of the Indies ond children, and they began 
to get very mueii straitened for want of provisions, Behind all ths 
gate*?, they had piled high heaps of stones to strengthen them, arid kept 
up so good a defence, that one of thy cannon which had been brought 
too near the gates, was ab andoned ; and k was only by fixing ropes to 
it in the night that the mutineers were able to regain possession of it. 
Lieiitenant Powys was the Erst person killed in the fort. The way he 
met his death waa this : two men, brother*, in Captain Burgess* em¬ 
ploy, one was his jemadar, declared that he would go not* They were 
told they would he shot down if they attempted it, but they said they 
might ns well he shot as sfay t"ere to bo -turveb an-1 accordingly uom- 
iDeinvil undoing the FaStenaig^ One wa? shot mimedlately* The other 
turned on Lieutena nt Poms who happened to be nesir him, and cut him 
dawn witu his tulwar. This one way directly shot by Captain Burgess* 
TW only other person killed inside the fort was Captain Hugest! himself 
wh * received a tmlkt in his htiid, after having, I am toldj killed no 
less than twenty-five with hi* own baud. All the natives spoke of hi* 
gnetkt skill of a mark-man. The mutineer* at bat haring forced the 
Ranee to aarifft them with guns and eloplumt*, eaDoegded in effecting a a 
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entrance atone of the gstos* and they promised the gentlemen ihnt if 
they laid down their urinq and gave tkcmselve* up quietly*, their Eivo* 
would Ihs sjmrrd. The gent lemon Unfortunately listened to their words 
mul i wmo out- They were tied in ii long line between some trea^ and* 
niter a thurt consul id- ion, lirnl their brads itmk off. Such ladies as had 
children Lid to *ee them cut in ttutvsa before their own torn < Ernie, The 
sowars, it appear^ horn the principal part in all these at reel ties. This

I am a native of Bengal and wins attached to the writers* establish¬ 
ment. of the Jhaneie Customs Collector's oilier. 

On the 5th of June last at about d f.m., while we were in attend* 
Ance at the office* we were alarmed by the report of musketry fired in 
the direction sd the mn gamine ; instantly two peons and a duff ajar of the 
Customs; establishment, who had been sent by Mr, Carshorc to pay in 
rupees of the Customs collections in the Deputy Commissioner'i 
treasury, returned to our office pmie*stmken f and stated that they bad 
been informed by certain sepoys that the revenue treasury was in immi¬ 
nent danger of being plundered hy a gang of robbers. Our ofliets wan 
ordered to be elufled directly, and the peons on the establishment were 
called in to hold themselves in readings within the office compound for 
any contingency which might occur, Mr, Wilton wag next seen dash¬ 
ing in from the military lines, and urging Mr. Cnrshorv to fly from ihe 
place with his family* intimating at the fame time that the regiments 
had mutinied and all was over* Aeeompiiuted by Mr- Milton* 
Mr. Curshore drove with his family in a buggy to the dlk bungalow who* 
they arrived in safety. Myself and other umluhs then quitted the office 
compound, leaving the peons in charge of the office* and took our stand 
on an adjoining r^ad to witness what wm going on. Seeing nothing 
whore wc stood* we determined to cut into the town by striking across 
the parade ground* but 00 bad not advanced many stops in our intended 
direction* before we were accosted by a sepoy from a distance to the 
effect that wo shdoH^fiop ourselves out of the way* be some men of the 
iEtb Native Infantry had broken into open mutiny and laken possesion 
uf the magazine, We, however, pushed on regardless of coroeqtxeneei, 
till we came up to a spot where the officers of the 14th Irregular Cavalry 
with a party of sowars belonging to that regiment were haranguing the 
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men of the I-HU Native Infantry, who had not already mutinied, to con¬ 
tinue true to their colours, and we then cut into the town. On our way. 
tawever, we observed a party of sepoys running towards the vutohemes 
of Messrs. Skene and Gordon intent upon mischief i bat as those officer* 
and ail other Christian resident* with the exception of officer* attached 
to the regiments had been timely escorted by n party of the Hthlncgn- 
lar Cavalry into the fort, the sepoys were in this instance foiled m thetr 
attempt to massacre the Christian population of JhaUBie- When nil the 
Christian reeidcula, with the aforesaid exception, had taken t-hdler in the 
fort, the town gales were closed by order of Captain Skene who had 
directed that no one should bo permitted to enter the town except with 

the privity of the head of 1 be police. 

I beard the following morning that fifty-two men of the 18th Native 
Infantry had mutinied the previous day, and were m possession «f the 
magazine and treasury. The remaining troop* in the station passed 
the first day and night of the outbreak in a state of passive mutiny, 
regardless of the exhortations of their European officers, who commanded 
them to attack and take the matinees, and endeavoured, though unsuc¬ 
cessfully, by kind words as well as by threats, to persuade the mutineer* 
to return to their duty. 

The fifty-two men of lbs I2lb Native Infantry bad Lire previous after¬ 
noon raised the standard of revolt near the magazine, and invited nil 
men of the 'deen' to ib»k to their standard, offering to remunerate 
each man for his services at the rule of twelve rupaes per month, 'they 
kept their jxiat at the magazine and round their white flag till noi» n 
the fith, when they were joined by the remaining troops in <he station, 
v i:. t by the remainder of the Uih Native Infantry and the whole wing of 
the *11th Irregular Cavalry. Th* first fell upon their European officers, 
who had nut for one moment forsaken their men ; Lieutenant Campbell 
wa* first attacked, hut though wounded, ho kept Lis Rent on bi= fleet 
chargor which enabled him by overleaping it gate to escapo into the fort 
without further injuiy. Lieutenants Dunlop nnd Taylor, however, v.w 
unable to escape, and consequently £sU victims to the fury of their men. 
Two havildare and a sepoy hid the latter umi^r a cliarpoy, but to no 
purpose. The mutineers next broke up into parties and proceeded to set 
Gre to the bungalows and to liberate the convicts from jsih A party 
consisting of fifty sowars and SUO sepoys then approsched the town wit

The Ranee # s gnard* then joined the mutineers* 

The rebels next. fr&mAtA towards the fort with the intention of 
storming itj. hut were kept at a respectful distance by the gallantry of 
the European inmate^ whu shot a number of the former with their 
muakt'K Baffled in their attempt the besiegers retired for the day 
after placing guards of sowars mid Mussulman elcipr.it^is of the Cndomtf 
and Police departments over Lhe gates. 

The night passed quietly j (he following morning Messrs, Andrew^ 
Pared I, and Scott issued from the fort, disguised as M us oilmans, with 
the intention of seeing the Rii^ee mid obtaining tier aid, but the feint 
being dUooverodj Ihp3 gentlemen were taken tu the palace of the II a nee, 
who did net even condescend to honour them with an iuterview^ but 
ordered them to he carried before the mutinous re Gaidar for orders. 
Her wards wr re to the effect: u She had no concern with the English 
swEne. r This was a s^aml of death. The three gentleman were then 
d ragged out of the palace ; Mr, Andrews was killed before the very gates 
*f the Kaueo't- residence by Jharuo Comar J s sun, supposed to be n 
personal enemy of his, and the cither two were despatched beyond the 
wnlb of the town. In the afternoon a second attempt was made to 
aurfri.se the fort by breaking opjit a **atc p but the besieged succeeded 
in repelling the invaders who retreated after stationing guards at the 
gateway as they had done the preceding day. 

On the third day of the outbreak commenced au indiscriminate 
plunder of the property of European** Bengalees, and other am tabs in 
Lho town, Th® Bengalees were epcmlly singled out for vengeance 
because one of them, the poet office writer, bad concealed quo Mr, Fleming 
im his huasCi and the mu Li deers had sucecedod in tracing him out, and 
murdering him in the Haboo p s house. The fallowing morning a 
general search was made for Bengalees, and myself and two other* of 
the Customs establishment fell into the hands of the Tuffi mu *ud were 
hauled up in presence of the ressaldar who ordered ub to be kept in 
-confinement until the fort should surrender! 

After we bad been secured, a fresh attempt, was made upon the fort, 
and the Ranee w&s threatened with instant a^a^inntioUj provided the 
refused to side with the rebels. She accordingly consented and supplied 
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I bom wilt u rein force in ent of 1,000 men and two heavy guns which she 
had ordered to he dug out ot the earth, Th-iy bad been buried three 
year* ago. Thus strengthened they on m me need a brhk cannonade upon 
the fort, but failed to make any impression upon it* :,i-« not a single brick 
v E the fort wn> inj used by the ha Us wl i ieh atrue k ugai i fid the lm111 ■ - 
meuis. The fire of musketry* from the fort, however! did a good deni o£ 
execution, and the besieged might have been abje to hold out much 
longer, I had they not been betrayed by certain native servants who had 
Wen received into the fort for the performance of menial offices. Captain 
Gordon reived this day a gnu-shot wound nf whioh he immediately 
expirad. Then a kherldi or secret door was treacherously thrown open 
by the natives within- Captain Powys shot nnd, tiffed one of the 
traitor*, but wne shot dead in return by the brother of the nun ho bad 
Elaih- The handful of Europeans in the fort were now for a moment 
paralysed—they know not bow to overcome such odd# from within and 
without. They* however, mustered courage, ami when they fihierrod 
that a rush wn* made from outside through the pas sago, they all 
ascended the terrace of a high bull ding in the fort* and thence kept 
Drinir upon the enemy below, The latter then proposed a parley, promis- 
ing to allow till- Europeans to quit the fort unmolested provided they 
surrendered themselves and their arms to them, t'tiifi the European# 
lonsented to, but no sooner did they leave the fort murmed than they 
were seized by the rabble and conveyed to Jokhun where they 

were separated into three linos, one comprising all adnlt males* another 
all adnlt females p and a third nit the children. Then commenced the 
horrid massacte, the daroga of the Jail first raising bis sword and kilim? 
Captain Skene. Then all hands were raised and m sad incriminate 
ilaughter took place, the nudes were despatched first, the female* next^ 
and the murder of children closed the brutal scene. 

Poor Captain Skene before be received the finishing stroke exclaimed 
to a sepoy who was standing beside him “ that it was idle for the 
mutineer* to hope that England would fas denuded nf all her bold hub 
by the destruction of the handful of men that were now at their mercy " 
and poor Mr, CarslWs eldest son before he wl* murdered in 

Uiadec that his life might be iparad as he hoped that the vengeance of 
the mutineers had been satisfied by the Mqod of hiss father and mother* 
When the above cruel business hail been gone through# myself and 
thi ether Bengalee prisoners were set free under a promise of not keeping 
up any correspondence with European**

Major Stent, dated 23rd March 1858, 

I have been in Major Skeuo^ service for the last three years. On 
the ath of June* about 3 p,m.. muskets were fifed near the mug urine, 
and a loud cry was raised that the droits bad attacked the stutiuu. 
Major Skeae came to Ida bouse from bin eutcherry, and placing bis wife 
ivud vbildreu au ! Mias Brown in the carriage of Captain Burgess, who 
hud tome to sec him, sent them all to the fort with Captain Burgos 
Jn the meantime bo ordered hi* carriage, which being brought to him, 
he drove tn the Jnkhuii Bagh, where Mr. Gordon met him. Ho was also 
tak ri into the carnage Both those gentlemen went to the fort* I 
remained at the bungalow* 1 Juki if out the uisid^ilebee and khiEruufgar 
to the fort. At 7 f.sj, having dressed dinner, l and the cook went to 
the fort, AH the officers that wens present dined together. During the 
night I rumkined in the fort. Ahmei Hussein, tahsildar of J lian&ie, the 
next morning came to see Major Skene in the fort. I told him to tend 
usoeals, wiKjd, fowk, au>l eggs* tie did bo, He al^o sent if.me mm 3 
seven or eight in number, with swot tmesis; breakfast was then served. 
Momsahib and Air. Gordon o^ked for tiffin without ddav\ There was 
no Ihitmulgar jmreeni, all had gone to the bungalow. I, Dildar 
ehuprassi, and Captain Brown 1 # kiutmutgar assisted in serving the tiffin, 
which being done, the superintendent ordered, me to remove nU the silver 
from the fort to Akheyehncid treasurer, hut to keep a# much as was 
required. I obeyed hh orders and puked up all the things la two boxes* 
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wbiob It in company with Mnngnl Kiiin anil Kbodabux, chaprBeais, 
took to the hcLttw nf the treasurer. WMlo I wbh leaving the fort* 
Mr, Gordon tailed me back, and impressed upon my the necessity of 
making some imngumcut that they might be pat to no trouble for their 
insula* I went to the treatyrer, gave him the two boxes, told him to 
examine the ootitauta, which he refused to do r eta ting that there was w> 
need for thn h . 1 looked up the boxes, keeping the keys in my posses a im. 
I went towards the bungalow, taking with me some rioe, potatoes, two 
L’htiop^ and four gGhoUm Mahomed chaprnsKi was with me. On 
reaching A^hau Alice Sberifitadaf'e bou^e unheard a loud md^oand firing 
of giu\*. 11 was about £ o'clock Neur the uifcv gateway, wo saw that 
the Adjutant wlh galloping hard, and two sowars wow following him. 
Tbo Adjutant dismounted and went into the city through the wicket. 
Tbe sow&lu took hiss horse and polling atnl kicking us told ub that we 
were going to feed thi- officer*. We wore kitpted and taken to the kiteo. 
Our houses were plundered, l 1 he sowars and th> ptpoys went to the jail 
and liberated the prisoners who set fire to the bungalow of — Andrews. 
A few sowan^ prisoners, jrfil burkuadanzcs, and men fromthe town, both 
Hindoos and Mcihumeilans, Commenced plundering the house of the 
Miperinteudent. I and Biraxam Sinlar taking advantage of this oppor¬ 
tunity nan to the garden. Smut* Alice, jail ihirugu, made his burkuti- 
djitttes tarry two boxes from tbe superintendent 1 :- bungalow to hh 
house. The same day some other boxes were rarrietl ofE by Moroo 
Bui want alia* Maim Sahib, It mice's father; Guolzar Khun, jail hurktin- 
dftuxPj took three bullocks and One row* This man with bis followers 
came 1i tbs garden* asked the gardener where wc lay concealed* He 
pointed out our hiding place. Gookar Khau naught me j hh two men 
drew swards ami pointed their muskeU towards us asking where was 
Major Sktnfi't treasure. I told him that the money wa* always kept 
in the treasury, which was plundered. They then took all I bad cm 
my body* The sirdar was then plundered of all his wife's ornaments 
that be liad with him at the time. I was then tiet free ; I remained in 
tho same garden. On tto morning of the 7th of June l went towards 
the fort with two bottleatif milk and four loaxes of bread. 1 remained 
uuteide the fort n*ar a hay rick Mr. Gordon, who was wnIking on tbe 
Fort wall, haw me- Major Skene abo came to the same spot; (hey 
dropped a rope to which I tied tbo leave* and the battles of milk* E at 
the same time informed him tlmt the house was plundered. 1 was told 
that I could not get access to the fort, but that I should try if 1 could 
Furnish them with provision in the mm* way. While returning from 
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the tort I was arrested by Choonoe, u relative of JHaroo Koar, and tome 
other men from th? town whom I can rm" igtiisc, but whose namt'S 1 do 
not know, and was taken to Mama Sahib, because I li*d supplied the 
officers with fo*l. M-una Sahib ordered his men to take pw to Jeimsdar 
Lull ttdinl -irr and the reasaldar to be murdered or to be blown Eroto a 
(jtm. The jemadar and the ree.^aldrir first ordered me to be shot, I ben 
they retailed their order and kept me ton fined* The next morning it 
was reported that some force wa.4 advmuing upon J ban sin. All got 
under arms. 1 Mapod to the town and saw that the KttTukbijle. 1 gun 
had been put in order by tha Hines's order to bo used against the officers, 
and that the town people, mutinous sepoys, and Ranee a servants were 
firing. Thakoore were also passing up and down. About 1 ur o P.H t 
it WM reported that the officers were muring down from the foil. 1 
also went to the gateway. When my muster with metarahib and other 
officers tame down, 1 saluted him and could dot help weeping. The 
sowortr and sepoy a pelted us with a tones and obliged us to sejant to. All 
the officers went to one tide and their servants joined 
me. The mntinoos sepoys and Ranee's men took the officers L* the 
Jokbun Bugb, and all the servants, including myself, were sent to the 
jjidtiw. TLe Indies and officers veto murdered near the garden. All 
the paijilt! of the town were with the sepoys. After perjuitfulieg ibis 
inhuman dflL-d, Rakish Ally, the jail drag a, iowar, sepoys, and the 
Hauee went to the pultuu to the rrssaldnr. Rulcish Ally observed that 
he had killed the hurra sahib with one stroke. Than the subntUr, the 
ressaldar, and lbs Ranee’s men eatne to the parade ground, and ordered 
that the prisoners should he set free M e were iu cuiifeijiieiK. 1 # tibimtal. 
The next moraing I wont to the garden of Jokhun Hugh, and vaw that 
the bodies of the officers, tidies, and children were lying unburiod, with* 
out clutlies The third day I wai told Ui it the bodies Weiv hurled iu a 
pit, hut by whom is not exactly known; when 1 had gone to see the 
dead bodies, I wrapped memsahil in a piece of cloth which wu tied 
to my hea l. One day Merc the murder of the officers it was proclaimed 
in the town by tbc beat of drum that “the country belonged 
to the king, the Ranee held the rule, ami that the u IE cere will lio tilled 
tomorrow JJ .liter the murder no proc-lumaHon was issued. 

.1 fart A 2~i .—The Ranee opened her own mint. Mahomed Sannb, 
doctor, told me that the officen were not willing to tome down from tho 
fort, but wbeii they were assured by him that they would net. he killed, 
they came down. 
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Nijim liosauin, r«vemu 1 fcihsildar, arc! Ah mud Hussein, inbsildar of 

Jbansifi, were ahw put to confinement by the rwsihbr. On M:ci' g me 

ihgy tognn rttopmg, tbf ““dueere left Jhnnsio, 1 went to 

tbe tnswiiTor tmd askd. him where be had kept the river and jewellery, 
lie eiiid that all was taken by the rabdu, On my observing that 
hl , w could they know that such things were kept in «mh a place, that 
although maltreated, I had not given them any nine, how bad he 
given them these tVinga without asking me. The treasure* did not 
spjuk to mo upon thiapflint before I had asked him. 1 know nothing 
regarding the premisin' notes possessed by Major Skene, bat 
Mriarbui, khitmutgar, stated to me that Major Skene had told him 
that Akhcyehund had bia money, which was to be laid nut in supporting 
w jf e 4tl d children, whom he wished to plane under the charge of the 
«dd khitmutgar and myself. I had hoard that Mriarba* ha-1 ^eto 
Saugor, but I am not sure where he i* at prawut. 1 saw Akhsy MuU 
gdug to the cut cherry of the Ranee, and heard that be took service wita 
hi t and became her treasurer. 


Slaltmtnt of .Vn Aluth*. 

■Vth June, about three o’clock in the evening, I ordered my ayah to get 
water wady to bathe my little boy, ao she put everything ready and carnu 
to me. 1 took my child and undressed him to bathe, so 1 heard the 
sepoys were making a noise, t sent my ayah out to see. She told mo 
the sepoys were running up to the magnainc with their guns. An soon 
a. I heard that, 1 b»k my boy quite naked to Mm. Newton s henae. 
Mr. and Mrs. Newton look their (Mid*onto the dak bungalow. I was 
not able to keep np with them j I turned back to the post office, so the 
Baboo gave me a chair to sit down, and ordered his riapmwi lo fan mu. 
When 1 c»me to my senses he sent his clisptam with me to toy bunga¬ 
low. As soon as I came to my place I Pent my servant to the office to 
KO where a ere Mr. M Mnflow *nd brother. He saw no one there; he 
turned back and told mu that everyone went up to the fort, aud the 
sepoys were firing their gun* at everyone they saw, «- no one ms 
tilled that day, and I was still in my Injure with my child. Mr. A. 
Skcttu heard of m«; be rent bis two servants and chapmans to to fee me 
n t , to the fort, so I got to the fort about si* o'clock in the evening, and 
met with mv husband nud brother-in-law there and remain 
Mrs. Blythe's re-om that night and the next moruing. Mr. A. Skene and 
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Mr. Gordon went to the Ranee, an 1 g>t about fifty or sixty gaMj and 
tmine powder and phot and balk and she seat about fifty of her own 
so pay# in the fort to assist us ; and about 11 t/cloek during the day they 
billed those gentlemen who wore with them, and commenced burning 
the bungalow* and speared Mr. Taylor belonging to the cavalry, So he 
galloped lib horse and canoe to the fort* When the H since heard of it 
ihegot nU her tepoys dawn from the fort^ The Ranee and her sepoys 
joined with the regiment, *o we changed uur cl&thea that night and 
wan toil to get out of the fort, buE was not able ; the sowar* wore around 
the fort* bo we kept there Friday night, Saturday, and Sunday, 
Monday, about eight o'clock in ibe morning, Mr. Cfdrdoii wna shot, that 
regiment aubadnr wrote to Captain Slccme to come cut of the fort, saving, 

“ We will not kill any of yon—W b will ^ud you all to your mvn country 
ni Captain Skene wrote to the Ranee to tell the &epys to take their 
oath and to sign her naum on the letter* All the Hindoos took their 
oath, *' If any of m touch your people just as we eat beef f J and thc-sc 
Mussu]mins took their ofcth, n if any of uatouch youjinat m we eat pork;' 1 
and lLu Ranee signed her name «m the top of the letter, and it wins given 
to Captain Skene. As soon ns he read the note everyone Woi agreed to 
it ; some of us changed our dre^ some were tvith their own dregs, As 
we came not of the fort the sepoys catuesmd put their guard around (hem. 

I waa out of the gourd with my ayah ; they did not take notion of me. 

I t«hl my ayah to t ike me to bar house ; she said they wi old till her; she 
brought and left me ia the lokhun Sigh, where u Hindoo grave is made 
like a house* I remained there about, a mouth. 1 gave my earring to 
that gatdeoerto get #rncthmg for me to eat ; he brought flour 

ami made roiif t so 1 lived ou and rAu#**ni for some time, and 

D»>w1utram came from Sang-rand bean] of me; he came tn- me that very 
evening. and prepared everything for me, aid ^aved me from those 
a mar* who came from Singor. From the mouth of July this mmi gave 
me tn eat ; he used to jet tuts whr.it and rice, ghee, aud wb n not able to 
gn to the bazar, he used to give me ready money, imd ho gave me a 
female to do every business for me, and used to gare her a rupee per mouth 
and four annas for boat*? rent every month : anal I nr-nt Dowhttram twice 
to Saugor ; he was caught twice ou the root! ; thus# letton came to Jhunsie 
tn the Kauce, and $fot was looking out for me and QowUiiniin. So 
Duwlutrain hid himself and me and two children. It was the Raucous 
or»l ar if any one caught us going out of th e town tha|"fihe wotdd give 
100 rupees as a present in those days-. Guneshce Lull nsal to write me 
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to come out of Jlmnsie, I wna very gla-I to leave the pUfi^but there 
wa 4 * a sentry in every gate. No one could go out without the Racet J tJ 
order* mid no one wa? bo brave as that to get nu order for rue 
to take me out. Gnaeshee I 41 I! wrote to mo to go to a Beth's place, that 
he would take me out with hi* family. As soon as I paw his letter, I 

verv ^la 1 onil sent Dowhitram to go lo the pera^n ami auk him ii 
he would take mo witli his family. Dowlutram went and risked him, he 
was not wilting ; said he would be found nut if he do so. So I tried toy 
best to come mi of Jhansfe, but was not abfe to get out on atcouot of 
the doors, t tufforci a great deal in this Jhaniie, hat my husband and 
brothcrdn-law* and all my property, a ad turned as a heg-gar, only tu 
save my two children. Now its raster's will to do 5 iru? good for me 
an l two children. I have no one in Lht* world jest now, except 
in us tor. I have one siater in Rin^n in the Birth reginj^nb Mr^, Busan 
Leary„ and one sister wa- in Nagoile in the 3rd Native InFimiry* 
Mrs. Atones W. KawL Bull donknow where they ure now, My 
father-in-law aud mother-in-law is m Vellore, Oueeti'a peariiracT, Mr.

Major EL Kirk& # L£fch Re^jEnsat, Native Infantry, eoEiimatided iho 
rtatiim at the time. His death on the lftth idem left me senior survivor 
of the olfioer?* at the station, and it has 1 hue become niy duty to make ihb 
rc]>ort. 

As there it too much rewn to fear that reports that Major Kirke 
made jjrior to the mutiny eintiot have got further than, or even §o fir, 
as Cawnporg. it set ms proper that I should relate what passed at Nowgong, 
and was entered in the rcp^rt* I suppose to have perished. 

Tint cart tiding ipiesfcion had been settled at Now gong. The infantry 
men there and at Jiiansie were ashamed at the mention of it; the burn¬ 
ing of empty bungalows had long been over when on the 23nl of May, 
a sepoy uf [lit; 13tli Native Infantry, then Major Kirke'* orderlr, rushed 
iott) the hoiiKt 1 , and told him that he had just got, away from a party of 
twenty or so Poorteas and BumJelas, who kid ashed him to point out the 
officers’ nkBsedumse lo them ; they appeared to bo disappointed in the non- 
appearance of »n m ■ on m pi ice to guide them. The sepoy *uul ho had con¬ 
sented, and making an excuse that he was hungry, got away, promising 
to return. Major,Kirke, with his adjutant and his son, and ooc or two 
armed sepoys, went to the spot indicated, after directing the rcssaldar 
commanding the right wing, 1 Hb Irregulars, to sumrand it with sowars 
and prevent the escape of anyone. Only three men were found; one 
ran off and rat her than atop or make a reply beyond saying he was it 
sepoy, let himwlf 5 hj fired at Ihreo times; two other men hiding in a 
hotliw tree, let the party pas?, and then darted off toward* the artillery 
lines; sowars and infantry at onc« searched the station and fouod no 
one. Doubt was, a day or two afterwards, t hrown on the sepoy’s state¬ 
ment by the men of the I2th Native Infantry, and especially by those at 
Jhansie j and the senior ressaldar of the Uth next day expressed doubts 
to me, but Major Kirkn did not give up his belief in the 
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having warned him of flame plot, thmigh he seemed to thmk the 
fed not rtvaaWt the facts of it. The twaaldar disobeyed aS 

if to let the min etoapc. The sentry at the artillery lines falsely ilenie.l 
any men having passed near him sad «me time afterwards when four 
met! of the company were convicted, of exciting others to mutiny, it was 

observed (anil that after their conviction and discharge) that this soot ry 

linS of the fenr ; materials for firing bungalows were found on the 
spot by myself two hoars after when search was made, and with them 
there wa* a peculiar stick slightly burnt at one end as if from being 
used to stir burning thutch. These circumstances indicated that somo 
mischief was afoot Whether the sepoy did not d»ra to tell the truth, 
and madcap the story to pat the officers on their guard, or the story 
was entirely untrue, it wa* thoronghly believed at the time that Bnnd eUs 

and others ontaido cantoumentH m*lit tttnl the aswsiaalion of t ic ms 

officers, and the men'of the 12th animated no affection for them that 
w W most gratifying- It was felt that some one of the men of the lUh 
had caused tho bungalows to he sol on fire in April ; the men wore then 
plainlv told that there could bo no doubt upon this point, and also that 
it scorned as clear that the man was not known to more than one or two 
of hi, comrades. The display of feeling by the mm* of the «W- that 
thus accidentally tout place was re-assuring, anil it hound them strongly 
to their olfi^ In H that the men felt that the lire, were lit by 
„f themselves J think it well to mention that when I came upon the 

materials for firing bungalows, two sepys eagerly examined a pre o o 

cloth that was among them, and «*L thaL the dlrehy e mark luul Wn 
fern away | other <* W !* who next day saw tbc doth, did and said the 

M1D Next night Major Kirte planted two guns nader an artillery sergeant 
on a long, straight road ttiat traverses the mi of cantonments, which is 
crossed by many fine mads loading to all the lines and into the bazar*. 
Arfmng’wmird waa close to the guns; 1 was posted there, and had an 
officer under me. Two gnus were footed on the left point of the 12th Native 
Infantry line# on the prade; they commanded a road leading^ of 
cantonments. The remaining two guns of the battery were at tbegvmfihed 
between the infantry and cavalry lines; Second Lieutenant S. TovmBffid 
commanding the battery, and the only European officer present with it, wsb 
with these guns; a st ™»g g'«*rd w ‘ th * European officer was poetod 
beside hint. There ware f^irs felt of tbt! amity takmg tbc gwifl , they 
furnished u number of piekeh* nil round the station, Ths.s dutj kept 
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many of the m?u divided, and at a distance* Suspicion had fallen on 
the ro-iflaltlir commanding the cavalry and his men ; ho had Informed 
Major Ejrko tin the 2{in], the day of fchn alarm, that hhs corps had learnt 
by letters from Delhi that every Christian thrift had he,in murdered. He 
appeared to wonder at the little the Europeans knew of affairs in Delhi, 
anti th tit his men and himself were in communication with the pbre. 
Ills neglect or disobedience of orders, a few hours after, was very 
Fumpirioug ; and from tfet night the tii£n and officers, by their demeanour, 
a wot o strung distrust in our minds, even the sick in the hospital were 
mosl insolent to the doctors until ji few days before the mutiny, when 
they put on another tone—it may he—to lull suspicion. 

The Stird of May fell a few dayj lief ore the End, and the news of the 
niafs&ere of the Christ inns at Delhi routed a fanatic feeling, which may 
have given place, in the lapse of days, to a feeling that their pay nnd earthly 
prospects were not to ho despised- They seemed m ripe for revolt that 
when Major Kxrke saw that them was no danger of a fee from outride 
the eiintonmenta, he kept up the arrangements I have described, m they 
put it out of the power uf the sowars to effect anything against the 
infant ly and artillery, who were staunch. The whole of the guna mratd 
in ft few minutes he brought to hear on the cavalry \im % and the road 
to Jhinste, which the cavalry were likely to hike if they mutinied, as 
the left wing of the corps was there. Another equally strong reason 
wfla that no one BOflpeefccd that the arrangement* had respect to any foe 
but outsiders* 

A letter from Captain Gordon, Deputy Superintend cut of Jhaiijie, 
had informed Major Kirks that 100 Btmdelcuud men had hem dia- 
eharged from the bite -54th Regiment, Native Infantry, jitid it wai 
thought vary likely that they would, on ihrir return, try to get up an 
assault on the treasure ehnd. The numlner was overrated, and I he men 
eouM not have got near Nowgo mg by that time; ibis was nit cW at 
fiD-t, and the men were not told afterwards that it was clear to m that 
the disbanded C-l-tli were Ear off. Th* cavalry obeyed all orders, but 
their faresi betrayed an exultation abuHt t.hc revolt that was condo live. 
No sdgns? of distress were diown them j officer* vifiittd their pickets, and 
daring she day went to the lines and talked with the native officer* j 
they were received with frying politeness 

The I2tb Native Infantry men and the artillery liked the arrange* 
-nents very much; they were greatly gratified by the confidence in them 
shown by the officers who ikpt amongst them. It gave the office r§ 
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opportunities of conversing with the man; there can be no doubt that it 
Luii the two toeieh other, The arrangacnent hail the great alvnntngd* of 
working well, and therefore, in such critical times, it wm thought the beat 
policy to keep it up, Mn|oT-Gm.eral Sir Hugh Wheeler, commanding 
the division, when Major Kirkti reported to him that be Wasmaintaining 
it, imd that the men were well disposed add pieced, replied ikat the 
report, waa highly Bat is factory. This, of course, wan u |»ramu\uit 
sii'i'ii m *nt in its Favour* All went on quietly till^bont the .&Qtk of Muy, 
on wbichalny the pay bavil ikr of the artillery came to Second Lieutenant 
Townee ad, about 5 r.w., and reported that lie had awoke from sleep during 
the day and heard men q£ the eomjniiy plotting mutiny around him, and 
that some Seikhs of the iSilh Native Infantry were with them ; this wa» 
instantly reported to Major Kirke. Nest morning it was learnt from many 
ajwars that m utiny had been openly plotted the day before in iheartib 
lery lines; and iTwos BuiCby men likely to speak truths, that the only 
thing that prevented an outbreak was the determination of the men of 
the 12th to have nothing to do with it. This hnvildar in the morning 
■poke out m re folly ; a private employed oa steward or store-keeper to 
the battery confirmed his evidence, and so did the subadar Birjtuitli, ft 
very fine oil man, who bad just been invalided after fifty y- jits' service. 

Majiir Kirke hai male alt the invalided native officers remain at 
their old posts and do duty; and they wore m"rt willing and nsefnl, 
with the exception of subalar Do-rgah Singh and jt-mn.iir Lull Mahomed 
of the 12th Nu'.iva Jufautiy, who afterwards joined the mutineers. 
Deorgah Singh than took * prominent part, T believe. 

The above-named men agreed in their evidence that mutiny hod been 
openly (dotted in the company by a strung party, to which the senior 
men wore opposed. The strongest abuse had been applied to the old 
subadat, and the liavildar had been told he would be shot, became they 
were faithful to Government. Four men were named by the subadar a* 
the worst of the mutineers; they wore sent for quietly with other men 
who could be trusted* They were told that ns they were ill-pleased with 
the Company's service, they were discharged from it. They were paid 
□P* a gourd was ready and they were sent off at once to Cbutterpore, to 
be kept there till further orders, from acoow to any one, lest they should 
work some mischief in the linos if merely told to go home. 

Thu liavildar, who commanded this escort, said that he had been 
greatly apprehensive of an attempt being made by the sowars to rescue 
the men. The moo then bad do idea that w« distrusted the w'Viii, 
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The men who even after the mutiny stack to thair officers (this hivibhr 
was out?) tort! Gel surprise wh&n I t >Id them that g-uns hid been pasted 
m 33 td provide against a rise of the sowar*. The major thought that if 
a mart-martial were held 01 the four juftniaed, the delay might lead to utt 
while a sudden blow at the root of the evil would do good* 
Only one man of the 18 tit« a Hindoo, w;w named as sharing in the plot ; 
lie was a well-behaved, cjuiot mmi. I believe that the Seikhs of the 
litb were taking ah open bhire in the plot, and that the artillery did 
not dare to denounce them, Tho officers put groat trust in the Seikhsg 
the Poorheaa were well aware of thin, and it made the Seikhs formidable 
to them, This man wng believed to be innocent; his protestations wore 
believed and he was not punished. I believe that the dismissal of the 
four men hud a gaud offset on the Artillery company j it intimidated the 
ill-affected, and it muloubtetlly encourage:! the fuiihfal portion* Major 
KIrfce from that night had the whole of the guns of the battery brought 
in front of the quarter-guard of the l*th Native Infantry* I think 
that the men of the company felt affronted and humiliated by this 
measure* I observed that the old subadar two days after the dinehmrge 
id the men gave up keeping pistols about him, and 1 felt tint it showed 
that bo thought t jo men we re to be trusted- Major Klrke promoted to 
I he rank havildar the steward ScoUrum* and wrote a ot r ong letter to 
General Whcikt r L k ann^nJbs * tha b wilder for pr Tuition a* a reward 
for their fidelity. Thin ;= went on quietly after this, and the sowart* 
altered dumiMnoor led me to think they were perhapj wronged bv oar 
suspicions on the Ith of June ; the men of the l^th following the 
example -f th- Tilth Native In fan try lent word to their company office rtf 
thal they were anxioQa to serve against the rebels. Four out of the 
companies of the wing had dim# 50 when at 11 o'clock am* a letter 
brought by expren* woi put into Major Kirke's handi It was From 
Captain Dunlop, 12 th Native Infantry, commanding at Jhauda; it bad 
been dashed off in great baste and ran thus ; —

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Mftjat Kirknat www rent for the native officers of the l£lh Native 
Infantry, said he had received the patiLion from Hitt various companies 
(the 5th had ly this time Ixsen received], and that ho was much pleased 
•ml would report the loyalty of tho wing to the Governor* General. The 
native officers were allowed to isuy whntthey pleased about their fidelity, 
etc., and then the news from Jhr.nrie was communicated. They were 
much dismayed and KBccraljr distressed. They set to work at (iflce mid 
drew up a letter to the left wing at Jhamrie, telling them of the right 
wing's offer to serve against the rebels; that they hail done very wrong 
in mutinying, and should at cure undo what they hud done, llie loiter 
was at onoa despatched by an express. 

The re Gaidar vein Handing the irregulars warn present on this occasion ■ 
he had come to speak to Major Kirke about a letter (dated tho 3rd 
installtj bo had just received from his commanding officer at Jhansic, 
Lieutenant Campbell, desiring him to give up the Dimes of some sowars 
that he had reported to Major Kirke as using mutinous language. 

The truth was? this; several b .wars were said by a drummer of the 
12 t li Native Infantry to have told him in tike snddnr bazar tItat they 
would make crew’s meat of him. The ress&ldnr appears to have been 
aware cf finch words having been used, and for some object or other 
stated to Major Kirke that his younger men would be likely to talk 
foolishly in the bazar, and he therefore begged that they might be 
forbidden the bazar after a certain hnnr. Lieutenant Campbell must 
have beard something about this, and thereon wrote the rtssaldnr tho 
above letter the day before the mutiny. The remaldar’s object in coming 
was to say that he had never accused any of his men of having actually 
used mutinous language. He was very indignant about it. 

The rcssaldnr wa.fi much disci imposed at the Jhansie news; he was a 
grey-headed man, wbw constitution was delicate, and to him it was of 
oansequenec to keep bis rank and pay} the fanatical feelings the b.ed 
festival raises in a Mahometan had had time to coolj and lie appeared 
now unions to conciliate. A parade was ordered at dtiw, and the native 
officers dismissed with injunctions not to say anything to the men about 
Jhantiie nntil the revolt was announced, on parade. 

The right wing, l£th Native Infantry, when asked if they would stand 
by the colour*, m-lieJ forward to them as one mall, and were enthic?ia*tn 
in their expressioas of fidelity. The artillery company embraced their 
gen* with expressions of devotion. The men of the 14th said at once 
that they would be true to Government. They expressed no enthusiasm, 
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The officers were mitvb gratified at the men f t* reply, and word of it 
was scat to Jhamde* 

That day ftile 5th Jane) two parties of the I 41 li Irregulars, uemgkting 
of forty -mwars, Oach under a native nfficer* were despatched to Jh;uifiic 
nod Ijii!liit]K>rOj at the repiidtiuu of the superintendent of Jhunde, under 
authority from the Lieutenant-Governor at Agra* The JThande flirty 
was repaired to relieve one of like strength under the comm and of 
Lieutenant Bytes, 12th Native Infantry, On the 7th of Jane a reptri 
was received from the native officer is mi maud mg the Jhansie party to 
the elect that he had halted at Mowrauecporc [thirty miles from 
Nonvgong) on hearing that nil the Europeans at Jhaxndc were murdered. 
The same sowars brought a letter from the tesdldur at Mowittnepora 
emying the same, and mentioning lhat n nniuk and four sepoys of the 
right wing, 12th Native Infantry, were there with some magazine stores. 
They had left Nowgrag pu the 3Uth May, with musketd, am munition, 
and buE-boks from Aildmhad- for the deputy superintendent at J ha Ernie, 
The iieivi uf the mutiny had cuiised them to turn hack whan tiljonfc ten 
mile* Emm Jhankie. 

Major Kirke »oni ont written orders to thi native officers that if the 
ejvalry ha*I ui'ilinieJ at J ban ho he should return, but if not, he should 
push on. 

The rcasalilar of the 14th seemed very uneasy at this news, and when 
wo said that no word had come of the 1 Lth mutinying, he said h^ much 
feared they would, ns they had very few officers, European or native, and 
many of the men wore very young, Ha seemed Ear from nnxious now 
that a mutiny should take place* 

In the afternoon of the 9ih the shepherd of the left wing iiic^s came 
la and said that Captain Dunlop and Ensign Taylor had been killed on 
the parade ground at Jhai^io on the 5th by the men of tins 12th Native 
Infantry. The 12th men nt Noffgapg seemed horrified at the news, 
most certainly many of them were Hucerdy in, and tli&t might the men 
of the artillery vohmtecred to *crve ugmust the rebels. The men seemed 
to he well affected., but the bazar people seemed to bo very arsons to 
send away their women and children, which Major Kirke would not allow 
them to do. We wore informed" that murmur* were going ah cut that 
the treasury was Iwdng emptied in ^mull sums, and that it wad to bo 
made over at once to the Guruvrlee Bnjah, Bulb talcs were withn&t 
foundation., but they Were alarming indications that the agent of the 
general rebellion, who had got the bungalows lighted, and stories set j 
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■float about cartridges, and bone-dust atfa was as determined ns tv,-r to 
offtjet his intention, and that Boon? men aided him. Op the lOtli a letter 
in English cam* from Tw&irry the tewildor „f Mowraueopore, 

•uying tint he bid heard of the murder of every Euenpenu at Jhanaie, 
that lie bad received ft purwmmab to the effect that the Bailee of Jhanoie 
was Mated op the gu ide*, and that he was to carry on business as 
hitherto. He added that he meant to leave the place at uuw, end 1 knew 
that he did no. 

The mails that had been sent towards Jhansie on the 5th and 
subsequent days eime back in one bag in the afternoon. 1 he runners 
had feared to enter the station, 

At sunset the mutiny broke out. Up 1* that moment the men of 
tho 12th hail showed the greatest good-will, attachment, and respect to 
their officers j I have been ten years with the men :ind never before did 
1 see them show so much good feeling as they hud at all times done 
HPCe tho 23rd May, when the alarm arose that a m a s —cr* of the office™ 
«»s meditated. I believe that in the majority uf the men sincerity and 
fidelity existed, and that many who mutinied did so under intimidation, 
and from an infatuated feeling that mutiny was a matter of destiny at 
present, Benares Brahmins having predicted it. 

The artillery company had been cheerful and well disposed until the 
guns had been brought before our quarter-guard, 

The driver company were unruly for a few days in May. while an 
Impression was abroad "that the infantry would not fixe cartridges, bat 
they quieted down the moment tin* infantry fired, and they remained so. 
The artillery eragcaM told mo of this feeling, which went to this length, 
that the men paid little attention to his acdflB and were very elated. 
Lieutenant Townsend redd me that the sergeant liad reported this stale 
of things to bitn ; he appeared to be sure that it was n true report. 

The mutiny broke out thus : — 

At sunset of the ldtli the guards paraded, a number of the men 
begun to load, a ad throe Seikhs at the same time stepped to the front. 
One of them, Kam by name and sepoy of No. 1 Company, shot the 
Havildar Major (Abeetn-nun-Sing of No. 4 Company, acting as Havihlar 
Major) through the head j he fell dead and did not move. The Seikhs 
then made a rush at the guns J they were drawn upon the parade ground 
*5 unial. Tbe HrtilWy ikT^entit innilc Mint; HUttitftDce * he R° one 
mid^l him* and Lf fied and information. The j&etgeanfc majiif, 

WM fired Jit* ami jl w?[Kij f Durban Slug o£ No. 3 Cotnjmisy, pfflW thti 
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Wrd aside; lie was one of Lhosa who stuck to the ofllet-rs to the hist, 
and Major Kivko said tbnt lie would recommend him for Lius Order of 
Merit, 

The sergiAtit major fled to the mess-house, I was I old afterwards 
by sepoys who remained WfiM llint the quarter-guard h^led or began 
to do so to fire on the mutineers, hat were stopped by a jemadar, 
Mobamek Ally, who asked likn ivby they leaded without, order. This 
jemadar, a few initiates afterwards, joined the rantineeri, and was first 
(report jays) Jn coimnaud of the wing. 

The first use (lie mat inters made of tlic guns was to load one with 
grape, and fire it into a tent that Officers occupied close to the r- 

giuml. They then «?ized the irons tire tumbrils, and placed them in the 
midst of the Lrima ; the treasure tumbrils were at the i|tisrler-guurd. 

Ensign Pranks Imppened to lie at the tines at the time ; he raw thfl 
gttnisdwd, and immediately went to Major Kirke’s to report. All I lie 
ether officers acre at the inm; the shots in the lines gave them the 
iilftrm. Second Lieutenant Townsend was the first to reach the lines; 
his guns were by that lime in the mutineers' 1 hands. Lieutenant Ewart, 
1-wih Native Infantry, and myself were the neat. Before mounting I 
went to the top of the mess-house to hnvo an idea of what was going on. 

When I reached the magazine I found that four sentries wore 
mounted. One of them, a Seikh, seemed not at all surprised at what 
w;is going on ' being in the ^dot of course) ; a few sepoys were leaving the 
lines by a road that crosses the centre of them, and others were hanging 
atom the magazine in a panic-stricken state. I rouM not induce them 
to advance on the gaos. I hoped to e.,licet men in such numbers that 
they ivi.nl 1 make a dash nn thorn ; and getting hold of a bugle 1 Plow 
the assembly repeoldly, hat no one came. The mutineers ju^t before 
I did so fired grape from a gun over the lines, and this struck terror into 
the men. As none would advance, 1 entered tbe lines by the craw toad 
and some came on with me, others joined me from their huts, but none 
would go against ib e mutineers : indeed myself and Mr. Ewart had 
great difficulty in nulling our way forward M the men hold our homes 
by the bridles, and, as far as they could, prevented our proceeding, I 
had ordered the magazine to be opened that I might get a bugle nut, and 
I was told that the sentries would not let this magazine be opened. I 
perceived, too, that of ihe men around me some were in the plot, and 
wished to save Mr, Ewart and myself. The jcuuidnr Mobaruck Ally 
gave me a most meaning warning look, and waved his hand as a nfl , n 
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tlmt I bad better go* It was clear that I could effect nothing, so 1 went 
back to the mesa*, ordering Lieutenant Uwurt to come with me. Major 
Kirke and the officer! with him tried to induce the sepoys thjit were there 
(about 100) to attack the mutineers* but they all foil back, and the 
attempt had been given up by the time I cam* back* 

A party of tho routineer had now c Jme a]moat in front of the me^s 
he use with uuc gun. The major seeing ihlt ordered us to leave the 
canton men l $ } and we began to retire ; ihe sowar orderlies then galloped 
off to their line*. When we had proceeded about 300 yards a round 
shot and u round of grape or canister were fired at m j os we were 
bidden from eight, the aim was incorrect, and no one was hurt. Mr?, 
Mnwc, wife of tho doctor* Mr. Sinai ley, the baud-is aster* and bis wife 
had joined U3 at the mess* no ladies were left behind* nud we pushed on. 
The major directed ns to take the road to Chut torpor e* but Dr B Mawe* 
wbo was leading in a buggy, took the Gotrowkrc road, which crosses the 
other at right angles. It was mart providential that this mistake was 
mndo, as it ted to the no wars, whoa their thirst tor plunder was somewhat 
appeased* going out to Gurrowlee in quest of us. When it was dark, and 
we were hidden from qaTitaomouta by a hill f we turned towards Chufcter* 
pore, meaning to get cu the metalled (tic) road that leads to it* through 
the (own of Mhow \ providentially again oqr intentions were accidentally 
defeated. We bad kept too much to our right* and found i in passable 
ground between m and this road ; we* tbftrpfqre* took the mad to the 
Gera lube* an<l on arrival there, we found a Bboondela boatman* a 
servant oE the adjutant* l£tb Native Infant ky* Lieu tenant Jack sou /who 
took us by a country ruad to CLmtterpgre* which we reached at daybreak 
in safely* 

ilad the sowars attacked us on the wsj, I do not think the thirty 
sepoy b wlio were with us would kivt hciii of any use* they were so panic- 
stricken* and that the jarty would have been cut up# The bungalow# 
were surrounded by the mutineers the moment we left* they took what 
they plen^ed* let no one else take anything* and then burned the 
bungalows* guarding them till no one dare enter ; they then plundered 
ihe bungalows* anil plunder being over, they sent parties in quest of us« 
I believe the sowars reproached the Lufnntry for not having killed u* all, 
thay ranged the country for ui* a ad sflziug our servants threatened 
lheir lives under a tnppositioii that they knew what mud we hod taken | 
tbfiy, too* supposed we bail gone to Gurrowlea, Bums were aide to £&y 
tbit the jjeople at Mbow assured them ivo hail not gone to Chul terpore* 
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Tbi* mm it. Chutterpom irm* give it up to up, ami it first we wefts well 
treated* Th<* Hanflo meant well, but Rome of the ehief officers were 
MibomciUu^ md sauted to Bympjidiixo ivilli ib.fi rebel h* They tolj its 
tliat Ql tKessiigc bad come fruiu Nawgong tliat the tronpa had rii^ii for 
“deon," and thut the Bnuce must not shelter us. Fifty fowafs, they 
pfiid , were ai rfl^r# off, and bad brought the mc-isige 5 I bdiwe that tiuiic 
owra beyond Mhow, eleven mile# off 

Ope man, a sepoy, mimed Tod rah Klian J grenadier company f IS 1 .I 1 
Xalive Infantry,, rude uut to Ohuttcrpore, and a^wrtallied that nu were 
there ; the horse be] ringed to Lieutenant Bcchnr* A week before thb: 
pppoy Wdij reported by the nak-k of his guard for having been abnest fi.rr 
several hoars during ihv night ; hi* cxl'UBG ni that he lefttlio guard [or a 
few minutes, and fell down sen>ile^. MajorKirke would not punish him. 

At t or 8 p.w. of the I lth wo Lotin! gim* firin'; at Xowgoog. The 
rebels were firing a salute ere marching. During the night some sepoys 
cune to join us, and caused an alarm tliat the rebels were approaching. 
A large force, I believe, turned out tu oppose them, I was asleep, and did 
not know of this till morning. 1 mention (liK to show that the Ranee 
w as determined to defend ns. 

By the night of the 12th June there irere with us four native officers 
(tlim. were Brahmin- and one a Mn homed an), five havildars, and seventy- 
eight sepoys of the 12th Native Infantry ; only am was a M abr.mtnian, 
A n am tier of the Christian bandsmen and their wives bad cOine alisu ; of 
the artillery only a Christian bugler ami a private hail come ; none cam? 
afterwards. Two sepiys of the 13 th afterwards jilined at Muhoha on the 
15th ; one bad boon plundering, »cd be was made over to the civil 
authority. No sowar joined the officer. 

On the 12th Major Kirke sent me to Nowgndg to sec what stale it. 
wa* in, and to do what might lie aecntmiy sud jiossiLle, Second Lieutenant 
Townsend of the artillery accompanied meat his own wish. Me met a 
number of people after W F.U., carrying towards iMhow wood they 
had plundered Bum houses in cautonmeutfl. 

a found that all the thatched bungalows bad been burnt; three 
pneha houses were standing, two of them very email one?. Of the public 
buildings only cue had been burned, the bungalow of the sergeant-major 
of the 12th Native Infantry. The magazine of the 12th Native 
infantry had beau blown up. The men c£ the 13th hul set fire to 
theirline*, but very fe tr huts were burned—they were tiled. The artillery 
and cavalry lines were uninjured; bo were the Ustya of the igth and 
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the cavalry* A largo portion of the main street of the rodder bazar was 
burned down. One house was istill burning; I lieid no means of 
putting the fire out* A guard from Chutterpare was in the station Tor 
its protoction. They wore guarding eime grain in the sadder bazar, 
meaning I believe, to k«. ! ep it, and ih sy allowed hundreds of villagers to 
plunder the houw of wood. 

1 feu m cl they have allowed the public buildings to be deprived of all 
their wood-work, and the hats to hs stripped of their roofs for the 
timber. They could aaiily him prevented plunder, for LWenant 
Townsend and myself abated the station by firing a few shut so as not 
to hurt anyone. I gave thceffiQhl in charge of this station particular 
orders that villagers were to be intimidated, and, if that failed, shot 
down to prevent plunder. Ho and others at Nowgong thought our rule 
was oYtTj and the station the Ranee J a fur the future, and. my orders were 
listerud to, but not carried out. 

1 f<und a ttpqy (a Brahmin) in one hospital m the list *tag.j of 
sickness, left thera to starve or to be kilUJ by dogs, and an mM bed¬ 
ridden woman, mother of an invalided muck nod grand moth- r of a sepoy 
rmisieiati, who had left her c neared for to march with the rebel 5 =. I 
ontras=tfMl them to lha m-rnfe lar of the cnnbuimeulfl who residoi in the 
village Bulliree, ebse at hand, and gave 1m servant money for ibeir food. 
This man, Kaluga pa I Dikii it, and his head servant, Lain Doma, frero wrll 
disposed toward* our Government, and did their best to givj us infer- 
mat ion i f the doings of the mutineers. On the day of the mutiny be sent 
us word thufc the forty sowara on their way back from Mowrancep* re 
to Nowgong bad been out at Alipore fa large place ten miles from 
Nowgoog), thst they wore going back to murder all t he Europeans. The 
Moousheeaf the 12th tdd me, when lie joined us at Chutterpme, that the 
native officer who brought Llieir party hack said all be could in the 
presence of the Moouihee and the native doL-tor of the 12th Native 
1 n fan try t in the d walling c >i the senior res^aldar of tbe irregulars, to 
cause a mutiny, it n ting that tbeRojab of Al Spare Imd prepared a faatt, 
for tbe force* expecting it to mm my, and march to Jhausic. 1 forget the 
nativiTofficer T i~Sflmi,Tmay find it cot «om« day. I mention the circum¬ 
stance that it may not be forgotten again*! him Hu was a tall old man* 
very ihin-ffcaed. Major Kirke took no notion of ths information beyond 
wuttoning it to myself nud some of the officers- 

The hcad'-^noiters of the regiment ] nan bed from Chut terpens 0© Hie 
night of the Htb, and reached Muhoba an the morning cf th 10, 1 ^ 1 + 
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Major Kirk^ left the party during the lirnl 1 march; and went 1" 
whete I met him on the night oF the JiKb* The Rajah min very kind 
and hoapitablc io us* Next miming we left a Oder an escort furnished 
by the Unnoco! Njngcng. We left it—rv place celled K<*olpe^lp on the 
borders oF the Chirkame country — and at dayhrrak of the ISlii reached 
GHgkaiee. The Rajah in Fear i f the rebeld was cno&t unwilling to 
receive uh, and hi J ita from sight. In the course of a day Ijq h^trd of the 
dak From Agra bating readied Muhobu, and then he Beamed better 
dispose h in the evening, ho no longer dreaded, publicity p ;jud sent Hi in 
a carriage to Muliobn* 

Mr. Carn^ thn deputy ccllecto^ was there., hut bis district was so 
disturbed that he had made arrangcmeatEi for t.bo Rajab of Cliirkarce 
taking charge of it. 

On the ]0tb news came in of the mutiny at Banda and at Ilmneer- 
portfc One party therefor in arc Led on the night of the 17th for 
Kalliiiger in Mirra pure or Cbtinar, in* toad of Allahabad, ju? bciforo 
intended, The guide foot tlie party out of the way W a vilingo, JevTwhu 
in the John territory. A pass between! two Milt was jink’d out as the 
one we wan! to proceed by; some armed men were in it and on the 
bits. The men in the village, too, were all provided with lathtet. We 
thought they were afraid of 115, and assured them we had □■> hostile 
in tent j. ins. As matchlock men were guarding the only village we had 
pnased on the way, and the whole country seemed alarmed, we thought 
that no danger again-t ns led t<> the unto being on the hills; indeed, it 
was thought they were seeking their own safety. 

The sun was up, so the party halted under some tree*, some distance 
from the pass. About noon, the men in the pass sent as a mcsaigu 
demanding money. The men were ordered to he ready to force the pi%s 
at -V r.n.. atnl they seemed well pleased with the orders. But in less 
than an hour two of the native officers came to urge that the money 
should be paid, ft wns determined after much consideration that we 
must yield to tile native officers aud men, and let them have thrir own 
way in the matter. They were most obedient and showed morn 
anxiety to please us tlnm I ever before saw them show, but we felt that 
we could not coerce them and could not defend the large number of 
women and children without their aid; indeed, it was too great for th» 
number of sejioys wo had, for 011 the inarch it was found utterly iruposiii- 
blo to prevent the line of carts lengthening out to more than a mile. 
The country scented ready for rapine, and the freebooters would have 
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had little difficulty iu txillecticig nay number of men from the villages 
on our road. 

Mr. Cnrftt\ the deputy collector, was with ns ; the Rajah of Chkkaree 
had refund to shelter him, and ho of opinion that the escort of the 
party to Kullmger duouM he purchaEcd m offered* The men accordingly 
paid down 300 rupees to the head the party who called himself Prau 
Singh, and applied to the officers for 400 rupees to make up the advance 
agreed cm. It was given out tint the wholn waA paid to Pan Singh, 

Nest morning before daybreak, os the party was getting ready to 
move on without Prm Singh (who had not appeared), the camp tv a* 
lired into from a tree between it and the pass, where some men were 
gathered. The sc pay* immediately began te fire wildly, and after a few 
minutes they aH ret reated, fave ten or twelve who held their ground 
with Lieutenant Ewart, I dm tenant Townsend, and myself. 

Major Edrke and the officers went after the retreating men, trying 
iu vain to bring them buck and restore order. They moved away at a 
quick pace* Lieutenant Townsend was shut in the heart in the course 
of a ijuarter of an hour; he died instemly* lie was firing when hit. 
He was a very gallant young officer of lesj than three years* service. 
He had for more than a year hold the solo charge of his battery \ and 1 
am sure that were Major Kirke now alive he weald bestow great praise 
on him for the excellent condition his battery was in. 

The whole porty, women ni^J children* were by Lhib time a good 
distance from rump. 1 therefore followed them; the dttenits J Are was 
nearly over, but the main party were gone* We moved slowly away 
keeping the attacking party at a distance by turning on thorn frequently. 
When wo reached the Chutterpott territory the pursuit ceased, but a 
village fired an the main p^rty, and they moved on as fast as before. 
The women and children, all on foot, could net keep up or get rest* I 
remained ill ihn rear with two hav-ildars* and four or five Mpaye, and hail 
great difficulty in setting the women and children brought on, and in 
keeping the mm hack from them 5 I bad no means of helping them on, 
but my own two barges which I gave up to them, and in spite of all 
my efforts, several dropped out oE sight. I am much distressed to have 
testate that before two o’clock Major Kirkc, the Hergeiiiit'imjor lascar, 
and Mr^, Smalley, the wife of the hand-muster, oil died id sunstroke or 
apoplexy ; Major Kirke wm with the main j»ar!.y when he died, and be 
akiue was buried, the sepoys helping with their bayonets ta dig hb 
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grave, which is on ihe niitskirLs of the fawn of Karoo Fnhurco, midway 
between Muhtdm anil Kubrui. Major Kirko waft failing Ore the mutiny 
t^k place j ami the privation* and distress of mind that the mutiny 
mami. him gT&ni\y impaired hm-rntuitnl power*; and on the Ifith of June 
it Muhoba bo told ms tv aefc for him, and leave him to sign paper*. I 
did so, referring cverythiug ol consequence to hi* final decision. At 
the firing of Hie dneoiu around him T and while trying to mlly the men 
and lend them on, he was himself again while the excitement lasted, I 
am told She men went on after the major's deal h and Ft+ippnd nt a well 
till I joined them. 

We entered Kubrui at A r.M. The men pave nut tliat they were 
rtihcl* p taking us to the Banda Nawab to he killed by the king of Ilplbi's- 
f‘Tiler; tlwj feared to escort us otherwise. The city people were taken in 
hy the mse* and obeyed the Efe|mys J requisition fop food for m and oitr 
horses. People came in crowd* to see ns P hut they did m»t ixiiult u». 
A N Nana Sahib" was usurping authority at Kubmi ; perlmpB the man 
spoken of under this title was agent of the Nana id Bitboor. When 
it wan dark and the city people all gone, the men told ns that our ruse 
was discovered, that the Moomhoo nod a Mahoraedan native o Ulcer I mil 
taken all the Christian drummer to the dty, and that the tejioy we had 
imprisoned at Muhoha wan in iha town, and hod told upon us, and they 
could protect us no farther, and we mubl take our way by ouradrts ; 
this was sail sadly and reap re S fully. Wo left a l Knhrai, a writer, 
lh Johnson, who preferred 4o remain, and u Airs Tierney fa wife of some 
sergeant that she hail deserted for our ^Tgcant-mnjor) ami her two 
children, as she had no chance of her life with us, and 1 had good bnpe=< 
she would not he injured at Kubrui The sergeant of nrLillciy wa* 
likewise left behind; he bad been drunk during the day, When 1 passed 
Muhobn he went back and entered a deserted p dice ehowkee to sleep 
there. 1 heard it said that be had come up just b efo re we skirted ; I 
never mw him and be made no attempt tu join ub. Mr. Came left ns 
at Muhoba and went to Chowkmree* The rajah received him* I have 
seen a letter from him dated the t9 tb of June. 

The party that mraved on consisted of Lieutenants Ewart, Barber, 
Jackson, Remington* nnd Franks; Dr. Muwc p Hth Native Infantry, and 
Mm M»we and chili I; Mn Hnrvey Kirke. eldest sun of Major Kirkc; 
Mr. Smalley and child ; and Sergeant Kjiehujf and his wife. This man 
was employed a l Jaitpore, near Now gong, in the easial depart ment, under 
Lieu tenant Powys ; he joined us at Muhob*, We kid only nine koj^es 
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amongst us, U'o moved along the Bund us road past villager* all cm tho 
Ictok-oTit for ati attack. 

Next morning*,, tbc itkh Jnuo, wo were attacked by villagers, whoso 
niimlter iacreaaed every moment- They were joined by two armed 
horsemen and some footmen from tin.* road, and it seemed likely to go 
very hud with us. Mrs. Kirch off bad Fallen off bar horse, and tc were 
nil t r i ps ■ > ■ ■ l for notion by having some one behind us or a chill be Fore. 
While 1 was doing my best my hurso was Struck with n npear and 
instantly sot uff at full gallop. He w as a runaway by habit. 1 tad only 
the single bridle; the curb tad fallen off while I bad Mrs. MniveP* child 
More m-s and Mr. Smalley behind, and I could not stop the animal 
until it reacted a nullah it could nut leap. Lieutenant Franks was with 
me, a loose hors*bad attacked him and bis mare, and after chasing him 
round, the combatants compelled him to go straight off. Lieutenant 
Remington had followed us. None of the party we bad left were in eight. 

I feared that oil bad bean killed save one or two who might hive ridden 
off ; we lh’refore moved on us fast :m my lame horse could go, M e were 
next day {the Slot) surrounded when resting in a uiangoe topo and 
taken to the Nawab of Hindi, who treated us very well For aUtcon 
days, when under orders from Major Ellis, the Political Agent for 
Bueddouud h^ soot as to Jfag.ide. Wo stayed two days at Adzighur, 
and were very kindly treated by the Ranee. Wc reached Migmlp on tbc 
12th instant, 

1 have learnt that the villagers who attacked u* nn the 3<Jth, drew 
off on Lieutenant Jackson shooting the man who speared my banse. 
Mrs. KirL-bofTshorse Loving runoff she was p'ared behiud Lieutenant 
Jackson and tied to iiltn ; he carried her thus till the 24th when he reached 
Adzigbur. Tbe party then pushed on and cross*! tbe Cane above Banda. 
TUl-v bolted at a nullah for a short time, but ftomi villagers threaten¬ 
ing them, they moontad and rode off. Dr. and Mr^. Mawe byre fell 
off their twrec; be bad been suffering terribly for some time, and he 
died in half an hour. The villagers plundered him and his wife before he 
died and then left them. In an hour or two more villagers came down 
and searched Mrs. Hawo for plunder, and then made her walk liare- 
fnoted three miles lo the village M ikkxjpore. Early in the morning 
of the Stud June they seut hrr off in a doolie to Banda- She was met 
on the way by a palkee the N uveal bad scut out when he heard of ter 
being in their village. The Nawah bail sent orders tD all the villagers 
round nos to injure Eilropeaus. Mrs. M a wo reached Banda in an hour 
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or two's lima ; she had suffered terribly from the etui and fatigno* I 
regret to buy that Lieutenant J. II r Barber died on the 20th, an hour 
or two after Dr. and Mm. Mawc wore left behind, tie fell from bis 
homo as if thoi, Lieutenant Ewart died on the 2Snd p also of inn- 
stroke. Mr- Harvey Kirkd went to a village to get him some water, 
though U? WAi infusible; 3 ij eamj with a troop of villagers yoiling at 
his bools like devil h, and the party wora obliged to posh on, They wDro 
shortly after this drinking at a village and observed ft signal given by 
one of the villagers ; Sergeant Ki rebuff was too slow in mounting, *ad 
be was stunned with blow? and loft for dead. Lieutenant Jack&on, 
Mr. Harvey Eirko, and Mm- KirdiofE were able to got away. They 
were well treated when they entered the Adzighur territory, and after 
resting Kmc days were sent on to Nagode which they reached on the 
29th June. 

I nun glad to say that Sergeant KirchofI came to himself after the 
villagers had foft him for dead, got op and reached a village in 
Adzighur territory where he wu kindly treated. He was m?at on direct 
to Nagode and arrived here on the 24fcb or £hth June. Ho and bis 
wjfe have gone on to Mitupore ; bo have Mrs Mawo and her child. 
Litu tenant Jack-m ia at Rownh employed as second-insomnia nd of a 
torce being rakei there* Lieutenant Remington, Ensign Franks, and 
myself are here P detained by Major Hampton commanding. 
Mr. Smalley, the Htb Native Infantry hand-master, is also here; his 
elii Id died on the raid. 

We all found the villagers in the British territory most host^c* 
One man shelter*! myself and party on the 30th, ami gave ua food* 
I have reported his conduct to the collector of Banda, and a sepoy of 
the 50th Native Infantry, named RahucetiJ, ran after Lieutenant 
Jactson a long way, to (ay be had a strong party at bis village, and mid 
Ue would protect him as long ns ho chose to remain bore. 

Ere 1 left Banda, fourteen drummers of the 13th Native Infantry 
jmd our artillery bugler with their families [forty-one persons in nil) 
reached Banda, The Nawab gave the strictest orders in the dty that 
if any me molested them ho would blow him from n gun, he also g ive 
the drummers some m«wy« I have written to him to request him to 
advance them money (which I should be iniponBibhi for), ns this is the 
miny season, and there are no tents for the men and their JamfHce. I 
think it better to Ids them remain under thdr Nawifrs protection. Four 
of the bandtamen mre missing and om man remained atNuwgeng; l 
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saw him then? on, the iStlij and ordered liim to go with some men of ours 
to Muhobu. He disobeyed me, 

Thu widow of a drummer long deceased, and her throe childreni I have 
not been ahte to learn sidy thing about. I think they went to Jbansio 
with the rebel*. She was of native extmetion p but a Christian, h w 
pnid th &* tin- wife of Mr L&ngdulo du-d of tin* *un or otherwise on the 
road, and 1 fear another wry old woman must have died too r on the ] 9th 
Juno; they ha I grout ditBoulty in walking : the on# from being very fat, 
the other from her great age. I fear very much they are dead. 

The drum major at Banda informed mu that he had left at Munition 
(a large place between Euhrai and Banda) Sergeant Haifce, of the 
artillery j Mr. Laogdale, a writer ; 1\ Johnson, a writer; and Mrs* Tierney 
and her two chib] ran. The zemindar wa* very kind to them, I have 
written to the Nawob of Banda to send for them, if they be not at 
Banda, and to advance them money* 

I have now accounted for all the Christiana who were at Now gong 
when the mutiny broke out 

I heard it said that one Christian drummer was killed by a sowar near 
Nowgong. Theta h nufl that l had not *een si net* the mutiny, and I 
have him down as kill^L He is an African, George Dick by name ; 
bur 1 have heard from a khitmmgar flint he -aw an African at Bands? 
so I hope the man has escaped- I have put him down a& missing. No 
other Christun at Nowgang was tillodi thank God, by the mutineers 

I know that three of the Emir Christian drummers that 1 have put down 
ns mbsiug were m t left behind ; they left us on the lftli, seeking* l 
suppose some way of their own to eaaaji* by. 

Only one native wa* IciBetl at Xowgong by the mutineers, the noting 

II ivdlsir Major Ahcctmtui Sing of No. I Company ; Suhadar Dollar 
Te worry, invalided from the IS til Native lnfantFy t was wounded its the 
abdomen by a bullet on the \i*th June. I hear that he died a day or 
two after at Muhoha of hie wound. Two sepoyi were likewise wounded 
by the matchlock men on she 19di June, ^ne was a Seikh, Katin Sing, 
the other 1 * name is 5digram Sing, Grenadier Company. Roderick, an 
artillery bugler, was wounded on the same occasoiv. The tejjoy* left 
at Kubrai went on to Buuda ; utter leaving that place 1 know not where 
they went, I jemadar Emain Bux there the day I entered the city* 
namely, the Slet of Jnne, 

The Government treasure that fell into the mutineer* 1 bands at 
Nowgong amounted tu 1,£1,404 rupees o* nearly as 1 ran recollect.

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TIit! colours of Hie native infantry were taken. 

I know not wli't ifatfoa there were in the artillery magazines — it wap 
entirely emptied. 

1 rather think tliut tin; annual practice supply bad been received fr m 
Allahabad. 

The l£tli got in the magazine at Nowgring and Jhunsio J,2ij5 
pounds of gunpewder for musketry, beside# .some barrels of coarse powder 
for cannon that ni in the Jh&nme magaaine (the quantity is unknown 
to me); <UjU,Q(li> small percussion caps; 130,00(1 ball cartridges; 
80,000 blank cartridges ; about 10,000 carbine and ball cartridges, (be 6th 
Light Cavalry left, though muskets were in store beyond the complement 
of the corps. 

Besides the bullocks of the battery, there were 03 commissariat ones

Retruk, Augntt Wtb, 1867, 

Sin,—As the senior survivor of the force recently stationed at Now* 
gong, in Bnndeleund, I deem it my duty, Second-Lieutenant Tew op end 
Iteing killed, to rejiort to von the excellent conduct of the invalid euhaii- 
dar, Byjuwth, of No. 4 Com]any, Sth Battalion Artillery, and also cf 
Aj*II&vildar Sirdar Kli.iti, and private Srctamm (steward of the stores), 
likewise of that company, previous to the mutiny i f the troops on the 
10th rf June. Some days before that duk'mutiny was being openly 
plotted in the lines of the company; these three men opposed the die* 
affected and wore threatened with death ; they rejHjrted and gave evident* 
in the matter that led to the mutiny then batching being put n stop to 
for the time. Major Kirke at once promoted Scetamm to the rank of 
IJavildar, and notified in station orders, tliat ho bail strongly recommended 
Sirdar Khan to Major General Sir II, M Wheeler for promotion to tba 
rank of sqbalidnr. The Major wished him t supersede the existing 
jemadar, ns useless a moo as could be found ; he took advantage of the 
circumstance of his wife Laving died a day or two before, to keep out 
of the men s way at a time when he must have well known mutiny was 
bring plotted, and his constant prepuce necessary. The report by 
the three mined above made no difference; be feared to do hu duty, and 
it was essential that he should tic superseded. 

Some days after this, news came to Nowgnng on the Gthof June, that 
the wing of the l£th Native Infantry, and the Artillery, at Jhansie, had 
mutinied the day before, The troops at N'owgong were »t once paredtd 
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in undrew ; the right wing nl ils own lines j the Artillery Company hall¬ 
way between its line* and those of the 12th ; the wing of the Irregular# 
in their lines. The l^th and Artillery were then separately flaked if they 
would stand by the Government \ wlkcnituatne to the turn of the Artillery 
Company, the old auhabdar expressed at once hh loyalty to Government 
with a boldness and enthusiasm that did him high honour. It was a 
Gw sight to me that old man of fifty years* service, struggling with the 
difficulty of weakened lungs and nrgane of speech time had impaired t to 
proclaim loudly a loyalty ouist of those about him bad no great sympathy 
with; they, however, followed Ids example, and seized h^ld of the 
Queen V colour of the isitli, which was at hand, and said they would 1x3 
loyal; on their return to their linos, they embraced their gcin£ p and were 
enthusiastic about their 1uya]ty + During their absence from the guns, 
Seetamm stood beside them with spikes and a hum me r ready to spike 
them m ease of the enmpany mutinying- When the mutiny broke out, 
the whole battery was? on the 12th Native Infantry parade, according to an 
order issued, when the report tjf the mutiny in the company wu made : 
the 20tli Native Infantry pickets nr guards were being marched off, when 
the Sikhs dashed to the front, leading; many men, any thirty or forty, 
loaded Uxu They then IrfU&d their Havildur-Major, ntid rushed on the 
gun# } the sergeant, Haiti by mi me, drew his sword r and was fired at ; 
1 think one of the artillery men interceded to save him. 1 cannot 
discover that they did anything to save the guns; indeed, in about a 
minute's time, they fired scrape at tents on parade that the officers tdept 
in, and subsequently two founds more at the officers. 

The old nukilutor, I am glad to flay, escajsed, and I hear fcliat he 
wa> met at Rubral, or Muhoha, by a nophew, and Shat he reached home. 
He y a noble old man ; aud I am ante that all who wera at Nowgung, 
from the time mutinies began in the nnuy, would gay that, lie deserves 
distiiietion^sudi as adamsdon into the Order of Merit. After being 
invalided, ho ruot?t willingly remained with the company, k ti u wing well 
the danger there was of a mutiny taking place. I am sure he wonld 
have been moat unwilling tj gu Ji4d he been allowed to do so, Ho did 
*v«y thing that lay in his power to avert a mutiny ; and Major Kirke, 
commanding at Nowgong, thought moi*t highly of him. 1 have htfard 
that SceLirum and Sudor Khan were caught by the men oE the if 
company, and would hove been killed but fur the interference of some 
reltels oE the IBth, who naid the gun* could not b# worked without i.hetu* 
I have alto beard that Scvtaram made his escape, and that Sirdar Khali 
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was tjLki-ra from Nowgong* to 3 an m dttfpoy, by the mafdnecrv. Tlie 
"hub were capture! at Puttebpqre ? and Sirdar Kban may have been 
killed on that occmuuD ; but should be, of Seetiinim, or Ejjnath* ever turn 
np alive, I trout the facts 1 have related may be of service to them. 
Saoouil*LiynUriinol Townsend wrote to tbo Adjutant c-f the battalion 
when at M&bdw, m the 17th lone, reporting the mutiny. The only 
pcmWw of the company then with him wens Sergeant ltait(.\ Nait 
KuDiiliya, and Butter ILnlerick: nu others joined Lieutenant Townsend 
after the mutiny. 

I hoiue! day a ago reported to Government the death of Lieutenant 
Townsend, on the l9tfa of June. The party who had followed the officer 
from Now gong marched from Mahohaoii the night of the 17th idem } 
on their way to Cal lingua their guide led them into a trap. Fie brought 
them a little way off She road to a village (Senroho) in the Malone district. 
The man in the village were ready in great initulwri*, grouped about the 
place, with bug thick tat Met in thair hands ; others were seen in the hills. 
It was thought they feared an attack from our parly, and amme pains 
were taken to assure them we had no hostile intention. Wo encamped a 
quarter of a mile from the village, at a long -hot from the hills* and 
vested all the I8tb. Next mantvngr as we wen- preparing just, before 
daybreak to move off, the camp was fired into by matehhrtkiiitm. Tho 
sepoys* numbering from eighty to ninety men, replied for a few minute* 
with a wild fire, an they could scarce see an ftiftaflant; and at length 
ten or twelve fell back, and could not be got to advance. Lieutenant 
Townsend waited, with Lieutenant Ewart, myself, anil two or three 
sepoys, at a tree, firing at any men we could tee. He showed the most 
perfect courage amid the confusion and the fire* which was brisk : and I 
regret very greatly to eay that he was shot through rhe hearty and died 
in about half a mi mite* merely exclaiming 51 0 God* I am hit Y* The 
main body was fur off* in a hopples* and rapid retreat, that the officer 
was vainly trying to stop or to slacken : and I bad to leave this brave 
young riian'F bedy where it fell. 1 brought away bis sword, and guy a 
it to a sepoy or hnvihiaf; but that night thr men s*ajd they could not 
protect their officers any longer, and the latter hud to ride for their lives : 

I thus lost the sword, I regret to my t but I i-ccaroi Lieutenant 
Townsend'* hom% 

I was station staff officer at Nowgong* and the second officer there ; 
an j 1 think it my duty to say* that were Major Kirkc, who eunimanded, 
alive, he wonld bestow high praise on Lieutenant Townsend for the 
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crilvr hi? battery wwtin, and for hie attention to hi# duties. [ think he 
wu a most promising young offioer. I was at Nowgonjj alt the time h« 
was there, about two year*. Sergeant Raite bad, when I last heard of 
hiin, left a village called Muntuvo (whore he bad been most kindly treated 
from about June SOth to July *<>thj for Banda. Tbe Nawah of the latter 
place sent for him at my request. 1 eice r t that lie and Roderick, the 
bugler, and hi? mother, wh> were kept for a long time at Banda, have 
hy thi* time reached Nugod*. Tbe Naik Knndhya arrived there on the 
7th or 8th instant ; he and his wife were plundered on passing Mahoba 
on June ll'tb. They stayed there a day or two, and then moved on and 
reached Banda, where they stayed some lime, I sent the nails back to 
bring Lis wife, along with the Christiana of the 12th Native Infantry 
band that were at Banda, to Xagodc. He was very likely to meet them 
on the way* 

Lieutenant Townsend and his battery received, at Nowgoug, pay 
lor April, He received a hundred rupees on the march from Nr.wgoiig, 
Sergeant Rnito most probably received an advance of |*y for May, on 
June 12th and 18th. I have requested the Nawah of Oiinda to give Lira 
twenty rupees, and I do not doubt his having r&ocived them. Drummer 
Roderick probably received some pay on June Hth and IStk The 
Nawah of Banda paid him, at my request, fifteen rupee* m July. 
Roderick was shot on June 19th- A bullet hit his bead, but did not do 
much damage. I have been at Nagod" for some lime, »ad am leaving it. 
I rep rted in writing to the station staff, that the sergeant, naik, and 
drummer would soon arrive. 1 gave him all the information I could 
about them.

P.S.—1 forgot to mention above that Kundhya sing told me on 
August 8th, that be had been paid in full for May. I tbtii gave him 
twelve rupees for June, The advances giv. n to the above-nomed—

wcr e obtained from lajah*, on Major Kirke's receipt#, and mUBt 
recovered from their pay for Government. I um proceeding to Allahabad. 
Believing Lientcnant Townsend's father to he dead, I have written to 
Mrs. Townsend, inclosing the letter to Captain J. H. Barber, I.eadenbiU 
Street, requesting him to do his utmost fo discover her correct address.

I have the honor to report for your Information the following- cireum* 
a tan ccs which have occurred here d tiring the last four dap. 

On the event eg of the £0th instant, Major M-iGpberacm, Political 
Agent, memtioned to me that lio had boon informed by Hi* Highness 
that the men of the Contingent w^re qqfc t ■ be trim ted, that they had 
ins silted the Dewnn on his entering into can ton monte, and that the latter 
was so much afraid of personal violence from them that he return'd to the 
Lu*kur by a bye*ro.id f and on horseback, instead of in a carriage, in 
which he had come, lu avoid observation* 

On ihe following morning, Major Macphenoa called mi me and @nid 
that His Highness had stated ihat the whole of the Contingent troops were 
ill wrong and disaffected, that they had all swum on the {ranges water 
and Koran to stand by each other, and that an outbreak was soliumin mil 
that Him Highness urged the ladies bcin g sent at once to the Be-i deucy 
for promotion; and that officers could, on the outbreak showing iteelf, at 
onee mount their horses Lind ride off. Major Mucpbereori also 
oipresbed a wish that the guard of the Oootiqgeat on duty at the 
Residency should Ije at once withdrawn, jib he h id no longer any 
confidence in them. arid that b# would apply to HiB H ighness for a party 
of hts troop* to take their place. He lidded that he himself was 
considered by the trnope to be the cause of the movement of the grenadiers 
fn iu the station to Etawah, which hud interfered with their scheme*, 
and that he had thus became I lie object of their vengeance* 

I must here mention that, a few days previous to thin, a report was 
feprcadj both in the Lusk nr and in the ?unt ainientej l lint a large quantity 
of at to and minr hail arrived for sale &t extraordinary low prices, that 
both were impregnated with bune dust, and were being sold fur the 
express puipoeeg of destroying the men's inurtc aiid making them 
Christians. . The Dewau made full enquiries into this and found that the 
whole was a malicjmis rumour doubtless spread to excite mutiny and 
rebellion, and Major Macpherson stated that the eircunistacKfC of the 
Dewan's having exposed this trick, had brought down on him also the 
animosity of the traitors. 
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Altliongh Major Macphcttau, wjus must anxious tliat the i&dies should 
bo at once amt away from tlie station, 1 considered their removal, 
tnile- 1 ' im['criUivdy necessary, fraught with evil that in the &h.*ence uf 
some proof of disaffection I determined to are nothing on the subject. 
Major Macphoison that evening quitted eantonmenls and returned 
tn the Residiiuqy, and the Continent details on duty there came back 
in obedient* to the order, of which an extract is appended. I think it 
here import nut to mention that the wish of the Political Agent to with¬ 
draw their guard and Tcm >ve the ladies for the reasons assigned by bun 
as above, was the same day known in cantonments, an 1 was repeated to 
me. This mforinat'on must have emanated from the Lnskur. 

Tbe following m timing a private servant {a Mus>iilm:in; of my o«u, 
informed me, while outriding with me, that the sowars of the 1st 
Cavalry in ibo lines and of [lis HighAwa’iressnllwh were talking if nothing 
but going to Delhi, and that 1 should be on the look-out 

About 3 F.JI that day, a |an<M~diiBadnr of the let Cavalry tame 
to Captain Meade, the Brigade Major, and asked him if he had beard of 
anything t hat was going on. Captain Me tde replied in the negative 
and B eing that the man had something important to communicate 
examine 1 him pri a tidy and at cm« brought him to me, 

Tbs duffodar’estatement wjs Lo the following effect ; tliat the roops in 
cantonments were all to break out into open mutiny, on a ha&a sounding 
at 11 o'clock that night ; that the lines and bungnlows wore lo be hied 
mid the officer* mastered, that tb treasury in canton men t was t- be 
Miard, an 1 the whole force to proceed towards Delhi- This man had h.irdlj 
completed his statement when a sowar of the same regiment !.< aptain 
Akxai der’s damgah) arrived at my house and expressed a wish to see ine 
on urge t fcu"Ci Before ad mitt ng him I co 1 of idly coaeeaisd the 
first informc . His statement was to fclie same purport as the otlse+'w, 
ami he ro tt strongly insisted m the determination of the mut he re to 

murder the officers. 4 

These tw <> reports apparently confirming the information I had received 
[ u , m Major Manplmnmn the preifona day, and coupled with the result "f 
enquiries whinh Captain Meade and myself privately instituted as in what 
wt H gobg on n the lines, determined me on sending away the ladies to 
tL« Residency in the evening, which, though done mi quietly as possible, 
of course became immediately generally known. 

Having atccrlaincd that a ruineur bad been circulated in the lines 
1 tmt ad confidence in the men of the Contingent had bcei. lost by ihc 
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IMitirul Agent and the officer^ of the station,. And that the treasure 
(smotmtmg to Ik, GD,OftO) h then in the can tody of the 4th Infantry, inw 
in consequence to lit- tuken from them that evening, nnd made over to a 
party of Ln^Jnir troops for removal ta the liuuja Inli it the palate, ami that 
this distrust, coupled with the withdrawal] of the guard from I hr Hrridetiey, 
ond the dejurtnro of the iVlitii-al Agent from cantonments, had greatly 
iucenkJ the Hum* I detetmiued in order to restore confidence and avert 
if pofsihle a fat id smtbrcftk, to increase ibc guard of the 4th Regiment 
error the treasury (with ft view to lead the men to think that I fcsied 
danger from without, and not from the tr-op* tlieinselvo^, and linring 
IwJen assured by Major Ulako, commanding 2nd Infantry, nod Cnplain 
Hawkins, commanding No* 1 Light Field Batkn, that it was impossible 
the whole of their men could he implicated without the slightest hymptoma 
having iiomo to thdr knowledge, and having great confidence in these 
officer^ we ranked to pars the night in the lines, t idling the native officers 
and men on arrival that reports of a proposed outbreak bad been made to 
me, that I considered it had been ~cl on foot by amtidona person?, that I did 
not credit it, and to show them that I bad full confidence in their loyalty 
and guild conduct, that 1 and all the officer* won Id sleep in E he hues and 
commit on reek#* to their care for the night. We also gave them all to 
understand that ineoU*equeiM)eof ihb determination we considered it unsafe 
tit have the bulies to steep alone at -onie distance in thatched bungalow* 
exposed to risk by Grc from any of the miscreants always reedy t» take 
advantage nf a night disturbance, and that they bail therefore been sent 
nut for safety to the Residency. 

Not tlia slightest ilk t urban iv took pi ice during the night* 

Next riLornirig (yesterday} in consequence of a lekgraphic messoge 
from Major Mmcpherson to Mr. Colvin sent by the former for my 
pcni*al h in which Hi- Honor was informed that Siindii declared that the 
whole of the Contingent was wrong, that be distrusted his own troop* 
and required the immediate return of his body-guard from Agts ; that 
the ladies of the cantonment had been forced ter seek refuge in l he palace 
whence ho was preparing to forw ard them under escort of a body of 
hcree to Agia; and that t]\o body-guard would meet them for this pur¬ 
pose Nt Dholcpore; I took on myself to report to Mr. Colvin that wo had 
slept in the lines the previous night, that all was quiet and confidence 
increasing, and that 1 considered Scindia was disputed to enhance his 
own service* at the expsue of the Contingent < 
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I learnt in the morning with groat surprise that the Indie* had, 
wit's out any communication either with myself or their huihnnda, been 
removed from the li*BiJeticy to the palace This step appeared to mi? 
and the dffieira ho fraught with mischief not only here, but over the 
whole country, that at my ieirer.il officers wrote to their wives 

i in mediately to return to canton meats. Captain Meade was *d s0 
informed by his pay nffice treasurer* a respectable hanker whose £otie ib 
in the Luskor, that it wa? gen rally reported that Lbo ladies had boL j n 
seized by Ilia Highness and imprisoned in the palace. 

1 also wrote to Major Mncpbereon that 1 apprehended no outbreak, 
and that I thought the hijie* should return* Two ladies, Mra* Meade 
and Mef. Murray, in opposition to the most urgent solicitation^ ol Mjjor 
Mnephersori, returned to eatiLonmeuts late In the afternoon, and the ivewa 
of their having done sii immediately spread rh rough the station, end 
hud the most btfiiefieiid effect on the men generally, who it wu reported 
to me had bson greatly hurt at the distrust implied by their leaving the 
cantonments. Many enquiries were made of the oth r ofBoas whose 
wives and children had not retu rued, and volu pi wry offors of protection 
and oven of rescue were made t * their i«ihoer& by many other men. 

We again passed last night in the lineF, aud received every possible 
kindness and attention from the men, and the night parsed perfectly 
quiet with the exception oE some little anxiety at hearing m few shots 
in (lie direction of the Luikur, and a rumour which arrived about 
II unlock, that a portion of tie Maharajah*! troops were under arm* 
with the intention of proceediug to Delhi* Thera subsequent 1 y a peered 
to be no ground* for this assertion. 

I am happy fa* say that the rest cf the ladies returned hi eftiitonmeat* 
this morning, and I consider that the excitement caused by the above 
occurrence* hae so far as this cantonment is Manerued, subsided. 

I have refrained from reporting by telegraph these dcemrcuc^fl as 
they happened, ns I courider it preferable to give you a detail of idl the 
event* by letter, and trust yon will approve of my desire to avoid 
unnecessary alarm* and also o£ the steps 1 have taken throughout thi* 
miixiuik- ljua£inesfi. 

I take this opportunity of recording the very valuable asri*taim<J 
I have received from Majors Blake and Sheriff anti Captains i I a whims 
and Stewnri on thig oceusion. and I am convinced that their influence 
with, and knowledge of, their men have been of very great importance 
in enabling them to tv i l ha La ml any teiuptat lute to which thvj have been 
vpoiri. 
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That an attempt was mad* by ^)mo ml-dkpaflcd j^rsoiLi to wmti the 
men of their officers and tie* troy the eonGdence of tha Lit try jii the 
fo mer, I have no doubt from the industri'ims ureulntim of reports that 
the 1st cavalry and grenadier regiments bad rip n on mid destroyed tlu ir 
officers [exopting Major Ilenuttsy, whom they hud let go]* and from 
the extreme anxity evince I by cmc of my informers under pretence of 
interest in niy pre-ervatiou that I shoal-1 not trust the brigade, but be 
prepared for flight 

The conduct of Lbm officers during the last three days merit* tlie 
highest approbation. The coolness and steal displayed by all deserve my 
warmest thunk*, and 1 feel confident that, hut for the very abb aid 
afforded by them throughout the business, the pernicimjp influence 
ciurc-by evil-disposed person* might bate Won emptied with sneers. 

I tsike this opportunity of acquainting you tint 1 have received mwt 
^atiufftt'tuty reports of the grenadier regiment from Major Hennery, 
and u{ the other ccnpe of the Contingent at mit-gluti -iif from their 
respective commandants* Majnr Honuetey's report, though in a private 
frnn, was considered at tfafr erkii so important, that Major Mjicpbargon 
requested to bo permitted to forward it to the Liouteuaat'Governor.

It is with feelings of eitronie [Jain tliat l fulfil the (luty of repurt- 
j llf r f or the information of His Excellency the Commander-In-Chief 
thn dreumstanoes of tho mutiny of the sepoys of the 23 nd Regiment, 
Native Inf■« try, and the murder hy their bund* of Brevet Colonel Platt, 
commanding regiment, and of Lieutenant, and Brevet Captain mnd 
Adjutant- Fagan. 

On the let July, 1*557, Colonel Platt received about half-past 
j(j A M . A penml note from Lieutenant-Colonel Dumnd, Agent for the 
Uoveruqr-Oeneml in Central India, at Indore, stating that the 
Residency at that plate w.i» aitukad by llolkur's troops. Sohsecjiisnt 
information tame that Lieutenant-Colonel Dumnd hud been overpowered, 

and tliat lie, with several officer* and ladles, bail bean obliged to fly 
Cor their lives from Indore, ncoompanied by a few faithful tmops only. 

About, noon, Oolorusl Platt despatched the two flunk companies of 
the 23rd Regiment, Native Infantry, under command of Captain Trowcre, 
and jici'ompsriicd hy Lieutenant WralmaOofct, down the mad to Bombay, 
with orders to bring lawk into cantnnmeats at all hazards two 
9-jsrandor brass irniiH Ikelonging tu the Maharajah, which had (Wised 
through Mhow two hours previously. With the astutaitce of a troop oE 
1st Light Cavalry under Captain Brooks, who overtook the guns, 
anil brought them Lo a standstill rill the infantry came up, this duty 
ns satisfactorily performed, OH * the guns brought back into the fort 
at Mhow, about 3 P «.; no casualties having occurred ici the detach¬ 
ment. 

Meanwhile Colonel Platt wan biking every precaution for tlm 
defence of the canton meats, expecting an attack from 11 ol tar's troop, 
and pine ini; full reliance on the loyalty and attachment of bis regiment. 
The ladies and children with the Eurnpan battery of artillery were 
ordered Into the fortified square, and. the officers of the 23rd Native 
Infantry were ordered to proceed at dusk to their men's line*, and remain 
there all Dight ready at any moment to tnra out and repel any attack. 
At about a quarter past 10 f.m. several of lhem were sitting together 
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lalking in frnnt of the line# of the grenadier c umpnny, when a shut wan 
Iiesrd from tlw cavalry lines on the left followed by several other*, 
Immediately after ward h the fusillade con) pienred in the rear of the line* 
of the grenadier company, 23nl Native Infantry, and «w rapidly taken 
up from right tn left all along tlw Hue# uf hut#. TIm men were evidently 
firing on their officers, who, supposing the lines were attacked by Hoi bar’s 
troops, went tow.ir.ln their respective Rivalry lines and the quarter- 
guard to turn out the men to repel the at trek. It Boon, however, 
beennie evident what was the true flafo of the ease, and Hading they 
lw ld do nothing, and a# the parade gi >mid «« literally whistling with 
bullet* fired from the line- at them the ofB'or# matta their esenpc to tbe 
fort; there thev f.nind Colonel Plait, who lad note? yet been down t' 
the lines, and whom it was difficult to persuade of tbe fact of the regiment 
having mutinied, so confident Wfl6 be cT tb-ii" loyalty. 

However, the men of the regiment on duty at the fort gate were 
immediately disarmed and turned nut by tbe artillery, and four gnus 
of the horpe battery" were immediately got ready and went down to tire 
sepoy lines. Colonel Platt, however, with ml waiting, ordered Captain 
Kagan, bi- adjutant to umjmpmy bin, and tbe I wo rode down t getter 
to (he line# of tbe 23rd Native Infantry, They ware never seen alive 
Agsiin ; all night after the return of the four gun* they we:a anxiously 
expected ; but it now appears that they w> re shot d. wn by the men by 
a volley whils- Colonel Platt was in the act of haranguing them, and before 
the gun# had time to come up. Their bodies *■ well as tbo#e of their 
burses were found next morning lying on tbe parade ground in front 
..! the bells-nf-arm*, liter.dh riddled with bullets. Col nel Platt bad 
also been fearfully gashed by tiie cut of a tulwar across (be mouth and 
tbe kick of the ImhL The two umkr Captain Hunger ford of

down the regiment raf^-hous* and the bungalow* oF sever.il other 

Shut' then small partita have oeciUiuMillf reioraed. ot hav< been 
baogmg about the neighbouring villages, from which tbe guns drove 
them out oil the following day* 

Thf remember of the with their fanulcfl are safe in the fort 

at Mhow p and the officer# have tO flues! lb missives under the orders* of 
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Captain Rtci^frfordj commanding the fortj and act ns volunteers for night 
duties and entries on the walls, and. to accompany tb* gum mounts as 
a covering party whenever they Lave occasion to move ouL They, with 
mya-lf, await the oilers of Hi a Excellency the Com maud cr-in^Chief as to 
oar future diipogol; but an yet the dhturU-d ttatf of the country will not 
admit of our leaving the fort. Of the mono! tin* regiment* only Use drum 
major* a Mmtoian, and five CtrHatiam drum mere have remained with 
their officers, Two Bepoys preserved the life of Lieutenant Simplon, 
who was on picket duty with them on the night of the mutiny, and 
brought him tafdy into the fort nest morning j but though I promi-«d 
tho « men promutiou &o kuviMar* they have dme gone and joined their 
LanjmdeB. Thoeokui^ of the regimept have been carried away as well qt» 
the arniSj except a certain number recovered ; return* of which ah a! I be 
hereafter rumbdied. The regiment magaame has been blown up by 
Captain Ilungqrford 1 * orders. We arc now iu a d angeimus position,, iri 
a weak fort, uJcrly untenable against an enemy with guns for any 
length of time, with only a handful of EurojeiiUP, in the mid it of a 
country risen all around 3 hut we truat t > be able to bold our own until 
such time as am&tanee, sa much needed, may reach us ^

rktllv p bate been rent at different iimtt tu the Bombay Government, for 
irmismififiou to von, I beg new to tend a more connected account for 
your information* 

1. When the news of the mutiny ot Meerut nud Delhi reached 
Mbow ; I requested pennies] un from the ronrniMiding officer* Colonel 
Platt, to place a guard from my Euroj con eons puny of artillery at ihe 
fort gateway, instead of the guard of theiftrd Regiment, Native Infantry* 
The fort contained many heavy gunflj much nm munition* and valuable 
stores of various kind*, which* failing into the hands of urn tine ere, 
Would have nsnch (trengthened them. Colonel Flatt coti5uItred that 
1 he change of guards would show a want of eunfidetHo in hitf own meo, 
and would not permit it j but I was authorised to demount and disable 
the heavy guns. 

2. On tke news of the Neemncb mutiny reaching M how, I wrote to 
th# commanding gOicer * letter dated June 6tb, l&hl, My guns wire 
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thou in their ihclsj *EH> yardi Fr^sa the lurncbij and tlui men eould 
not hare turn-ad oat in bvttery an lor half an hoar. A portion at tnj 
letter i* a* fbllowi : —

3. I wan dirootod, in reply to this letter* to draw out my buttery in 
front of the gun-sheds an Monday morning, th© Bth Jane (two day* 
after the above letter was written); but instead of waiting until Monday 
morning, uu opportunity offered for turning out on the 6th, The 
hor^ were bamo^-dj guas turned out, and %hv battery and company 
made ready f r mtrfm at ft notice. 

h On the 3th June I received a letter from C dcmel Durand* Acting 
Resident at Indore* which contained the folk wing ° Ton and your 
men cannot he to© mueii on the alert. Your reading* with your horses 
the day the Neemucb news reached eanionenent^ prevented a rU#.* 

5. From the Ctli June to the end of the month my battery wai 
parked in front *>f the barrack■? ■ the horses ttood harnanstd every night; 
the men were warned never to be distant from the barrack*; nod, in 
the event uf any rise at Mhow, the battery could have tamed oat to 
crush it in leii than a quarter of un hour, night or day. 

0. Many application! were made to the c< mm .Hiding officer for some 
precautions to be taken for the safety of the wives and families of 
uBjcvns and men ; but Colonel Platt placed such implicit confidence in 
his mru, that n- -thing was done beyond placing a guard of ^pahiesrif 
the i'lrtl Regiment, Native Infantry, every night, ov.T the hoaxes of the 
officers of that regiment 

7. On the meaning of ihe lid Jaly t about hotf-paet Sot 9, guns w L -re 
heard firbg in ih© direction uf Indore; at 11 A.sL Colonel Plait called 
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at mf hcnso with a note from Colonel Durond* Colonel Durand 
wrote i —* 

S?fiid the European batlrry ern aWp hj yotman. We trc altucked hj Hal bar/ 

1 fkMle down to the barracks and turned out the battery ; no escort was 
ordered to MKKjmpony the battery for its defence; two men worn tbere- 
fort tdd off f,*r each gnn and w^^Oj and mounted on the limber boxes 
armed with inuakeii, The battery w.id trotted to Mbowj half-way to 
Indore. There a sowar rode up to me with a note in pencil from Colonel 
Travers, comm a tiding the Bhopal Contingent, saying, f ‘We arc retreat¬ 
ing on Sfmrole, nn the Mundkysir road from Indore/' 

The sowar added that Calcmtil Durand and the officers and Indie* 
from t.lm Residency were with Colonel Travers, that Colonel Durand 
bail not retired on Miaow, a* Mbow in Hoi hat's territories, and 
would btf at racked by [[olk&r's troops cither that night or the following 
morning. There being mi road to Sim role which I could follow, the 
battery was brought book to Mhow an ijuickly as possible. 

b* Dolouul Platt met me on re-entering cnntonmenU. I gave him 
Cobnei TiavW note, nod told him what this no war had said, requesting 
permission at the same time to Ukn my battery into the fort as the 
fort could be defended for any length of time. Colonel Platt would 
not hear of it At the artillery barracks nil the wives and families of 
officers ami men bad taken refuge. The barrack* could noL be well 
defended, from tbeir extent and position# I urged repeatedly on Colonel 
Platt, doling the afternoon, the advisability oE 4* fen ding the fort 
but only at the very Li^t moment could lie bo persuaded to allow me to 
enter it. At Uaif^t % P.st. Colonel Platt rode down to the artillery 
ImrraetH, md told mo to enter tliu fort, Hq had strengthened the guard 
at the gateway t> fifty m&U from hi* own regiment. 

9. I afterwards learnt that, about d f.m., ajp*hii?& had been sent, 
round tn *11 the cantonment gourds, to warn them, and the guards at 
offioenT houHes, that there would 1 *j a rise of the whole oE the troop 
that night. 

10 , At dusk, the infli*-houi*e of the 23rd Regiment, Native Infantry, 
was observed to Ijc? on firej and before 10 FJI* several other house# were 
id flames. A bout 10 p r ai, ihoia wore heard iu the direction of the u&valrv 
and infantry lines i and immediately afterwards ncferal officers of both 
fwrps ran into the fort, stating that both regiments were in open 
mutiny, ami that they bail been lired upon Ijoth by troopers and eipahies* 
I ordered the guard within tbe fort to bs disarmed, and their musket# 
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were taken from them. Colonel Platt rode into the fort about 10 P.n. 
ami flrdereil me to turn oul my battery* There w i* n little delay in 
doing tbiti, from t)iO horse* being knocked up, mid from several of the 
drived having a! eady deserted ; and before wo were ready* Colonel 
Platt, accompanied by his adjutant (Captain F^gaii), rode not of the 
fort. We followed tlv-m in about loti miiiultf\ but did not wr them 
again. On advancing up the infantry parade (the linos being mere 
than half a mill- frL>m the fort] we were several time* ft rod ap, but 
saw no pue* The infantry parade ground was ill ei mi dated by the biasing 
liung.dowHp but the hilts of tbo melt were in darkni^s. When opposite 
the centre of the infantry lines I halted, esepeeting to be joined by 
Cutonei Platt or hts adjutants My staff sergeant* bugler, and my self 
r-kli- up to the h&Us-of-arins, but no one eoidd Ihj Et-en, Whilst tbd* 
halted the buttery wan again tired upon* 1 utdimbeml* and Arid several 
rounds of grape and round shot into the linns* Them was some giwieg 
and aobe p but nothing visible; and in a few minute** everything was 
perfectly quiet, 

11*1 was told the noil day that, on my opening fire, the whole of 
the cavalry, in regular files, had left their lines in a hard trot, and taken 
the mad to Indore* The infantry who were in their lines took flight at 
the aoeond round of grape, and running out by the rear of their lima, 
fled in the great eat disorder seniss country towards Indore* The nest 
day their line# were found full of their doth os, cooking vessels;, etc. T 
and many insn=kt?te 3 coats, ek\* were found mattered for m great dktuiec 
all over the country. 

1£- Colonel Platt and Captain Fagan* l learnt, bad ridden straight 
to the qiiaiier-gimrd of the regiment, and whilst the Colonel was Ibeto 
spsaMag to the men, the guard fired a volley at the unfortunate olfieens 
and they Ml riddW with bails. A party of troopers was kjd oil to 
murder Major Harris of the 1st Light Cavalry who waylaid him near 
the cavalry me*., A volley was fired which killed his horse ; and Major 
Harris* in attempting to escape, was shot and cut down by his own mem 

l$i In mentioning the deaths of theft offi^r*, l cannot help express- 
ing my deep sorrow at the infatuation which potsaanxl Colonel 
Platt vr it Ex regard to his own men* Nothing could persuade him to 
believe that they could act os their oomraddf all over the country have 
acted* Numemufl rir mimy t a nfl e s occurred before the regiment mutinied 
which should have warned him against over-eon(klenrg j bat* when 
reported* they were all thought to he wggr rated, and he would not 
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believe that his men could show signs o£ disaffection. So blindly eoi> 
fident was he of their fidelity that, at ft o'clock cm the night the mutiny 
took plactf, lie commenced a note to Colonel Durand in these words — 
"All right ; both cavalry and infantry very f khuouh 1 and willing/ 1 
Whilst writing he was interrupted, and culled a nay to bo shot down by 
the vary men regarding whom he was bp lamentably mUtakeu, 

14- Several of the officers had very narrow escapes ; the cavalry 
more parfiealurlyp as their line# were furtln-st from the fort, and they 
hail to run the gaontletof the eipahies after escaping from their own men + 
Cs^ptain Brooks, Lieutenant* Martin and Chapman ran on 
pursued by troopers, to within u few hundred yards of the fort, and 
ft ere drawn into the fort over the waIIs of one of the haatious. Had 
the ladies remained in their own houses p instead of taking refuge in the 
fort* the massacre would probably have been as dreadful m at Indore, 

15. On the morning of the 2nd July we became acquainted with the 
lamentable death a of the three officers before mentioned. All the officers 
who had escaped voluntarily offered their services to me a s commanding 
the only troop in the ForL to bo put on any duties 1 might think neces¬ 
sary* They were all armed nnd horsed, and divided info two divisions, 
with all the other Europeans in the fort (rood sergeant*, clerks, etc,Ji 
and placed under the command of Captain Brooks, 1st Light Cavalry, and 
Captain Trowtr p 23rd Regiment, Native Infantry t to act m flanking parties 
to the gnus when necessary to move nut of the fort, and to assist in sentry 
duties at night. Parties uf artillery men wore employed, the hrst thing 
in the morning, to throw up entrenchments before the northern grate 
of the fort* to mount the heavy gum and howitzers on their eanisges, 
and to place li^ht guns on the four Corner bastions Men hard at Work 
all day* Mr* Pc^taneo, the Dqjaty-Comniisary of Ordnance, employed 
in making up ammunition for Lho heavy g urn % and Mr* Madras, th-3 
Conpnia*'nriat Officer, in laying in stores of all description* for men and 
horfCc, During the night, tba whole uF the driver company, with) he 
iTXception of five men, all the lasaifF, all the syces but eighty and the 
whole of the gtw-cuittts, deserted. AH the artificers but three also 
marie their csrapo from the fort* A detachment, consisting of two gums, 
ridden by gunners (European*) and carted by volunteer* r was sent out 
under Captain Brooke to dearth for tbe bodies of the missing officers. 
Their bodies were brought in before noon, much mutilated ; find they 
wore buried in the afternoon, in the south-east bastion of the Fort, 
(Report sent ia J mark cl A*) 
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10, 3rd Jufy.— Proclaimed martial Law this morning throughout the 
station of Mhow. Partin of tfonpeni and ripobtefi having been repotted 
ofl still in their lines and Whotiring in the Tillages in the vicinity, I 
moved out. two guiM, near ted by volunteers. Wo first marched through 
the Sudder Bazar, recovered a large quantity of muskets from the 
Ketwallec* and disarmed those men not belonging to the police# Then 
went to the cavalry linos. Several trooper* were *ecn skulking about 
the lineal and two cavalry in'Ties Middled broke out of a neighbouring 
village, and galloped past the gnus* The troopers were driven out and 
followed by several officers : they ran down to the nullah in rear of their 
lines, and then turtied and fired- Corporal Potter, of the artillery, cut 
OHO man down, Firm! the village in roar of the cavalry lines from 
whence the horses broke out ; fired another village in roar of the infantry 
lines in which, and in, the lines, several sipohies were eecn. Ah many more 
were supposed to be bidden in the bonw, filed WT«r*l round (hot into the 
lines. Wrote this day to the Mallurajah (letter B) ns it was reported to 
me that Hnlkjir'g Lronps, aonomp&liiid by the mutineers from MhtfW, 
meant to attack the fort. By the evening of the 3rd July two light 
guns were mounted on each of the h or comer bastions of the fort. A 
heavy battery of one 10-inch howitzer, one S-indt howitzer* one £1* 
pnitiJar, one 18-pounder, and two 12*potinder& were formed and armed 
outside the northern gate of the fort. Smalt arme and ammunition were 
placed in the bastions, and every preparation made to repulse «ny attack 
made by Ifolbar or any portion of his army. Men and officer* work id 
unceasingly and ancon]plaining)y+ By thisevening, tw, Mr. Madras had 
laid in riorum for a fortnight. 

17* As the magazines of the cavalry and infantry regiment* were full 
of ammunition,, and might fall into the hands of enemies, n party wel* 
turned out on Thv4th under Captain Hrcck&r 1st Light Cavalry, the gttBfl 
under Lk-utennut Hillock, Artillery, to blow them both up ; both mngu* 
daa w€re blown up successfully,. A hole ww blown through the southern 
curtain of the fort, anil preparations made to arm another battery for 
the protection of that side of the fort, (deport sent in to the Adjutant* 
General of the Bombay Army, marked C.) 

1& On the morning of the 5th another heavy battery of four 
lS*ponnderB wm placed in ponition to protect the eoutkern face of the 
fort. About 10 two of Hofktr’s principal meu s his Minister, the 
Bhao Ru." Itamcbunder, aud bis Unite Kliooimii Sing, accompanied by 
Captain Fenwick, an Eart Indian in the service of the Maharajah, came 
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to the fort with & letter from the Maharajah (marked C &)* They staled 
lhat the Maharajah Imd boon quite iraablc to control hia mutinous troopr , 
expressed on his part deep regret ml the occurrences at Indore, a detailisl 
Account of which waa handed to me by Captain Ten wick. They offered 
also to send over the remamin^ treasure from the Residency to Mbow, 
and were prepared to carry out any measures I might advise fop opening 
up communication through and tranquil]iring the country- The M mister 
al&o staled that the mutinous troops from Mbmv and Indore had mnirked 
the preceding evening towards Dewass, having carried off with them 
nine (9) lac? of rupees from the Residency treasury, and having seized at 
Indore every horse, bulkckj camel, and cart that they could find for the 
transport of their baggage- They had taken also with them nine gum 
belonging to the Maharajah, By evening of the 5th Mr. Madras had 
laid in stores of all kind a for one month. The station was perfectly 
quiet j the inhabitants of the bomrs carrying on business as ti&ualj 
burning and thieving in bungalows put a stop to j and night alarms at 
an end. On the night of the 5th thirteen elephant* were sent in by 
llolkar for the use of General Wood hum's column, and forwarded at 
once to Mundlnyrir. 

10 . On the morning of the fith July n general court-martial was 
Humbled for the trial of a gnu Lascar of tuy i^mpany For mutiny and 
desertion. The prisoner was sentenced to fifty Inches, hut the punish¬ 
ment, was commuted to dismissal. The troupe from Indore who 
accompanied the mutineer* from Mb aw, not being allowed to share in 
the treasure, returned to Indore last night, and, having received some 
&3&iitimeB from Halkor, marched immediately in pursuit to try nod 
recover the treasure, 

£0. An express was! sent on the morning of the 7th to Colonel 
Durand. Captain Hutchinson, air assistant tn the Resident, was 
reported on the morning of this day to have been taken prisoner by I ho 
Amjheera Rajah, Captain Elliot was written to by the Burba* on the 
subject, ani the oam^pc|pdeuoe is annexed (marked D). The Maharajah 
wm writ ton to l his day; and a request made that he would follow up 
and attack the mutineers From Mbow and Indore (letter marked E). 
Another gun l&vcar ms brought in this morning, tried by court-martial 
for mutiny and desertion, sent wed to death, and handed by my orders 
in front of the northern gate oF the fort at 6 r. v. ^ Iiilst tho 
exon lit ion wu baking piano the whole of the treasure remaining in the 
Readency treasury, s*nt id by tbe Maharajah, arrived in the fort, and 
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Captain Elliot was ordered to receive cliMge of it. The amount of 
treasure is K.t,IG # CLH L Ix^idc* nearly Iiuh in Comjwiy'* paper, Tho 
country round Mhow perfectly irauquiL 

21. On thy morning of ibo 8th a letter [No, I3S) wo* furwanhiJ to 
tbo Secretary, Bombay Government, detailing what bad ocGarrcdj for* 
wattling oamspovdsno* with the Durbar, and reporting receipt of 
trawure* A memorandum was also forwarded of the persons murdered 
at Indore (thi* letter h attached j. On the 8th July a correspondence 
took plaoe with tjio Durbar regarding the Malwah Contingent., atid it 
will be found attached to letter 431. A telegraph menage was received 
this day from the Governor of Bombay [attached, marked Fj. 

E£ P On the 9th two messages were despatched to Bombay regarding 
the troops marching on Mundjiysir under Captain Orr [marked G).

Miow Foctijitd Square t 2nd inly 1857- 
Sl»,—I have the honour to report, fur the information uf the 
Brigadier commanding at Sanger :— 

1. Thiit yesterday morning, at 11 o'clock, Colonel Plait, commanding 
the bialiuDj called at my house with a note from Colonel Durand, Acting 
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Resident at Indore, in which Colonel Durand requested that mj htttoy 
might l>e sent over to Indore instantly, as he was attacked by Holhnr* 

£. I accordingly marched from Mhow at about half-past 11* hty 
battery trotted to Rhow* half-way to Indore, when a sowar rode up to 
me with a note from Colonel Travers, com madding Bhopal Contingent, 
stating that be wae retreating on Simrolo, on the rood to Mittidlayeir* 
The aowar elated that Colonel Travers ml accompanied by Colonel 
Durand and by all the Europeans who had been resident at Indore. 

3. To reach Simrole there was nothing but a ff crrtfcba '* narrow road 
nit qp with ruts, along which my battery* in the blown state of the 
horses, could not have travelled a mile. 1 therefore determined on return¬ 
ing to Mhowj more especially m from circumstances which have lately 
occurred here, I had strong suspicions that the native troops would 
mutiny as soon as Hoi knr*s eon duct had become kne-wm 

4. On returning tt> Mbow I met Colonel Platt on Filtering the 
station, I gave him the note received from Colonel Travel*, explained 
the reasons for which I hud not proceeded to Indore, and rcfjm>'Ud his 
per minion to enter the fortified square nt one** I told him* if ho would 
[sennit me to cater the forfc, and that I could he secure of two days' 
non-interference to mo nut the heavy guns I formerly dismounted* lay in 
stores, water, ole., that I would guarantee the safety of the fort against 
any attacks for a month, 

5. Col end PMt was unfortunately so secure in the Oddity of his own 
regiment, and of ihe wing of the 1st Light Cavalry stationed at J1 how, 
that my request wm refused ; and it was only after great entreat}", and 
pointing out to the commaoding officer that the lives of every European 
in the station were at bayard, that he gave me permission to enter the 
fort with my company and guns at halt-past d last evening. 
The whole of the European ladies and Families at Slhow tods refuge in 
the fort at the same time. 

% a At 0 F-v. lost oiglit, it was reported that an agent from Holknr 
had arrived to communicate with Colonel Platt, and had been stopped 
by the cavalry picket stationed ou the I ndotc road. Whether this agent 
misled the troops or not, I am ignorant. 

7, At 10 P-Up several musket shots were beard in the direction of 
the cavalry and infantry lines, and shortly afterwards nearly all the 
officer* of the ftSnl Regiment and wing Light Cavalry* ran. into the 
Fortp and reported that they had run the gauntlet of their respective 
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regiment^ having all of them baoo fired upon* though fortunately mm 
wore hit. 

3. Almost immediately after wards Colonel Platt rode into the foH, 
and ordered me to turn out my battery- The night was iTartf, my 
howore muck knocked up ; but, in about half an hour^ the horses 
w ism traced to, and we m^vod out and odvaued to L Lc infant;y line* 
Colonel Piatt and bid adjutant iCn plain Fagan) preceded mo about a 
quarter of an hoitr * hut ftorn the m ^ont I left the Fort I riiu not aoo 
them. On nc&ring the infantry lines my battery was fired apn ; and 
before reaching the cavalry lifter several shots having been fired, I 
halted and fired sewnil rounds of round i-hui. into the lines of the 2 3rd 
Regiment, Native Infantry* No person wa« vLdble, but much noise was 
heard J and 1 think some men must have beou kill- d, 

9. By this time several officers 1 bnngmlowf were in a blaze ; and os no 
per*-.™ were visible in any directioo p and it was too dark for the battery 
to be in the least serviceable* I returned to the fort, 

1(L Unfortunately we learnt afterwards that the mutiny of the 
troops bad been mccotn ponied by great treachery and violence* Colonel 
Platt and bis adjutant, 1 grieve to report, were shot down by the quarter- 
guard of the £3rd Regiment, and Major Hurrin was cut down and shot 
hy the men of bis own guard- I sent out a detachment tn bring in the 
bodies this morning, which have been recovered, much mutilated^ 

11 . Every precaution is Wing taken now for the protection of the 
fort. I have laid in, and am laying in, stores of all deacriptiDM for 
men and horses. AU my bullocks have been carried off by the bollock 
drivers* hut we have «tiEl hm*mj bullock^ though not sutllciaut to move 
my extra wagons, Wo aw threatened with an attack From Holksr, 
probably accompanied by the troops which have mutinied ; but I hope to 
hold the fort until relieved | an ! a? the Brigadier commanding at 
Bangor may perhaps be able to communicate with Colonel Wood bum* 
if he will hurry that officer in bid advance on Mbuw, it may perhaps 
_*ave ua if attacked by an overpowering force. The fort i? very weak P 
but we shall do our best to hold out until reinforced.

H u.ui Sahib,—Y ou must lx? as well aware be- myself of the occurrences 
at Mliow, After (lio disturbance at Indore, the native troopa at Mhow 
mut inied^ cut down their commanding officers, and marched upon Indore 
yesterday morning. 

I understand, from many natives, Unit you have given food to the 
mutinous troops. I have heard nho, hut do not know whether to believe, 
that you have lent them guns and offered them irregular cavalry, ns 
assistance. These reports are probably very much exaggerated J Ido not 
believe them. You owe so much to the British, and can 1>e so utterly 
mined by showing enmity towards them, that I do not believe you can 
be so blind to your own interests as to afford aid nnd show friendship to 
the enemies of the British Govern merit. Id me uiiderstsnd, therefore, 
from j ourself what your wishes are. From your not throwing obstacles 
iti the way of the mutinous troops passing through your territory, and 
not punishing them, as a power Friendly to the British would do, many 
may suppose that you ere not so touch t he friend of the British Raj ns I 
believe you to he. Write, therefore, and let me understand 
intention?. 1 am prepared for everything, alone and without assistance l 
hut with the assistance ! very shortly expect, I can net in a manner that 
you will find, I fiar, very injurious to your interests; and if yon will 
Lake my advice, you will write to me at once, and let me know wbat I urn 
to think of the reports which have reached me.

Mi DSA.it Sin,—I have just received your letter. No, 124, dated 3rd 
ins taut. The accounts you seem to have received of my a distance tu the 
enemies of the British Government are, as you supposed, not only 
L.jaggeratedj but entirely false. No one in the world regrets more than 
I do the most heartrending catastrophe which befell at Indore and a t 
Mhow. My troops probably tinder the influence of the Mhow mutineers, 
mutinied openly on the morning of the 1st instant; and the very coni- 
] allies and guns that wore sent to protect the Residency picked up a 
general quarrel with some «ne, and began at once to fire upon the 
Residency fcouW- The mischief done Was great; many lives were I oat. 
No companies of the Contingent, etc., assisted the British officers ; hut 
it is cheering to hear that Colonel Durand, Mr, Shakes pear and family, 
and others went away quite safe. The rascals then plundered the whole 
Residency. 

The next morning the Mhow troops, after committing similar brutali¬ 
ties, arrived here ; the whole town was in a panic. A greater port of my 
troops were iu open mutiny, and what remained could not Lc trusted. 
The Mohouiedams raised a standard of " Dtwn/' and the disorder was 
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complete, Under these sad chraim&ta ticca the mutineer* exacted their 
'^n terms. Thi'y not only domtHid$d the Lead# of a few Eiirig^eonj 
whom I had concealed Lb my own pal nee, hut uj>o of a few ulliiyrs of the 
court who were supposed to lie in the Brstistp intanrit They prepared Lo 
plim>3er abd destroy all, if I myself did not v. me out. I had no- 
altematiTQ left hit to nJfer them my own person, but f would not allow 
the poor Enropearns to 1>Q touched Iwforo being killed myself, After 
plundering the British treasury, and [be carriage from the I own, and 
taking with them all tin* gun^ which haul gtwe over to tht-m in a Ktj.tc of 
mutiny, nil the mutineers of this place and 51 bow have marched off la#t 
night in a body towards Dewars. 

Tho tale is a painful one, and will be described to you in detail by 
Ban Kamch under mini Bukshce Khnoman Sing, who are benrerp of tin a 
to you, 1 have not, even in a drain, ever do Tin tod from the path of 
friendship and allegiance la the British Government- I know lheir 
s^ensaof justice and honour will make them jttUBe before they suspect 
oven for a moment, a friendly chief, who if so semi hie of the obligations 
he owes to them, and is ready to do anything for them ; but there are 
catastrophes in this world which cannot fie controlled, and the one that 
Las happened is one of the kind.

Airy to cross before reaching the town. I determined upon encamping 
until a good iTOgmiUCfMOe had been effected. The rein?! enemy at 
Munderwrc, hen ring of our approach, had posted pickets eulifclv covering 
Ike country over which we wore advancing and, observing onr picket*

and was compelled in retire, he himself being very severely wounded. 
Captain Hungerford's half baltny was a^iiu advanced to within 100 
yurJs,, and after a round or two of grajje, the guns were at once again 
charged and raptured, the enemy flying in great numbers into tho village 
to their right The iSrd Regiment of Cavalry, Hyderabad Coo tic gent, 
under Major 5, Orr # was just at this moment rapidly advanced to oar 
right front, and having been wheeled to the left, it swept down upon 
them in their retreat,, and killed great numbers.

The mca of the 86th and Muk Regiments dasbtfd forward in the most 
galluiit manner, and. Laving entered the village, commenced to drive all 
before them. They toon met, however, with very warm opposition, the 
enemy having taken possession in great force of many houses, from which 
a most harassing fire was kept upon our men. Under these circum¬ 
stances, arid as, moreover, I could get no satisfactory ueooimts of what 
wna passing in my rear which I knew from the firing I hoard, as also 
from the pressing application:* I had received for reinforcements lmd been 
warmly engager!, I recalled Ihe Infantry, and posted strong pickets all 
round the village, a ad moved the remainder of the men a short dis¬ 
tance off to where the baggage had been passed up from the rear. I 
then IfftniG that, daring the afternoon, when we were hotly engaged in 
the front, a strong body of the enemy from Mundcaore attacked our roar, 
and endeavoured to carry off the siege train, baggage, etc-. They were, 
however, most gallantly repuked on every occasion- la one of these 
attacks, l regret to say that Lieutenant Rodinoyue, Her Majesty'* 14th 
Light Dragoons, was killed, whilst most bravely leading his men against 
the enemy. Notwithstanding tbs many attempt* made by the enemy to 
pros* upon and harass our rear, it gives me great satisfaction to be 
aids to state that not a particle of baggage was lost, nor a follower injured, 
on this occasion. Lieutenant Leith, et marauding a squadron Utb 
Light Dmgoout, appears to have don* good service, as also Lieutenant 
Fenwick, £5th Regiment, Native Infantry, in charge of the baggage, 
gunner Maitland of the Bengal Artillery and gunner Thomson of the 
Bombay Artillery also distinguished themselves by assisting to work 
the heavy guns moat effectively against the enemy. 

5, On the Kith instant I arranged with Captain Hunger ford, Com¬ 
mandant of Artillery, that the village of Gorarfo in which the rebels 
lud taken refugej should be well shelled and again assaulted by thfl 
Infantry. Accordingly, I moved up to it about noon, and found that the 
enemy were as I had left them the preceding evening, excepting that a 
few had attempted to escape, nearly all of whom were killed.

7. I must notv, in conclusion, place on record my grateful acknow¬

chunuiteriiK-i] both. Their Udt of casunities will shew how warmly they 
were engaged, and I trust Hi* Exci-Heney will tocogniie the merits of 
this Regiment* Before closing this deapufoh, I brg tu report on the 
admirable conduct of A>£=i-(atit Surgeon Butler, of the AftiH'ry r who 
during the engagement of the iiUrd instant, though smTcriiig severely 
from ikkuea*, left bis ctnolkj and wae engaged in the most iielivo maimer 
during tin whole day in Mtbtuig to administer comfort to the wounded.

2. On the forenoon of that date, after malting arrangements for the 
safety of my camp, I directed a village on the extreme left to be occupied 
and held by a party of cavalry and infantry as it* posiC^ioa appeared of 
importance* About £ o’clock it was reported that Ibe village was 
threatened h On reaching the spot I found a strong b >dy of the enemy, 
horse and f-*> it, moving out into the open umnitry, and advancing with 
much bolduc^. I directed reinforcement* mid guns to bo brought up 
at once ; but before those could arrive the enemy had succeeded in 
forcing hack tbo picket and occupying the village. On being joined by 
the gmtP and infantry, with the 1st and iLh regiments of Cavalry, 
Hyderabad Contingent, the artillery t assisted by two guns of the 
Bombay (Captain Wookombo's) lottery, under command of Lieutenant 
Strutt, opened a very well -directed and effective fire, which cleared the 
milage and forced back the mmrgents. It waa again occupied by our 
troops, the enemy retiring Jowly and in lonssdvrable force towards 
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Mundcs&ra P My order* ** being explicit oa the subject of not forcing a 
general engagement I contented myself with retaining possession of the 
village*

I may, I hope, be permitted to say that I have received, with sincere 
pleasure, these instructions; strategically in id politically speaking, they 
ore calculated i ■ produce the best effect in this pari <jf India j and they 
develop and complete a plan of operations, which Sir Robert Hamilton 
and myself had agreed yesterday that it would be advantageous to carry 
out after the reduction of J liana l, for the relief of the chiefs in question, 
and the defeat oE the rebel army concentrated at Chirkareo and Now gong, 
whtffla ncpnbertt Sir Hubert Hamilton say* amount to flO,DOO men, 
according to tho last reports received- 

Both Sir Robert Hamilton and myself hud always Mt the strongest 
wish to assist tho Chirkaree chiefs who had supported the English 
Government with go much devotion. But the reports from Mr. Came, 
which represented bis position at Chirlaree as quite desperate on the 
1st of March, when ray force could not possibly have reached that place 
till three weeks or a month later, preeluded all hope of relieving him. 

The plan I have mentiaiied, that is, a march against the rebels at 
Cbifkams or in that direction, has, under existing circumstances, advan¬ 
tage^ over a direct march to Cslpao from Jhan&L 

If I marched straight to Calpee, 1 leave sincere and influential 
m pp ar t Cf i of the British Government—tin? Rajah of Chirkmree, the 
Ranee vf Bigaroo and Tehroe, and others—to he overrun by mutras ot 
rebels; and 1 should have the so-called army of the Peiahwa on my 
right flank, and dosing hi, as I advanced, m my rear. It is evident 
that ft is more advautageofti* to attack the Febhwa's array Heparatdy, 
and Cal pee separately, than to place myself between their two firm 

The round I should have to make to relieve ChirLareo would not 
delay me mtink os to my arrival at Calpee, and the defeat of the rebels 
will leave friends instead of enemies in ray rear. 

The arrival of Major General Whitlock, on my right flank, and his 
cooperation with me, is a mmt important j improve meat on the plan just 
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mentioned and T tony add, that nothing will tend more to ojaie, tff«* 
tuaHy, the permanent pacification of the Srmgor district than an advance 
of Major General Whitlock's force iu the direction pointed out by iho 
Governor General.

Memorandum of Sir Robert tt~, V. Ba**itten f 20th Mara A 1562, 

I have for the first time to-day seen the memorial of the prize agent* 
to ‘the Madras Arm y, addressed to Lord Palmerston and the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury; and consider it a duty I owe 
to the troops who formed tbo army that operated in Central India or 
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b^uth of the Jumna, to fet&tfl tiome facts and cifoum^tanees hitherto 
unknown to them or to any one not in diroct communication atjil eonh- 
dutilial correspondence with the Governor Genera! o£ India and the 
authority 

1 lmve abstained from all connexion 'frith any parties ; I bare avoided 
all correspond (-"Deo, and preserved u complete silenta, betiunt I considered 
that holding the high appointment I did, in connexion with the Central 
Indian field force, and having the entire anil sile conduct of all political 
matters with the princes and chiefs in or through whose territories ft»y 
portion of the army employed in that service moved, I should not l«* 
justified in opening my mouth or in writing a line without the sanction 
of the Government under whom I served. Having received the sanction 
of the Secretary of State for India, I shall state facts which may serve 
to guide the judgment which may he come to on the {jncstions raised in 
the memorial above alluded to. 

For a period of ten years 1 held the appointment of Resident at Indore, 
and for a greater part- of that time Agent for the Governor General in 
Central India. Before the mutiny broke out, I had sole control over 
th<j state* of Gwalior, Holkar, Kewnh, BundeJcond, and all the inter* 
mediate petty states. 

The boundaries uf my authority were the Jumna, along the Gwalior 
frontier, the districts of Huineerpore, Banda, Allahabad, and Mi ran pore, 
along the Rewah frontier the line of the Chnmbnl, towards Raj poo tana, 
thcGuorerat frontier, the Salpoora range of hills, and the Tapia*, towards 
Canddsh and the Nerbndda, with the Saugor territory'. 

A glance at a mop will at once shew the extent of my political super¬ 
intendence before the mutiny, and when the operations after the mutiny 
began, the whole of the Saugm and Nerhqdda territory were likewise 
placed under me, so that the Nugpure and Hyderabad states became the 
boundary. 

It is important to hear this extent of country in mind, because within 
it is the whole sphere of Sir Hugh Rose's as well as Sir G. Whitlock's 
operations; neither of these commanders had any political authority. I 
was with Sif Hugh Row, and my assistant, Major Ellis, with General 
Whitlock throughout the entire operations, and we were in daily and 
constant inter-communication, both in respect to intelligence, supplies, 
carriage, cash, and other requisites for the troops, 

I was in England on leave of absence when the outbreak at Meerut 
took place, and hearing from the late Sir James M drill that soma of the

Court of Director* rather w is lied that I would return, I At once wrote 
officially (though I h&d not been auc weeks at home)* and naked permis¬ 
sion to return to my appointment ill Central India. Mv requtsfc Wifl At 
once complied with, but I was directed to remain until further intelligence 
wap received by the expected mmiL I was afterward* directed to proceed 
to Calcutta, to the Govern nr General, and 1 reached Calcutta ihortly 
after Sir CHio Campbell* now Lord Clyde* 

In Calcutta I wa* called on to at ate what l considered necessary to 
restore tranquillity in Ccutr.il India. 1 drew up a memo ran duia p which 
I gave to the Governor General, and was dir&stei to wait on the Com- 
manderdii-Chief on the subject, I did so. The Com manJflr-m-Ctiief, 
Lord Clyde, with hifl cliivf i>E fllafF, Sir William Manafkld, wover 
the whole plan* with the map r-n the tabk, whic h was that, by n com¬ 
bined operation, the whole of the country between Jubbotponc and ludnre, 
Mhow p as a and the Jumna, should swept by the forces to be 
employed, Cal pee anil Banda being the two points on which they were 
to not, 1 was asked by the Cominaudef in-Chief to say by what date 
we might reach these two points on the south bank of the Jumna* T 
replied, if there no delay in collecting the force, by the 1st May. 
I had traversed every state and almost every mile of the rude*, and 
knew whore opposition was Likely to be met. 

The Commanderdn-ChJeF made one alteration in the plan I had 
submitted, which was the junction of the two brigade* of the llhow cr 
Indore column at Goouah, instead of at Supreo, previous to their advance 
oil JLauti, At this time mi commander,, neither General Hose nor 
General Whitlock, had been named ; the base of operations had been 
fixed at Mhow p Indore nod Jubbiilpon?; the Indore or Mhow column

In con=eqi]enci? of the Jnbbulpore (Six U, Whitlock^) column not 
being able to reach Sangor^ Sir Hugh Rose, tir the first brigade of hif 
tohimu, after the siege and capture of Hiitghor, relieved Saugar, and 
then had to move on Gnfakoteb # a strong fort occupied by the Shaghur 
liapcb, wilh tbo mutineer e-pojflj the tf£ud N* and uther sepoys of 
native infantry regiments.

Topee and the IJ walior Contingent in bis fort, General Whitlock** force 
not being within reach. There came also a despatch front the Com* 
mander* in-Chief, Lord Clyde, to Sir Hugh Rose, ordering him to pra- 
e»d to Cbtrlcara, to save the loyal Hajsh of that state. 

Sir Hugh R.n* considered the order of the Commauderdn-Chicf 
imjantite; lbuiv was not any thing left to in, discretion in my fetter 
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from i he Governor General; it was clear to me that it would he * great 
pdUitul mistake to iraiv off from Jhamaip whitrh our cavalrt were 
investing aed our force within 14 miles ; moreover, supposing Ihe force 
moved on CiirkavsOj it was out possible to march the BO miles bo fore the 
rebels had aimed the fart, the flu jab having do provUiojii, add having 
lost the outworks, according to my id tel licence, l therefore took on 
myself the responsibility rf proceeding with our operations against 
Jlumsi, trusting to that: course Bb the mewit effective to draw Tmtin 
Topee from I'hirkiree, add so 1 wrote to the Governor General. Sir 
Hugh Rose, there Tore, c <tit'iLU«d the attack; and Tamtia Topee with hi> 
whole force came to raise th? siege, and the battle of the Bciwa occurred 
on the Thursday before Good Friday ; in this very eevere fight lie lost all 
hie gun* but two, add lied to Calpee with the rwnnant of his force. 

Had General Whit Ink been up, he must have relieved Chirkaree, 
who wa* oti hi- line of march to Banda, but when he arrived " J the 
Peishwa Army Jl , under Tantia Topee, hud not only left, but had been 
beaten add disparted ; lJwc uf the Niimb of Banda had fled to Banda, 
wMft lik chief enemy had gone a a ay to oppose Sir Hugh Roee* The 
lawn of Jharm was stormed and taken on the 'atunlay, and the furl 
occupied on Easter Monday* 

Up to this point* from Hie ab«te fa :t* T it must be admitted that the 
operation* of GeneraIs Bobo and Whitlock were combined and one; that 
irhkh one Mtild net perform, the other wa.* required to do, both were 
acting b concert on one plan* and the Comma ode?-hi'Chief of India had 
settled that plan. 

I must litre state 1 possessed the orders of the Governor General as 
to the disposal of th* Nana Sahib, the Jfao Sahib, Tantia Topee, the 
Hawaii of Banda, the Rajahs of Buni ore and Shaghur, and the Ranee of 
Jbimd, in the event of any of them falling into the baud* of any of the 
troops I had applied for specific orders to prevent delay, and the official 
oftzitspcndcnre b no doubt in the India Office* Major Ellk, my assistant, 
with Sir G* W hitlock, had his instructions from me, imported to me, and 
acted under my orders 5 he sent copies of his* fa tiers direct to the Governor 
General to save delay, owing to the post being interrupted. 

In consequence of a large body of rebels having escaped from Hot eh 
(which bud fallen to General Hubert* 1 force and fled towards C&lpee^ 
passing between Jhansi and Gwalior, Sir If. Rose was compelled to 
remain at Jhsrm until our mu was clear and safe, and Brigadier Smith. 

General Robert* 1 force, occupied Gooiuk* Thii delay allowed Tutu 
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Topee to collect hit force at Knouch, ho ns* to oppose Sir H. Rnte's 
ad vance on Cm! pee ; this lod to a revere net ion at Koouch, from whence 
Lhe rebels fled to Cal pee. The ntumimg the force arrived in Eight of 
Cal pee, the Nawab of Banda with *,0ll0 l.orec, with many followers, 
enteral Cat pee, having been defeated at Banda by Sir G- hillock on 
the 10th April. 

’Whilst Calpee m invested, 1 wrote and requested the officer com* 
mantling on the left hank of the Jumna (I think Major Middleton) 
opposite to UumeerpcTB, to occupy Humeerpore, which 1 had heard had 
been evacuated, and thus to secure our communication with Banda. 

Calpee was attacked and occupied on the Queers birthday (May 
it), the Kao Sahib, tbs Ranee of Jhaiisi, and Xawab of Banda, thou 
fled towards Gwalior, whither Tantia Topee had gone. 

By the assistance rendered by the troops on the left l«uk of the 
Jumna, the battery there erected by order of Lord Clyde, the operations 
against Callus were materially assisted. Tlio sun wu* annihilating Sir 
Hugh Rose's Europeans, and it became a mere question «i figure* bow 
many days would suffice for the force to cease. On two occasion*, if not 
on three, Sir Hugh Rose’s column had disposed of General Whitlock’s 
enemy: first at Garrakofctah after it had occupied Bangor; then at the 
Betwiih, when Tantia Topee and the whole of the Feifihwa army left 
General Whitlock's line, e a route nt Chirtarce to nine the eiege of 
Jhani, thereby leading him an open way to Banda; then at Calpee 
where the Nhwab of Banda and We force fled after their defeat at Banda, 
and never returned into Bujuteloimd ; stripping Karwee of the moans of 
defence and of * fore* or a body of men to resist. 

After th" fall of Calpee, I applied to the Governor General to move 
up ■ part of General Whitlock's fore* 1 to Calpee to enable me to move on 
Gwalior, which had suddenly fallen intoTuntVspower, and was occupied 
by the Ran Sahib. Sir Hugh TtoeC had tendered his resignation before 
the crisis at Gwalior was known. I was again instructed to do every¬ 
thing to recover Gwalior, and I moved at once with w many troop* as 
could be got together under the command of Brigadier, now Sir C - 

Slennrt, * ... 

Sir Hugh Roto followed and caught us up, as did Sir R. Napier ; 
from the 25th May until 15th June not an European had a night in bed. 
Gwalior fell on the I8tb June ; the Ranee of Jhanm was shot and burnt. 
The Naval* of Banda fled, and subsequently gave himself op to Sir 
Michael, by whom bo was rent to me, and Tantia Topee was hunted 
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down, caught, and huog by my orders under the instructions above 
alluded tOj without any reference for authority. Between the fall of 
Calpcttaiid the capture of Gwalior, Sir George Whitlock moved into and 
occupied Rirwee from Banda, unopposed. 

I Jo not add mow, for fear this has been too long already, Lut 1 
thpJl forward this through Lord Clyde to he laid before the Lord* of the 
Treasury,, fla I trust the facts elated will go to show that the Madras 
column did not if cffeflt lb* operations from its own base n t unsupported 
or uiisustained r< by any other force or division ; * r and that General 
Whitlock did noL act on his own plan, but in co-operation with one 
general plan* and that his movements were influenced by the plana and 
achievements- of others. 

To couclode, I am prepared to reply to any inquiries that may be 
made by any competent authority, but 1 «liall not enter into any coma- 
tpandenoc, or even keep a copy of this menu - muduni. 

In justice to Brigadier Smith, and the portion of General Roberta* 
Buj oqo tana Force, I must add that they moved up and joined the force 
before Gwalior, rendering most important aid, and doing very gallant 
service, during the operations resulting in the capture of Gwalior, which 
was only 18 dmye in the possession of the rebels.

Sir, 

I have the honor to report to yon, for the informal ion of Ilia Excel¬ 
lency the Commander-ra-Chicf, that on the 1st of April, the Force qnder 
my order? fought a general action with the so-called army of the 
PeiebwB, which attempted to relieve Jliomdu while 1 was besieging it, 
and gained a complete victory over it, pursuing him two miles bey-rul 
the River Retwa. taking IS guns, of which «M was an 18-pounder, one 
an ^-iorh Mortar, two 1 i-Founders, and two English 9-poundar;, and 
killing upwards of 1,500 rebels. 

For sonic time pa*t, Sir Robert Hamilton hail given me information 
that Tantia Toopee, a relative ond the Agent of Nsana Sahib, Lad been 
collecting and organ iiing a large body f .f troupe in the neighbour hood of 
Mhow and Nowgtmg in Bundleknnd, which was called "the army 0 f 
the Fflishwa" and displayed the standard of that abolished authority, 
After the fall of L'liirkarei , l this army was reinfurotd by the 
numerous rebel troop#, sepoy* from Calpee, and Bnndeelas, wh’ HJ hud 
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berieg«d And taken it. Towards the end of I«t mtmthj I received 
constantly reports that tikis Force, estimated at 20 or 25,000 men with 
gy or go Guns, was advancing ugainaf. me. On the Sdth ultimo. Sir 
Hubert Hamilton informed me, that its main body had arrived at Burm 
Satigor, about three miles from the Betwa, would cross that river dun eg 

the night, and attack me next morning. 

In the hope of forcing the Enemy to engage with the river xn bis 
rear, I left the purk and heavy baggage »f the 2nd Brigade, with which 
I was, with the 1st Brigade, und marched at 9 e.u., on the 30th ultimo 
from Jhnnsie to the village of Bupoba, six miles from JLaurie, which 
craimand* the two fords at Rajpore aud Kolwur, by which the Enemy 
coming from Burra Singer, must cross the Betwa. 

M Bupoba I received reports from the two outposts which 1 had sent 
to watch the fords, that they hud seen and henrd nothing of the Enemy. 
The next morning they made a simitar report. 

| came to the conclusion that the Enemy would not cross the river 
whilst I was so close to it, and tlwfc nothing would be more likely to 
encourage them to do so than a retrograde movement on mv part, whkh 
they would const nit; into a retreat. 

I returned, therefore, to comp, leaving the outposts to watch the 
fords I was not mistaken !■ that same day the Enemy crossed the upper 
ford, the Rajpore, in great numbers, preceded by an advanced Gourd of 
Yilaitiw, and took up, after sunset, a position in order of battle, opposite 
the rear of the camp of the 2nd Brigade. 

At sunset, the Enemy lit an immense bonfire on a using ground on 
this ride of the Betwa, as a signal to Jbansic of their arrival : it was 
answeied by salvos from all the butteries of the Fort and City, and 
shouts of joy from their defenders. 

It was evident that the Enemy sought a battle with my force : this 
self-confidence Was explained afterwards by prison™, who stated tlial 
Tantia Topee had been informed by his spies that nearly all my fun* 
W0S scattered and engaged in the siege and investment, and that he could 
«*sily destroy the few who guarded the Camp. 

The fact is that Jbaneie hod proved bo strong, and the ground to he 
watched by Cavalry was w extensive, that my force bad actually enough 
on its hands. But I relied on the spirit of British lotdiere, which rms 
with difficulties, and resolved, whilst I fought a general action with t e 
Enemy, not to relax either the siege or the investment,

moTOdienk* 

I drew up my force acroji Lhe road from the Botwm, half a mile from 
my C&mp. On the right flank of my Uni It m M the 2nd Brigade, 1 
plaeed Lieutenant CWk'y Hyderabad Horae, a Troop 14th Light 
PmgooDi! and 4 Go** Horae Artillery in ike centra detachmmitH of 
lha 24lh Re^imeut Bombay Native Infantry and 3rd European*, t\ 
heavy Guno and Detachments Hyderabad Infantry on tie left Bank, 
Captain Ligktfoet a Battery and two Tnw>pa 14th Light Dragoon*. 

The second line was io oontiguou* columns at quarter durance ; n weak 
Troop 14th Li^ltt Dragoon* on lhe right* and Hyderabad Cavalry on the 
left flank; in the centre Her Mijefty'o flfltfa llrgiitient H Captain Wool- 
eombe T e Battery of 0, und Captnin Otnnmney'* Battery of (Upotindei*. 
and Detachments tMh Regiment Bombay Native Infantry. 

I threw oat strong piquets and linns of vi let ^ of the 14th Light 
Dragoons and Hyderabad Cavalry welt to my front and flunks The 
ViUitie crtitpoete called out during the night, kbit they wfrv very 
numerous that we were very few, that in thp morning they would (kith 
nSp etc* 

In wnyoiiuencie of the lateness of the Enemy's advance, and the 
distance of iny first Brigade, mv force wbjj not ill pontica till long after 
dart. The silent regularity with which it war effected, did credit to 
lb«ir discipUw. Both onrealyes and the Enetuy slept on o„r arms, 
opposite each otter, 

A little after midnight, one of the Hyderabad Cavalry, left at thr 
-lower, the Kolwar, ford, came in ns hard ns lie could, and reported that 
the Enemy were crossing in great numbers. I thought it probable that 
they would moke this move, of which the object was to torn my left 
flank, and force tbdr way along the Burra Gong road, throngh Major 
Stud a more's flying Camp into JhansiV. I had therefore ordered the 
outpost at the Kolwarford fco Watch it with the uttn.st vigilance.

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I dctickil Brigadier Stuart, at (in® with the 1*4 Brigade along the 
Burra Gunf rond, to the village of the snme name, about 8 miles from 
Jinnee, clo*o to the river Betwa, from whence bo could oppose and out¬ 
flank the Enemy, who had croaked by the ford jiIjovc Burra Gong, 

TLe accompanying copy of a Report from Brigadier Stuart shows 
how well Im executed my instructions, and bow much bo contributed to 
the success of the day. I beg to record my acknowledgments of the 
good service be did, mul to second warmly his recommendation of the 
Officers and Men of his gallant Brigade. 

Tiie departure of the 1st Brigade ieit mo without a second line, 1 
was therefore obliged to withdraw the Detachments of the £4th Native 
Infantry from the 1st, und make a second line of them. 

The best way with Indians for making up for numerical inferiority is 
a determined attack on their weak point. I had, therefore, intended 
common to the attack at daylight, advance in line, pour into the Babel* 
the fire of all my Gnus, and then tum and double op their left ilsnt. 
Bat the Enemy, before daybreak, flowed by a cloud of tktinrisberi, 
advanced sgaioet me. 

My picqneis and videttes ret ired steadily, dosing to each flank, m 
order that I might open upon them the Ere of my guns, and then turn 
his left Hank from my right. Before my line w as uncovered, the Enemy 
took ground to his right I conformed, lo prevent bis on (flanking my 
left, hut vrry cautiously, lest be should draw me away too much to the 
left, nud then fall on my right flank. This was probably his intention i 
fer a body of Horn was seen towards my right. I halted and fronted; 
the Enemy did the same, and instantly opened a wry heavy Artillery 
Musket and matchlock fire on my line from the whole of Ins front b> 
ifhicli my Batteries answered steadily- 

The Enemy hail taken up an excellent position, n little in rear of a 
rising ground," which made it difficult to bring in effective Em ou lim. 
I ordered my front line of Infantry to be down, the Troop of 
Artillery to take ground diagonally to the right, and euElade l 0 
Enemy ; a left flank. In this movement, mound shot broke the wheel 

of a Horse Artillery G™* . t. w. 

Captain Lightfoot took up an advanced position to bis Jolt fro - 

which made the fire of bia Battery much more efficacious. 

’Whilst the Enemy were suffering from the fire of the Troop a 
Battery, I directed Cnptain Pfottijobn, 14th Light DmgoODs, to charge 
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with his Troops, supported by Captain Mac Mahon, 14th Light Dragjon#, 
the Enemy's right flank, and I charged myself ihdr left with Ca]4nin 
Need's Troop, 14 th Light Dragoons, supported by a atioug Troop of 
Hyderabad Cavalry* 

Both attack* succeeded, throwing the whole of tin Enemy*! lint 
line into confusion* and forcing them to retire. 1 b*-gto do justice to 
Captain Need's Troup ; they charged with Heady gallantry the left* 
composed of the ft A*eh' host Troop** ^’iLritic* and Sepoys, who throw ing 
themselves book on a right! and testing the flank* of their new line, 
fonr or five deep, on two rocky knolls, received the charge with a heavy 
fire of musketry. We broke- tbrough this dense Line, which Hu tig itteLE 
Mnongtt the rooks, an cl bringing oar right shoulder* forward, took 
the front line in reverse and routed it. 1 bdicie 1 may say that what 
Captain Need's Troop did on this occasion was equal to breaking a 
square of Infantry, and the result was most successful because the charge 
turtiwl iho Enemy's position and decided in a great measure the fate of 
the day. 

I have the hODOttf to recommend to Ili-t Excellency's favorable con.- 
tiilerntiun Captain Need and lift devoted Troop, and Lieutenant Leith* 
who saved Captain Need's life, for which I have ventured to recommend 
him fur the Victoria Cross. 

Tim Enemy'g right gave way before the Squadron of the IMi Light 
Dragc<ms r under Captain PteUijoIm, reached them ; he pursued and ml 
op several of therm 

In order w> follow tip rapidly this success,! I ordered a general advance 
of the whole tine, when the retreat of tbo Rebel* become a rout* 

I moved forward the whole of the Artillery and Cavalry in pursuit, 
the Horse Artillery following the rood to the Betwa, from which iL hai 
enfiladed the Enemy's position, the field Battery going across country. 

We H45oD came up with 6 Gnus, and their ammunition waggons, 
which we left for the Infantry, and passed on to the ms in body of the 
Ret -els, broken into knots, and scattered in every direction* 

Serious combats occurred between the pursuing Cavalry and the 
fugitive, who, singly, or standing back to back, always took up, like

neither Musketry nor Artillery fire would dcstr y them Lieuttiumt 
Armstrong, of the 3rd BwniwV European tUgiment coming up with a 
few skirmishers dwhed at them, and I .aye netted them all, hut not with' 
out fame loss. This OtHwr U Post Master of 1 he Force, but hi* >eal 
alwnvj leads him into notion, whore he does good service on those otrcseW 
which rei|uir® hold tteiiion* 

r rhc pursuit Lad now penetrated, tttid tilwrnd flW*y the Erst line. A 
vicrnl of dust about a miliMlld-a-half to our rigtik pdotod out the line 
of retreat of another Urga btxly. the notiond liae of tlie Rebels* whiiih. by 
a singular aTT&ogemerit ^ the Rebel General, la ilia t’opWj tnu^t h*ve 
b^D three miles in rear o£ Ms first tine. 

The whalo Force again wmii in immedivtn pursuit, anil tame up ™ i*h 
the skirmisher# in rocky and dldicuit ground, covering the 'retrent -if tin' 
2nd line : driven in. they clos'd to their right, ami aueovereil the main 
body wbaph tannonad&d the Troops in pursuit with an 18-Pounder and 
8-inoh Mortar and other Gum?. Colon*! Turnbull amwercil with a few 
round*, which fcoliL Captain LightEoot who had vom * up, thinking that 
ho could bring bifl Guns to ground t from which he could eutilsvle the 
Enemy's ML I direckd him to join the Hydomba l Cavalry t and a Troop 
i t the J 1th Light Dragoons* whom I had sent to torn their left Hank 
and take* if possibly tbftr Gums. 

The Enemy did not wait for this attack, hut retired With precipitation 
by the high rend to the Raj pore ford* 

Neither the Jungle which to* set on Ere to stop Ibft punuttj nor 
ilifikult ground, could check the ardour of the pursuing Troops, who Now 
within their reach the great prize, the Enemy's heavy Artillery. Once 
on the road* Guns and Cavalry galloped without a ebflck, till they came 
within gunshot of the village of Itajporc, where the Enemy nude their 
l*£t nod third stand. 

The Troop and Balttry, advantageously placed on two rising ground ■ 
crowed their fire on the Enemy, who rapidly left ibis, hut kept up a 
heavy fire of musketry, irnd with a l£ •rounder from the opposite bank 
of the river ; the 12-Pounder hit by a round ebol, retired disabled. 

I ordered two Troops of tho 3 tth Light Dragoon*, and UydctaWl 
t uvtalry. across ihrr Iktwa. 
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On gt iuiz down the r.-ml to iJit* fiver, wti saw she utroaiu crowded 
with fh* Enemy*® Artillery, Ordnanvn Park* and tpiuntilicB of Store®, 
(.be LS-Pcmndisr and the S-ineh Mortar, drawn by two dophaiati x ammuni¬ 
tion waggons, and carte full of am munition, of the Gwalior Contingent, 
The EDemy kapi tip a heavy fire on ns as wo crowed the ford, and 
ascended the stoop road I tailing up tha apposite bank, The 14th Light 
Dragoons and Hyderabad Cavalry gallant]y snr mounted all opposition, 
and Bflbrr-d the Rebel* who *till held their ground, 

I detached parties id pur-nit of the mi moron* fugitive® who took 
nmm country; another Iwjdy fallowed the road, and captured, a Jft3e 
&iirl*a-hjsJf from the Btrtwu, the disabled 12-Pounderj being the 19th am I 
last Gun of the Rebel Army. Two standard a were al*-& captured. 

The Infantry, who had followed in ekirmuhing order to preventthe 
escape of any of the Enemy* gave proof of their seal, hy the rapidity 
with which they marched up lothe front. 

Horsfe and M«u being completely exhausted by incessant marching 
and fighting during the bat forty-eight hour*, ami being now moo miles 
from JhnnBH'jI marched the troops bark to Camp, 

I beg leave to bring to (he favourable notice nf the Ctimimuder-m* 
Milcf thfi conduct of the Force under my Command which, without 
relating, in fhe least, the arduous Vioge and irk vestment of n very strong 
fort and fortified dty, garrisoned hy 10,000 desperate men* fought, with 
the few numbers left in Camp, u grand sictiou with a relieving Army ; 
heat and pursued then: nine miles, killing l/i'.HJ of them, and taking fr-'in 
thonj all their Artillery, Storey and Ammunition, 

The Officer^ whom circamstalloes Killed prominently into action, and 
who, profiling by the opportunity, did vnUiable service, were,—Brigadier 
Stuart^ Commandttig l*t Brigade, and the Olhcera whom he mentions ; 
LiWEitenant- Colo n el Turnbull, Bombay Horse Artillery ; Captain Light- 
fwt p fh'imhoy Artillery j Captain Need, 14th Light Diugooru - Licutenunt 
Leith, 14th Liirht Dragoons; Lieutenant Armitrong, &rd Bom buy 
European Regiment ; and Lieutenant Frcndcrgast, Madrai Sapjwa and 
Miners, who, on various under iny eye, him tRstmgukhed him¬ 

self by hi* merit and gallantry, a® devoted as t hey were uni^triifatioiis. 

Sergeant Gardener, 14th Light Dragoons, attacked and killed a 
Cavalry Soldier, as well aw two arm el men on Wt ; hk gallant eon- 
duct jit Dlrnr liad been previously honorably mentioned* The conduer 
of the mtn of (he 11th Light Dragoons, wa^ so uniformly gtad, tUf th»ir 
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Commanding Officer finds it dirDeult to bring any particular case of good 
conduct to my notice. 

I am muck indebted for their zeal and assistance to mo during the 
action j t.. Major Orr p Command mg Hyderabad Contingent Field F«™ ; 
Captain ProfHjobiij Commanding 14 th Light Dragoons; Captain Hare,

Buregaum. about half a mi To from the ford in question, was reached about 
daybreak, when I heard hnij firing from the direction of the 2nd 
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Brigade ; accordingly I halted the column, and pushed on the Cavaliy to 
the Ford, with orders to reconnoitre and rotorn with mil detpaldi j in a 
very ihorfc time I received information that none of the Enemy were to 
Fie seen or heard of in the vicinity of the river, so I eounfccr~marehed my 
force, and proceeded to rejoin the 2nd Brigade ns quickly as possible* 
After about an kuuris march some fugitive RoWhg were observed on our 
left front. X sent Detachment, Her Majesty’s 14th Light Dragoons, 
in pursuit, and many of them were cut up. The Brigade tth now 
approaching the village of Kooshabore, and I found t hat a large body of 
the Enemy, upwards of two thousand in number, and consisting of 
Artillery* Cavalry, and Infantry, were prepared to oppose our progress, 
having pineal some Guns in position in and about the village* 1 
immediately threw ail my infantry into skirmishing order, placing my 
Cavalry on either flank and moving my Guns on the main road until wit bin 
about 600 yards of the Enemy 1 * posit ton ; fire was then opened by the 
Artillery w ith most excellent effect j the Enemy wore soon shaken, ami 
the moment cur 0uus ceased firing, the skirmishers of Her Majesty's 
86th Regiment, and 2nth Regiment, Native Infantry, dashed forward, 
carried the village :it the pointed the bay omit, capturing all the Enemy** 
Artillery consisting of s-iic pieces, togothor with supply of nmmunition, 
etc. The lEae then steadily advanced^ driving the Enemy uvor some 
difficult ground in roar oE the village, until a seciind village was reached 
on tho outskirts of which the Enemy made another stand* From Ibid 
the mm of Her Majesty’s Sfitb Regiment immediately dislodged them, 
and they retired io good order, leaving a strong Rear Guard to cover 
their retreat, which wag effected in so compact a manner, that though 
the small body of Her Majesty** Hill Light Dragoons, and the Squadron 
of tho Cavalry Hyderabad Contingent, charged them aa opportunity offered, 
they could do little more than cut up btraggleiv. The ground over 
which the Enemy were now passing wns, 1 regret to tiny, of awch a 
nature, that I could only with the greatest difficulty bring qp my 
Artillery, otherwise their k** would have been more eevuto ; about thi) 
of their number were, I compute, billed. In addition fcj their 
and ammunition, two elephants and some cam el h wore captured, II*j 
not the Troop of my Brigade been in mob an Htluiueled state from the 
esertiuns of tho previous thirty*?!! hoars, daring which, as the Major- 
General is aware, they were under arms, or marching with but little 
intermix?icD, I should have continued the pursuit; I felt, h mover, that
